ſuch Gentlemen; as 
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mon diligence, have I uſed in it. The Ealian Painter 
hath 3. degrees of Compariſon, in the preterring of his 
Peeces. If he ſaies tis but done con diligenza, with di- 
ligence; tis no great commendation of his paines, for 
he meanes no more then an ordinary diligence. His 
ſecond degree of prayſing it, is con ſtudio, with ſtu- 
dy : and by that would hetell you, that his braine 
and hand; have a little more laboured,both upon the 
deſizning and the colouring. But if he addes con amo- 
re, that he did it with a love andan affec#on, to the

I have (as littleas mighr be, and eſpecially in the 
Kings Story) truſted to no written Relations; unleſſe 
received from a knowne hand, or donfirmed by per- 
ſonall eye , or eare-witneſſes. No, I have not ſingly 
relyed , ſo much as upon that diligent amaſler of 
the Dutch Currantoes, the Gallobelgicus , and the Ar- 
ma Suecica;, le Soldat Suedors, I meane by 1t: upon 
whoſe {ingle credit , I have no where written any 
thing; excepting in thoſe ſlighter encounters about 
Norimberg, And yet even there, had I beene in the 
ſame boxe, with him , and before him; the High 
Dutch Relations. I commend, (as much as any man) 
the queyntneſſe of his-language; and the neatnefle of 
his conceits, many times : Which are the reliſhes of 
2 French wittyneſle in him. His beſt pieces, are the 
Abridgements of the lies of the two Kings, Divers 
of the conceits, therefore, of the firſt of theſe; have 
I made ſome uſe of, in my Charatter of the King of 


Sweden: The Second , have I wholly taken into my

prevent,. withall; the abuſing of my Countrymen , 
thould he happen to-be tranſlated into Engliſh.

His Highneſſe the Duke of Bavaria, had taken ſore re- 
erctt at this Norimberg ; and, for its entertaining the King of 
Sweden ; had his Generall Ti/ly offered to beleager it. And 
had this Duke beene ſtrong enough, he would , pos, 
haue beene content, with an indifferent occaſion to have quar- 
rel'd it : for beſides the addition of ſo ſtrong a Paſle, and able 
juriſdiction, unto his already devoured Upper Palatinate ; ir His reaſon» 
had beene an Inlett, withall, to his progreſſe into the Mar- '** 
quifates of * Oxsþach and Payrezt, belonging vnto 2. Princes * They write 
of the Houſe of Braxdenburg; and by Oufach, into France- themiclucs 
114. The Imperiall General:/jimo, befides, had now threatned 5's oo of 
t writeit vpin red letters in his Almanack;to makea Martyr N98 
ofit; and to change Norimbers , into Magdenburg : he had 
vow'd the Ciry to the flames, and the riches of it, for a prey 
unto his ſouldiers. This danger , was the Towne now in ; 
the more need , therefore, for the King to keepe his word 
with it. | 
And yet was it a mixt ation, too : thereavereother con- 
curring cauſes, for the Kings fitting downe about Norimerg, 
beſides the bare keeping of his promiſe withit. Theſe were 
ſome of the preuailing reaſons, that drew the King thi- 
rher. 
Firſt , ſhould he have left it vnto the fury of the enemy, bs 
the whole world might iuſtly have condemn'd him, asa man 
more regardfull of his ſafety, then of his honour. Then, the 
Imperiall Cities (whoſe Champion he had heretofore pro- 
feſled himſelfe ) perceiuing him ſo careful to make hisowne 
game, would alſo hane plaid the beſt of theirs : and Norim- 
berg, among the reſt , would quickely have falne off from 
him, and have ſaved its owne ſtake with the Emperor. 
Secondly, This Towne of Norwmberg,was a Paſſe of migh- 2: 
A 2 by” 
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ty importance : not onely, by the aduantage of its ſituation, 
which was its neighbourhood vnto a many ſmaller Principa. 
lities (all in League with it) but a very conſiderable State like. 
wiſe of its ſelfe it is, for the largeneſſe of its owne Iuriſdi- 
Aion. The ſoile, indecd, is but woody and fandy : bur the 
Lordſhip of it,is (much what) ſixteene Engliſh miles ſquare, 
with about twenty good Towes, and fixc or ſeuen skore vil. 
lages in it. urs £9 ig worth the looking after, 

Thirdly, the City it ſelfe had now giuen him an aſſurance, 
howexcellent well it was provided; for the ſuſtaining of 
his Army : which, notwithſtanding that it maintained 30000 
or 40000 people, for ſixteene weekes together, yet at the 
Kings riſing, was not bread much dearer, then ordinarily tis 
1 Londoy, 

And theſe three, together with the honour of keceping 
his word; were the chiefe of the reaſons for the Kings en- 
camping about Norimberg. Had he more entended the ad- 
uancement of his other victories, then the ſafety of this 
Towne; he might then haue marched vp into the Biſhop of 
B ambergs Country ; and haue expeted Wallexſtein in theſe 
quarters: and ſo by laying the ſeate of the warres, in that 
Biſhopricke, haue abundantly beene renenged of that Prince ; 
for thebreache of his former promiſes. Againe, the Kings 
Armie was now but ſmall : for though it had the reputation 
of 20000 men, by the enſigne ; yet ſurely ({o weake were 
the Companies, that the forces of the Towne excepted) they 
could not muſter aboue 15 5 60 reall marching men, to be rcc- 
koned by the Poll, Had, therefore, the chiefe of his care 
beene, to haue firſt reenforced his Legions ; and then to haue 
returned ypon the enemy : he ſhould (inall probabilitie) hauc 
retired beyond Norimberg, towards the bancks of the Riuer 
CAaine in Franconia, Thereabouts, was the whole Country 
at his deuotion ; and hither, might rhe ſeuerall Armies which 
he had now ſent for ; with lefſe danyer, and more ſpeed, haue 
marcht vp to him. Burt either of theſe, had he now done; 


then, doubtleſſe, would # alenſtein ſo ſtrongly haue entrencht

pricke of Cullen : The Rex-C hamcellor Oxenftierns , about 
Mentz,; and Duke Bernard with the Generall Baxier, in Ba- 
varia. All theſe Armies, he hadat his firſt encamping, com- 


manded with all ſpecd ro come and ioyne with him : which 
whileſt they are about to doe; we ſhall entertaine our Readers 
with the chiefeſt of thoſe military diſcourſes, deſcriptions, 
and rencounters : which paſſed betwixt thetwo Armies a- 
bout Norimberg. 

Begin we with the Kings Leagu 
it,as alſo of the ſtrength he had to lay in it. He had.at his firſt 
fitting downe, ſixe Brigades of foote forces : three where- 
of were commanded by Graxe Neeles; and the other three, 
by Sir John Hepburn; which came to betwixt ſeuen and 8000, 
and no more, About that ſtrength, were his Horſe : not full 
| $000 compleat, and yet faſt vpon it. The Right wing of 
theſehorſe, was commanded by Licftenant Generall Srrief, 
and thelcft-wing, by Leiftenant Generall Goldſtein. His Ar- 
tillery, conſiſted of twenty Peeces of battery ; and thirty 
Fielding Peeces, of three and (ixe ponnd ball. The King, ſo 
ſoone aseuer he had taken the reſolution of retyring to No- 
rimberg : had ſent before hand to the Towne, to haue his 
Leaguer prouided for him about the City. Himſfelfe with his 
Army, ſtaid two dayes in the Mountaines, whileſt his Quar= 
ters might be ſomething towards a readineſſe : ſo that at his 
firſt comming, he found the Trenches halfe wrought by the 
Burgers. They were found too little, when the King came 
tolodge his Army in them : for which cauſe, his Maieſty 
| Inperſon rode round about the Towne to lay outthe ground 


for cnlarging of the Quarters : which contained 35000 (criprion of his

tion, And for my underſtanding of this ſtrength and Leagyer; 
are the thanks due unto the Noble and valiant Sir Iv 
Hephwrne. 

The faſhion of the Citie of Norimbers, enclines, moſtly, 
roa circle; and yet ſomething toanovall figure. The ſinall 
river Pegmtz, runnes in at the Eaſt, and out at the Weſt of 
ir. It hath many faire Suburbs ; and in them, was the Kings 
Leaguer : it embracing both Towne and Suburbs , round a- 
bout, within the compaſle of 1ts protetion, I begin to de- 
ſcribe the Fortifications vpon the Ealt ſide, by the river, and 
the Suburb of Weert, Hence, all about the hill of the Iewez, 
vnto Se, Johns; was it taken vp with diuers Baſtions , and 
Retrenchments : all theſe , being guarded by their Flanckers, 
and other ordinary Defences. On the cther ſide of the water, 
was the Pet encompaſled about with another Fort or Baſt. 
9 : which being well Flanckered with a Cureaine: was alſo 
joyned unto a Fort new builded inthe Suburbe called Gaſtes- 
beff: and that well defended likewiſe with divers Halfe. 
AMoozes and Horn-works. The Suburb called Srembuhel to- 
wards Scheinaw ; was ſtrongly entrenched likewiſe ; guar- 
ded beſides with two other Forts, joyning one upon another. 
Towards the wood of Rotenbach , was there a Fort-royall e- 
re&ed : and another towards Glesſhammey , upon the way 
that leadeth towards A/torff. Divers Batteryes were ereRed 
here and there, betweene : which were plentifully furniſhed 
with the Kings owne Ordrance; and others out of the 
Towne Magazme. The Works were ſirongeſt , upon the 
_ fide; for that the King ſuſpeted the enemy likelyelt 
to encampe there : and upon the Eaſt ſide, towards the Vp- 
per Palatinate; for feare the Imperialiſts ſhould haue had 
the courage to have falne on upon the neereſt {ide to them, 
at their firlt comming, The Meare or Graff round about all, 
was, generally twelue foot wide,and eight deepe : and about 
the Head-works , eighteene foot wide , and twelue dcepe. 
The King of Bohemia's Quarter in the Leaguer , was at 
Weiershans, (a houſe of one Weier, a Burger ) on the South 


14s 
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ſide of the Citie,and in the way towards Newmarcke. Eight 
thouſand ſouldiers laboured daily upon the Fortifications : 
the Works being not yet fully perfe&ed, at Walenſterss firſt 
comming : ſo that the King looked preſently to haue beene 
aſſaulted. But our Generaliſ/imo , in the point of fighting, 
decejued the expeations both of his friends, and of his 
enemies, 

And this is ſomething towards the deſcription of the 
Kings Leaguer. And here was his Majeſty now reſolued to 
abide that ſhocke and tempeſt of warre ; which from the 
whole power of the League and howſe of eAuſtria ; hee had 
laſt pring expzRed ſhould at Aevtz haue falneupon him. 
Ar Mentz, therefore, did helaſt yeeremake thoſe ſo large 
Fortifications and Bridges ; which Page 5 1 of our Second 
Part you ſhall finde deſcribed. There had hee taken in the 
hils about the Towne ; not ſo much to make the Citie ſtron- 
ger ( which plainly, hee didnot ) but to have a Camping- 
place for the lodging of ſuch an Army ; as might beare the 
brunt of the whole power of the Empire. 

Doe wenow as much for their Highneſſes the Dukes of 
Fridland and Bavaria. The Army was much about the ſame 
number that we haue before ſet you downe, Page 233 of our 
Second Part. For in the endof this July, that they encamprt 
in ; Walenſtein himſelfe ſent a Lift of his whole Forces, unto 
his Imperiall Majeſty at Vienna. [n it, were 191 Cornets of 
Horſe beſides Crabats and Dragooners : with 149 Foot 
Companies, The Horſe, at 125 toa Comett ( which is the 
nſuall proportion ) amount to about 20000 : And ſo. many 


Dutch Horſe he had indeed. His Foot, at 300 complete,th a The Forces of 
company for halfe of them ( for ſo Walſteins Lift, was ) and 'ralenſtein and 
the reſt, as ſtrong as the Captaines could make them ; amount COutris. 


to 40090 : and fo many marching men they had effetive : 
(tisthe word of the forenamed Gentleman) who accounted 
themſelnes 80060. The Crabats were full 5000 men, who 
gaue out themſclues to be 8000. And this was their whole 


ſtrength ( and with the leaſt too ) 40000 Foot, and 25 000 
Horſe ; 
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Horſe: inall 65000.fighting men: who either for their owne 
credits, were apt to beleeue it, or for policy and terror helpt 
to giue it out, That they were 128000. 
Theſe were Walenſtern: great Officers. In his Campe was 
And their Gallas, (an Itahan of Prisl:, and a braue Gentleman) Liefte- 
prenn Sears, nant-Generall; and hc gave out the orders. In the Duke of 
Bavariaes Campe, has! Alrringer the ſame office : who yer 
was to be dire&ed and controlled by Walenſftein, the Duke of 
Bavaria himſelf (many times) knowing nothing , till the 
command was to be executed. CAtyor- Generall of the Horſe 
unto Walcrſtein, was.Colonell Holck; a Holſteyner, as I take 
it. His Generall-Aajor of the Foote , was the Colone] 
Sparre, alittle blacke Gentleman , and a Pomerlander, The 
valiant Baron of Cronenberg (as I take it) was Generall- ſq- 
jor of the Horſe unto Bavaria, but who was of his Foore, I 
know not : Cratz was not now inthe Leaguer ; for he was 
yet buſte againſt Bamer, in Bavaria: and he afterwerwards 
offered to hinder him , when hee came towards Norimberg, 
But this I haue but by hcare-ſay. Other great Commanders, 
which had ſcucrally entrenched Quarters, in the Leaguer ; 
were Count /Maximilian Walſtein.and Count Bernard Walen- 
ſtew; Kinſmen, I ſuppoſe, unto the Generalfſim. The Baron 
of Schemberg , and Colonel Picolomint , an Ntalian Gentle- 
man: with Arrschaand Gratezy, Colonells Generall of the 
Cravats and Hungarians, in their Quarter. Walenſtein at his 
firſt comming, ſate downe a night or two about Schwabach, 
untill his Quarters cculd be made ready for him: which done, 
then went he and fate downe 1n his Leaguer. 
The whole Imperiall Leaguer, was at firſt diuided into $. 
ſcuerall Quarters : ifthe Figare cut in Copper be true, which 
I haue ſeene printed, with a High Datch deſcription, to it. 
The Imperiall The diſtance of his Quarters from the Kings, was about 4. 
Leaguer,and miles Engl, Their firſt and - mari 0 (which was far 
_ ou the largelt )was by Merzendorff,vpon the North-Weſt of the 
deribeg, * Ter Pegnirz, betwixt the High-wayes unto Wrtsbrg and 
Bamberg. This was almoſt like an Ovall: and the riuer Rea- 
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»itz, ranne cloſe by it upon. the Northerne border. The (c- 
cond Quarter , was by Scheurglung ,, betweene the way to 
WH urtiburg ( which parted it from Walenſfteins) and the riuer 
Pegnitz, : doſe upon the Welterne banke of it. Here Prc- 
colomini commanded.. The third Quarter, was by neggen- 
heff; at agood diſtance from the Southerae banke of theri- 
ver, & from Piccolommies Quarter : with 2. Royall Forts be- 
tweene, and their Batteries, Here was Count Maximilian 
Walexftein lodged. The fourth was on the South (ide of the 
Kings Leaguer, by Hoffen : and therelay Baron Cronenberg. 
The fifth was on the ſame (ide towards the right hand, by 
Saint Leonards: which was called Baron A/rringers. Betwixt 
theſe two went the High-way to Reychel/dorff. The (ixth, 
was by Pultmnll, on the Eaſt ſide of N orimberg and beyond 
the riuer, on the Northerne banke, a great diſtance from A/- 
!rimgers, witha very great Fort, betwecne the way to Schwa- 
bach and the Pegmitz. And here, Count Bernard Walenſtein 
commaunded. The ſeuenth, was by Prentzengart ; betwixt 
the High-waies that leade to Amberg, and to Culmbach : on 
the North-Eaſt of Norimberg : This wasthe Hungarian and 
the Crabats Quarter : whole chiefes were T/olans, Mitt cha 
and Gratzy. The 8. and laſt Quarter, was by Rehenberg; be- 
wweene the wayes to Culmbach and Bamberg,upon the North 
of the City; and neere unto the Head-Quarter, This was the 
Connt of Schombergs. Betwixt cach of theſe, was there 
Workes and Forts, one or two; according to the diſtance. 
This mighty Leaguer , was vaſte, rather then accurate : 
W:lenſtetn, ſurely, was defetine in this point of military ex- 
cellency, he i- none of the beſt Spademen ; nor had he any 
g004 Enginiers about him. Scuen of theſe 8. Quarters, were 
but flight ones; a little earth caſt vp , and barricadoed with 


Wagons, trees and other encumberments. Nor were they 


cloſe behind : as if out of a military bravery , they would 
have the King know , they truſted more to their ſtrengths, 
then to their trenches. Nor did theſe 7, Quarters hold long; 
but onely till they heard of Oxenſtierns comming : againſt 
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which time , the Head Quarter was enlarged and fortified : 
and all the forces of the reſt, drawne into it. That we now 
deſcribe. The Avenses or Paſſages of this great Leaguer, in 
and out , thorow the Retrenchments, had Barrscadoes right 
before them , made with Truncks and mighty bonughes of 
Trees, among: with broken Wagons, Turne-pikes, Gabions, 
or Cannon-baskets, peeces of old Cask filld vp with earth and 
ſtones ; and many ſuch other rude deviſes , to blocke up the 
way withall: eſpecially againſt Horſe, and ſudden Cam/adoes. 
The place for ſome of his Quarters, wasa naturall Fortificae 
tion; hilly, wooddy, and buſhye : and eſpecially by the hill 
and old Caſtle of Altendorp ; made famous on Saint Bartho/. 
ewe; day following , by a moſt notable conflia for it. All 
the bridges over the 2, little rivers, had he cauſed ro be broken 
downe : at K atzwang, namely, Reychelſdorff, Stain, Wayker- 
hofſ, and Furt; that ſo, no body might, on the ſudden come at 
him. Divers villages were within theſe Qwarters, the Duke 
of Bavaria being lodg'd in one of them : yea and Walenſftern 
himſelfe, rhough he had his day Pavilion in the open field, 
for the moſt part, and when it was fatre weather ; yet was 
his lodging (when he pleaſed) within a houſe. And this was, 
ficteſt both for his diſeaſes and humours : he is ſhrewdly 
ralenfiems troubled with the Gowre, fo that he goes ſoftly, and isled 
w2!cales. ſometimes. Some other crazyneſles, is he likewile troubled 
with, for which the cold carth isnot ſo kindly. He loues to 
keepe a State, fit for the dignity of his place : and that affes 
priuacy and retyredneſſe. 
The Soveraignty (I muſt not expreſlc it in a lower ſtile) 
over the Militia; was abſolutely, at the Duke of Frealanas 
walenficinz: Cifpoſure: for ſo much he tooke vpon him, as Imperial Ge- 
veralſſimo, He was Fellow in Armes, and no General , over 
the Duke of Bavaria : For that his Army, was independant; 
and he, asa Prince of the Empire by himſclfe, had leviedit at 
his owne charges, Yet did #a/enftein commaund all;and that 
witha Switch (as it were:) his Orders being giuen out with 
an Inoperious Eloquence, which is &reefeneſſe, His pleaſure ( ” 
muc

is due to 2 Generall ) muſt not onely be uncontrolleable, but 
undifputable : and he is a moſt ſudden and ſenere Infticrer , Severity, 
(iwhen he pleaſes) for his mlitary diſcipline. Hang the beaſt, | 
(thars his word )that obeyes not with a ſervile celerity, He ,_ 
isabountifull-handed man , where he finds deſerning : and ** 9407: 
theſe two things , Rewards and P wniſhwents (and enough of 
both) are the Secrers of his Di/ciplne ; theſe are the chiefc 
lawes that kept his Campe in exceeding good order, all the 
time of this Leaguer ; and himſclfe well belaged of his ſoul- 
diers. There was no great good heartineſſe of affeFion , 
(ſome will ſay) betwixt the 2, Dukes : andif Bavaria, at 
any time, interpoſed his counſell ; Waleyflem would take no 
more of it,then ſhould ſerue his turne:good aduice,perchance, 
being now and then diſcountenanced, for the Giver. 

The Campe being fortified , the Generali/ſimo gave this 
generall order unto his ſouldiers, that they ſhould make more 
uſe of their trenches, then of their weapons : That they 
ſhould nor, but with ſpeciall leave, goe out upan commanded 
Partees, and that very ſtrongly : That they ſhould not, bur 
upon command, ſtraggle abroad after forrage or adventures : 
but continue to make good the Poſts, they were comman- 
dd to, till they were relieved, That they ſhould, for the 
moſt part , containe themſelaes upon the defenſive within 
their Quarters : and when they were in commanded ſartees 
{ent abroad , they ſhould then hinder the Swedes from get- 
ting forrage. He had taken a very excell-nt order , for the 
vicualling of his Army ; for ſure, the Duke of Fridlands 
Maſter-piece, is tobe a good Provifiozer : and he hathafin= 
gular good Catrrmg-wit of his owne. Aboueall, had he ta- any ag mes 
ken good care for his Provant-breade, which is halfe the ſtan- ww Pn 's 
ding diet of a ſouldier : and they will doe well enough, 
where bread is good, and plentifull. That which moſt incom- 
modated him, was, That navigable river, he had none, for the 
ſeruice of his Leaguer. The river Rednitz though it 'ranne 
from his Campe, into the Biſhopricke of Bamberg (a friends

ee" His truſt for the bringing of his vitualls, therefore, muſt 
How, terched. be by Convoyes over land : which were farre more caſinl| , 
and more chargeable. He had1aid all ths countrey for provi. 
ſions, Divers troopes of his Carvallery , were ſent unto al] 
the next greatcr townes and Paſſages, then at his devotion : 
which were thereto hold their Quarters. As to Cronach , 
namely, and Forcherm, in the Biſhopricks of Bamberg: Wills. 
burg Caſtle , and Y6[exburg , an Imperial towne by it, in 
the Biſhopricke of Archſtet. Some of his Forces had beene 
lefr bevond Norimberg in the Tpper Patatinate , to 1ecure 
that. and Bohemia : and others were already advanced be- 
vond it, tothe townes upon the river «Ach , in Franconia, 
The Crabats roaved up and downe, from Forcheim, almoſt, 
unto Wyrrsbarg : yea he had made ſure worke of it, euen as 
farre as the towne of Regenſpurg in Bavaria: and had blockt 
up all the chiefe Poſts and Paſſes, betwixt theſe townes and 
Norimberg. From all theſe (and from Regeniarg eſpecially, 
whether it was ſent himalong the Danxby, from Vienna) 
was his Campe ſerved with proviſions, and the Kings Lea- 
guer thereby cut off, from all necefſaries : Every day were 
itrong commanded Horfe-Partees fent abroad , to lye upon 
feverall Poſts and Paſliges of advantage, to intercept the. 
Kings Foragers. This was commonly the Crabats buſineſſe : 
who ſay up and Aowine., 4. 6. 8. Or 10. miles from the Kings 
Leaguer. With theie had the Swedr/p Partees their molt cn- 
counters; but for breviries ſake | muſt not infiſt upon every

ty : and gaine, finally, a moſt ample reputation unto the 
name of Walerſtein; as one that had onely know ne, how tv 
handle the King of Sweden.

priſoner. 

Divers able troopes, were by our General:ſſimo (at his ve- 
ry firſt ſetting downe)diſpatched further into the Marquifate 
of Onſpach, and the Dukedome of Fraxconia. Neere Onſpach, 
ws the Towne and Caſtle of Liechtenaw within the Iuriſ- 
diction of the Norimbergers, preſſed, but not taken yet, by 
the Walſteiners. Three of their Regiments attempted an 
Aecnflaught upon the Imperiall Citic of 51am upon the 
river Ai{ch, 30 Engliſhmiles to the Weſt of Norimbere : 
and 24 to the Northweſt of Onſpach.. But this defigne of 
thcirs being diſcovercd and defeated by the Swedi/> garriſon, 
and the Burgers; the Imperialiſts gate a ſhrewd bruſh here, 
lefr many of their fellowes behind them, and carryed off the 
beſt part of 1000 more, wounded with them into Swabach. 
They rambled up anddowne as farre as Uffenhaim allo,cight 
miles more to the Weſtward, Ksrzimgen,and Swinfort both, 
were in ſome dreadof them: but that the river Iayn was 
a good Barricadoe betwixt them and the preſent danger. All 


'that countrey likewiſe , which you ſee bounded with that 


mightie compaſle of the river Aayne, to the Northward ; 
everrfrom Bamberg, unto this Kitzimge»n, was daily ouer-run 
and brought under contribution by their Horſe-Partees. On 
the Northern ſide of the e/ aye alſo, thoſe Crabars that 
had their Quarters in and abont Bamberg,did at pleaſure roave 
up and downe the countrcy , euzn unto the very walles of 
1art;burg. Due South of Norimberg , mercover, even 3s 
tarre as the Biſhopricke of Arhſter, for above 30 Enely 
miles together, was all at their devotion ; and did daily fur- 
niſh the Imperiall Leaguer with provifions. The Crabats 
{who are the ranke-ryders, and commen harryers of the 1m- 
periall Army) had by this time plundered Hippo/ſtern, a pretty 
Towne betwixt Norimberg and eAchſter. Having lodged 
there a-w hile, they ſer it on fire at parting : barbarouſly c- 
nough langhing atthe poore mens miſeries , T hat they "_ 
W/C 
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uſed to pay their Hoſts, inother money. The Townes of Cave!/- 
berg and Koftall on the W eſt of N orimberg, were alſo ſo ſer- 
ved : None faripg fo well, as thoſethat worſt uſed them : 
2: that had the courage to let flye their Ordnance amongſt 
tb-m. And thus farre was our Generali//imo, abſolute Maſter 
. of the Field : excepting thoſe good Townes onely , which 
had Sweds/h garriſons in them, All this was done by the mid- 
di- of I#ly, 1632, andnow turne wee backe againe unto 
Norimber 4 . | | 
We told you before, of the good order taken by Walen- 
f«in, for the victualing of his Army : which for all hiscare, 
muſt be contented with the entertainment of the W arres, 
and with many an 7ta/ian dinner. The Generaliſſimo's ordi- 
nary dyet, was fixe.diſhes a meale, and two bottles of wine 
to it, as long as it laſted. The Kings table, perchance,was no- 


thing better ſerv'd; as relying wholly upor the Magazine of 
fi 


Norimberg. Hence ( as I find it from ſeverall hands affured, ) 
was his Campe furniſhed with 8000 pound of bread( 80000 
ſome name) daily. The Norimbergers wanted Milles,rather 
then come : which the enemy had burnt downe. Both par- 
ties were faine to Steward their proviſions,as thriftily as they 
could : Walenſtein , that he might haue enough to ſtarve the 
KinMvichall : and the King , to be able to hold our, till his 
ſureties , thoſe other Armies which he had now ſent for 
ſhould be comne up to baile him.

And thus haue I concluded this long digreſſton, for bring- 
ing up of all the Kings forces to him : which if the Readers 
cenſure, for too long an interuption from the Kings Storte ; 
Imuſt, in ſtead of anſwering, crauc a faire pardon of them. - 
And yet to fay ſomething towards a Reaſon. Beſides that it 
had beene pitty to have loſt all their Stories : I knew not on 
the ſudden, how to drop all theſe Armies, out of the cloudes 
into the Kings Leaguer; nor how, bluntly, and all at once ; to 
ſhoote them in an Engine, affarre as Norimberg : and there- 
forc have I brought them, faire and ſoftly, upon their feereall 
the way, out of their ſeverall Stations. 

Now was the King reſolued, to bring the whole cauſe, to 
aday of hearing : and that as loud, as the Cannons could 
roare it. He was now full 36000, men in field; though not 
Ulthen in Bazragha, The King of Bohemia, ( go" 
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well recovered of his Leaguer-ſickneſle) was in the field 
with him : both the Kings being defirous to tempt the ene- 
my out of his Campe, into faire Campagnia; fully purpoſed, 
if that offer were refuſed, to ſet upon him in his Trenches. 
And to might they if they pleaſed : alenſteim would not 
budge a foote,. out of his Quarters. On the Norimberg (ide 
of his Trenches, therefore, the King cafts up thee great Bat- 
reries ; and from thence plaid inceflantly into Walenſtemns, 
Quarters : he thundering as furiouſly upon them againe. The 
Swedsſ Muskettiers going neerer the Trenches ; were with 
ſmall ſhot anſwered from. them againe : bur neither ſmall 
nor great ſhot , did much harme upon one another ; ſaning 
onely that Generall Baer, going too neere to view a worke; 
received a Muskert bullet m the left arme above the elbow , 
where it was left ſticking. 

The next day, the King cauſed ſome greater peeces of 
Ordnance to be mounted upon his Batteries: ſome of which, 
ſhot 21. pound ball,and ſome 42. YWaleyſtein anſwering with 
ſome, that ſhot 48. T heſe roared upon one another for a great 
time together : but the Kings plainely, did little ſpoile upon 
the enemies. The Wa/ſteiners wiſely withdrew themſclues, 
out the beate and raking of the Swedsſb Ordnance : which 
were (after the making of 700. ſhot) perceived, to doe 
more execution on the earth and trees, then upon the cne- 
mies. Now was it with perſpeRtive glaſſes to be diſcerned, 
from off the Kings Batterics;that there was ſcarce a W alftes- 
»ey to be ſecne ſtirring: For this reaſon: the King cauferh his 
Ordnance to be diſmounted : not willing to ſmoake away ſo 
much powder in ſquibs ; nor to doe no more then plowe vp 


the ground, with the grazing of ſo many bullets, of that 


weightand height; mecerely ſhot off at an empty randome. 
Yet ons ſhot let me not omit, becauſe the King made ir. The 
King (as tits written) ſpying inthe mommg, with his per- 
ipeRue from one of his Batteries, a gallant Cavalier moun- 
tcd and prancing before his Companies : that ſurely (faith 

the King) ſhould be either Falenftein or Altringer; and have - 
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2t him. Canſing therefore a pecce to be traverſed and bent 
full upen him ; the King tooke his-levell , and bade give fire 
toit. Vp into the aife flew the Cavalier, horſe and man : bat 
It proved to be but a Colonell/ 

The King having diſtronnted his owne Cannon, and given 
order to hane the Norimbergers drawne out into the Tren. 
ches akcut the Towne; hetbat day and thenext, paſſes the 
moſt part of his Army over the river Reawitz, a littleaboue 
Furt, before named. His purpoſe in it was, to poſſefſe him- 
ſelfe of a certaine hill thereby : by advantage whereof hee 
hoped affuredly either to batter out, or beate our, the enemy 
from: his Quarters. This done, the 24. of onr Auguſt (bei 
Saint B.rtholomewes day) was reſolued upon for the ——_— 
onſet. The fame 23. of Auguſt, fell there out a skirmiſh on 

the further ſide of the Reawirz, betwixt the Crabats and the 
Kings people : at which , whileſt, amongſt other Gentlemen 
Maſcer William Harvey (bcfare named) was defirous to be 
preſeat ; he was moſt unfortunately drowned, in paſling o- 
uer the river, A Gentleman he was, who might one day 
haue merited a place in our owne Chromicles; for few young 
Sparkes were there among the —_ of any Nation; either 
finelier made up , more gentilely bred , or more completely 
improued,” Nor is this more then a moderate Laudarive of 
him; for ſo fay they , that could wdge him: very great 
therefore is the loſſe of ſuch a Sonne, to his honourable Pa- 
rents ; but greater will be the want of ſuch as he, ro his Na- 
tive Countrey. 

 Walenſtein perceiving the Kings intention, he the better to 
aſſure his Cannon and Ammunition ; retired himſelfe in- 
to the Foreſt called Altemberg : which belongeth nnto the 
Marqueſſe of Owfpech. Here could he make ufc, likewiſe, of 
a certaine old Fortrefſe ; which had beene a Lodge, (orſc..c 
ſuchlike thing) in the younger dayes of it. Here, likewiſe, 
did he very ſtrongly entrench himſclfe ; and barricadoed up 
al the wayes , by cutting downe the trees round about him.

till he had prayed. That morning , about nine a clocke; was 
there a certaine Footman or Lackey of Altrmgers, brought 
priſoner to the King : who, ( as by pregnant circumſtances 
was afterwards colleAed ) had beene purpoſely expoſed by 
the enemy, to be taken priſoner by us. This flye fellow yery 
confidently informed the King; How that the moſt part of 
Walenſtems Horſe, had dren forfaken their Quarters, and 
wereabout to runne quite away from the leaguer. The King 
indeed, from this higher ground, ſaw the Army in motion : 
but it wasnot te runne away from their Colours, but with 
alt ſpeed to poſſeſſe themſelues of rhe little mountaine and old 
Caltle, and another Fort upon it : which it had beene caſic 0- 
therwiſe forthe King to have taken, and from thence to 
have beaten Bavaria, firſt, and then Walenfein, out of their 
Leaguers. 

The King by and by perceiving their intention , and againe 
obſcrving the greatadvantage of the place : reſolved,(which 
ſome thinke he had not , untill this newes of e4/tringers 
Footman) that notwithſtanding the enemy had prevented 
him in it; .and had now made the ation more deſperate : yet 
that it maſt immediately be ſet upon. Putting his Army , 
therefore, into Battaglia, (as well as the place would giue 
leaue) the King himſelfe led on the Vaxt-guard of the left 
Wing : Duke Wilkam of Saxom-Weymar had the honour of 
the Battell , to cloaſe up the Kings right hand: and Duke 
Bernard , with the Landrgrave of Heſſen , brought up the 
Reere. Some of theſe troopes , were ſent to fall on upon 


that ruinous old Caſtle of Altemberg , on the hill aforeſaid. 
c 
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The other part, were ſtill left at the bottome of the Hill, and 
upon the ſides of it : tolye in ambuſh amongſt the trees and 
buſhes there, to keepe off the Aides and Seconds of the enc- 
my ; andto ſhrowd themſelues withall, from the fury of 
the enemies Canon. This place alſo ſerved fora Retreat unto 
their fellowes, ſhould they chance to be overlayed : the men, 
beſides,beirg there neere at hand,to be ſent for upon occaſion. 
The place, indeed, was naturally fit for ſuch a purpoſe : for 
ir was a hollow over-hanging in the hils ſide ; where they 
lay in Covert from any offence of the enemy. The order of 
the Aſſault wasto this purpoſe : Euery Colonel and Com- 
mander was aſſigned to his Poſt ; 500, men were ordered ro 
fall on : which were every two houres releened, with freſh 
Seconds. Theſe were commanded Muskettiers all ; drawne 
cut of the ſeverall Brigades : and the:Colours ſtaid with the 
reſt, below the mountaine, 

And now began the confli&, for the winning and defen- 
ding of that old Caſtle; which proveda medlye of 1 0.houres 
lorg, on both ſides. Many a brave Gentleman, here loſt his 
life;many a Cavalier was here wounded: andnot a few taken 
priſoners. The King ledon his men, with his ſword drawne 
in his hand: and the Swed/p, as if to ſhow the enemy how 
little they dreaded any thing, that they could doeunto them; 
and how much they deſpiſed danger : expoſed themſclues 
all naked unto the enemies ſhot ; having not ſo much as any 
one Trench or Earth caſt up, to ſhelter them. In this cqui- 
page, runne they cloſe unto the enemies Works and Batte- 
ries: ſtoutly and manfully, fall they on upon them: and with 
the courage of undaunted ſpirits, doe they ruſh into the dan- 
ger, But the Imperialiſts as full of reſolution , made a moſt 
ſtout reſiſtance unto the Swed;, For having the advantage, 
both of the higher ground, of their owne Trenches and Bat- 
teries already before hand there caſt up : and having the wals 
of the old Caſtle to retreate unto, and to ſhelter their freſh 
ſupplics in : they maintained it with extremity of confi- 
dence. The naturall high ſanding of the place, gave them all 
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the advantages, that the providence of an enemy could have 
fore-thought of, Thence direRed they their peeces with 
more aime and certainty, thence fell the Partifans which 
they darted , with more weight upon the Sweai/> : and be- 
hind their owne Parapers they ſtood more then halfe cove. 
red from thoſe on the lower ground : ſo that more of the 
Swedſs bullets , light upon the Imperialiſts Breff-works then 
into their Brea#?s, 

Butnotwithſtanding all theſe inconveniences , the Sweasb 
continued deſperate, and the Imperialiſts as obſtinate. The 
Cannons and Muskets went off all day long, inceffantly : ſo 
thatnothing was to be ſeene upon the Mountaine , but flame 
and ſmoake : and for the roaring of the Ordnance , the 
$krikes and groanings of wounded and dying men , could 
hardly be diſcemed. All this was performed with ſo much 
terror and fury , and on both ſides maintained with ſo much 
obſtinacy ; that (conſidering the diſadvantages on the Sweai/p 
ſide) the Battell of Prague or Leipfch, was not to be compa- 
red toit. Regiment attacked Regiment , one Enſigne conti- 
nucd flying againſt another : untill the greater part of the 
Foote on both ſides , were thorowly engaged in the medlye, 
The Imperialiſts had 6000, men, then upon the Hill ; for the 
guard of it, and of the old Caſtle : thoſe, ſtill ſupplyed from 
the Campe : and all, ſo fenced with a Breft-worke bchind 
which they ſtood to ſhoote downe, that nothing bur their 
heads could be ſcene over it- Thus at length, the Swedes (ce- 
ing no good to be done upon it : wereenforced to quit the 
danger ; the moſt of them withdrawing themſelves, unto 
the foote of the Mountaine. The Cannon continued their 
vollyes above, ſtill; and ſome Musketticrs were there left, to 
maintaine the skirmiſh. 

In thisattempt upon the hill, whereas the King and Duke 
Bernard had fallen on upen ſeverall places of it : it chanced 
that Duke Beynards proved farre the more convenient ; and 
that he had gotten the height of the enemies Canip*,and cold 
tee dowae into it, ble ſending the King word of it, /| "King 
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diſpatched backe Sir John Hepbarn to him, to take, and - 
vring 4 view of it, Whileſt Duke Bernard and Sir John 
H:phyrn were at their view , there was a Ritt-maſter ſhot 
dad , | hard by them : which ſhowed, that the place was 
1ot altogether ſo ſafe, as was hoped. Sir Joh» Hepburn ha- 
civg carried the King word, and that it was much the 
berrer place ; his Maieſtie hinfelfe came to ſee it. Which 
done,| you havereaſon (ſaies he to Sir John) for what you 
fay : butyet if Tgwe on here, I muſt doe it with my grofle 
of Foote ; whereby I ſhall leaue my Horſe and my Cannon 
mked': and the enemy, withall, may then chooſe where he 
will fight with me; either in this or that place, or in both ro- 
gether , as he pleaſes, This paſſage, I learned from the right 
valiant Knight, here mentioned : and that the preſentneſſe 
of the Kings tudgement , was approoned in it. And this I 
adde of my fſelfe; ſomething to controll the rumor of it 
that ranne over Germazy , that if the King would but haue 
deſcended from his obſtinacy , and thought it no diſhonour 
t0 give over at ther other Poſt, and-to follow Duke Fer- 
»ards\counſell ; that the ation had beene ended, and the enc- 
my diſlodged. 

Moſt of the Swedes being comne downe to the plaine (as is 
aforeſaid) there beganne another enconnter. The enemies 
Curiaſiers then ifſuing out upon the Swedyb Muskettiers , 
did fo much there overlay them ; that they forced them to 
give ground from them. Colonell Tortex/o» , and Colcnell 
Erich. Hand , being to mintaine this Poſt ; were both herc 
taken ; andthe latter wounded , by the Curiaſſiers; whileſt ,,. 
they bravely end: avoured to make their Muskettiers to give Stothanſte a 
on 3gaine, upon the enemy. The valiant Baron of Cronenberg x;n/ander by 
with his Regiment of 12. Cornets of Horſe (eſteemed the nation) was 
flower of the Army) at this time, falling out , was rencoun- lomerimes ler- 
tredby Colonel * Srethauſe with 200.0f his Finniſh Horſe- Patrich Ru _= 
men): who ſo well entertained the Cropbergers, that they put 4, :; and ke 
therh to the rowte : yeaand ſo farre purſued them till they ſpeakes exce!- 
amennder the command of the Shot from theenemies ram- [<n* 8096 
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piers, and that other troopes of freſh Horſe, fallyed out upon 
them. It was beleeved among the Sweashb , that Cronwbery 
was there mortally wounded : batbeſides, that I have ſince 
read of him other aRttons :' he was ſeene by ſome Gentle- 
men of our owne Nation in the Imperiall Leaguer, a day of 
ewoafter. 

tr bath by others beene related to mee, That whereas the 
Count of Erpach ( a Colonelbof the Kings ) was that day 
mortally wounded upor; the place, and carryed off (poyled , 
the King meeting Sir /ohn Hepburn in the Field ; deſired him 
to make good the Count of Erpachs Poſt ; which hee pei- 
formed. | 

Thenight beginning now to approach, muſt of neceſſiti: 
putan end to that skirmiſh : and yet it appearedby the eager- 
nefle of the Swed/p, that they had not yet enough of it. Still 
they continued to ply their ſmall and great ſhot, and to offer 
toskale the mountaine , and rampiers of the enemies. The 
{ame reſoluteneſſe, was alſo maintained by the Imperaaliſts : 
the defendants budging nor a foot from their Stations, and 
nothing behind hand with the Afaylants. But that great Mo- 
derator and Stickler in all long encounters, ( the Night ) was 
faineat laſt to decide the controverſie, And ſo began both 
ſides, to fall off one from another;having loſt their ſights, ra- 
ther then their courages. And thus was there a tr#e drawne 
Batrel/ made of it:for the darkneſſe being but a blind Umprre, 
couldnot ſce to which party, to aſſigne the Viktory, The 
Swedes , indeed, loſt their hopes ; and the Imperialif kept 
their ground. The Sweds/b, for all their magnanimous under- 
takings , could not drive the Imperialiſts to theretreat ; or 
beate up their _: nor could they, much lefſc, com- 
pell the Kings forces to give it over. The Horſe, ( except, 
ſome few troopes ) could not come to fight ; the wood and 
hill not ſuffering them.to encounter :- which had they done, 
nceds muſt the buſinefſe have had a further progreſle. 

The whole night after, did thoſe Muskettiers that were 
left upon the hill, continue to gie fire upon thoſe tha detrn- 
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ded the old Caſtle. It prooved a very wet night: and the 
King lay in his Coach, under heavens open Canopy. There 
was a fire made hard by him, upon the wet earth ; ( which 
the raine ſuffered not well to burne ) about which the Kings 
ſervants and officers tooke up ſouldiours lodgings : Sir John 
Hepburn being alſo laidamongſt them, The King by breake 
of day wakenine, (and being very coldand wet ) called unto 
his ſervants, ly nt if there were any of his Offers of 
the Fi:ld amongſt them, They told him none but Sir [oh 
Hepbwrne ; who was but a Voluntier at that preſent. Him, 
now , the King deſired to goe to thoſe Muskettiers on the 
hill, and to view their poſture: and toſee, withall, whither 
there might be any neere place diſcovered, where there might 
be Ordnance plantcd to batter upon the old Caſtle. He going, 
found how theſe poore ſoules, lay all open to the enemies 
ſhot, from the waſt upwards ; and that the Imperialiſts had 
two places of Covert, one above another, for their ſhelter : 
that is to ſay, one above, upon the hill ; and another Parapere 
or Breſt-worke, lower ; whence they let flye upon'the Swe- 
4, He there found, where by caſting up a little carth, the 
Kings people might approach withia fiftie paces of the Ca- 
fe, and mount foure pecces of Canon to batter upon it. 

Sir Johy Hepbwra had order alſo at his going from the 
King,to go call Duke Bernardto him;and in the mean time to 
command his troopes. Hee comming from his view , met 
Duke Bernard, and did his rw, © to him : who told him, 
_ thathe ſhould not need to goe to his troopes, for that he had 

leftthem with the Count of 1/enbwrg. The Dukealſo reque- 
ſed of Sir John, that whileſthe went to the King ; he would 
doe him the fauour togoe and bring his brother Duke W/44i- 
a, unto his Majeſtic. But Duke William was gone tothe 
King before ; ſo that when Sir /ohn Hepburn returned to the 
Coach ; he perceived, that they with ſome great perſonages, 
having becne in counſell together, Whither it were beſt to 
retreat or not? the Retreat had beene agreed upon. Thus 


When Sir lobn Hepburn reported to the King , how m_ 
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the Caſtic he mightbring foure Canon3 : T had rather { fayes 
the King ) there could have bezne a place found within 500 
paces, then within 50 : which would be fafer for my peo- 
ple. Hereupon was ord-r given for the retreat, and to draw 
off the Muskettiers ; who came running off preſently. And 
thus mach of the paſſages of this -morning , have T learned 
from the courtefic of this Noble Warriour, The moſt of

So that 

having experience by this time , that the enemy being likely 

to diſpute it, would certainely killand ſpoile him more men, 

then poſſibly he could doe of theirs; thought it no great 

wiſcedome, to conſume too mnch time, where there was but 
{mallappearance of getting over-much honour. 

Order is therefore given, to have the Ordnancetaken of 
their Batteries, andthat the Muskettiers, yet in ation, asalſo 
thole that had beene laid in ambuſh, below thehill : rogether 
with thoſe Horſe-troopes, which ſtood ready art all aflayes,ro 
waitc uponthe motions of the enemy, ſhould come away-

And this was the order of the Retreat, The Reeve marcht 
off, firſt of all : and whileſt they tume faces about to goe 
homewards, the YVa»and Bartel, ſtood their ground, as ready 


to receive the enemy. When the Reere was comne to their The orger of

the enemy. Whileſt they ſtood, the Bartel! marched : obſer- 
ving in all points, the order and diſcipline of the Reere, When 
they make a Staxd, the Yar advances : the Ying of Horſe, a- 
fore ſpoken of, at the ſame time moving and flancking them, 
Three hundred Muskettiers, with ſome Cornets of Horſe ; 
wereleft behind to mamne the Reeve, and to make good the 


Retreat : in caſethe enemy ( which he did not ) ſhould have 
falne out npon them. And in this goodly order and equipage, 


( which was a very beautifull fight to behold ) was the Re- 


rreat made : all done in Battagha , as if they had cyen then 
adyanced into the Fre/d, to have charged the enemy. Soone 
was the Army in their new Quarters ; which were not farre 


from the foreſaid mountaine. 
For now was the King reſolued,to entrench himſelfe cloſe 


unto the enemy ; chooſing the place for his new Leaguer, 
neereunto Farr, iuſt without the Foreſt : yea ſo neere unto 
Walenfteins trenches , that ſome one of his greater Peeces, 
would haut rang'd her bullet even to the very Quarrer. Early 
the next morning eAugxſt 26. was the new Campe begunne 
zo be fortified; that is, upon the open fide of it : the backe- 
part being ſufficiently afſured by the woods. And now might 
the Generaliſſimo ( if he pleaſed ) have done as much for the 
King,as he had attempted upon his trenches. Theſe had beene 
his advantages, His Leaguer was already fortified : but the 
Kings W orks not perfected, for ſome dayes after. He, out 
his higher ground,might overlooke the Kings Quarters, and

changed. CHonfienr de la Grange the French Ambaſſadour, 
was {ent from the King, into the enemies Leaguer : who re- 
turned with many priſoners : telling his Majeſty of many 
things likewiſe, unto the hearing whereof but few were ad- 
mitted. <Iajor-Generall Sparre was nor onely ſet at libertic 
by the King, but employedalſoby him unto Walenſtein,with 
the priſoners. He made likewiſe ſome generall overtures of a 
peace, in which he had deſired of the King, that he might 
uſe his owne liberty. Tu lieu of Major Sparre, was Colonel 
Leonard T ortenſon, Generall of the Kings Artillery, freely fer 
at liberty by the General;ſſimo : and that with a great com- 
plement to the King ; as we haue before told you. As for 
. Colonell Erich-Hand (a Swede) he was to ſtay in the Impe- 
riall Leaguer , till his wounds were cured, In the Bill of the 
priſoners, that was ſentfrom the Imperialiſts unto the King: 
were there many names read, whoſ.: perſons were.no where 
The Priſoners, to be found among the Captives : by which they were giuen 
for dead.

On the Imperaall ſide, loſt, 3. Enſignes. Slaine, the Lord 
Jamgs Fupger, Colonell of 1000. Cartaſſiers , or Men at 
*Armes, This Lord being deadly wounded and brought pri- 
ſoner into Norimberg ; there expired. He being demanded 
what he knew of Walenſteins intentions; anſwered (as ſome 
report it) that he meant to keepe himſelfe in the guard hee 
then lay at, and to wage battell no otherwiſe then in that 

ſture. But ſome other report this way of his laſt words , 
That calling for drinke, he ſhould fay, tis no time to diſſem- 
ble now ; Walenſteim will aſſault you : Which faid,he dranke, 
and dyed. Saidto be \laine beſides, Colonel Aldobrandine , 
Colonell Dom CMaria de Caraffa : with 5. Colonels more : 
though ſome Gentlemen of our Nation , paſſing next day 
thorow the Campe ; atfirmed that they ſpake with ſome of 
them. Theſe things muſt be knowne from the priſoners, 
who being about 60. in number, perchance knew not all: the 
Imperialiſts having wit enough to conceale their owne loſles. 
Thofe of the Sweasſp ſide reported it fromthe priſoners, that 
there ſhould have beene ſlaine abour 1 000. walſteiners - 
which (upon ſuch diſadvantages in the fight) I thinke not 
tobelikely. The Corps of the dead Lord Fugger being ſent 
into the Imperiall Leaguer; the ſouldiers that carried him, had 
25 Dollars given them. 

My Datch Officer reports me a pretty ſtory of a complement 
(oran allegeance, rather) betwixt an humble bullet,and the K. 
namely, how thata piece of the ſole of his Maieſtics boote , 
neereunto the great toe of his right foot , was carryed away 
with a Shot. This bullet knew his duty : for a King ſhould 
be toucht no higher : all are to ſtoope thither. Both he and 
the Swedy/h Lords Letter agree, that the Imperiall General//i- 
» had his Horſe that day ſhot dead und*r him : whercas 0- 
thers (then in the ation) bid me be confident ; That Walen- 
fieinall that day, ſtirred not fo far out of his Pavilion, Sure 
1s, that Duke Bernard of Saxon-Weymar had a horle {laine 
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under him : and that his behaviour all that fight, wasbeyond 
all expeRation, valiant. 1alenſtein (tis written) having falſ: 
notice brought him in the heate of the fight, that the old 
Caſtle was taken; anſwered with an oath , That he would 
not belecue that there wasa God in Heauen, if that Caſtle 
could poſſibly be raken from him. This the priſoners repor- 
ted. And thus have I finiſhed, this moſt memorable conflie, 
Turne we to other ations of lefſe moment, done neere the 
Leaguer, 

The King not able either to diſlodge Waleyſtein , nor to 
bring him into Campagma : calt about, in the nexe place, hoy 
to put another Brave upon him : the ſame, too, that Wa/en- 
ſtein firit put upon him, to defeate him (nainely) of his vi. 
ctualls. Having therefore learned by the priſoners, that the 
proviſions for the Imperiall Leaguers , (ſince the burning of 
their Magazine of Fryenſtat) were either brought from Ba- 
varia; or from Newmarckt in the Vpper Palatinate : reſolues 
now to wayslay their convoyes, in both places. Towards 
Bavaria, is Caloncll Sperrmter ſent : with 4oco, or 50co. 
men, to lyc in the wind about Wesſſexbwrg; and to have an eye 
towards Noralingen; both to the South-Weſt of Weiſſenburg, 
The King having now learned out, that there were a many 
Wagons of proviſion, about Newmarckt in the Upper Pa- 
latmate, 20. miles from Norimberg : thitherward, with all 
{peede, diſpatches he a ſtrong Partee of 3090. Horſe, for the 
cutting off of this Convoy ; which he had heard was pre- 
ſently to come into the Imperiall Leaguer. But the Sweat 
failed of their deſire : Falenſtein having taken good order, 
to have his Convoy well aſſured. Himſelfe {tis reported) 
was gone out with ſome troopes : which the Swedy/> Par- 
tee encountring withall , miſſed bur little of taking the Gene- 
ra/s//imo himſelfe priſoner, His Page was taken, hard by him; 
who reported, how that his Lord himſelfe , was glad to re- 
tire into the wood, This report went ouer Germuzy: but yet 
I hold Walenſtein with the wiſeſt, to adventure ſo great a part 
of the world, in his owne perſon. | a 
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Now were the warres, made altogether by commanded

Cratzenſtern now 
forcing the place, cuts moſt of the Crabats in pieces; carried. 
away their Licftenant-Colonell with the Houſe-keeper of 
the Caſtle, priſoners; ſetting divers of the Kings ſouldiers at 
liberty ; which the Crabats there held in durance. This 
done, Cratzenfteiny returnes to Norimberg, with his booty 
and his priſoners. | 
All this ſucceeded well to him ; the next encounter , hz 
came not off with, ſo fairely, Fleſhed withthis ſucceſſe, hz 
would nceds out againe towards Swlrzbach, thirtic Engly/p 
miles Eaſt of Nortmberg. Encountring with no prize in that 
defolatredcountrey ; to Hambach he goes, hard by Ambery, 
three or foure miles more to the Eaſtward. The foremoſt of 
his people, there fell into an ambuſh of the Wa/Reiners : who 
not diſcovering themſelves all at once, putthe Sweds/p in ſuch 
hopes of being ſtrong enough for them ; that they engaged 
themſclues to buckle with them. Nor could they ſee their 
error, till it was too late to recover it : for there loſt they 80. 
of their fellowes; and he was the braveſt man, that would run 
away to tell his Lieftenant-Colonel. | 
In other places at the ſame time, were theForagers out on both 
OLE PRE ſides. A Swedi/ſp Partec, ranging towards Newmarcke,chanc't 
hes, among PMN 2- Cornets of Crabars of about 150. in the wooddy 
-ommanded country betwixt Retexbache and Fencht, 7. or 8. miles South 
Parrecs. of Noriberg. Falling roundly to it ; the Crabats loſt the 
odde 50. upon the place; and ſome of the reſt were in their 
Aight ſo knockt down by the Boores of the Country (whom 
theſe arrant Powlterers , had made their good friends) that 
but a few of them recovered to their :arriſon of Newmarck?. 
The Crabats from out of the Leagyer about this time , ſtca- 
ing over the river of Redxtrz; cut the throates of ſome Swe-, 
di» Sentinels, about Furr; cut in picces Captaine Fuchs and 
his whole company, almoſt, which had the guard that night. 
At Eybach, one Dutch League South of Norimberg, there fell 
our 
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out another skirmiſh : wherc after the exchange of ſome 
bullets, andthe death of 40. men on both ſides ; the Swe- 
4: were faine to giuec it over : for that the Imperialiſts re- 
tyring themſelues , by degrees, towards their owne Quar- 
ters, (then cloſe athand) did but traine the Swedyp into the 
danger. 

k day or two after, the King himſelfe wouldneeds abroad, 
to diſcover the poſtare of the enemy : and it was much a- 
bout the place of the laſt encounter, The King. had ſome 
choiſe Lads, along with him ; ſome of which ſcowring the

ers made at them againe ; ſo that there fell out ſome rude 
bruſhing betweene them. Artlaſt, every man of the Sweai/h 
being as good as two, where the King was one : the Wa!- 
ſteers went by the worſt of it ; 150. men they left upon 
theplace, divers priſoners they left behind them : and the 
reſt ranne away as haſtily towards their Leaguer, as if they 
did it to carry newes , that they had ſcene the King of 
Swedes, 

A little after this, a ſtrong Partce of Crabats, cut ſhort 
ſome Swediſh Foragers ; even as they had almoſt recovered 
totheir Leaguer by Fart. Two hundred horſes and Wagons, 
they tooke from them, and made the Foragers glad to goc 
home , without that, which they had laboured for. Thence 
gocthe Crabats to Lauff, 2. leagues Eaſt of Norimberg : 
putting themſelues there into ambuſh to entrap ſome Swe- 
4/» Convoyes. It chanc't, that a good company of Wagons 
and loden horſes, paſſed by ſhortly after, from about Roten- 
brrg; 4. miles to the North of Lauff, The Crabars falling

and their guards : and vouchfafing to rurne Carters them- 
ſelues, they drive the Wagons towards Engelthal. It hap- 
ned, that there were divers Biders or Saddle-horſes, of ſome 
of theKings owne Gentlemen, that went /er, by; now ſent 


for from grafle, for that the King was about remoouing, The 
G 3 Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen hearing how likely they were to ſerue on toote; 

petitioned the King for a ſpeciall Partee to make out after 

theſe Crabars,that had vnhorſt the. The King himſdfe would 

needs do his Geilemen the ſervice,to go out withthe Parte: 
gueſſing at their haunt ; the King advances towards the ſame 

Engelthall : whereabouts (as lucke was) then finding them; 

He kills 100, upon the place, recovers all the Wagons with 
his mens Horſes, and ſome other pillage beſides , which the 
Crabats had there hoard:dup, into the bargaine. 

The King having an item, alittle after this,of 20. Corncts 
Imperiall Horſe, that purpoſed to goes from Porcheim , to 
{poyle Grefenberg, a towne of the Norimbergers, ſome 18. 
miles North of the City : goes with the King of Bohemia, 
to have a courſe at theſe Imperialiſts. But they having no- 
tice.of it, hadno deſire to ſtay and kifle the 2, Kings hands; 
but recommended their fafeties, to their ſpurres; and eſcap:d 
by good Horſeman-ſhip. 

The King preſently upon this, had adeſigne, to have put 
Duke Bernard, with agood part of his, and Bamers Army 
ito, and about the towne of Liefthenaw, ( not farre from 
Onspach) which belonged unto the Norimbergers. Walen- 
Fern, (as we told you inthe beginning) had offered beforc 
at the taking of this towne ; but had beene put beſides it. It 
was keptby one Scheverlin, a Patricins or City-Gentleman 
of Norimberg. His feare now fore-dooming , that becauſe 
the King had not beene able to diſlodge Waleyfteir , that 
therefore he was too weake for him : delivers over his 
cruſt unto the enemies of his Country ; whenas no apparent, 
buta ſuſpeRed neceſlity, drew it from him. The lofle of this 
towneand Paſſe, ſhrewdly defeated the Kings projeds: helpt 
ro make him what Scheverlin had ſuſpeRed him ; the una- 
bler to remooue Walenftery. For now , beſides the viualls 
found in the towne; Walenſteins other proviſions out of 
thoſe parts, came the freelyer into his Leaguer : the moſt of 
which, the King might haue cut off, could he but hane for- 
medan Army thereabouts. | P 

cher 
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Other ſmaller bickerings betweene commanded Partees of 
both Armies, I purpoſely omit : for that theſe perry parti- 
culars , doe lefſe concerne a generall Hiftory, And now the 
King perceiving that all theſe lighter encounters, wonld not 
doe the great bufineſſe ; and that it now proved true, which 
had ſo often beene confeſſed to him : namely, that Walenſtein 
moſt firmely was with himſelfe reſolued, to tyre him our 
with the expeQation of a Battell ; and that he wonld upon 
10 other termes accept of the encounter , then ſtichas with 
extremity of diſadvantage, he ſhould be enforced unto : 
11dges it his beſt courſe, toleave the ſullen or temporiſing 
Generall, inthe faſtneſſe of his Trenches; ſeeing he would 
not be trained out unto a Field-Battell. For point of ation 
and honour , the King conceijucd himſelfe to be befote-hand 
with his adverſary : ſeeing he had fo often bidden him baſe 
at his owne gole; and that the Lyon-couchant would not 


out of his Denne, no further then he were rowſed:; Carefull, The Kings rea- 
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beſides this, of the State of the good City of Norimberg , fons for his 


his Maieſty was : which his late encreaſed Army had ove 
charged ; his ficke men, and dead horlſes, both peſtercd an 
infeted. His owne Army began a-pace likewiſe, to demi- 
n1ſh: he had loſt (at leaſt) 10. or 12000. horſes, (1 haue heard 
more) the reſt, for want of forage being likely enough ro 
follow. His men, withall, grew thinner every day and thin- 
ner: for what with thoſe that had beene fNaine with the 
{word , or dead of the fluxe and other diſeaſes; and what 
with thoſe that were wounded, taken priſoners, or had runne 
away ; he mifled full 10000. of his old Army. His Quarters 
grew very naſtie and noyſome,, with the multitudes of dead 
horſes, which lay where they fell, vnburied. The reſt of his 
Army, wanted ayring and refreſhing : no enemy being ſo 
terrible to brave ſpirits , or ſo weakning to able bodies , as 
the long lying in one place , and the ordinary diſeaſes, of a 
Winter-Leaguer. Reſolued likewiſe he was, to doe as much 
for the Imperialiſts, as they had done for him : tocut off, 


1amely, their proviſions from them : and that part of it, 
eſpecially 
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eſpecially, with whichtheir Leaguer had beene ſerved, our

Some have diſputed it with themſelues, W hither the King 
ſhould not have done betrer for himſelfe, to have riſen long 
before this ? ſo ſoone, namely, as he was made able to ger 
away, by the comming of the Chancellor to him with the o- 
ther Armies. 1 hen ſurely, had he ſaved a great ſort of men 
and horſes ; and ſooner had He gone, fooner muſt the Gere- 
raliſjim» have diſlodged, 

When the matter was put to be decided upon a Carpett , 
Whither it were beſt for the King to riſe orno ? The chiefe 
hinderance of the reſulution was, the Kings care for the ſafe- 
tie of the Norimbergers : who were indeed very fearcfull 
of themſelves, that ſo ſoone as He were gone,they ſhould be 
beſieged. Burt in that care, the King was eaſed by his Major 
K niphanſen : who offered itupon the forfeiture of his head, 
to keepe the towne with 4 000 men, in deſpight of allthe 
enemies. The King taking him at his word ; ſent him into 
the towne to propoſe the conditi-ns unto the Magiſtrates, 
and to know what they would doe in it.The conditions were, 
That they ſhould give Quarter and ſtipends , unto the Soul- 
diours , left for the guard of them : That they ſhould take 
downe the old great Leaguer , and contra@t it ; fo as with 
4000 men, it might bee made defenſible. The Magiſtrates, 
though ſomething fearefull, at firſt; yet ſo well did Kniphan- 
ſens arguments content them, that they came our to treate 
with the King about it, He told them, that they might ſafc- 
ly relve upon Kmphauſen;he had,upon His knowledge, fought 
in a village : and he knew he would doe much more, info 
wella fortificd City. His Maicſty, beſides, told them, That 
he would leave his Chancellor with them : whoſe perſon 


he would not adventure, but upon aplace that he put confi- 
dence 
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dence in. As for Heſieging of their towne,, that ( he aſſured 
them) was not at all to be feared : the enemy, he knew, was 
too wile, at that time of ycere to ſet him downe before ſuch 
a towne ; and eſpecially in the neerenefle of a royall Army, 
which hadfo often ſought to fight with him. Theſe argu- 
ments, and the ſeale of the Kings royall word to them ; paſ-

Lebeifinger being the ancient Colonell of the City forces ;and 
Colonell Slammerſdorff put into him : the King reſolueth 
upon diſlodging. Before his riſing , I read that he ſent out 
Duke Berxard, to take in Schwabach, 8. miles South of No- 
r:-»berg © both to gine the Norimbergers alittle moreaire, 
and ſomething withall, to trouble Walenſteins Convoyes out 
of the Biſhopricke of eArchſtet. Some talke of Ror and 
Carlſþurg, and other townes, then likewiſe taken about No- 
rmberg : but I cannot perceiue, why the King ſhould trou- 
ble himſelfe in taking in theſe ſmall Strengrhs;lſecing He moſt 
certainely concluded, that Walczſtein would not lye long after 
His going, This of Rot and Schwabach | have but out of Le 
Seldat Smedors; whom ſingly, I credit not.

At this Dankelſpiel, which is 6. leagu's to the Conth of 
Rotenburg, did the maine body of his Army arrive, Friday 
September 21. His next Stage was at Nordlimgen, 4. leagues 
further : where Til, laſt yeere, made his W,inter-Quarter, 
Hicher came he upon Satterday September 22, The weeke be- 
fore, had 4000. or 5000. Switzers (12000 ſome name) pal- 
ſed by this way towards Doxawert, to be there conioyned to 
the Kings Army. They were led by Colonel Wormbrwunt: and 
their way was from- Schaffhowſen and Dutling, and ſo along 
the Danuby. 

By this time had the Count de ©Aonte Cncnls, with ſome 
of the Duke of Bavgriaes people, (whom he found in the 
countrey) and ſome few Florentimes, (lately fefit in from their 
Maſter the great Duke of 7 wy to the aide of the Bava- 
rian) laid ſiege to the towne of Rain upon the Lech in Ba- 
varia, ne:re Donawert, Colonell Mirzval, whom the King 
had left Governour there ; made nor ſuch good reſiſtance, as 
was requiſite, The towne, though not excellently, yet was 
it ſufficiently fortified : Viftualls and Ammunition, he wan- 
ted not : of men, he had 13. good Companies, Horſe and 
Foote : which were hands enow to have made good the 
place, for alonger time, againſt a farre greater oppoſition, 1 
read of no breach yet made, but one threatned, and prepared 
for, isnot unlikely. Some write, that Mfirzval was in the 
name of his Company, threatned by one of his Ancients,that 
if he would not yeeld the rowne, they would: bur they that 
ſay fo, cannot proove that Mitzval either puniſht Ancient 
or ſouldters, for the mutinie. Others affirme, that he had the 
conſent of a Counſell of Warre, of all the, Otficers of his 
garriſon for it: which had itbeene true, then would not the 
King have executed him for it. However , September 25. 
did Mitzval conclude upon rendring , the next day march- 
ing out with Bag and Baggape, andall good conditions for a 
ſouldier, though not of one, The King tooke off his head 
forit : and fo would he have done of all the 8. Captaines of 
n's Regiment , but that her Maicſty the Queene of "—- 
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( who was comne all this expedition with-her Lord) by the 
potency of a ſweet and gracious interceſſion, prevailed with 
the King for a pardon for them. 

The Kingnow comne to Donawert, made all the haſt po(- 
ible, to relieve his rowne and garriſon in it, from Monte- 
Cuculi : but was not able to doe it on the ſudden, for that 
the towne was on the contrary fide of the Lech to him. And 
it much concern'd him : for that by the taking of this towne, 
the Partees of Horſe that ſhould be lodged in it, would migh- 
tily diſturbe the trading and other mtercourſe, betwixt Avs- 
burg and Norimberg. Preparing, therefore, to recover it ; he 
advances towards Oberendorff upon the Lech ( hard by Razy ) 
where there is a houſe or Caſtle of the Faggers : neere 
which, there was a bridge over the Lech, as Page 139 of our 
Stroud Part, we have told you, | 

This Caſtle , was guarded with 150 men : and for the 
breaking of the bridge on that ſide next unto the King; were 
there ſome 250 Crabats now cornne, Theſe the King com- 
mivg upon after they had burnt the bridge , but beforethey 
could get to Rain againe ( where they ſhould have becne ta- 


ken over ) he cuts the throats of all the 25 0 Crabats, toge- The King over- 
ther with the other 150, that were the guards of the Caſtle ; throwes 400 
and tooke ſeven Enſignes from them. Hereupon fell he to Cr4%ats, &c.

The King being, the ſecond time, paſſed over the Lech : in 
a milty morning ( one of the firſt dayes of Apri/ ) comes 


before Raz ; ere perchance he was diſcovered. The fight of 
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the towne, 15 low and plaine : on one fide, fenced with the 
river and moraſly hollow ground; not fittobe entrenched or, 
The orher part, had the King, at his laſt parting from B ava. 
ria; given orderunto Mrtzvall to new fortifie. This is the 
Eaſt fide of the towne ; and upon thar, was the King faine to 
make his Approaches. Foure hundred men, had /fonte-C. 
cult left within it : who, either for that 1/:rzvall had inade 
the place heartleſſe and unlucky ; or for that the fame and for- 
tune of the King, wereſo irrefiſtible in Bavaria, as thatir 
were bur folly to ſtand our againſt him : they within two 
dayes, ſo ſoone as ever they had felt bat a few pzeces of Bat- 
tery : ſend out to demand compoſition. But the King being 
avgred for his Mitzvals late diſgrace ; would affoord no c- 
ther termcs unto the garriſon , but for the Horſemen to go: 
out without either Horſe or harneſſe,and the Foor, like foot- 
men; without other Armes, then their ſwords onely. 

And thus was the towne as eaſily recovered, as it had 
beeneloſt : ſaving that the defendants , this laſt time, had 
the honourto be overcome by the King of Sweden. Oftober 
the fift, the King cauſed IMutzvall, by a Conncell of Warreto 
be condemned; and the ſame day , in fight of the whole 
Army to be executed : eſtabliſhing another Governour with- 
in the towne ; who needed no other ſchooling to lonke bet- 
ter to his Leſſon 3 then to ſec his Predeceſſour ryde the (cat- 
fold before him. This was dune at Nezbnrg , ſome ten or 
eleuen miles Eaſtward upon the Danby : whither the King 
had by this fifth of Ofobey , retired with his Army, Thus 
farre was the King comne, to have purſued « Yonte- Cur nl: ; 
and ( as *rwas beleeyed ) to have beſieged Ingo/ftar. But 
Mente-Cuculs finding himfelfe too weake , was with his 
Aying Army of 500 Horſe, and 4000 Foot, retired along the 
D annby unto Keperſprrg. Some troopes of Horſe, had the 
King ſent off atter Monte-Cuculi; and the countrey was 
full of noyſe, of the intended Seige of I»go/far, Divers 
peeces of Ordnance, were for that purpoſealready ſent for, 
out of Amibwrg and Donawert ; the Kings Commiſianies ard 


Quarter- 
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Quarter-maſters, were already gone before that way-ward,to 
take 1p victuals and lodgings for the Army : Boatsand other 
materials, were providing at Nexbarg to be ſent downe the 
Danuby towards Ingolftat , to make Bridges, Proviſions 
were alſo comanded to be ready at Y/imv, for the viuualling of 
the Leaguer: and the garriſon of /nge/far, ſorely of late, wa- 
ſted with the peſtilence ; every day expected another plague 
of warres, tobe comming towards them. Nor were theſe 
preparations, onely whiſper'd of : but Art, perchance, made 
the rumour ring ſo much the louder, that Waleyſteis might 
likewiſe hearc of 1t. But he either did not, or would not li- - 
ſtenro it : nor could any noiſe from Bavaria, frighten him 
our of Saxony. 
About theſe preparations, here at Newburp, wasthe King, 
til the eighth of Ofober : and was the next day provided 
tor, to have gone perſorally into Azsbwrg. But this happi- 
neſſe of his Preſence, the A#sbwrpers were defeated of : the 
King, the ſame day, being gone with all ſpeed backe to Nord- 
lngen. 
The cauſe of this ſo ſudden departure of his Majeltie 
was an expreſſe Packet that night received from his Chan- _ 
cellor ; that Walenſtein having quit Franceoma , was now fal- weuanel by 
ling into Yoir/and,to undoe the Duke of Saxony, The King, C_— 
therefore, knowing how cameſtly the Elefor had heretcfore jj ng into woit- 
beene preſſed by Ambaſſages ; feared, perchance, lealt the land, 
power of avoweden:my , might by adding violence unto 
perſ[waſi6, ſhrewdly prevaile to draw him off from the party: 
and reſolved to quit his former purpoſes for Bavaria; and to 
make haſt with all ſpeed,to deliver Saxony, And in this was 
the difference of tempers and good diſpoſitions betwixt the 
King and our Generaliſſime, to be diſcovered. The King was - » 
firſt in Bavaria , and yet would not the Duke of Frid/and 
for his friends fake, dec more then lend him his A/rringer ; 
with his, and Co/oredoes Regiments ; for the defence of his 
Countrey : but himſelfe would not afoot out of his-pace 


and march, for him. But the King , for his friend, on = 
other.

Ansbarg , Rain, and Donawert , were left 

well provided : and ſo tooke the King his laſt leaye of Ba-

nee rerurnes His Majeſty now leaving 17 Cornets of Horſe, andall his 

wih rherelt three Regiments of Foot, to follow fairely after him : him- 

ang N07 {cIfe with a guard onely of ſome Germane Horſe, and Stemn- 

i bocks 300 Dragooners ; made all the haſt he could, backe 
againe unto Normberg, 

Whileſt the King was upon his way to Norimbers, had 

/ theGenerall Major Kmphasx/en, beli:ged Lauff: which the 

King ( we told you ) before his going to Bavaria ; was on 

the way to have reskewed. K niphauſen had 1600 Foot, and 

200 Norimbergers Horſe, with two peeces of Ordnance, be- 

fore the towne ; and two dayes had he beſieged it,before the 

nphauſenbe- Kings comming had beene heard of. The third day , by a 

i:cc5 14.f. breach made with his two peeces , he tooke the towne : the 

garriſon in it, retiring themſelves into the Caſtle, Betwrxt 

the towne and the Caſtle, was there a Bridge ; which for -— 

they 
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they could not ſtay to burne or breake ; but had onely torne 

17 ſome of the toyſes and timbers , and fo left it. Kniphan- 

/-xs men making 5hiftto patle this bridge,came to a little gate 

of the Caſtle: which offering to force open ; the garriſon 

preſently yeelded up, without any other conditions , thenat ray raken. 
mercy. The Governour (a Bohemian by nation, and bur Licf- 
tcnant-Captaine to a troope of Horſe) remained priſoner ; 
' with ſome 80. or 100. more of his ſouldiers: all which were 
afterwards carried priſoners unto Norimberg. 

K niphanſen now in poſſeſſion of the Caſtle; 7p. Bavarias 
Horſemen (not knowing of it) came that night on the land- 
ſide, ro the backe gate of the Caſtle, to give notice of Co- 
lonell Manchs comming with 12. troopes or 1000. Horſe, 
and 300. Dragooners, to the reliefe of it : deſiring to ſpeake 
with the Governour , and to adviſe him to hold out the Ca- 
file. The Swedy/p Sentinell that tooke their meſſage, had the 
wit to conceale the Caſtles being taken ; and to goe and tell 
X mphaxſes of it. Kniphasſen preſently ſent the late Govers 
nour to theſe 7, Horſemen: by ſome tricke, or other, to get 

\. them into the Caſtle. The Governour being afraid to be 
hang'd, as his Predeceſſor the Norimbergers Governour had 
beene, when Gal/as tooke the Caſtle : durſt not but doe his 
beſt ro ingratiate himſelfe with X»1phayſen; and did indeed 
entice 3- of the 7. into the Caſtle. K mphauſen learning by 
theſe, of the Bavarian ſuccours now comming to relieve 
che place; had a plot alſo how to haue gotten Colonel A7#- 
»w< himſelfe into the pitfall. This was Þis ſtratageme. He 
cauſes ſome out of the Towne, to giue falſe fire, all the © pretty Str4- 
Mght,againſt the Caſtle: and others our of the Caſtle, againſt PRI 
them againe; as if they had beene ſtill in skirmiſh. Twas 10, 
a clocke next morning , ere Aſvnich came; by which. time 
having notice of the taking of the Caſtle, he did but ſhow 
himſelfe before it : after an houre retyring himſclfe 
backe againe, Hee being gone, Kniphanſen returned unto 
Norimberg. 


The day of the taking of the Caſtle, (which was Fryday 
I ORoter 
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October 21.) did the King arrive at Norimberg : the very 
next day being deſirous to goe out upon a Partee, His men 
were theſe 700. commanded Horſe, and 300, Dragooners, 
led by Colonell Sreinbock ( a Swede ) which had beene his 
guards hitherto,out of Bavaria. The King now going our, 
meetes Kniphauſes comming home : and of him he learned, 
which way Colonel Mnnich was retired : which was firſt 
to Hersbrack , and ſo towards Felden, The King thereupon 
commanded K niphasſen to turne backe againe with him after 
the Bavarians: for ( faies He) Ilenot goe home againe with- 
out doing ſomething. The Kings march, lay by Herſchbruch, . 
a good walled towne of the Norimbergers, which Gallas had 
allo taken in, There the King left Kniphauſen, with his owne 
men and 2, peeces, to repriſe it; which he did , within an 
houre after the Kings going, 
The King purſuing AMmanch by the tracke : light upon 
ſome of his people, asthey were reſting themſclues at $c-1s- 
Zen, and another village, hard by Felden. Many of theſe were 
Crabats; whom the King had the killing of 309. upon the 
place; with the taking of ſome 2. Cornets, and divers priſo- 
ners. The King having cauſed the villages they were enquar- 
tered in, to be firſt ſurrownded, and then fired ; had the 
knocking of them downe, as they ſtart out to have eſcaped. 
Some Relations tell me of 600. Bavariars, that ſhould be 
enquartered in a village betwixt A/rfelt and Es/maz/berg, : 
little Eaſt of Her/chbruck , who ſhould have comne our ot 
Reichelſwang Caſtle : and were of thoſe that ſhould have 
relieved Lasff. And theſe (tis ſaid) the King atone a clock.

11avin 
City : immediately refolues upon returning tothe reſt of his ynblockr A 
Army in Franconia, and fo thorow Dwringen into Saxony, rimberg; 

- And for that himſelfe was likely to haye more uſe of his for- 
ces againſt Waleniteiy, then any employment the Norimbey. 
zerr had for them : he takes with him thoſe 3. Foote-Regi- 
ments of K niphauſen, Gerſtorff and Roſſe ; which at his firſt 
going to Newſtat he had ſent unto the City for their ſafe- 
zuards. Theſe Regiments, with thoſe other 3. that were fol- 
lowing out of Bavaria; might makeup ſome 60006, com- 
pleate ; and about that number of Foote, had Duke Bernard 
in his Army. Both together, might make up ſome 6500, 
Horſe. And this was the Kings whole ſtrength, (and after 
the largeſt reckoning too) inthe day of the great Battell of | 
Lntzen, 
The King Oftober 1 7. taking his laſt leave of the No- 
-imbergers, goes himſelfe with Sreinbocks old Convoy; to 
follow Duke Bernards Army : his owne men, both thoſe He goes to- 
that came otit of Bavaria , and thoſe that were now drawne <5 Duke 
out of Norimberg ; following as faſt as they .could, after. ao 
Oftober 19, the King came to K:rz5ng upon the Mayn; 40. 
Engifh miles, to the North-Weſt of Norimberg. Here his 
Queene then was; who thence went towards Wwrtsbnre : 
whence after a few dayes,She came unto Erfwrt;being gotten 
thither, before the Kings comming. 
And here having mentioned Duke Bernard and his Army: 
[et us now goe backea little ( in the meane time that the 
Kings 0:z'ne Army is upontheir march, this way-wa: d)to tell 
how he paſſed away the time, ever ſince the Kings going 
trom him into Bavaria. 

The King (as we told yon ) parted from him about Septerm- Duke 2crxard; 
ber 1 5: whoſecharge to Duke Bernard was , To obſerue the Story, in chi 
motions of the Imperiall Generalſſimo ; and well to guard N25 -vicnce. 
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the Imperiall towne of Schwwwfurt, with all the reſt upon the 
HMayn-ſtreame, from him. For this purpoſe, had the King 
left him an Army of ſome 9o00o. or 10000 men: or at lza(? 
ſo many they were voyced for. 

This young Duke, ſome dayes after the Kings going ; re- 
mooues from W/aim firſt of all, unto Kitzmg upon the 
Mays: where he ftaid 6. or 7. dayes, That 1s, towards the 
very end of September, Thence advances he to Wurtsburg , 
wherethe Army ſtaid 7. or 8, dayes, bein 7 enquartered in the 
Suburbs. - Thence goes he to a Dorp within halfe an houre: 
going of Schweinfart : where he was 3. or 4. dayes more, 
About 9. or 10, aclocke thelaſt of theſe nights, the Army 
had ſudden order to remooue to Schweinfurr, and quartered 
there under the very walls of the towne. The occaſion of 
this remoovall was; for that the Imperialiſts having ſum: 
Horſe Partees abroad, were likely enough to affront this thei, 
open Quarter, Here ſtaid Duke Bernard but one day: remo- 
ving the next towards Komg/hoven,and enquartering ſhort of 
ir. Soine fortnight before this time , had Dubarel with his 
Dragooners, beene ſentinto C oburg Ca#ftle : asin Walenſteuns 
proceedings we ſhall after tell you. The Soldat Swedsu re 
ports, that Duke Bernard before this time ſhould haue de- 
teated 40. troopes of Crabats, under the command of J/o/an 
their Colonell Generall, and chiefeſt Commander of their 
Nation, But of this airy defeate; thoſe Gentlemen of our 
Nation, all this time with Duke Bernard knew nothiog : 
nor doe I beleeve Duke Berxard to have then beene ſtrong 
enough in Horſe, to have beaten 1/o/ani, with 40, of his 
Cornets : which could not bee lefle then 3000. But to re- 
Tune, 

From Kong ſhoven, went Duke Berzard unto Hiperbas- 


{en , and enquarter:d ſhort of it, And now might he doe 


what he pleaſed in the country : for that alenſtei was 3 
weeke or 10. dayes ſince, gone quite out of Fravcoma 13to 
Vorland, From Hulpershau(en , goe they unto Schlewjing : 
Quartering by it: and hither came the King to them. The 

King 
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King himſelfe, T meane, attended on by Steixbock and his 
Guards onely ; his Army being ſtill behind, upon their march 
rowards him. This. was about Oftober 21 : fo that in 14 
dayes he had marched from Bavaria into Daringes : and 
ſtayed three at Norimberg, The next day, the King caſhiered 
the Engliſh , and Scottiſh Regiments ; and that by reaſon of 
the extreame weakeneſle of the Companies. Theſe being 
thus made Reformadoes, were ordered by the King to waite 
zpon his owne perſon : he promiſing them good .Quarterz, 
and to preferre them. Thence went the King with Duke 
Bernards Army, thorow the D aringer-Waldt the next day, 
anto Ar»ſtat, 9. Engliyh miles further, and in the County of 
Duringen, And here ſtaid he 6, dayes, that 1s till hts other 
Army was Otober 27. comne up to him. That day , went 
the Chancellor O-xenſtiern backe from the King towards 
Franckford; to order things thereabouts , and in the 7.;-

S1men and Iudes day, Oftober 28, whileſt the conioyned 
Army advanced before, towards Erfurt, inſt 8, Enghi/h miles 
North of Ar»#at : the King ſtaying behinda while, wrote 
h15 laſt letters unto the King of Bohemia + which letters are 
11 the hands of many Gentleman.

teares,repeate them, Towards night the King came:alighting 
from his Horſe before Duke Willram of Saxon-Weymars 
lodging : who having a long time layne there ficke, the King 
now w ent to givea viſit unto. Returning thence, he went 
on horſe-backe, to his owne lodging : before which , upon 
the Market place ; he was received by his Queene and her 
Ladies. His Maieſty leading his poet up the ſtaires into 
her owne Chamber, returned quickly into his owne : where 
agreat many of intercepted letters were preſented unto him. 
Theſe having ſcarce peruſed , he was called out to Supper : 
Duke Erneſt of Saxon-Weymar being entertained with the 
King and _— at the ſame table, Scarcely halfe an houre, 
g beeneat the table ; but that he roſe, and went to 

his owne lodging. | | 
Having ſpent a great part of the night in diſpatches, giving 
order for letters, and ſending away of Poſts : herofe again? 
in the morning very early. Having broken his faſt and taken 


his laſt leave of his Queene ; he then gaue audience to the 


City Magiſtrates, who there waited for it. To their Speech, 
did the King himſfelfe returne a long , and very pleaſing an- 
{wer : of which, theſe were the laſt words. You know, 
that 1n humane affaires, there 1sno conſtancy; and that for our 
finnes fake , the warres, of all things elſe, are moſt uncer- 
taine, Some miſchance or other , may ſoone fall out, con- 
cerning my perſon : which if God Almighty pleaſes fo to 
have, let me earneſtly now defire you to continue faithful! 
unto my deare Confort ; doe, as becomes honeſt and up- 
righe men ; and fo I heartily pray to God, to blefle and 
preſerve you, Thus havingfaid ; leaving the hearers all in 
teares, he tooke horle , and followed after his Army. And 
theſe paſſages of the Kings, would I not omit; for that every 
wordandaRion, fo neere his end; may well deſerve to bc 
Chronicled. 
The Count of -Pappenheim ſome 2. dayes before his had

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beene hanckering thereabouts, in his march from about the 
eſer towards CAiſma : and certainely, had not the King 
made this extremity of haſte to Ar»ſtat, Pappenheim would 
haue taken Erfwrre. Word having beene now brought the 
King, of his late being at Burffer in this Daringes, 12. Fug- 
5p miles to the North-Eaſt of Erfwrt : the King had ſent Duke Bernard 
away Duke Bernard with 1000, Horſe ; to fall upon Pp. [cn our after 
pevbeims Reere-guard.

The King having had notice in the way, how that Felt- 
Marſhall Lieftenant Holck (for this new Title was deviſed for 
him, uporr the comming of Felt-Marſhall P appenhewn , into 
the Generaliſſimo's Army) had demaunded of the towne of 
Naumbarg, the feſt of that money which they had laſt yeere

Muskettiers to lye there, in the name of a Safc- 
grad for the Towne. The King upon this intelligence, had 
diſpatched Colonel Brandiftein away before hand, with a Brandiftein ſent 
Partee of Musketticrs to recover the Towne againe ; for that Þy the King, to 
his Majeſty now purpoſed, to make his Quarters at it.

comne to their prote&ion. This carnall confidence of an o- 
ver-joyed people, the good King having by refleRion apply- 
edto himſelfe : he became (cleane contrary to Herods hu- 
mer) the more humbled by it.

Pole, (whom he was ſet but to obſcrue) being buſied now at 
home, about the cletion of their owne King; and in feare of 
the HMeurkovite from abroad. The Swedi/h garriſons about 
Pomers and Mecklenburg ; wanted worke: and the Spaniards 
; Sx: | and 
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and the Lorrayners, were as gooll, at this time, as quite out- 
ted, all over Germany. Of all the Imperiall Generalls , was 
P appenheim onely able to wagge : and he, indeed , mad: a 
ſcambling kind of warre of it in the Lower Saxony : whom 
yet the Court of Uiewma had defired, to 1oyne with his 
Generaliſſimo. 

And this was the conſtitution of the Sweas Armies, 
when the King and the Duke of PFrid/axd , roſe from about 
Nerimberg : the Kings men , had cither no ation at all, or 
every where (but in the /ower Saxory) the better of it, The 
fame power (now) that had given them theſe advantages , 
would every day alſo have increaſed them : and the Imperial! 
Armies werebroupght to that paſl2; that they were every day 
in danger to be beaten : after which it was likely to be along 
day , ere they would be re-enforced. This was one of the 
reaſons, by which the Duke of Frid/and uſed to exculc him- 
felfe, from fighting it out with the King of Sweden : for 
(faith he) if my Army be overthrowne, the Emperor my 
Maſter can hardly (at leaſt not this yeere)bring another Army 
into the Field : whereas the Sweds/ will quickely recreute 
their loſſes, by the emptying of their garriſons. Tuſt the an- 
{wer of a Turkiſh Captive, unto th: Chriſtians. The loſle of 
an Army to the Grand Signior , my Maſter, is but likethe 
ſhaving of his beard, the buſh will grow againe: but tis 
like the lopping offalimme , to the Chriſtians , never tobe 
recovered. 

All this could hardly have beene avoyded on the Impert- 
all party , could but the King of Swedes have laine long. c- 
nough by it, to have made Walenſteir rite firſt : who might 
nor then have devided his Armv, to relieve other places 
( which thereupon mult have ſuffered ) but have kept all 
his power together, our of the expectation to be fough- 
ren withall. But this , the Kings neceſſitics before ſpoken 
of, prevented. 

The Duke of Fridlands late comming unto Norimberg , 
Was to coope up the King of Sweden : by which firſt at of 
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his power, he ſeem'd, at firſt hearing, to havegainedthisre- what 11-2len- 
putation unto his cauſe ; That he had, atleaſt, pups the King of /ein had done 


all this rime 


upon the King, 


Sweden to a Demurrer, if not utterly Nox-/wited him, For 
this ſervice, was the Generaliſſimo ( as he deſerved ) much 
courted and thanked from Yienna : his diſcreet condu in it, 
extraordinarily applauded by his Maſter : yeaand his author i- 
ty (upon demaund)by anew Imprriall Commiſſior,trange!y 
now augmented. The Kings neceflitics having brought him 
to it, 1 hat hemuſtneedsriſe firſt, or lye ſtill and do- nothing; 
Walexſtcin contented himſclfe with this honour, That he had 
put him to theſe neceſſities. 

The King being firſt marchr off; and Falenſtein by his e(- 

alls aſſured, that jt was no plot in the King; no tricke to 

wheele about, and to affayle him another quarter ; « but that 
he was alrcady ſet downe at Newſtar, for the refreſhing of his 
Army : he, having no moreto doe here, reſolues alſo to be 
riſi1g. This motion was much put forward by theſe and thz 
l:ke reaſons» 

Firſt, Should he lye long, other places muſt ſuffer: ſothat 


otherplaces, with ſome of his forces, The Generall-Adjutant 
Zinenaorff, is therefore ſent with 2. Regiments into Auſtria; 
to repreſke the Commotion of the Boores,. there.. Gallas is 
with 4. Regiments, diſpatched thorow rhe /pper Palatinate 
into YVottland , to enable Holck to doe the more miſchiefe 
there, and in Miſmna : fo to enforce the Duke of Saxony, to 
recall is Army out of Sz/e/ia. 

Secondly, He perceived his mightie vaſte Army, to waſte 
away apace. Some thouſands had beene ſlaine; many dead,and 
:unne away; divers ſpoyl'd , and made nnſerviceable. The 


' bloody Fluxe reigned mightily in his Leaguer : andthe ſouldi- 


crs great complaint was, of an extraordinarie want, both 
of Phyſicke and of Surgerie. 

Thirdly, His Horſes, (the pride and ſtrength of his Army, 
at his firſt comming) beganne now todie apace : of which he 
had at lealt 14.07 15000, ſtarved,8 yet I ſpeake much withiu 

com-

th.re wasa preſent anda prefling neceſſity for him to relieve for it.

compaſſe, of what I have heard. Their Carrion was very 
noyvſome umo the Quarters : and yet had his men taken 
better order, then the Kings people had, to carry away and 
bury them. 

Fourthly, The Kings labour, he knew, to be one of theſe-: 
two : either to cut off his viRuals or proviſions from him; or 
elſe to fall into ſome friends country, If the King,now,ſhould 
doe the firſt, then could not helye long : and if the ſecond, 
then would the King have gotten the ſtart of him, The 
greatneſſe of his ſpirit being to be of the active, fore-hand ; 
to make the King of Sweden follow him; and not he to fol- 
low the King of Swedes. | 

Fifthly, The Towne of Norimberg , though it had becne 
part of his errand for comming thither ; yer beſides that hee 
ſhould be likely to looſe his labour, in attacking a place {o 
well-provided for reſiſtance : he did not thinke 1t Souldier- 
like done of him, to fit taking of one towne, whileſt his 
enemy ſhould be conquering of whole Conntryes. For Ne- 
rimberg, thereforc,he tooke order to have it ſtill blockt up ; 
by Gallas taking of Lavff, and other townes and Paſſes about 
it: and for the reſt,he would try Maſteries with the King 
of Sweden, who ſhould divert cne another. 

Sixthly and laſtly, he might doubt, That when the King of 
Sweden. ſhould have well ayred, refreſhzd and recreuted his 
Army : and have provided himfelfe of new Horſes : that 
hee were then likely enough to returne a-freſh upon his 
Leaguer; and then cither put him to fight, or ſtarve by it. 

Which of the two Armies, could then have found th: 
ſharper ſwords, or the fuller Bandehiers; muſt now have 
beeneleftunto the tryall : burthe wa/ſteiners, by having the 
ſtronger place of encamping, and the fuller knap-ſacks ; pre- 
vented their being put unto that tryall. > 

W edneſday,Seprember 1 2th, was the day appointed for dit- 
camping. Repairing the Bridge , therefore, over the rivcr 
Reanitz, alittle North of Fart : hee there wafts over hs 


whole Army : not halfe ſogrcat now, as when he firit cam?

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to Norimberg. Some writing tels mee, that Walenſtemns ro. 
- mooyall was by night : but in that ( me thinks ) his haughty 

ſpirit is much injuryed : hee that upon amarch, forbids to 

| havethe Ports ſhut where he Quarters : would never, I ft 
ole,ſteale away by a dark lanterne, And that it wasnot in & 
darke, was viſible enough at preſent : for the Souldiours not 
onely ſet fire upon their Huts and Quarters,at their riſing; but 
upon the Countrey too. A hundred Dorps and houſes, were 
now dreſt up in flame, in the Marquifate of Ornſpach, and 
the Inriſd1ion of the Norimbergers : as if to facritice to 
Aars or Bellona, with this Hecatomb. Foxle warres, or no 
warres, 18 a Maxime among ſome foyldiours , otherwiſe not 
cruelly minded : but Walerſtein is not fo well made up in this; 
for that his haughtineſſe wants an alloy or temperature of 
pittze, in it, The Crabats, ſure, had done nothing extraordi- 
narily worthy of a triumph: and yer conld they not find in 
their hearts to leave the Countrey, without kindling of 100 
Bonfires in it. Nor 1s this the firſt time, that 1 a/enſtew hath 
done fo : - but as if he this way affeRed,to be called the Then- 
aerbelt of Warre ; hee nor goes nor comes , ſcarcely, but in 
flames and flaſhing, and in this witated lightmng. 

All the time that the Imperiall Army was marching by, 
the Swediſh Forces in and before Norimberg ; ſtood caute- 
louſly upen their guards : and the Army —_— little paſt 
them, ſome troopes of Horſe ( as uſually in ſuch caſes they 
will doe ) fell out of the towne and Trenches, and exchan- 
2ed a few bullets with their Reere ; though little or nothing 
:0 the purpoſe, I omit the Norimbergers rifiing of the for- 
{akon Leaguer : where for want of Horſes, the Imperiliſts 
had left an incredible world of Military luggage behind them. 
This,ag.it ſhowed how excellently well provided, W alenſterr 
had comne into the Field : ſo it was a kind of Inſtice, to 
leave the Normbergers fomething of good value behind 
them : to pay themſelves withall, tor the courteſie and coſt, 
they ſhould beſtow upon the many maimed and ſicke ſouldi- 
ers; which were there founda ſtarving and a ſtinking. This 
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is the guiſe and fortune of the warres: nor can theſe i1ho 
have beene bred full tenderly have their mothers with them 
in the Leaguer, to looke to them, By theſe was the want dif. 
covered, which fince the Kings going , was increaſing every 
day more then other : and the reaſons given ( which wee 

have before pointedat) for Walenſtems diſcamping. 
Thedeviding A littlebeyond the Citie ; is the Imperiall Army devided, 
of che Imp Ziyz2imdorff ( as we told you ) is ſent to Auſtria: and Ge. 
all Ar®y,  nerall-Major Gallas with part of the Army , goes Eaſtward 
of Gallz,we towards Laxff,two leagues from Norimberg ; which having 
(hall cell you taken, with ſome other townes , to keepe the Norimberger; 
--- "<_M > DY blockt up : he marches by the corner of Bobemia, into M4: 
rad ni4. The two Dukes of Fridland and Bavaria; turning f1- 
: ces aboutto the /eft ; come the firſt night unto Breck, ten 
Engl miles to the North of Norimberg , and fixe from 
walenfieins Fmrt. Theriver of Redwitz, he ſtill kept upon his left hand: 
way, which was a ſure barricado on that fide againſt the King of 
Sweden. Walcenſtein indeviding his Army,had this good con- 
ſideration : that having ſent away his two great Officers, 
Holck before, and Gallas now : yet it was but to the place 
where he meant to follow them ; or could , if he were put 
to it, preſently recall them. His meaning was, to undoe the 
Duke of Saxony : and thither had he ſent theſe two, Him- 
{elfe advanc't now towards Dwringen : and thither was it 
agreed that Pappenheim , from the Weſer, ſhould come and 
joyne with him. This was Walenſteins happineſſe , that the

Numbers, The numbers of his Army, were not above twelve thou- 
ſand(beſides nine or ten thouſand of the Duke of Bavariaes )

the King intelligence of. The reſt of his ſixtie thouſand, had 
beene kill'd, dead, runne away, ſent other where, with Helck, 
Gallas, Zmzindorff and into Bavaria: put into garriſons 1n 
the Upper Palatinare : or left behind, ficke and maymed,in 
the 
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te Quarters: for certainly , both Wa/enſteis and the King, 
|: ſt more for either of their parts, at this lingring Leaguer ; 
thenthe King and T v4 both, at the great Battell of Lespfich. 
Walexſtein at his firſt riſing, had given order for the ſending 
before of ſOme of his greater Ordnance, anto Forcheim : for 
guarding whereof, hee ſuppoſed a ſmall Convoy wouldbe

tuthcient. Some Swedy/h Horſe-Partces (as it chanced) were ang ordes 0+ 
at that time gone abroad intothe Biſhopricke of Bamberg : marching. 


who being by the Boores diſcovered unto Walenftein ; cauſed 
him to countermand his owne order , and to have his Ord- 


nance , from thence-forth, to march with the groſle of his 


Army. Where the breadth of the way would ſuffer him, 
there he advanced in Battagha : the Dragooners with their 
Muskets, Shovels,and Mattocks, (with which they ſtill ride) 
were euer ſent before,to make good the Paſſes : and the Cre- 
bats, (being his nimbleſt Horſe ) were ſtill left behind, to 
bring up the Reere of the Army. And inthe ſouldierly wari- 
neſſe of this equipage, he marches unto Forcheim : for in the 


neereneſle of an ative cnemy, it much concerned him to bee

thus wary. ; : 
The Army being come to Forcheims ; was there in a friends 


Countrey, and in good Quarter : and there I finde Walenſtew 
to have ſtayed about tendayes or a Fortnight. Here had hee 
notice firſt given him, of the King of Swedens going with 
halfe his Army towards Bavaria: and of Duke Bernards 


| ſhaving withthe other halfe, about the ef ain-ftreame, Ac- 


cording to this intelligence , he now diſpoſes of his Forces. 
The Duke'of Bavaria, being moſt ſtartled at it; deſires to 
take leave of the Generali//imo, with his part of the Army : 
requeſting that A/rringer with his Regiment and Coloreaves, 
might goe along with him, for the direftion of the Militia, 
The Duke of Fridlandgrants it ; and himſelfe waiting(as he 


call'd it ) upon the Duke of Bavaria, as farre as Bamberg : Bavana parts 


aftera few dayes hetakes leave of him, with much ſeemin 
courteſie and ſolemnitie, Courtiers enoagh, they were bo 


of them : and both of them though high-ſpirited Princes, 
L . yet 


with zralenflen, 
ro gre home- 
wards, 
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yet ſoartfully commanding of their owne carriages ; that 
though each of them were conſcious , how much canſe they 
had given one another to diſſemble : yet with ſtudied words 
and faces, did they full maſterly controll all that ſtomacke and 
diſreſpeR, by which they had thorowly, heretofore, enchafed 
one another. The Duke of Frid/and ſeemed to have forgot. 
ten, that ever Bavaria had procured him to be caſhiered from 
his Generallſhip, in the Dijete of Ratiwbone : and Bavari 
gave the Generahſſimo never a norte in the Margent, how often 
(fince this Leaguer ) he had beene faine to waite , to get to 
fpeake with him. They are fellowes in Armes , from hence 
forward: they proteſted to ſerve one another , 1nall good 
offices ; and to ſecond one another , upon all occaſions. Ons 
thing wasnoted betweene them, in this vieing of Complc- 
ments : That Walexſtein was not ſo ſupple and ative in his 
cringes, as old Bavaria. But this, (what ever his great Sp. 
rit meant by it) he excuſedby his Gowte, and other his un- 
weildyneſſes. Leaving therefore, Bavariato his march, home- 
wards: we will wholly apply our ſclues to our Title, which is

torme as much, as their Genera/ſſimo had threatned. They 
fomertimes alſo are bold to come neere the towne, and to giue 
ir ſummons : but theſe being anſwered by the Cannon , they 
finding themſclues likely to get nothing here, but leaden 
and iron dollars ; hote ſent them out of the mint : content 
themſelues to have burnt the Mills about the towne, and to 
have plundered the villages, and then to draw off thei 
Army. | 
And now have at the Houſe of Saxony : whole lands lye 
all the way from hence ,. tothe very E1/5, From Culmbach, 
therefore, goe they unto Coburg : 22, Engliſh miles to the 
North-Weſt of Clmbach : and ſo farre due North of Ban. 
berg. The towne and faire Caſtle here, belongeth unto the 
Duke of Saxon-Coburg , unckle unto the Dukes of Saxox- 
Weymar : and that was one of Walenſteins-quarrels to it. A 
ſecotnd was, for that th- Duke of Saxon-Coburg , with the 
Marqueſſe of Cx/mbach, had the 7. of May before ; con- 
toyned their forces with the Sweaſb Colonell Clare Haſtfer: 
to make an Aenſlaught upon the towne of Cronach, belong- 
1g unto the Biſhop of Bamberg; This enterpriſe , though 
through the cowardiſe of the Boores employed upon it, it 
had miſcarried ; yer had it given a iuſt occafion to an cnemie, 
tO be revenged of the affront-offerers. Falenſtein, hereupon, 
preſenting his grofle before the Towne ; found not the ſame 
oppoſition here, which thoſe of Cx/mbach had before made 
him. The towne being thereupon entred : thorowly <- 
nough paid downe, for the ranſome of its owne cowardiſe: 
and affoorded pay enough unto the ſouldiers ; conſidering 
their ſmall paines in taking of it. Here , were many arich 
Packe and Bale of merchandiſe, made prize of : which ha- \ 
ving beene ſent towards Lexpfch Mart, by the Merchants of \ 
euiburg, Nerimberg, and other places; were uſt comne in- 
Herakesthe tg this towne, to be ſent onwards, anight or 2. before that

The towne being thus maſtered, the Caſtle is next ſummo- ang laying 
ned : into which, a little before Walenſteins comming; D«ba- ficge tothe 
def! having gotten, fromout of Schweinfurt: he now had the Cattle, 
command of it. This ſtrong Caſtle, ſtands upon a Rocke , 
without the towne ; but yet ſo neere, that itlookes downe 
into it. Thenoiſe of the Summons, is anſwered, by the thun- 
der of the Cannon : which being lowder then the ſound of 
the Trumpet ; would not let the offered conditions, to be 
hearkned unto. Walexfteins Ordnance, therefore, are ſer to 
reply upon D wbatel[s Cannon : the General;ſſimo having a 
great defire, to take Dabatel the ſecond time; and Dabatel 
being as deſirous to let the Generals//imo underſtand , that it 
was a diſadvantage which he had before taken him upon. 
Walenſtein ( with much adoe) -having ſhot a breach ( two 
ſcme ſay) in the lower part of the Caſtle wall; he aboat the 
3. of October, prepares all things to givea general aſſault 
upon it, Five hundred ſouldiers, thereupon, being comman- 
ded into the dry Graff or Moate of the Caſtle; clap to their 
ſcaling ladders,to ſtorme it. A great Ravelinthere was, which 
defended the Sally-port of the Caſtle : and that, whileſt they 
attacked; their fellowes, from the townes ſide, with continu- 
ed vollyes of ſmall and great ſhot, entertained the beſieged. 
Dubazell perceiving the intended Scaladee ; iſſues with his 
Dragooners immediately out of the Caſtle; going downe the : 
hill rowards the skalers. Having with good diligence alſo, 
brought downe ſome new peeces of Ordnance unto a fide-

a ditch among his felowes. A young Lord or Cavalier , of

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walerfteins name and kinne ; 1 find to have beene here {l2ine 
alſo. Some makehim to be knockt downe by the Boores of 
Voitlaxa, alittle after this : but I rather conſent to this wri- 
ting, which giues him to be kild here; for thar I reade his bo- 
dy to be with much ſolemnity, carried from the Campe tho- 
row Zroicka in Voitland, tobe enterred in his owne Lordſhip 
in Bohemia;ſomething before that Walenſterx was gotten into 
Vaitland. But this 1s no great controverſie. 
Our Generali//imo perceiving the Caſtle to be ſtrong, high 
and raiſcth his ſituated, well provided, and the beſieged reſolved for d:- 
owne licge. fence; he gave no more on upon it after this one repulſe, had 
beene given him. But this wasnot all the reaſon, for the rai- 
ling of his ſiege: Duke Bernard Weymar was by this time 
come from Schweinfurt to Komg fpoven, 17. miles due Welt 
of Coburg, and was thence marcht to Hi/perhayſen , upon 
the edge of the Darwger-Waldt, within 13.

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The good towne of Grefenberg, 11 miles North of Laff, Having taken 
making him ſome oppoſition ; was taken, plundered, and _7 pains, 
burnt to aſhes. Having ſerved other townes ſo; his whole nevmardes ag 
Army croſſes overto the North-Eaſt, and comes to Weider 
upon the river Nab ; 10 or 13 miles from Swltzbach : goin 
the ſame way out of the Upper Palatinate , that Holck had 
done before him : ſaving onely that he goes neerer to Bohe- 
ia, His marchnow lyes up the NVab to Dw/ſchenreyr ; and 
ſo towards Worfledel , Ruchenitz and Egra, Vpon Friday 
Septemb. 21. he burnes downe Wonſledel : and the Sunday at- 
ter, he did as much for Rxckemirz : both being the Eieftor of 
Saxonyes townes, in the edge of Vortland, The good towne 
of £9ra, on the .cdge of Bohemia; hauing by the Saxons 
dcene recovered, ſince Walenſtems (itring downe at Norim- le talles into 
berg : wasalſo deſtinarzd to the ſame deſtruction. But this, V9#(and, 
was by the Saxon Colonel Haxtel prevented : both by ſen- 
divg in proviſions , for the deferice of the towne; and by 
preſenting Gallas with ſome moneyes, in the name of a con- 

::12ution, for the diverting of his fury. 

Thence advances Gallas , unto Hoff upon the river Sa/a, 
'ome 24 Engliſh miles to the North-Welt of Egra. His 
way, he dire&ed thorow the hils and woods, upon thoſe 
Frontiers : where the ſouldiers hoped, tolight upon ſome of 
the Countrey Gentlemen and Yeomen ; who with their 
\112s and families, werefor feare fled inthither. 

To this Hoff, comes he, Munday September 24 : and hee 
h1dan Army of ſome 7 or 8900 fighting men ; though he 
d-minded bread andproviſions of the Countrey, for 14000. 
Eight peeces of Ordnance with their furniture, drew hee a- | 
07g: andnow takes he his way to P/awn, 15 miles to the He goes wo 
North-Eaſt of him. He had ſent his Swre/ers before him un- Plaun, 
to Zwicha, 12 miles from Pawn, that they ſhould by Wed- 
neſday night, provide and ſend him in, Provant bread enough 
for 14000 people : and indeed the Drablers and hangbyes 
of the Army, with the ſouldiers women and children that 


tolowed it ; might make up 14009. Thoſe of Zwicka pos 
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ding out ſome to treat with him ; pacific him with a Copy 
of the Articles, upon which his Forerunner Holck, had com. 
pounded with them. Galtas anſwered honourably , That he 
would by no meanes violate that agreement : but gave them 
tounderſtand withall, that thy had done very well in {© 
compounding, and that it were beſt for other townes to ii. 
tatethem : otherwiſe, there was nothing but fire and ſword, 
to be expeRed from him. However, he mult have viRual; 
for his {ouldiers, | 
Hereupon September 26th, He goes from Plawn, towards 
this Zwicka, as if he had meant to have ſcene their Store. 
houſes : but changing his mind ( it ſeemes ) he ſent ſome 
2 0r:3000, Northward towardseA/rembarg : himſelfe, with 
the greateſt part of the Army, going to the Northeaſtward, 
32 0r 33 Enzl miles from Plaunatorclaid,unto Chemnitz, 
Thole that marcht towards Alremburg , tooke the litti: 
County of Werder along with them 1n their way , a little 
North of Zwicka : which, together with the other lit:!c 
Flecks or Market Townes, by th: banke of the river Pei] 
they uſe their pleaſure with, Thence goe they to + Alrem- 
burg : the Citie and Reſidence of the Duke of Saton-+4!- 
temburg : with whom, they compound for 5000 Dollars, 
But this wouldnot proove a ſuthcient diſcharge again(t the 
Townes-mens being plundered : ſeeing that two dayes after, 
when Ga#as ſent away for them : they pillaged divers houlzs 
both in the Towneand Suburbs , at their parting. For nov 
had Galas need of then, he had engaged himſelfe to finilh 
what Holck before had given over 1n the plaine field : and 
that was to take in Chemmrz. The Townes-men here, ha- 
ving enough of the ſufferings that Holck had before.pur 
themto : and fearing that it he came to toyne with Ga#s, 
they ſhould never beable to withſtand their owne mins : 
they fo ſoone as Gallas his men were comne up to him, upon 
the firſt of Ofober yeeld up their Towne : and upon the 
fame conditions, that Helck, had before given ro Zwicha. 
Thence go2s Gals towards Fridberg : and there Holck 
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*oc25 11 with him. | 

Folck ſince his retyrirg tothe Frontiers from the Seromr, 
xv ing by this time wel recrented his Army:upon confidence 
of thar, and of Gallas comming; returned into Mz/na againe, rzalck fals again 
ill hurnivg the country before him , whereſoever he found into 4i/nia- 
aw diſcontent or reſiſtance. In the end of September, Holck 
hwirg ſome $000. men in his Army, goes to give a ſecond Holck $ Gaz 
aff; onr utito D reſaen. 

[t wasa very miſty morning : under favour of which the 
Crabats and others were gotten into the Suburbs, Being di(- 
covered more by the noiſe then ſight; the Ordnanceare from 
the walls turned upon them : ſome withall fallying out a- 
moreſt them. Holck knowing of that, comes in withall di- 
[ge1ce, hoping in the miſt, ro beate the fallyers,and to enter the 
Ports pell mell rogether with them. But J4ezdumbs Regi- 
ment, fallying out upon the 24. Alarme; maintaines the fight 
i thepother, tillthe miſt about noone cleered. Then could 
the Canoniers better diſcerne , where to dire their vollyes : 
{that Holck perceiving the Aion nor faiſeable, drawes off Conioyning 
his men, and gives it over. This being: too tough a picce for with Gallas, 
v\m;his next projet 1s, to contoyne with Gallas: for which 
purpoſe, he now goes imm-diately towards Frieberg. 

This contmnRion being aff2Red, they Oftober 38, fall up- 
on Frawenſtein; a pretty towne upon ahill, ſome 16. Ergl/þ They take 
m:l:5 to the South of Dreſ/aen. Here finding ſome oppoliti- FIanenpern; 
o9,thev carry the town b1, Scaladoe;and put all (both ſouldi- 
£4 and inhabitants) to the ſ\vord for it. Here they now pur- 
poſed to reſide, with their Army : for that the towne was 
pretty. and ſtrongly {cituated. Oftober 4®, thev affanlt Fre- 
67 ; a handſome towne upon the river 1/ul4a. ſom? 10. 
Ez7h/ miles to the W eſt of Frawenſten. Here 1s 4 beaut1- 
'u!! Church anda Cloyſter : and in thar, the Tombes of di- 
-ers of the Eleftor of Saxonyes nceſtors. The towne was 
hard laidat by the Imperialilts ; and the $4x-ns ſhowd them and Friberg, 
;-melittle ſport for it- Bur it was but for their exerciſe;they 
>c10g no way able to' hold our a generall aſſault , which was 
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next day threatned them : and a generall deſtruion withal! 
if they yeelded not. Hereupon , October 5 is the towns 
given up: the defendants being able to obtaine 110 other con. 
ditions, then the ſaving of their lives ; marching out with ng 
other weapons, but their {words onely. Some writing rellg 
me, that they had ſouldiers conditions, Divers of the richer 
Country people, having fled inhither (as to a place of ſom: 
indifferent ſecurity ) the ſouldiers exaRted from them, a:d 
fromthe Townſmen, 40000. dollars contribution. The E/e. 
ftor of Saxonye was faine, likewiſe,to come off with 8.1000, 
dollars more, to fave the Monuments of his Pred-ceſſors, 
5ee what ve from being ranſackt and defaced. Tis the faſhion of divers 
_ - Germane Princes, to be buried in their Robes, and with their 
Nw "*che Enſignes of Honour, and perchance , Tewels , all which 
Marqueſſeof would have beene booty , good cnough, to theſe, Rake- 


Onhpachs ſhames, that make no conſcience of this horfider kind of 


thee peg Sacril-dpe.

Secoud Part: Neere this Freherg, Holcks men taking, T know not what, 


high diſpleaſure at a certaine mfrer of the countrey, (a 

man of rare leaming, as Ga/lobetgicu calls him: ) miſerably, 

firſt of all, hew'd him in pieces with their ſwords ; and then 

flung him totheir dogs to be eaten. But they, out of a ccr- 

taine horror, which overawed their Curri/aneſſe and Cane 

apperire; would not ſo much as touch, or licke a drop of the 

The inhumane blood of him : whereupon his Freinds, the next day, gath*- 
pr og *f red up his pieces, and interred them, And leſt this ſhould 
a mcredible, to the Readers ; the Author of Le So/1at 
Suedow avowes, That the Crabars ſhowd themſehes ingeni- 

ous to inventnew torments, for the poore Inhabitants : and 

that it was frequent with them, for want of Dogs-meate, to 

feede their curres with hamane carneage. This if it may bt 

true; though thedogs were the MMan-eaters, yet the Crabats. 

ſurely, were the Camniballs. | 

Having done with Friberg, the 2. Imperiall Iſajors, (at- 

ter the taking of ſome ſmaller rownes ) advance towards 

Heſſen : which isthe towne that gives name tothe who: 

Countrey. 
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Countrey. The place of it, is uponthe weſteme banke of the 
river E/b, ſome 18. Enghi/p miles to the North of Friberg, 
12d within 10, of Dreſden. Hither came they Oftober 10th, |. 
where finding ſmall reſiſtance, they the ſame day tooke poſ- 1jcjqee. 2 
{eNMon of it. 

Whileſt this was a doing, the Saxoy forces which were 
pon the Eaſterne fide of the Eb; make towards the new 
bridge, that the Imperialiſts had over the river : which fal- 
ling a-board with, they tooke in ſunder , and carried with 
them, orlet the pieces drive downe the ſtreame from them.

The Imperialiſts flew in tothe reskue of their bridge, bur all |" a ee 


with the lateſt: for that the Saxons having begunne with gom them. 
that end, which was next unto the Imperialiſts ; tooke away 

all meanes of their getting over to diſturbe them. They let 

fye Cannons and Musket ſhot, freely enough among them: 

but for all that, the Saxors went thorow with their bu- 

finefle. By this exploit ,- were the Imperialiſts ſtaved 

of , from returning over the E!b any more, to the 
Eaſtward. 


This cauſed them to turne all along upon the Weſterne Whereupon 


banke of it: deviding their forces thereupon , to doe the H9'c% rurnes to. 


more miſchiefe. Some of Holcks men, upon Thurlday Os - 
ber 11%, (as if tobe revenged for their bridge ) plunder and 
burne Lummtſch : 6. Enghſh miles to the North-Welt of 
Heſſen, Others of them, the fame day , were flowne 
out as farre as O/chitz, ; as much further to the Northward: 
which, with other villages in the way, they did bur pillage. 
Gttober 21, they came to Wwrtz:» , upon the Eaſt ſide of 
the river Mulda: 10. miles to the Weſt of O/chirz, and halfe 
way betwixt it and Lesp/ich. Here they encountred not with 
much trouble. The towne pretcnded poverty, and that they 
con|d not pay ſo many dollars, as the fouldiers demanded for 
contribution, Bur ſouldicrs not uſing to be paid with excuſes: 
carry away their richeſt Burgers to their Army: as if the Cap- 
tv1ng of their richeſt men, would have madethereſt th:abler, 


or,that they-could have coynd the Burgers,into Dutch d liars.

wards Leipfich. 
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Oftober 13. doe 1800. Crabats flve out as far as Nienftar, 
and ſpoyle that countrey. Five hundred other Horſe, offc: 
as much at Sa/fe/d: bur the garriſon there, perfwaded them 
to goc home againe: which yet they did not, till they ſer 
fire upon the Subur'>s. As much-is by others done, to the 
lefſer ro.vnes upon the E/6 : ſo that the El-#or of Saxony 
was by this time made ſenſible what it was to have angred 
Wualcnſt wm. 

By this time had the EleQor of Saxonyes forces , under 
Uizaumb and K alk#zm, prefied upon the Imperiall Leaguer 
at Frawenburg , and inade them to forſake it : for Gallas was 
by order from his Generaliſſimo, now a going towa' d; Bohe- 
7:14 ; upon the entreaty of Don Balthaſar as Marradas , 
who commanded all in Bohemia : eArnheim and Dmzalt , 
had forely , by this time, over-laid the Imperialiſts in the 
lower Sue/fia; gotten Breſlaw : and made their way open, 
either into Aforavia , or Bohemia. But of this, in its owne 
d1v1fhon. : 

By this time was our great Duke of Frialand, comne into 
Viitland; whom we left encamped at his Weida Leaguer. He 
(che more to anger the Elefor of S$.cxoxy , whom he hated) 
{ent againe ſome Partzes towards Friberg : commanding ci- 
ther the rifling; or the redeeming of the Eleforall Monn- 
ments. Holt ks agreement and Safe- uards , being pleaded; 
FW l:nſtems anſwer was, That he aid not hold himſelfe con- 
cluded, by any bargaine with his Lieftenants : ſo that the Ele- 
or was compeld to ſatishe him. 

Holck being. comne thus neere Leipfich; now beganne the 
Duke of Fr:4/ndto moue from his Weaida Leaguer, towards 
Lenwich allo. His march was to eA/temberg , on the river 
PTleifſ, about 24. Englif» miles to the Northof Weidar whiere 
he fate downe; andcaſt upa royall L:aguer. Thence ſends he 
fone forces to Born, along the ſame river: mid-way betwixt 
Altembarg and Leipfich ; and about I2,O0T 1 3. Englifh miles 
from either. Thence goe they unto Schonfeld ; Holck at the 
ſam? time, movedalfo towards Lezpfich. "5 
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The Leip/ichers (to their terror) perceiving, which way 
theſe Caft of Falcons, (the 2, Imperiall Armies) madea 
Point : they, with all ſpeede, Munday Oftober 15. conveigh 
away the richeſt and lighteſt of their Merchandiſe, unto Wit- 
remberg ; and ſo downe the Eb , unto eMagdenburg and 
Hamborow, 

The next day , a Partee of Imperiall Horſe (ſome 60. in 
number ) pillage the very ncerelt villages unto Lesp/ich : as 
Gonnewitz, Heida , Steteritz, with others. The chiefe of 
their expedition , was but a boote-haling voyage : for that 
they robbe even the market-women,. Wedneſday the 1 7th, 
berwixt 7. and 8. in the morning , were there divers troopes 
of Imperiall Horſe, diſcovercd at 1'#/eſſen, necre unto Dam- 
berg : which continued there in Battag/sa , moſt part of the 
day following. The City diſcharged ſome Ordnance at th:m: 
bur they never offered to come neerer.

The 1 $th, about noone; came there an Imperiall Trumpet Walenflein "PS 
into Leipſich, with 2. letters in his hand: one whereof was di- mons Leipf h. 


re&cd from the Duke of Fr:dland, to the Burgomalter: and 
the other,unto the Governor, and the military. Commanders, 
That to the Magiſtrates, was to this purpoſe; That the Duke 
of Fridland his Excellency , did in faire termes deſire , and in 
thename of his Imperiall Mai-ſty adviſe them , to commit 
themſclues unto his mercy, as other Cities had done. That, 
morcover, they would receiue 200. of Colonel Harzfelds 
Horſe-men , into their Caſtle ; and reſigne up themſclues 
wholly, unto the ſervice and devotion of his Imperiall Ma- 
ity, This if they refuſed, then had his Excellency iſt cauſe, 
with his whole power to come from A/remburg upon them; 
1dto make their ruine an example, unto all the Cities of the 
Empire, 

Theletter tothe Military men, was, an invitation to th:m, 
2 yerldupen faire termes : an offer of good Quarter, to as 
many as would march out quietly : and of honourable condt- 
£10ns , both ro Officers and Souldiers, (cither on horlebacke 
2r 0n foote)) as many as would take entertaincment. mw Mi- 
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litary men anſwered plainely, That they wonld not yeeld; and 
the Magiſtrates , ſhuffled oft the buſineſle to the ſouldiery ; - 
anſwering by the ſame Trumpet, that the Caſtle was a Fort, 
which they had no command of : nor could they tell, how to 

et the ſouldiers out of the City : and that having tendered 
Bis Excellencies letters to the Governour of the Caſtle , hee 
would not open them, becauſe not by name direRed to 
him. And with theſe anſwers, the Trumpet returned towards 
the Leaguer. 

That which made the Leipſichers ſo valorous, in their an- 
ſwers ; was a hope they had upon their Duke, partly : who 
was now going from Dreſdes unto Torgas upon the Elb : 
there (as they hoped) to ſtay for Arnheims comming out of 
Silefia with the Army. They had a confidence alſo , upon 
Duke Bernaras comming to relieve them,by the way of Ds. 
ringes, But that hope , was quickly daſht by Pappenheims 
falling into the ſaid Dwringes : who gat before hand with 
Duke Berxard: which Duke had neither ſtrength nor com- 
mand to relieue them, 

Friday Oftober x gth. about noone; ſome Imperiall horſe- 
men , together with 80. Muskettiers; drew neere unto the 
wals of the City;and about the burying place (commonly cal- 
led Gods- Aker) they made an orderly Comrr of guard: which 
they hcldunto the evening. About 2. aclocke , the former 
Trumpet came againe into the City. Being prefently brought 
before the Magitltrates: and delivering his ſammons by word 
of mouth; he by word of mouth had his deniall given him. 
His meſſage was. That his Excellency the Duke of Fridl.ng, 
hadnot been uſed to be put off with words;nor to ſend twice 
to one purpole : ard therefore did now adviſe them to giv: 
him a ſpeedy fatisfa&ton, by putting themſelues under his 
obedience : otherwiſe, they muſt not hereafter expe any 
mercy, but to be made an example to all that continned 11 
their obſtinacy. The Cities anſwer was , That they þad no 
power to diſpoſe of their Princes City, without their Princes 
leave for it:and therefore defircd his Excellency to relt {aci!- 
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fed with it, By this time , a greater ſtrength of Imperiall 
Horſe , preſented themſelues before the City, to anſwer 
whom, did ſome Muskettiers make afally : the Ordnance 
from the walls likewiſe playing very hard upon them. About 
4. clock,divers Imperiall Cornets more, charging hard upon 
the Leipſich Muskertiers, beate them into the City. 

Sunday ORtober 21. by breake of day , did the Imperiall 
Armies begin to draw round about the towne : and to bring 
o their Ammunition , andall other preparations fora ſiege. 
Then beganne the Walſteiners to breake the ground, andto 
bring forward their Approaches. Some Muskettiers , were 
immediately alſolodged in one of the Suburbs. The Ordnance 
went off roundly from all parts of the wall : whoſe peales 
continued untill the evening, This day, weretwo other Trum- 
pets ſent from the Leaguerinto the ſurrownded City ; who 
were brought into the Statehouſe before the Magiſtrates : to 
whom they in the afternoone delivered their meſſage. About 
this time, was there a ſhort pawſe-or ceſſation from ſhooting, 
Theſe Trumpets being returned into the Leaguer ; another 
was preſently diſpatched towards the City : ſo willing was 
our Generahſſimo to winne atowne by parlyes, rather then by 
fEohting. This Trumpet was not diſpatched till within euen- 
ing. The report went , of his meſſage, That the Duke of 
Fridlazxd vowed he would have the Ciry, cither by faire 
meanes, or by foule: and if they would yeeld it willingly,they 
ſhould haue good Quarter: but in caſe they ſtood it out; he 
proteſted deeply, that neither man, woman nor child, no nor 
{0 much as a bh ſhould ever goe alive out of the City. #a- 
lenflein was as likely to be a man of his word, as any man 
(that I know ) in the world, in Twrky or in Chriſtenaome. 

The Imperial! Foote that were lodged in the Suburbs, let 
flye their vollyes into the City : with which, though divers 
were hurt, yet was there but one boye ſlaine ont-right, neere 


unto the great Colledge. About night , they began on both 


ſides to draw towards an agreement : and yet (as thoſeof 
Leipfch write of themſclues) very doubrfiul it was whither 
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or no they ſhould ever come to an accord; for that the 
rowneſmen were very reſolute, andaverſe from yeelding, 1: 
being once darke, the Imper1aliſts out of the Suburbs; heave 
hand-Granadoes, and other Wild-fires, into the City: which 
not onely gave light, but firz allo in 2. places unto 1t. Thi; 
was with much | —dvan and little loſe, quenched : nor did 
Fire-balls doe much more hurt, then take off one ſouldiers 
rightlegge, whercof next morning he died, The fight on 
both ſides continuing, another Imperiall Trumpet preſented 
himſelfe before the Ports of the City : but the ſinall and 
great ſhot going cf ſo inceſſantly , both from the walls and 
Caſtle; ir was hote ſtaying for him there : that he againe re- 
turned , without delivering of his meſſage. Preſently was he 
ſent backe againe: and this was the ſumime of his errand. That 
his Excellency the Duke of Frid/and, was contented to allow 
them 6, houres more , to conſider upon it : in which time 
if they reſolved toentertaine parly, they ſhould ſend him out 
their Deputies unto S: honfeld , where they ſhould be treated 
with. . 

By 6. a clocke the next Munday morning Ofober 21. 
Some of the Vnwerſry , toyned with others of the City 
Counſclland Magittrates; repaire unto \choxfeld : where at- 
ter an houres deliberation , they on both ſides came to agree» 
ment tor the rendring of the Citie, About noone, the Impe- 
riall forces, with ſound of Drumme, and all gallantry, entred 
the City, preſently poſſeſſing themſelues of the Perriner Col- 
ledge. About 4. a cluck2 the fame day, did the Felt-Ma ſhall 
Holck , and many other Imperiall Othcers ; ride alſo into the 
{ame Colledge : taking a diligent view all about 17; hw they 
might moſt conveniently plant ſome peeces of Ordnance jn 
it, to play thznice upon the Caſtle. Hereupon were 4. halte 
Cannons brought into the Ciry; and 3. Batteries were with 
Horſe-dung and boards upon them mad: up immediately, a- 
gain{t the Caltle. One, was neere the Peters Tower, and thz 
other 3. in the Perrier Colledge aforeſaid. V pon each of 
theſe Batteries, they mounted one peece of Ordnance : yn 
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with every one of them, they plaid all that whole night, up- 
on the Caſtle. Divers Enſignes of Foote , kept their guards 
upon the Market place, inthe meane time : amongſt who, 
was there a goodly.troope of Curiaſlters (Horſemen in com- 
pleate harneſle) conſiſting of ſome 180. 

The Commander of the Caftle the ſame man (as I heare) 
that before delivered it up tothe Generall 7i4y, the day be- 
fore the laſt Bartell of Leipſich, and called Johannes Vopelines, 
hurg out the defenſive Banner from the top of the Caſtle ; 
and (as if he {corned to be twice taxed , with the ſhame of 
eiving over one Caſtle ) he plaid very hard with his great 
Ordnance uponthe Imperialiſts : even from their firſt entring 
into the Colledge ; untill broad day light upon Tueſday mor- 
ning. That day , being the 234, the Imperialiſts having diſ- 
charged their Ordnance but 1 7. times in all; the bloody Flag 
was taken downe from the Caſtle;and a white Flag of truice 
put up in the roome of it: to ſignifie their deſire of a com- 
poſition. Shooting 1s then given over : and hoſtages and 
Depuries are ſent one to another , to conclude upon the con- 
ditions : That evening were they accorded: and to this 

rpoſe. 

Firſt , That all thoſe Citizens that were fled into the Ca- Leip/ich Caſtle 
ile, together with the ſouldiers , ſhould march out with *<24<6- 
bagye and baggage ; the Citizens taking paſſes of the Gene- 
ral/ſimo, to goe whither they pleaſed : or otherwiſe to abide 
in the City. 2 

Secondly , That the garriſon ſhould march out with co- | 
lou'- Alying, matches light-d, full armes, &c. 

Theſe marching fc rth of the Caſtle; 2. Companies of 
Impe ialifts, immediately take poſſeſſion of it. That very e- 
vening were the Burgers called togeth:r, and commanded to 
oring their Armes to be laid up into the State- houſe. That 
nghre, was the neighbour village of Eiteritch , by the Impe- 
rialiſts burnt downe to the ground : divers houſes alſo with- 
In Leipfich ; thoſe eſpecially next unto the Caſtle and river, 


Were plundered. The next morning , were ſuch like inſolen- 
O cles 
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cies by ſound of Drumme, and upon paine of death forbid. 
den :- ſo that the ſouldiers the next night committed no more 

ſuch pillages. 
The 2.4. day, nothing of moment paſſed more within the 
City : excepting onely that the Magiſtrates and Burgers were 
called together to pay downe 50000. Rixe-dollars, for a pre. 
{ont conti ibution , and were charged to diſqpver what gods 
they had of the Am5bargers or Normbergers, The 3. org, 
next dayes, were all the buildings and watch-houlecs about th:

That1t ſhould farniſh them with bread for 2000, men, but 
for 2. daies onely : and for ſo long atime, admit their Gene- 
rals/ſimo with his Retinue into their City,and accommodcat? 
him. The Burgers obtaining reſpite till 6. a clocke the nex: 
morning; retumed this anſwer : That whereas they had rc- 


ceived letters from Holck, , that ſome of their Magi- 
ſtrates 
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rates ſhould appeare before his General://imo at the Lea- 
wer of «Altemburg : they could not, till they knew his 
pleaſure, furniſh the demaundants with the bread deſired of 
chem, 

Some few daies after, is the Colonell Harsfeld, (brother 
ro the expulſed Biſhop of Wrwrtsburg) ſent with 6. troopes 
of Horſe unto this Hall, to propoſe theſe, (not propoſitions, 

:ow,burt) commands,unto the Burgers. 

Firſt, That they ſhould be well adviſed of the oath, which 
they had ſometimes taken unto the Emperor, 

Secondly, That preſently they ſhould ſend, the bread be- 
fore demanded. - 

Thirdly , That they ſhould take in , and for 2. daies main» 
raine, the General;//mo, with thoſe that he ſhould bring with 
him, 

Fourthly , That they ſhould preciſely ſend him word , 
how ſtrong the garriſon in their Caſtle was , and how well 
provided. 

The Burgers perceiving Walenſteis to be in good carneſt; x, a4mitred inco 
open their ports , immediately, unto the Imperiliſts: who Hal towne. 
preſently fall to beſieging of the Caſtle. But the Swedes 
(whom the King had left in it, preſently after the Battell of 
Leipfch, ) fo well put them off; that they were forced to re- 
ur? from it. 

By this time, are the Towne and Caſtle of Leipfich taken; 
21d the Army drawne together to Altemburg, Then had the 
Generali/ſimo a deſigne upon Torgas : from whence the Par: 
tee he had lately ſent thither, had beene turned backe againT. 
By thetaking of this Torgan; ſhould he be maſter of a wig His deſigne 
oyer the Elb-ftreame : his way would be opened into the _ — 
lower I. uſatia , and the March, of Brandenburg: yea and the , 
whole conqueſt of Saxony, made more faiſcable to him. 

For this purpoſe, did the Imperiall Army about the 26. or 
27", of Oftober, remove it ſelfe unto Erlenburg; a towne 
upon the river Aſulda, halfe way betwixt Leipſich and T or- 
$48, Tothis place, came there an Exprefle from the _

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of Pappenheim, of his being hard at hand with his forces ; 
whereupon the Imperiall Army returned backe againe to the 
Weſtward, ( beſides and beyond Leipfich:) and went and 
by the coming loyned with the Pappenheimers about Mersburg. Pappen- 
of Pappenbeim : herm being comne, perſwaded his Generals/ſimo, by and by; to 
paſſe over the Sala into Daringen, with the maine of hig 
Army ; and togoe and take in Erfurt, Weymar, and all the 
chiete Paſſes and Poſts, of that countrey. He wrought {© 
upon him, chiefly with the faiſeableneſle of the Aion ; that 
there was no likelihood of oppoſition in thoſe parts : Duke 
An Jhis defiene William of Saxon-Weymar having but 4. or 5 000, men for 
upon Er/ure the guard of all theſe townes ; and himſelfe lying now 
defearcd; ſicke at Erfurt, A ſhrewd counſell ! ſeeing by the taking 
of this countrey , (and of the Paſſes thorow the Dnurimnger- 
Waldt , after this) the backe doore had both beene bari'd 
and bolted ; by which the King of Sweden ſhould have 
broken in to diſturbe them. This was once Wales- 
ſtems owne plot, to have comne, namely, this way into 
CAliſma. 

Whileſt he therefore prepares to put this deſigne in exe- 
cution, he hath word brought him, not onely of the King 
by thecom- of Swedens being comne to Erfart ; but of the advancing of

1Ngot SWeMere Bernard, indeed, who was comne aday or 2. before, to pur- 
ſue the Reece of P appenheim : 'as in the endof the Kings Sto- 
ry. we havetold you.

W edneſday October 31. did the whole Imperiall Army ad- 
vance from Afersba7g unto Ranftadr, and Lutzen; betwinxt 

: Aler:burg and Lewpſich: whereabouts they quartered. 
November the firſt,being Thurſday;were there 3.Cornets 


of Horſe ſentbacke into Leipſich , tobe enquartered ge”

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the Citic : more Horſemen with their Baggage , thenext 
day comming 1n after them. The Se/dat Swede? affirmes, 
that Waleuftetn and Pappenheim both , came into Leip/ich to 
takea view of it, andto have it fortified for thaplace of 
their Retreat : but the Iournal or Diarze of theſe Aions, 
printed in the ſelfe ſame Leipſich Novemb. 13. mentions no 
ſuch matter" The ſame firſt of November , went there two 
Poſts thorow Leipfich , unto Gafas.z to cauſe him to haſten 
backe with his Forces : which IT heare to bee about nine or 
ten thouſand : though fifteene thouſand ſay ſome Relartons. 
And now were the Leipfichers enforced to pay in their fifty 
thouſand Dollars : which Otober 24 they hadagreedupon, 

Vpon this firſt of November, likewiſe ; did the Imperiall 
Army remoave towards Weiſſenfels upon the river Sala; 
eight Emgli/ſh miles Weſt of Lutzen, He ſentalſo the Colonel neiſenfels. 
S191, with his Regiment of Foot ; and the Colonell Bre. ; 
aaro (ſo my Spaniſh Relarion writes both their names) to take 
in Nawmburg. The Horſemen leading the way , found the 
King of Swedens Vantgard therebefore them : ſothat Bre- 
4.50's Horſe having ſome ſlight skirmiſh in the Suburbs, 
with the Swedyſb ; returned againe to Weiſſenfels, Thelc 
were thoſe, which we called the 600 Imperiall Horſe ; who 
(as inthe end of the Kings Story we told you,) were com- 
ming to take in Nawmburg. 

And now for that we can by no better meanes come by 
the motions on the Imperiall {ide , then by the diſcovery 
made by one of their 0wne : I will. here, therefore, make 
uſe of my Spani/> Relation written by a Walſteiner, and twice 
printed in Lssboxe. 

The King ( fayes my Author ) being paſſed theriver, and 
lodged with his Army before Nanmburg : the Imperiall Ar- 
my marched uplikewiſe in Battell array , before Weiſſenfe/s. 
The Kings men abour this time, putting out ſome few 
troopes of Horſe, there fell out ſome encounters betwixt 
them and the Cyabars , but nothing to the purpoſe. The 
Kings men retiring ſuddenly , = Imperiall Army a” 
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of it ſelfe, in the ſmall villages about Werſſenfels : newes be- 
ing brought after a while, that the King did fortifie his 
Campe about Naumburg. Walenſtcin ras Once in the mind, 
ro have marcht preſently, and to have encountred with the 
King of Sweden : but by reaſon that the ordinary way be- 
*welve Exgliſhtwixt Weiſſenfels and * Naumburg , was but narrow and

All theſe reaſons ſerved for the foimdation of that reto- 
and why hee lution, which his Excellency tooke preſently ; for the ſen- 
lent away Pap- ding away of the Count of Pappenheim towards the rivet 
Bana of e/er, with two Regiments of Crabars onely : to th: 

end, that with thoſe, being joyned tothoſe Forces which he 
had before left with the Count of Groensfeld, hee migh:

In the meane tune, was his Excellency. reſolved, to put his 
owne Army into Winter Quarters, about the river of Sala; 1x. clues 
a3 alſo in Leipfich and other places neere unto Dreſdex, All pur bis men in- 
theſe diviſions was he minded, ſo proportionably to have to their winter 
parted into Bodies of HorſeandFoot;that each of them might Quarters- 
hc able to make reſiſtance, till the next Quarters could well 
ccme in to their ſuccours ; ſhould the King, perchance, at- 
rempt upon any one of them. 

For the putting this deſigne in execution ; his Excellency 
remooued his Army from about Werſſefels - ſending the

Caſtle: which was very ſtrong, and guarded by 200, Swe- 
4, Pappenheim had order likewiſe, for the lodging of

His Excellency, after his diſpatch intending to march to- 
wards Weſler, came to lodge with the reſt of his forces about 
Lutzen. But apprehending, no improbable ſuſpition, that the 
King wenld never ſuffer him, to take in that place; under the 
noſe, as it were of his whole Army : and thatby turning 
hacke and paſſing over the river Sala, he might cafily ſuccour ,,,, .. 
the Caſtle of Hall : he reſolved upon another purpoſe. Sen- opens agap,for 
ding Colonell Contreras to take up Altembarg : his Excellen- the King to 
cy himſelfe was reſolucd with the reſt of his Army, to have have marchn 
gone (Northward) and lodge at Meriberg. By this diſpo- **Y" 
'!ng of himſelfe, ſhould he (at Merrbrrg) be neere to backe 
Pappehewn : and by ſending the other Colonels to Luca and 
Altemburg, ſhould there have becne a ſpaceleft inthe middle, 
for theKing to have marcht away , even from Nanmbnur 
unto Dreſden. By this cautelous forecaſt, might his Excellen- - 
cy have after followed the King with his mayne ſtrength, and 
cher utterly have overthrowne him, or at leaſt-cur off his

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he commanded hi« Baggage to ſtay with the garriſon ſift 
N ar:mburg ; for a day or two ; being, hethought but onely 
to have gone and joyned with the EleQtor of Saxon , and 
then to have returned againe to N aumburg. H-e ſ{uppdvſi ng, 
withall, that Pa penhein beivg now abſent , and walexſt:ing 
men not together, that he ſhould not be diſturbed in his 
march: about foure before day-light ( the Drums having 
beaten ever ſince one aclocke,) on the Munday morning he 
advances towards Pegan, The King having notice, of It: 4- 
lenſteins forſaking Weaſſenfels : ſends by the way, to take in 
that Caltle, The hundred men that wWalenſtcin had left in it, 
did Cg/oredo come to timely to fetch oft; that he had done 
It, a very little, before the Swedes comming.

Now God bleſle us ( fay 
divers great Otticers ) tis a happy oportunitie, And truely 
fo it was : for divers prifoners/ even then brought in, by the 
Kings Partces, and by the Boores \ berg by the King exarm!- 
ned whither they had any Alarm in their Quarters, of his 
marching : freely confeſſed that they had none, And ſo much 
wasevident enough, for that they wer: now ſurprizcd in 
their Quarters. Thus thought all the Otficers : all being T% 
ſolved to fall on preſently. And, indeed, ther» was great rea-

This is that Enſigne, ſo much ſpoken of : which had Fey. 
rune and the Impersall Eaple, depainted upon it. But it is no 
ſuch raritie ; for that moſt ( or all ) of the Crabats En. 
ſignes, have the d:ſþlayed Eagle for their bearing. This was 
preſcnt-d to the King for a faire Gmen; as if He had already 
now conquered , both Fortune and the Eagle. But the King 
(tis reported) rooke no great content at it : being ſorry (1 
beleeve ) for that the night had prevented him, for taking 
more of them, | 

And here the King being ſarprized with the darkeneſſe; 
w33 forced to fit downe in the open fields, with his Army : 
himfelte lying in his Coach , asother Othcers did that had 
them, Herelay heall night in Batrag/ia: every Regiment 
lying downe, in the ſame order that they had marched, with 
their Armes by them. The Pikemen , they ſtucke up their 
Pikes an-endby them : and every Rotr, (that is every fixe )of 
Muxskettiers bringing their Muskers totheir Rottmaffer : he 
ſet them right up with their monthes upward, and bound 
them con: 0 with a peece of Match : where they ſtood - 
ready at hand, for all occaſions. | 

The Imperiall Army was ina terrible H#6. at the Kings 
comming over the Paſſe ; for now was the Alarm ſent in 
hor, toall the ſeverall Dorps ad Quarters, even from Lu- 
z-1 umto Halland Leipſich. Orderupon paine of death was 
given, for every man with all ſpeed poſſible; to repaire to- 
wards Latzen, to their G-neraliſſime. Preſcntly upon this, 
began all thr Regiments to draw together ; ſome of which, 
wereall night upon th-ir marches: and ſome Horſe that w-r2 
oak ms very farre off, being not able to reach up, ti ten 
a clocke next morning. And thus ( even then ) diſt the 
miſt fo long kcepe off the King next morning, till his 

enemies 
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enemies could be made ſtrong enough for him, 

As every Regimentcame in, ſo were they put into order : 
which continuedall night long ; as the two Ezol/b Gentlee 
men (then priſoners therc) obſerved, About tcn at night,did 
walenftein begin to thinke of the places moſt advantageous, 
for the planting of his Ordnance : ſome of which, having 
mounted upon the #/3nd-mull hills; he then began to caſt up a 
trench of earth about them. Allnight and next morning, his 
Dragooners and Pioners, wrought with thei: Spad:sabo.ut 
the High-way ; and to make the Ditches , or Draineby it, 
ſerve them for a Breſt-worke, to lodge their Muskettiers in. 
And this was their worketoo , all thenext miſty morning ; 
which farall weather gave them alſo the more reſpite, to re- 
cover their feares and wearineſles; and to fortifie them- 
ſelves againſt their unconquered enemy. And thus was the 
1ght (thelaſt night to ſome thouſands )overpaſled. 

The King now over the Paſſ?, had put himtelfe into a ne- 
ceſſity of fighting : and being thus engaged, the ſooner he 
fcught, the better: for that his enemy (ſhould be the lefle pro- 
vided for him, The Bride, therefore ; more longd not for 
her wedding morning, nor ſlzpt leſſe,then the King that night 
did, Tueſday, (that fatall 64h, of November) at laſt begai to 
draw neere : and alas ! it came all to early. A gentle miſt, 
a\if fore-dooming how blacke a day it would be ; did his 
good will to have kept it aight {till : and the Sunne, as if his 
great eye had before-hand over-read the fatality of the fol- 
lowing day, ſeemed very loxth to have begunne ir. So {weet 
2 correſpondencie (though ſecret) and fo tenſible a compallt- 
01, betwixt Gods more noble inftruments , there is; that the 
1a had rather have beeneno day , then become Guffavus his 
laſt day : and the Swnne had rather have conceal d his o wne 
glory, then his fellow Guſtavm beames , ſhould be extin- 
eniſhed. But the martiall King, even forcing him(elfe to a- 
waken Time, and haſten on mortalicy ; would needs make 
thoſe clocks and larums of the warres, his fatalt Drummes , 
. tobeate two houres before day-light. Arme, eArme, Reparre 
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to your Colours, keepe your Orders, fland to your eArmes: theſe 
were the morning {ummons , tO awaken the heartic {ouldi- 
ers; from a cold, a hard, and an carthly lodging. The Armie 
was eaſie tobe put in order, for that the moſt part of ir, had 
laine, and fl-pt in Batrag/ia. One while , was the Kirg pur- 
poſed to have advanc't, and falne on preſently : but the warre 
h2mg Gods ranſe ; ” ei yy! \ like David and Himelfe , firſt 
1c connell of rhe God of Bartel's : and atlealt recomm«:d 
Hs mrne canſe to Him. The Drummes having beaten tho 
fi:ſt March, Hee cauſed prayers to be read ro himſelte , by 
his owne Chaplain? PoFor Fabritis : and where there were 
Mwifters at hand , the tame was done thorovw every Regi- 
ment of the Army. 

The morning proved {o miſtie, that it was not poſſibleto 
{ee which way to march ; nor where to find an enemie to 
ſtrike at. And this (vnluckily ) taid the Kings thoughts, from 
advancing preſently. This was a fogge of advantage, unto 
FWalenſtein : who purpoling but to ſtand his ground; ( which 
by werkivg a!l night about the ditchand high-way, his P:0- 
ners had made more troubleſome to b2 ailaulted ) was now 
reſolued; that if he muſt fight, he would there avid? the fir! 
{hocke : and no way to ſecke the Battell, or to moun? to- 
wards his Adverſarie. 

About 8. a clocke, the miſt brake up : and ( but for on: 


miſchance in it) promiſed as faire a day , as ever was 6h, of 


November. As it beganne to clcere, the King tooke occali- 
on to encourage up his ſouldiers : and going to h1s owne Sub» 
12s firſt, heto this purpeſe beſpake thetn. My deare bre- 
thren; carry your ſelues bravely this day : fight valiantly, a 
Gods name, for your Religion , and for your King. This it 
you doe, Gods bleſſing, and the peoples praiſes, ſhallbe 
your guerdon : and you for ever ſhall even be laden, withan 
honourable and a glorious memoriall: nor will I forget to re- 
ward you nobly, IF you play the Pultrons,'I here call God to 
witnelle, that not a bone of you fhall ever returne againe into 
TIwegen.

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To the Germane Troopes, this was the Oration. © you my 


Brethren, Otticers and fellow-ſouldiers of the Germane nati- 2 


on ! I here moſt earneſtly intreate and befeech you , to make 
{ll tryall of your valours this one day , againſt your enemies. 
Fight manfully againſt them this day , both with me, and for 
me. Benot faint-hearted in the Battell, nor for any thing dif- 
couraged, Set me before your.cies, and let me be your great 
example: even me, who dreadleſſely for your cante, am here 
r-aieto adventure my life and dlood, to theuttermoſt of any 
&ger. This if you doe, there is no doubt but that God him- 
telfo, will from Heavenreward you with a molt glortous vi- 
Qorie 2 of which both your ſclues and long poſteritie , ſhall 
plentifully entoy the benefigs. This if you doenot, farewell 
for ever to your Religion : and your lidertics mult for cver 
remaine enſlaved. | 

Theſe Orations of the Kings, being from both nations , 
with a horride claſhing of their Armour , and with cheere- 
fill vowes andacclamatiors, anſwered; the King as cheereful- 
ly then replied. And new, my hearts, lzt us on bravely againſt 
cur enemies : and God proſper our endeavours, ,Sprightfully 
withall caſting up his eies to Heaven, he with aloud voyce 


thither ſent up this forcible cjaculation, Jeſ# , Jeſis , Jeſ , The Kings 
vouchfafe thou this day, to be my itrong h-lper; and giveme Prayers. 


courage this day to fight for thy glorie, and the honour of 
thy great Names ſake, This Praier(according to other Relati-

His royall perſon was that day waited upon , by Duke His atten. 
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Francts Charles of Saxon-Lawenburg ; and by ſome of his **<*: 


Matelties owne neereſt ſervants. The Lord Crar//bamallo , 
Great LW after or Marſball of his IMajefties Honſhold ; bad 
the leading of a bodie of &eformadoes : which were efpecially 
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commanded, to waite upon the Kings owne verſon, And a- 
moneſt theſe , were our Engl1h and Scorriſh Gentlemen and 
Ofhcers . whom (as I have before told you) the King had at 
Schlenſing heretofore Reformed, Of this Bodie, (which con- 
ſiſted of ſeverall nations) were there ſtill 3. or 4. cloſe abort 
the King , readic to be ſent with orders, upand downe the 
Armie: who were (till ſupplied by Crai/2amm, The King was 
that day attired, as uſually he was accuſtomed, in a plaine 
Buff. coate, and un-armed. Some report, that a tenderneſſ: 
he had in his ſhoulder, where a Musket bullet had a long time 
ſtucke : would not ſuffer him to endure armour." And there- 
fore/ when he was this morning defired to put on his 
Corſlet, he ſaid The Lord God mas hu eArmonr ; and refu- 
ſed it. 
The Kings Watch-word, was the ſame which hadbeene of 

{o good an Omen,before at Leipfich, GOTT MIT V NS: 
God with I's. The Generall Walenſteins being now the ſame, 
which Ties then was; TESV'S M ARTA, This was 
the Kings order of Embattailing. His whole Army, (which 
now, after hc had left fome at Naumbmre, and at Weifſenfels, 
was betrwecne 17 and 1 $00o men ) hee devided into two 
Fronts; and each of theſe, into the Wings and Batrel!; 
with their Reſerves. Each of the Wings, were compoſed of 
ſixe ſeverall Regiments or Squadrons of Horſe ; lined with 
five ſeverall Bodies, of Commanded IMſngkettiers : every one 
of which Bodzes , had ewo {mall Drakes or Feilding Peeces, 
which advanced playing ſtill before them. The Butre{ in each 
Front , conſiſted of foure Brigades of Foot : a Reſerve cf 
Foot, being betwixt the two middle Brigades of the fr/? 
Front ; anda Reſerve of Horſ: hindmoſt of all, betwixt the 
two middle Brigades of the Reere or Second Front. Before 
each Brigade, marcht ſixc Peecces of greater Ordnance : and 
thus much the firſt ſight of the Figzre ſhowes you. 
The Right Wing, markt with the Letter 7, was led by the 
King himlelfe : whoſe place is to be ſcene juſt over the ſaid 
letter, and number 6, neere to the firſt Brigade, The five 
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Brdies of Commanded IMackettiers, all marked with the 
number 7, were commanded by the Connt of Eberftesy. 
The Horſe Squadrons of the left Wing, were committed unto 
the glory of the Day , Duke Bernard of Saxor Weymas : 
whoſe place is at the letter K, over the number 12. by 
the fourth Brrgade of Foot-men. The five Bodzes of Foot 
in this left #/sg, marked with 13 : were the charge of 
the Colonell Gersderfſ: The Battel made up of the feure 
Brigades of Foot, was commended to the Swedgb Count of 
Neeles, Colonel of the Kings Life-guards. The foure Foot 
Brigades of the Second Front or Recre , were Commanded 
by Dodo Kniphauſen , Sergeaut<Major Generall of the 
whole Army : to whoſe faire ConduR, the Victory is alfo 
much beholden. The Horſe of the Right Wing were centru- 
ſted to Colonel Claus Conrade Zorn, of Bulach : by whish 
nameof Bulach hee is commonly knowne. The Horſe of 
the Left Wing, were committed to Prince Erneſt of Anhalt. 
The Reſerve of Foore marked with 37, waycommanded by 
Colonel Tohn Hinderſon, a Scottiſh Gentleman : and the Re- 
ſerve of Horſe, marked with 38, by Colonel Oeme, of the 
Palatmate. 

The Imperiall Army, had his Exccllencie the Gexeraliſ[imo, walenſteins 
thus ordered. He firſt drew it all up into one mighty Front : ®*4der: 
which he then devided into three Bodies. His Kspht wing of 
Horſe, marked with the letter A, (whoſe end was neere the 
Towne of Lutzes, ) was committed to the Count Rrdolfo Co- 
loredo, that day Sergeant-1Major General! of the Armie. This 
ing, had alſo its commanded Markettiers : beſides ſome 0- 
thers that were lodgedin the gardens, by the towne afore- 
laid. This 52g havingalſo the advantage of che Y/indwnlls and. 
their hulls, by the towne-ſide : made uſe of thoſe naturall 
Batteries, for the planting of 9. peeces of Ordnance : the 
Mul: and Millers houſe, ſerving cthemallo for a good ſhelter. 
The Battell or CMiddle-Ward, markt with the letter B, was 
commanded by the Duke of Fridland himſelfe, whoſe place 


was {ad to be 1n the head of that great Regiment of Picco/o- 
mn" es 
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mmies Horſe, which is in the very middle of the Foote-Regi- 
ments, marked with 49. The Left Wing , oppolite to the 
Right Wing, ard markt with the letter C: wasledby Colonel 
Hendrick Holck ; newly made Lieftenant-Felt- Marſhall un- 
to Pappexherm: who but commanded till Felt. ſarſhall Pap- 
penheim ſhouldbe comneinto the Field, 

All this Imperiall Order of embatteling, I have preſentcd 
in one mighty Front : ſo, namely, as it appeared to the Kings 
people; and to him that tooke the Fignre of it: ſince (very 
largely) cut and imprinted in Copper , by Tohn laacob Gavler 
of Leipſich: whoalſoby the Kings owne direRions, and the 
deſcription of 0/«ff Hans his Majeſties Engrmers; lalt yeere 
fet forth the Figures of the Battell of Leip/ich, And the 
manner of the ſame Fipzures of the Battell of Leipſich; we 
have 1n this alſo followed. We know , that betwixrt every 
Brigade of Foote , there ſhould be ſo much roomeletr, as 
that another Brigade might advance vp betweene:the diſtance 
betweene them, being the breadrh of one of them, Bur our 
Cutter ,(plainely) to make his Frgxres fairer , hath ſtraight- 
ned the diſtances. And this (I hope) is mended, by telling of. 
The 2. Reſerves alſo, were to be drawne up betweene the 2. 
Brigades that ſtand next before them : but theſe we have 
l-fr behind, as O/«uff Hans in the B arrell of Leipfich alſo did: 
i hich, ſuppoſe, was there done ; for diſtinRions fake to 
the vulgar beholder ; every ſouldier knowing the true place 
of them. The explication of the (everall letters and numbers, 
ſhall follow by 1t ſelfe, immediately after the Figmre of the 
Battell. 

Having thus deſcribed the Order ; the Frel4 of the B arte!i 
would next be conlidered of. The King had a North-Eaſter- 
ly march of it, from Nawnbwrg towards Litzen :, fo that 
the riting Sunne was ſomething within a while , favouradle, 
The wand, alſo, (that little that was) blew fairely for him :

Being paſſed the Floſſ-graben : He left alſo the Dorp c: 
Churſirsbxhindhim : betwixt which and his Army, he! of 
his Coachand Ammumition-' xagons: of which there we: 
not aboue 100 at moſt:the King having leftthe reſt at Vaum. 
burg, with no purpoſe of fighting. The King advanced, t:! 
he came with the end of his R:ght Wing, within Musket ſhot 
ofa little wood : having all the way a full view of the Im- 
periall Army. 

That Waleſteix much over-powred the King in numbers; 
may appeare by the mighty long Front that he put our ; tit! 
2. Eno miles, from one W#ngs end to another. This i: 
allo to be conſidered : that Walenſtein: {and all theold) D:/- 
cuplene ; 18 to march 10 deepe in File : whereas the K wo, 
was ab) more but 6, deepe : of Foote ( I meanz: ) and of Hor(e, 
out 3. or 4- deepe : according as the Zrigades were eithe: 
ſtronger or weaker, Beſides is, that Walenſteins Files were 
al the w ay almoſt as deepe againe ; his Rarks alſo were in 
Front fo much longer : that the King was faine to ſend for 
B»lach, and all the Sqxadrons of Horſe, from the Right Wi; 
of the Reere or ſecond Front to 1mp out his Feathers at t! 

* end of his Right Wwng © for feare that Walenſtem ſhould 5 
round him. Theſe San adront when Generall-Major X»1p- 
hauſen tiled out of their places; he ſent a Gentleman tO 


his Maieity : to Fhow whither he had otherwiſe emplove. 


them ? The King was atthe ſame time, likewiſe; ſending the 
te Dake of Saxon- Lawenburg unto Kniphasſex; to tell him 
that he would but uſe them in that firſt charge ; and then re- 
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17176 them backe againe totheir Oraer. The Duke meeting 
with the Gentleman, and reliing him thus much : both then 
returned to ther places. 


The King wondred not a little at it ; when he faw how. 


fairea Clew Walenſtera ſpread : athirming to theſe about him; 
That it he had any Seconds behind his firſt Front, he could 
»6t 11dge him to be lefſe then 30000. Trae it is indeed, that 
.cuſtein had given out Proviant Comſſions for 40600, and 
{-metimes for 5000. people : but yet had he not ſo many 
hoantng men : for that there were art leaſt roo00. women, 
trvants, children, and ſich Hang-byes, belonging to the Ar- 
my; which are to be diſcounted. Beſides this, it 15to be con- 
tidered, that yalenſtein had bur one Frerr, and the King 2. 16 
that we may well allow Walenſtein to be 20000, in the Frr/? 
*ront : at the very firſt ordering of the Barre#. Aﬀeer which, 
counting thoſe that were {till comming in, even till 10. a 
Jocke; and Pappenhetms Horſeand Dragooners, which came 
7 4dout one or two aclocke:and his Foot, thought to make 
th: ſecond fierce charge towards night : and then(doubtleſle) 
thefts conldnot be fewer then 10. or 12900, which made up 
141i, full 30000. fighting men. 

The Armies being comne within Cannon ſhot, the great 
Ordnance , began to play one upon another , terribly. The 
Aireroar'd, and the carth trembled : and thoſe manly hearts 
that feared not dying, were yet very loath to have no more 
Pay tor their lives, then tobe beaten to pieces, with thebuliet 
ta Cannon, And here had Walenſtern, ſurcly, a great advan- 
tage over the Kings Army : fer his Ordnance being all ready 
Yantedupon ſteaddy and fixt Batteries : the Canomters tra- 
verſed their Peeces, and delivered their bullets with more 
11me, then the Kings men could poſſibly : who gavc fire m 
motion ftill, and advancing. His Waieftics Cannon , ever 
v a peece was diſcharged, was there left @be brought after: 
he \rmy ſtill adrancing, and marching away from it. Plaine» 
', the King liked not this ſport : for that the Imperiall Can- 
20n (1d his men farre more ſpoile and execution; then he poſ- 
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fibly could againe returne them. Sceing therefore no good to 
be done this way , he cauſes his Army to advance upon the 
very mouth of the Cannon, and to charge towards the 
High-way , and to beate out thoſe Muskertiers , that were 
lodged mn it. | 
The Imperiall Army ſtood their ground all this time; ex- 
peQing that the fierceneſſe of their enemies charge , would 


indifferently well be abated , by that time they had beaten out

he frſt charges 


thoſe Muskerttiers, and had pat themſclues out of order and 
breath, with fecambling over the ditches. And indeed the 
place being almoſt mans height, a many of the Kings Horſe- 
men, were there left tumbling up and downe ; but of the rel 
that gat over, this was the order of their Charze, The com- 
manded « M utbettiers, and the Foote of the Swedes Brigade 
having cleered the High-way : the whole Front advanced'to 
charge together. 

This whileſt they were doing ; the little Drakes or Fela- 
Peeces, (2. of which marcht betore every Body of Musket- 
tiers, that lined the Horſe of the W/mgs) were firſt fired: and 
the Muskettiers at the ſame time giving their firſt Salzee: the 
Horſe then charged home upon the Imperiall Horſe : by the 


' Drakes and Muskettiers, ſomething before diſordered, This

order was held in the firſt charge , by the whole Froxt of the 
Army : but I muſtnow leave the Bartelfand Lefr Wing enga- 
gcd,to ſpeake of the Right Wing firſt; where the King in per- 
fon commaunded. 

The King at his firſt advancing, having obſerved wherea- 
bouts in the Imperiall Left Ying; (now oppoſite to him) the 
Crabats were marſhalled ; and where the C#r:2ſſrers; (who 
were compleatly armed in blacke harneſle Cap 4 pred) he cals 
the Fixmfa Colonel Stolhanſhe to him, (as tis likely he did 0- 
ther Colonels, as he rode along: ) and pointing to the ene- 
mie. As for thoſe fellowes (meaning thc Crabats) I care not 

fer them; [azes the King : but charge me thoſe blacke fellowes 


ipeech otthe {aundly : for they are the men that will undoe vs. Thus much

did Sro/hanſhe him(elfe oftentimes, (and ar table) _ unto

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divers Gentlemen of our Nation : Some of which tell the 
Kings words from Stothanſhes mouth, this way. Charge me 
thoſe blacke fellowes ſoundly : for tis prophecyed that they ſhall 
be the rmime of me. But this word propheſie, others confeſle 
that they heardnor.

The King fought at the head of the Smolaxders Squadron, The couragi- 
Himſelfe was ſtill the formoſt : with his piſtoll mm one hand, ouſneſſe of the 


a»d his ſword in the other ; and when his piſtolls were diſ- £'"s: 


charged, laying on, and flaſhing with his ſword : and the 
encimy giving fre 1n his face, and laying at him againe, freely. 
Some have complained , that onely with the Smolanders 
Squadron , which you ſhall find at the number 6. and the 
Oftro Gothes, at the number 5. or at moſt the //p/anaers, at the 
n:mber 4- did now onely advance and charge the enemy. 
Perchance theſe 3. now gatthe ſtart, and were ſomething 
forward, then the 3. Squadrons of the Ingermanlanaers, the 
}eſt-Goths.and the Finlanders: whom you ſee in their orders 
and numbers; 3. 2. 1. towards the end of the Ying, Theſe 
3. Squadrons, indeed, fell not on at the ſame place with the 
Kig; but advanced dire*ly upon the faces of thoſe 3. Impe- 
rall Regiments of Car:aſſiers , which you ſec right before 
them, at the 1mbers 56. 57.58. Nor were they blamed af- 
ter the Barxels, for any flackneſſe or not charging : for that 
the King (as we told you) had ordered Srothanſhe to charge 
thete Cari. fſters ſoundly. And as for Bulach and thoſe Squa- 
d:0n; of his, now placed to the right hand of Srelhan/he and 
his Fizz, beyond number 2; they were in the very beginning 
of the encounter ſo diverted;that they could not charge right 
forward as the King expected, And for that, this is the true 
reaſon. That Regiment of Crabat- inthe very endof the Im- 
periall Left Weg, which you ſee in the Mapp , at the number 
59. didin thevery beginning of the charge, wheele abuur be- 


twixt the Wood, and theend oof the Kings Right Wing ; and TÞ* Crabats 


there endeavour to fall upon the Sweds/5 Ammunition-W a- 
gons, in the Reeye of the Army.

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up moſt of the powder,doubtleſſe; had not Bulach had ar) oy 
to them, He giving a home charge upon them ; bear them 
oft from the wagons, for the preſent : burthe Sweds# Colo- 
nell facing it about, to returne to his owne place againe; was 
by the Crabats charged upon the croopes , and put to ſome 
diforder. And this dif-array is eaſie enough to be beleened ; 
for that the manner of the Crabars fighting, beingbut tor a 
ſpirt, and in nogaodorder : whoſoever will anſwer thei 
charge, mult neceſſarily doe 1t in diforder too : or elle they 
cannot follow the Crabats; to doe any good upon them, 
And iuſt now, fell the mitt againe : which did this good 1:1 
that part of the Batre/!, that this diſorder among the Swe- 
aſh Horie , was not diſcerned ; and ſono advantage takcn 
of it. 

In this /zterims, yea luſt at this inſtant; was the King {l3jne: 
You fee ſo loath I have been to come to it; that I have wheel 
about in my Re/ation, after the Crabats : rather then too 
ſuddenly to ſtrike the Readers hearts dead;with the fame bul- 
lets and wound, that the King now died withall. Burt I mull 
COIMC.tO It. 

The King (as was faid) out of the greatneſle and heare of 
his courage ; having made a home charge upon thole iro1- 
men ,' the Carisſiters , according as himſelfe had ſpoken to 
Stolhanſh ; he was there overlaid with numbers: tor his m2! 
being in danger tobe hembd in, both by thein and P:c-olom- 
Mm, Whoſe Regiment now alſo charged : were faine to give 
ground , and to retire tou ards their owne Boates aga1!)e, 
There did the King reccivea thot in the /eft eArme : whit! 
he nut fecling enough at firſt, thought it had beene nothing; 
and would necds have led on ſtill. But perceiving by andvy 
his royall blood to guſh out abundantly ; and that part of t!1: 
bone was withall broken : hee thus calls ro Duke Fr: 


Albert of Saxox-Lawenburg : Couſin (laies the King) / 9. 
{orely wonnded , helpe me to make my retreate,- This while!! 


the Duke, andthole that were with the King and him, wers 
about to doe, and were already turned, (the Squadrons that 
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the Kirg charg'd withall, being now alſo put unto the re- 
rreare) there came up to them an Officer or Cavalicr of the 
Curiifſiers ; who too well knew the King and obſerved him, 
when his face had beene towards him. This Cwria//ier, come 
ming behind the King, as he was now retreating ; T hes #4 the in his retreate 
richt Bird, (fates he) with his piſtoll at the ſame time, ſhoot. {hot chorow the 
ing him thorow the Body. But the Carsaſſier (though this Soups

| ; - . hot the King, 
*r live to glory, how hee had flaine the King of P 
\rea'n, 
1he King was held up 1n his ſaddle a very little while: but 
the Crrieſſiers charged fo fiercely in upon the Swear; that 
:h-y were notable to bring off the dying King, who fell pre- 
(ently, And plyed he was with bullets, even 1n that interim: 
his Horſe being alſo ſhot in the ſhoulder about the necke ; The King falls, 
ho. ranne homewards to the Swedi/h Bodyes, without 
his royall Maſter : even very lately, the ſoule of all thoſe Swe- 
i Boayes. | 
And iuſt now, fell the miſt : the Sunns, who before ſhi- 
1:0 ſo brightly, (even almoſt from the height of his Alerrdb. 
i». it being now paſta 11. aclocke) on the ſudden muffling 
up his face in a mourning Cloud : as if not able to looke up- 
"12, the falling King of Sweden. The Duke of Saxon Lawen- 
»sre ſeeing the King fall, and his men beaten backe, gaue all 
fr loſt preſently: ſhifting himſelfe withall out of the Bartel], 
:Nto Werfſenfef(s. 1 his made him to be ſo ill ſpoken of, tho- 


70 the whole Armie; and to be cenſured for worſe then 34x02 Lawen- 
burg gets him 


:owardiſe : the ſouldiers not ſparing to charge treacherie Bal 
pon him. But this ſcandall, thoſe that better knew him haue «11, 

thus excuſed, The troth is, that hehad beene at / zemna till 

th: ndof Tune before : had ſince that time ſerued the Impe= 

"12!i{ts; and was but a fortnight or three weckes fince,comne 

mothe Kings Armic, So that he tcaring all loſt , gatt him 
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out of the Battell unto Weiſſenfels; that he might have this to 
anſwer to the Imperialiſts, ſhould they becom? viftorious; 
that he was not art all in the Battell. But hearing, thatnight, 
how the Swediſh had the victory; he was by 4. a clocke nex: 
morning in the ficld, as forward as the formolt. However, 
he was the man that firſt gave abroad the rumour, that the 
King was kild : and by him was it ſooner knowne 1n 7#/2:/]c. 
fels, then in the Kings owne Army. This Duke finding ng 
employment, after the Battell, nor great good will among 
the Army towards him : went after 2. or 3. dayes, to his 
Couſin the Eleftor of Saxony; who (ent himto the Army in 
Sileſia, and there he 15 now Felr-CAar/hakl, unto Lieftcran- 
Generull Arnbeom, . 

All this whulc , are the Imperialiſts maſters of the Kings 
body ; and of the ground they had bzaten the Sweat from . 
They had the King, I fay, in their poſſſſion ; and there they

part of his ſpoyles, that ih:y might hereafter glory to have 
taken it, from the King of Sweden. Some got 4 nt 
one of which, had the buckle: broken of it : a common ſoul- 
dier got his Sword,another his Ring, which was preſentedro 
Holck : his Buft-coate, his Har, a:d ocher parts of his cloatits; 
all wereno-v pillazed from him. 

And this orecdineſſe of the ſoulgiers, (every man to get 
ſomething) was one of the cauſcs that his body was not car- 
ried oft, aid kept for ranſome, Another reaſon for which 
might be, that every man beleeved him not to be the King ot 
Swedey; fornotwithſtanding that himſelf: told them he was 
rhe King : yet divers (tor all thaz) fuſp:&ed him rather to 
be ſem? grear man, thart ſaid fo to {ave his owne life: as del1- 
rous rather to be taken priſoner. 

Severall reports there went adraad the Army, of the cir- 
cumſtances of his manner of dying. Some relate it thas, tha: 
one T ruck/es who waited upon the King in his chamber, bc- 
ng himſelte falne downe wounded beſides the King (and at- 
cer brought off alive) was demanded by an Othcer of the

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lay, That hee was the King of Sweden. My Spaniſh Relation 
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enemies, Who the King was? and that asking the ſame que- 
ſtion of the King, he ſhould anſwere That he was the King of 
Swrden ; whereupon he thruſt him thorow the body with a 
broad (word, and then rarne away : for that the Swedes now 
charged. Not much varying from this,is the Letter of Nice- 

horns Keſel, Preacher vnto Duke Bernard : who names one 
L oebelfinger (a young Gentleman ) in ſtead of Trachses, This Loebelfin- 
Adding tFat ſome Horfemen of the enemies a-lighting to #7 ) is ſonnets 
ſtrip the dead bodies,askt the King who he was;who anſwe- mg 
red, 1 am the King of Sweaen ; who doe ſeale the Religion and ,; mis ow 
Libertie of the Grrmane Nation, with my blood, After which was now fer- 
ſubjovning, A/as my poore O meene ! and commending h1 ſoule Van, indeed, 
to God; they then kill'd this dying Conquerour. Fer one of _—_— yoour 
the Imperialiſts at this time ſhot him thorow the head, into ſhaw : andſo 
the right temple, thebuller paſſing againe out at the left : an- very likely ro 
other, thruſt his ſword into his body and right ſide : and he, Þ< necre the 
orathird; gave hima chop withall in the legge ; and ſoleft *8 —_— 
him naked, with flue wounds upon him : the Swedes by that The dying 
time comming on to charge againe. This was reportedby "_ ay or 
the young Gentleman ( faith the Preacher) who hauing there "Tee 
receiued three wounds , was laid among the dead as one of 

them , but being afterwards brought off aliue, hee thenre. 

ported thus of 1r. But were it Trackses, or were it Loebel- 
finger : hee is faid to have dyed of his wounds, ſo ſoone as 

everhe was fetcht off: ſo that he had no time nor ſtrength, 

to tell more of it. That there is a differcnce in the names, is 

an eaſie miſtake : eſpecially ſo ſuddenly after that huddle. 

Truckses might report it from Loebelfinger ; or Loebelfinger yigerent re. 
from Trackseg; However, TI have divers Writings that runne ports,reconci- 
upon the famething : and therefore, ſurely, there was at that cd 
time ſuch a beliefe amongſt a many in the Army. This pro- 
babilitie is very much ſtrengrhened, by the Imperiall ſouldi- 
ers owne report of it, made at Pragze to thoſe Gentlemen 
of our nation, then priſoners there, How, namely, that the 
King being firſt wounded and in his retreat purſued by them, 
would as they offzred to ſhoot and ſtrike at hun,call ont and 
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addes thisto it. In the beginning of the encounter, one Inns. 
centizs Bacela, Comrade to Colonel Psccolomim , knew the 
King, as he lay wounded and dying upon the ground : where. 
of giving Piccolomins notice; he with ten more wentto (ce 


liſts goero ſee the Body, which was yet quivering : and whileſt they were 
the dying King: out to bring it away ; a troope of the enemies charging,

forced them to retire and leave it. The noiſe of his death, 
was preſently diſperſed abroad : but yet beleefe was nor ful. 
ly given to it, for that ſome priſoners affirmed that he way 
but hurt, and carryed ina cloſe Coach, following his white 
Enſigne. Thus farre my Spaniard. All this might be true. The 
Sweas/h priſoners that reported him to be but wounded: were 
thoſe that were taken ſo ſoone as ever he offered to retreat 
and before he was ſhot the ſecond time. But that they ſaid 
he was carryed off in his Coach, &c. was their Iudgement ; 
that being wounded , it was likely he would goe off in his 
Coach, which at firſt ſtood behind the White Regrment. 

W hat, now, if putting all theſe together, we ſhould ſup- 
poſe Piccolomini humſelfe and his Company , tobe the men, 
that thus queſtionedand woukded , the dying King of Swe- 
den ? Was it for mcerely charging with his Regiment,when 
the King of Sweden was firſt ſhot, that Walenſtew after- 
wards beſtowed as much Lands in Bebemia upon him, as he 
was offered 400000 Dollars for,which amounts to 100000 
pound Sterling ? But this I make but a ſuſpition, no accuſati- 
on : nor have I heard it from Pragse,that Piccolomuns ſhould 
thus uſe him. ' 

Paſt conjeQure it is,that he who could not be conquered, 
was there ſlaine, and for the principall manner , in this very 
faſhion : in the poſſibility and circumſtances whereof, I tor 
mine owne part doe reſt ſatisfied. His death was knowne 
but to ſome few, of the great ones, ( no not to thoſe of his 
owne Army or Wweg,) tor 24 hourcs after : all beleeving, 
what was either by Ar: or Error, given out ; how that hec 
was but carryed off wounded. Hence it is, that the Letters 
written the very ſame night, ſpcake ſo doubtfully - -

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death; or ſo hopefully of his life : and that thoſe few 
words, Which He is reported to have ſpoken, when he lay 
on the grounda dying ; were after miſtaken to be uttered at 
weſſenfels , m that 6 houres , or 36 houres, which hee was 
faid to havelived. The Royall Corps ; was after a quarter of 
an houre, recovered by Colonell Srolhanſre : and in an Ame 
munition wagon ( out of w hichthe powder was purpoſely The Body rc- 
ſhifred ) was it priyately carryed out of the Field unto Xe/ covercd. 
ſexfels : for that his Coach was tunne away among others, in 
the fright whichthe Crabar« lately put the wagons to, And 
this long inſertion concerning the manner of the Kings death, 
I confefſe to be rather /caſonable, then merhoacalt : an Heſton The Authors 
rian (I know ) wouldrather have referred all this,unto the cxculc. 
latter end of the Combate. Butr*for that I have ſtill obſer- 
ved, how curiouſly inquiſitive men have beene, after the 
manner of the Kings death : I ſuppoſed that an indeavour 
to give content, in that kinde, would be no unſeaſonable di- 
diſtra&tion ; ( though the very heate and fierceſt of the en- 
counter in other parts, be a while deferred ) to thoſe that ſo 
much longed for it : yea more , then forany other part of 
the Story. h 

Returne we now into the Baztel, and to the Right Wing 
againe. The miſt that we before told you of ; was not ( by 
their owne ſide ) judged to beany way prejudicial, but ad- 
vantageous rather untothe Sweds/+ : ſeeing that the Imperia- 
lits who had now the better of it, were by the falling of 
this Miſt ſo arreſted, as that they purſued not the Retreat, 
which they had put the Swe45/b unto, The rumour likewiſe 
of the Kings death, made them ſo to clutter about the Boay ; 
that that alſo ſtayed them. 

All thiswhile were the foure Foot Brigades of the Swe- 
4/4 Battell, pel{meltat it: and they ( even by my Spaniards cad 
confeſſion ) gat ground a-pace of thoſe Imperialifts whom _,.... 
they had <4. wk. þ And now alſo did Stethanſhe ( who cer- 
tainly had an rem given him of the Kings death, or great 
Gaoger , by Crail/ham , Saxon-Lawenburg , or ſome other ) 
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charge ſo fiercely toward that very place, that he beate off 
Tae Kings the Imperialiſts,recovered the Kings Body: which he brought 
body recovered i raked - after it had beene a full Quarter of an houre in the 
enemies poſſeſſion. And now was Prccolominies Regiment 
ſoundly peppered : the Swediſh both Foote and Horle after 
an houres fight, beating all the Imperialiftsalong before them; 
till they had driven them to the very gallowes , which you 
ſee behind them. And now did the Sweay+ get poſſeſſion of 
andthe Impe- theſe 7. peeces of Ordnance which you ſce together at the 
_— _ letter F, under the number FO. whwh was Pccolomimes 
wg NG Horſe Regiment. Theſe Ordnance were the eaſier to be ta- 
ken, for that they played not , Walenſteins Powder-Wagons 
were by miſchance blowne up ſo that his Cannon were 
farce heard of, all the day after. 

And thus endedthe ſecond Charge:for by this time was the 
miſt becomne ſo extraordinary, and by the ſmcake ſo thick- 
ned,as the Swedes could not ſee how to purſue their advirtage, 
And here was the miſt ,becomneas beneficiall ro the Imp. as it 
had been favourable before,unto the Sweai/b, -In this time fell 
there ſo terrible an affrightment in the Imperiall Army ; that 
1 000. or 15 00. Dutch Horſe, ranne all away together, One 
of them was by a Gentleman of our nation (then priſoner in 
their Reere)) overheard to fay : Oh, I know the King of 
Sweden well enough, I have ſerved him; he's beſt at the latter 
end of a day. But the chicfeſt fright was among the Ladyes, 
the Captaines wives, and other women , then behind 
the Army. Many Gentlewomen gat out of their Coaches, 
cut aſunder the harneſſe , and mounted ſtradlings upon the 
bare horſe backs, and away they ſpudded a the ſoul- 
diers. Now went the Wagon-horſes and the Ordnance-hor- 
ſesto it; all were ridden away with, Divers women and 
children, were there trodden to death : nor would the Horſe- 
men'turne head, notwithſtandingthey heard the charge pree 
ſently againe renewed, and thoſe about th? e Hills , all this 
time at 1t : till they were gotten over a Paſſe, 4- or 5. Eng 
from the place of Battell. The fright ſo purſucd them,though

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drew out their {words, and ſlaſht and beate off the ſouldiers, 
rogive them way to get over it, There were atleaſt 4. or 
5000. people of them , and they (quartered themſelves 
confuſedly up and downe in the villages which the Boores 
had forſaken : nor durſt they ever returne into the Battell. 
Amongſt theſe was my Author carried away : from whom 
Tlearned it. Pappenheim 
After a little pauſe, the Count of Pappexhews with his renewing the 
Horſe and Dragooners, arrived; whom ſome will needs have, "85; 
to have beene in perſonat the beginning of the batrell. By 
his comming , was the charge thereabouts renewed. He 
put himſelfe into the Imperiall Left Ying, (which was moſt 
diſtrefſed, and which had beene reſerved for him:) tobe op- 
poſite to the Swedrſh Right Wing ; where he ſuppoſed the 
King in perſon had commanded. Iuſt as he was ordering his is flaine. 
Horſe, he was ſtrucke with abullet of a Falconer , or ſmall 
Sling-peece about the ſhoulder ; of which he died preſently : 
even ſo ſoone as he was taken downe from his horſe, to have 
becne carried unto Leipſich, This wasa brave fighting Gen- 
tleman : whoſebedy was by Walerfteincarried unto Prague; 
w here it was to be ſcene publickely. The Emperour = a 
little French Relation that I have, affirmeth) had newly ſent 
the Colar of the Golden Fleece unto him andWalenftem: which 
honour, before ever he received;he was in the place where he 
ſhould have worne his Order, thus dubbed with a S/i»g-peece. 
He had make his #/l, alittle before: had ſhryven himſelfe 
and communicated at a dry-aſſe: and made this ſhort T e/a- 
ment upon it. His Sole, he commended to God; his Body (it 
he were ſlaine) to the Emperour: and his wifeand children , 
unto Walenſteiw. | ED 
He being ſhot, his Officers flocking about him, were heard His men run- 
to cry, © our Generall is ſlaine, our Generall is (laine : imme- _ an hs 
diately whereupon his Horſe turned head, and ran out of the 
Battell without ſtroke-{triking ; backe againe towards the 
Weſer and the Lower Saxony. | 
But the Falfteiners, whom P appenherns comming had ſet 
en; felt to it cloſely : Piccolomms advanced , and 7 er/ica , 
$.y wuh 
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with their Cayallery ; and the Foote-Regiments ſeconded 
them with extremitie of reſolution. And now began the ſo- 
reſt, thelongeſt, and the obſtinateſt conflik; that had beene, 
ſince the King was killed. The charg? was ſuſtained by the 
Swearſh, with much gallantry : and never vas Battell berrer 
foughten : nor ſeldome have B atralzons ever ſtood, among(t 
whom ſo much ſpoyle hath beene commirted. Full z2.huures 

were they in hore Battell. On ths Imperiall ſid: was Picco-

and ſo was a young Count of Walerftcin; and if the old one 
were there, I wonder how he ſcav't pelting. The eAbbor 
of Fxlda, was atthis charge alſo {line : and thinke, then, 
how many Othcers and common ſouldiers, was it likely that 
theſe great Commanders did take along, to waite upon them 
mto the next world. 

On the Swedes ſide, the chicte of rhe ſpo .le light upon the 
2. middlemoſt Brigades of Foote belon2ing unto Grave 
Neeles and Colonell winckle : which you lee at the numbers 
9. and 10, The Imperialiſts charged with ſo much fury, and 
with Battalions of 2,0r 3000, ina Regiment : that they by 
tine force drove the Sweay/ to theretreate, in the plaine field; 
and (as the moſt ſay) even then recovered their 7. peeces of 
Ordnance, Grave Neeles, Colonell of the Life-owards (which 
1 the yellow Regiment ) was there ſhot alittle above the 
knee : of which being carried off ſpoyled , he after dyed. 
Out of this Brigade, did the Imperialiits carry away 7. Co- 
lours,; and to tell the troth, the Kings owne company which 
{crved here among the Gwards , loft their owne Enfigne 
or Standard Royal! too. He that had carryed the Colours, was 
after ſeene with his ſword in his hand : but his c/owre was 
milling. 

Colonell Winckles Blew Regiment , likewiſe ; found as 
hard treatment. Himſclfe (brave man) was ſhot inthe arme 
a little above the elbow , and in the hand; and carried out of 
the Battell, His Lieftenant Caſpar Wolf, was ſlaine upon the 
place, nd moſt of his Colours.taken, Theſe 2.Brigaaes, = 
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of the lower of the Army : old ſouldiers of 7. or 8. veeres 
ſervice, (the moſt of them) and whom the King had there 
placed, for that he moſt relied on them. Theſe o/4 Blades, 
tood to their Armes, ſtontly; and the adverſe writers con- 
feſle, That their dead bodies now covered the fame ground, 
which living they had defended. Theſe were old beaten /oxl- 
4;ers, indeed, but it was ſo long ſince they had beene laſt bea= 
ren; that they had by this time forgotten how to rune away. 
This is the reaſon that they were ſo ſhattered : that when to- 
wards night, they were to have falne on againe : both theſe 
Brigades put together, could not make one Squadron ſtrong: 
which is but the 3s. part of one of them. By this you {ece,that 
5. of 6. were there killed. 

The Swedes Brigade, marked with the number 8. fared 
ſomething better ; becauſe necre unto the Horſe : and yer 
there came not aboue 400. off, alive or unwounded, Duke 
Zernards Brigade , marked with 11; was ſomething more 
out of Gun-ſhot: for that next the Horſe of the Left Wing. 
Yet here was Colonel W/i/deftein ſhot in the breaſt, of which 
he after died : Duke Bernards Liefrenant-Colonel Wicker, 
being ſlaine upon the place. In this ſore bickering, the ſpoyle 
on the Imperial ſide, fell moſtly upon old Brazers and your) 
walenfteins Regiments, both which were here killed ; wry - 
full halfe, ifnot 2 thirds of the ſouldiers, Theſe Regiments 
performed their duties fo valiantly , and Walernſtein himſelfe 
tooke ſuch ſpeciall notice of them ; that he along time after 
(if not ſtill) maintaincdthem in his owne houſe at Prague for 
it. Hinderſons Reſerve of Foote, in the meane time, which 
vou ſee atnumber 3 7. hadalſo their ſhare in the knocking : 
one of the Offices and uſes of the Reſerve being, {till to ſup- 
ply and ſecond where moſt need is ; with freſh men to deme 
upthe holes, and ſtop up the gaps of the ſlaughtered, And 
whereas thoſe 4. Brigades of the Yan had {vo rerribly beene 
ſhattered : Generall-Major Xniphas/en, had out of his care 
ent up theſe 2. Brigades of the Count of 7hwrn , and the 
Colonell AGradaff, which you ſeeat numbers 28, and 29. 
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to relieve them. Aﬀer a while, he ſent them up thoſe 4. 
Squadrons of Horſe, which you ſee at thenumbers 33, 34, 
' 35, 36. who fo well (altogether) reſtored the encounter , 
TheImperia- that the Imperialiſts began to give ground: which the Swedes 
bſts bearenoff: © re purſued, till they had recovered the 7. peeces againe, 


and , 
iT. hw take, and thoſe 4. others which you ſee at the letters F F, to the 


left hand of them. 

Looke wenow aſide, to ſee what was done in the Reere 
and Left Wing , by K niphauſen and Duke Bernard. Generall- 
Major Knipha»yſen having ſent 2. Brigades of his 4. and 4. 
Whar Knphau- Squadrons of Horſe, to the reliefe of the Vanrgnard : ſent 
ſen did, alſo his other 2, Horſe Squadrons, at the numbers 3o, 3, 
commanded by the Prince of Anhalt, and the Lieftenant of 
Baron Hofſhirch , unto Duke Bernard, As for the other 2, 
Brigades of Foete, (his owne and Boſens) which you ſee at 
27. and 28 together with O-ms his Reſerve of Horſe, tobe 
found at number 32. theſe did Kmiphasſes ſtill keepe by him, 

in the Reere of the Bartel. 
- Duke Bernard had as harda Chapter of it, as any man, 
FT againſt the Imperialilts R1ghr mg, at the Wwmmd- A/ullr , and 
| and (ſurely) had the moſt renowned Don Quixote beene there, 
_ _ there had beene exerciſe enough for his valour, at theſe 1#/ina- 
apc Hills. Soberly, this was the hardeſt Poſt, for advantage of 
ſituation, all the field over: and Count Coloreds, as well main- 
tained it againſt him. Never mat: did more gallantly behave 
himſelfe, then Duke Bernard did that dav : fure it is, (and 
himſelfe avoucht it) that firſt and lalt, in this and other places, 
he charged 12. ſeverall times, one after another : any of 
which was a more deſperate picce of ſervice, then all Hercs- 
les 12. labours; bate me but his going to hell to fetch out 
Cerbers. And Coloredo gave Duke Bernard leave to =—_—_ 
all : he had fo good an advantage, of the 2. ditches and the 
wWmmd-AMHiks ; that hee would not ſcarce offer upon Duke 


Bernard. . 
| The brave Duke . preſſing on in the beginning 0 
of young »P £ [2 g 
—_” the fight, had ſet the towne of Lnrzen on fare : his reaſon 
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beirg, that ſeeing if he would get the Wind-/Millr , he muſt 
with the end of his Wing, even touch (as it were) the very 
walls of the town. Should Coloreds,then, have firſt filled thoſe 
wals with Muskettiers; they muſt needs have ſo ſorely galled 
his Horſemen, that there had beene no comming neere : nor 
could Horſe ard Piſtols , have doneany ſervice againſt wals 
and Myskettiers. In one of theſe Charges , did Coloreds 
fo thunder upon Duke Ber»ard , that the valiant Prince 
thought it not un-ſouldier-like done , to ſhelter himſelfe 
behind the AMilkars Howſe , which you fee at the let- 
ter V. 

All this time (as we told you) did Major Kniphau/ez keep 
his 2 Brigades and Oems his Reſerve,together un-engaged:do- 
ing no more with them , then faire and ſoftly advance them 
towards the enemy ; at ſuch time as he ſaw the Brigades of 
the Van, to get any ground of them. The diſtance of his 
Reere from the Front, was about 600. paces: and at that 
ſcantling he ſtill kept. himſelfe , behind the other. This 
was no ſmall occaſion of the winning of the Battell : ſee- 
ing that ſo often as any of the Van were diſordered 
and put to the retreate ; they with him, ſtill, found a 
whole ”_ Body together , unbroken, by the fight, of 
which they reſumed new courage, and were ſet in order 
againe, | | 
ingup of the Miſt , he came and found Kmiphan/en in ſo good 
order ; whom ( as he openly profeſſed ) he feared to have 
found all to pieces. For now , betwixt 3. and 4+ aclocke, 
(which wasalittle before Sun-ſet ) did the Miſt breake up ; 
11d there was a faire halfe-houre after it. At which time 
Duke Bernard going abroad , to over-view the poſtureand 
countenance of the Army : (which ſince his hearing of the 
Kings death, the miſt and ſmoake had nor ſuffered him to 
diſcoverany thing of : ) he came now along by the Barrel 
unto the Reght #/3ng ; ſpeaking to the Officers and ſouldiers, 


and encouraging them to a _ on-ſet. Plainely he _ = 


And very glad was Duke Bernard when in thenext breaks - 
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whole Army (cxcept Kniph.ms/ens part) in no very good 
order : which he and Kniphasſen (who tooke much good 
paines likewiſe about ir) did their beſt roreduce them to, 
When the #ord was given fora new Charge: alas Cam. 
rade ( (aid the poore ſouldicrs one to another) muſt we 
fall on againc 1 Come faies the tother (embracing him, ) 
Courage; if we muſt, lets doe it bravely, and make a day out. 
As Duke Bernard was leading on : the Imperiall Generaliſ7- 
0 {nt his 2, Colonells Terficaand Piccolomins, to diſcover in 
that cleere weather , what the Swedes werea doing : who 
brought his Excellency word againe , that they werer' allied 
together about the Wood, and in very good order advancing 
towards him, 

This (no doubt) made the Imperialiſts hearts quake; to 
thinke upon the terror of a fourth Charge, And now could 
the Swedes diſcover the Imperiall Horſe, retreating in indiffe- 
rent good order towards the W/izd-Mills : whereupon they 
bringing forward 10, pieces of Cannon , and tuming thoſe 
11. likewife upon them, which were before taken : they 
gave the Imperiall Horſe ſach a rowſing Salvee of great 
Ordnance, and charged ſoupon it, that they put them into 
diford:r, And hzre (a* my Spaniſh Relator fates) did the G« 
»erali/ſimo light upon a ſlight fillipp : by a favourable Musket 
bullet, nam 4y , which madzno wound ; bur left a blue re- 
p12mbrance onely upon him. That hee was indeed ſhot 
thorow the Coate, was at Pragxe reported ;. rhough ſome 
would even there fay privately , that he was t no ſuch 
danger. 

Andnow were the Imperialiſts beaten roundabout, even 
to the very Wind-Mulls : the Swedes being Maſters of the 
ground, that they (houldred the others out of. But wii now 
alittle before Sun-ſct , fell rhe fatall miſt agatne : which (0 
haſtned on the night , that the Swedes could not well (ce , 
which way to purſue th(ir enemizs. Duke Bernard in his 
comming backe \vas thus heard to ſay , Mercifull God | but 
tor this milt, we had even now gotteu the yjgory. Hence 


went 
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went he backe againe over all the Battalans , his owne Pot 
2gaine : towards which , he now perccivedthe Imperiatiſts 
tobe making. 

And now by Sunne-ſetting , was all the Field cleere of the 
Imperialiſts, excepting onely about the Wind-Mils: and there, 
plainely, were both Coloredees and Duke Bernard: men, falne 
off one from another: like 2.D«ellers ms ontheir ſwords, 
to te breath againe. Certainely, they had fo bangd one ano- 
ther, that neither of both were in order: but either ſhot 
at adventure right forward , and let the bullet find his owne 
way, as It 5 thorow that night of ſmoake and miſtineſle. 
Thoſe Muskettiers which ( we told you) were lodgedin the 
mudd-waPd gardens, Were ſcene to give fire, give fire, conti- 
' nually: butno men to be diſcerned. And the Swedes at adven- 
ture ſhotat them againe: and as at night they got ground, they 
ſtormed into the gardens;as if they had beene ſo many Caſtles. 
Here the next day , were a many found dead: 300. in one of 
them, 

And wut in the edge of the evening, when the Swedy 
well hoped all had beene finiſhed : had Duke Bernard freſh 
word bronght him, that Pappenheims Foote were even now 
arived, from Hall; and were begitiing a freſh Charge , a- The 5*.charge. 
bont the Find: 2511s. Thus rare the Word over the Army, 
P appenheaws Foote are comne, Pappexheims Foot are comne, 
This the Swedspbeleerred : rhongh Captaine Foldrng aflares 
me, that the Imperialiſts at Prague, wonld never acknow- 
ledge it ,_ that the Pappenhermers came at all into the 
Battell. 

Now was all the ſervice, (after halfe an houres filence on 
both ſides;) turned unto the Wind-AM7/17.. The Imperialiſts 
courages, like the throwes of a dving body; ſtruggled hard, at 
the laſt caft, for life; and made; for the time, as fierce a Charge 
of it, as any had the day before paſſed. To withſtand this, 
now does Kniphanſen bring on his 2. freſh Brigades : with 
whom are the other 2. of Thern; and Mourlaff conioyned, 
that he ha®Wore ſcnt to the reliefe of the Vantgward: _ 
SY indeed, 
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indeed , had not fo cruelly beene ſhattered. Now alſo Duke 
Bernard rallying all the Horſe together , advanced to the 
Charge. The Imperialiſts had, anew, pat downe ſome more 
Muskettiers into the croſſe ditch or Boundary of Lands , mar. 
ked with H : which not a little troubled the Sweas. Once 
or twice, did they offer to force that Trench, and to Storme 
over it: but it was ſo troubleſume and dangerous in the darke, 
that they did but over-trumble one another, and were fatto 
keepe on the other ſide of it, to-bring on ſome Mus kettiers, 
and from thence to give rheir vollyes. The beſt of it was, 
that it was not above 1 00. paces diſtant from the High-way; 
clote behind which , the Imperialiits were rang2d. That 
which moſt galled the Imperialiſts, was the Swed!ſ Od. 
nance : which on the Right hand Flancke of them, and on the 
neerer ſide of the High-way ; were now turnd upon them, 
This moſt cruell and hote fight, continued till about 5 . a clock 
in the euening: much about which time, the Walemers or 
P appenhermers or both rogether;fell off in Fe darke, and gave 

It quite over, 
And thus ended this long, cruell, bloody, and bravely 
fought Barreſl : which in continuall exerciſe, in one place or: 
other, (or at traft with ſinall intermiſſions ) bad laſted from 
9. mthe morning untill this tzme. -Eiglt or 9. long houres, 
was every man in danger of a ſudden death : whea at other 
times, he would have thought himſelte ill handled; by fo long 
a Fit of an Ague, I bavecaſt the whole Barttell, into 5. grea« 
ter and more remarkcable Charges : not becauſe there were 
no more , but for that theſe were moſt eminent. And yet, 
perchance, were not theſe fo di{tin Rt eAtts of this Tragedy , 
that they might be ſaid to have begun juſt now (becautetbe 
whole Bartell was but one continuall Charge, ſome where or 
other) bur for rhat the greater Heates and: Execntions; were 
much about theſe runes,and in thoſe manners, that I have ſpe- 
cihcd. Theſe Charges moſtly concerne the Barrel and Right 
W wp : for of the Left, I have not ſuch particular Intelligence. 
1f the valour of particular and deſerving Gentlemen, coup 
; here 
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here be deſcribed : it is for that the malignity of that envious 
Miſt, would not ſaffer it to be diſcerned. Aſſuredly , there 
hath beeneno ſuch cruell Fight, that hath yeelded ſo few ob- 
ſervations. The Imperialiſts being marcht off; the Swedyb 
(gladder of victory, then of enemies) had neither eyes nor 
wills good enough, to purſue the Kerreate upon them : eſpe. 
cially over ſuch troudleſome paſſages, as the Ditch, the High- 
way, and its Dutch: the Wind-Mills, and their Ordnance: and 
the Gardens with their Muskettiers in them, Nor had the Im- 
perjaliſts, after ſuch an aft eynoones drinking; any hearty good 
ſtomacks to ſuch a ſupper, as w-fe likely to cot them ſuch a 
keckhming, Beating their Drummes, therefore, after a while; 
they ſentaway their Baggage and Ammunition , and mad: 
their retreate towards Leipfich, 

The Sweat at firſt hearing of the Imperiall Drammses, 
knew not what to make of it : but doubted that their ene- 
mies meant to retire into the n?xt Dorps ; and what they 
would doe to morrow, they knew not. Now were Duke 
Bernard, K niphauſen and ſome others, in conſultation what 
to doe ? Whither to lye allnight inthe Field, to expe ano- 
ther Charge in the morning ; or to carry off their {icke and 
wounded men, and to retire the Army towards Weiſſenfels, 
Colonel Hingerſon had order in the meane time, to burne the 
carriages of thoſe 1 1, peeces of Ordnance, which were taken 
from the Imperialiſts : becauſe in the night time, the Swedes 
d:{paircd of drawing them along with them. 

But #/alenſtems {clfe had already yeeld-d up the Field (and 
the/iFory conſequently ) unto the Sweds/b : and by this acci- 
dent, put an end to their doubtfull conſultation. The Genera- 
ſize, alr:ady upon his retreate to Leip/ich,) had given order 
for all the Regiments to follow after him, Hereupon, a Rut-

ter or Horſeanan of the Baron of * Heffkirchs Regiment, was « g,other co 


ſent to find his Colonell; and to give him order to goe after that roſſhireb, 
the Generaliſſimo. This Horſeman (it ſo chanced) had in the that ſerved on 
darke ſtumbled upon the Sweai/s Colonel Orms Reſerve of the Kings fide. 


Horſe : which having not beene brought.to fight all the day, 
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was now ordered to make the Rerreare, and to keepe ths 
Watch for the whole Army. 2mi va la, who goes there ? 
whom (eeke you ? faies Ocrs Sentinell : Hoffkochs Regi- 
ment, faies the Ruiter : Here tis, ſaies the Sentinell; and with 
that brings him to his Colonel. To him he told, that his Ge- 
neraliſſimo was gene to Lerpfich , and had commandedall to 
follow him. This being Kovered to Duke Bernard and + 
K niphanſen ; they concluded the Vifory to be their owne, 
refolved to keepe the Field; and ſent to countermand Colo- * 
nell Himderſon; who had already burnt one or two of the Enc- 


mics Carriares. 


The enemics 
Cannon taken: 


The Vifory was then publiſhed thorow out the Army : 
and Ford given, to ſtay all night upon the Field of Bartel, 
All this night was there a pirtifull crying heard , of the dy- 
ing and wounded on both ſides : none being able to find, 
know, or relieve his friend or Camrade in the darkeneſſe, 
Twas a froſty cold night : in which many a brave man dycd : 
of the anguiſh of his wounds miſerably; who might other- 
wiſe have beene cured : they being frozen to death, by the 
morrow morning. The angmi/z and dolour of a wonnd, is the 
complaint that Nature makes, for a remedie: but here alas ! the 
confuſed complammgs of the wounded, hindred many a man 
from his friends hearing of him; who might elſe haye given 
him remedie. | 

Thenext morning did the Swed:/ finde the reſt of the 
cnemics Cannor,upon their Batteries by the W inamille,owhich 
together with thoſe already taken , made np ſome 20 or 21 
Peeces : whereof 9 were Demi-cannon , and thereſt Feild- 
peecer, By which fewneſſe you may colleR, that even Wa 
lenfteisn was halfe ſarprized : who ( doubtlefe ) otherwite, 
would more ſufficiently have beene provided No Wagons, 
either of Baggage or Ammunition ; were left behind : ſeeing 
Walenſtein'had ime enough all night, to carry off them with 


| him. Nor were there any priſoners of either fide taken, {ci- 


ther for numbers , or perſons of qualitie ) worth ſpeaking 
of, The ruumbers of the {laine upon theplace of Bartel! ; : 
be 
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 tedinto his Booke) mentions 9000. but 
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beſt colle&ed by the burials, The Sweds for their parts, af- 
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firme to have buryed next day, betwixt 2 and 3000 men : of Numbers of 
whichthe common ſouldiers were buryed in the bed of ho- ** flaine. 


wour, the Field they dyed in ; being put together by heapes 
into the ditches by the Hig h-wayez-fide , and earth caſt over 
them. The Offers, were buried in Lutz» Church-yard, 
with ſome more military ſolemnity. The Imperiall car- 
kafſes were buried by the Boores of Saxeny : which kept 
tale of 35 30. bodies by them enterred: beſides which, there 
were ſome to be ſeene unburied a moneth after. 

But beſides theſe of the Imperialiſts ſlaine upon the place, 
the Boores had knockt downe God knowes how many hun- 
dred ſouldiers (2. or 3000. fay ſome) as they fled away 
ſtragling about the Countrey. And the ſouldiers were even 
with the Boores for it : for that in their flight towards Bo- 
hemia ; ſome would goe out purpoſely upon Partees, to kill 
Boores : one Captaine being heard to profefſe, That he had 
that day kill'd fiftie. And thus, both of Boores and ſouldi- 
ers ; there: might perchance be 2. or; 3000. ſlaine after the 
Battell, The Wonnded, were as many more as the ſhine : but 
how many of them dyed after of their hurts, comes not 
within our numbers. The H:gh Dutch Relation annexed to 
the Figure of the Battefl ( which per ay hath tranfla- 

ame (I beleeve ) 
kill- more then the Sword, ever. Falfe of the Swed:/z ſlaugh- 
ter, light upon the L:feguaradr and Winck/es Regiments : of 
which more were carried ff ſpoyled, then were flaine upon 
the place 

rus it is, that when 2. dayes the Swedes overviewed their 
Army. they wanted about 4000. of their former numbers : 
butir:to thoſe are the wound:d to be reckoned, which were 
not then able ro muſter. The reaſon now, the ſlaughter was 
no grearer,in ſuch a long and hard fought battell: was for that 
there was no chalc after the Victory : tor there virs to be the 


terribleſt of the execution. 
Of great Commanders ſlaine oa both ſides ; theſe _ 
c 
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doe T find mention of. On the Kings ſide. Firſt, the Kings 
Majeſtic himſelfe : whoſe death is never enough to be la 
mented : and to whom the more ingenuous Imperialiſts at 
Prague were heard to give this honourable Teſtimony , That 
he was the braveſt Enemy, and the beſt Captaine, that ever was 
m7 Chriſtendome.

named, On the Imperiall fide flaine, The Abbot of Fla; 
by his place a Prince of the Empire. 2. the Count of Pappes- 
heim, 3. Count Berthold Walenſtein , 4. Sergeant-Major- 
Generall Brenner. 5 . Lo, Weſtrumb, Lan, Comarga, Witz/eb, 
and Foves : all (as I heare) Colonels. Together with Borda, 
T axheim, Lampert, and Cammerheff. Licttenane-Colonels ; 
beſides Sergeant-Majors Captaines of Horſe and Foote, and 
other Officers. Whereas therefore you have heard of 1erode 
and Gallas, to be wounded to death; Ile aflure you they were 
not in the Battell , nor was He/ck wounded to death; nor at 
all : nor Pappenheim cut off by the middle; nor 1/olani (line: 
which man 1s ſtill Colonell Generall of the Crabars;of which 
nation himſelfe is. Our 2. Countrimen, were his priſoners ; 
and they ſaw him at Prague : and deſcribe him to be, an old 
beardleſle man, full of the palſie ; a Gentleman of much va- 
lour, conrteſie, and extraordinary bardinefle of body. As this 
15 true, ſp belecuz the reſt of that Writer, that told you of the 
death < 2 thoſe great Imperialiſts, 

The Imperiall Ordnance, whoſe carriages had beene bur- 
ned ; were at the Swedes going towards Weiſſenfels Novem, 
7h, ſlipt under the Caſtle walls of Larzen : into which they 
put a garriſon of 200, Muskettiers. For the drawing away 
of the reſt; every Regiment was charged to take care of one: 
and to lend horſes for the doing of ic. That night went the 


Kings body to Werſſenfels : where they found themſelnes to

This ſo long continued, untill upon the comming of the 


Chancellor Oxenftrezn, the Corps wag ſent with a mourning ' 


Convoye towards Spanaaw, in his Brother of Branderburgs 
country. And thus dyed this great Deliverer : which is a 
higher and a more holy Title, then that of Ceſar, or of Cox- 
q#eror,. Thus dyed he with a viRtory : which, had he expe- 
Red but 3. dayes longer, he had obtained without a Barttell. 
$0 confident was the enemy that he never durſt have attemp- 
ted them ; that the Generalſſimo had even already given ont 
Orders, for the diſperſing of his Army to their winter Quar- 
ters. This is ſure : for beſides thar it 1s intimated in my Spa- 
»/ Relation ; the Imperialiſts themſelues freely at Prague 
confeſſed it. Then had he falne in among them, as hethoughe 
to have done, the 5th. of November. But he is dead : and 
that as heartily bemoaned of the Germanes, ( to ſay of no 
more) as of his owne SubicAs : who yet profeſle their loſſe 
tobeunſpeakzable. And in both their Chronicles ſhall his (a- 
cred memory be made tmmortall : and his Name ſhall ever live 
in their months, glorified, 

Speake we now alittle, of the diftemper in the Imperiall 
Army. When Walenſtein firſt beate his Drummes, to retreate- 
to Leipſich : he had purpoſed to have made no more then a 
faire retreate indeed of it. But no ſooner did his men heare

Divers Officers confeſſed, that they had loſt 6000, men : 
which others made more nice of , and profeſſed to have loſt 
| Their owne but 4000. And as freely withall did they confefle, that had 
confeſſions of the Swedes bur ſent off 1000. freſh Horſe after them , they 
the Battell. might have cut all the whole Army to peeces. When in 
their Fhghr, (Retreate is now too faire a word for them ) 
they came at night to any Quarter; their cuſtome was to ſtay 
ſill there, till ſome Sweds/s Horſe were heard of, or diſcove.

Favourite-Regiments, of young #4- 
lenſtein , and old Brenner , going direaly towards Prague 
*. City. Theſe 2. Regiments, for their good ſervice at the 
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Battell,& their diligent attendance upon him in the flight: he 
ordered to waite upon him in his owne Palace; and by Squa- 
drons to keepe guard about him. They were as his 
meniall ſervants ; they had their allowance for a ſtanding 
table in his Court ; his owne people ſerved them : and he 
himſelfe ſometimes would ſee they had their allowance. 
Theſe were relieved, (that is changed) every 8. dayes: and 
then had every man 6. ar 8. Bohemian dollars given him 
(each worth 35. £ng//h) and their Wives or Wenches halfe 
as much, 
Ws Thoſe Officers that did well in the Battell; he at New- 
meas 1 a yeeres-riderewarded with Gold chaynes; with his owne A/c. 
' dall or Piture at them : ſome of them (to the great Lords) 
being ſer with Diamonds ; and worth 1000. ducats, Thus 
were all the Gold-ſmiths in Pragse ſet a worke , upon his 
New-yeeres-grfts. And whereas there was a diſpute betwixt 
Holck and Piccolomini , whoſe Regiment was that which 
charged, when the King was ſlaine ; he adiudged it to Pic- 
colomins ; rewarding him with as much confiſcated lands 
'for it, as was better then 200000, pound Ster/ing.. Holck, 
he made Felt-Marſhall, in place of Pappenherm; who i; 
now the man that can doe all in all with him. And  hereas 
the King of Demnmarke ( whoſe ſubiet Holck is) ſent to 
command him home, under penalty of confiſcating his goods: 
let him (faies Walenſtein ) He beſtow tenne times ſo much up- 
on him : giving him his chotce thereupon, of any of theſe 
4. Cities, Tepltz,, Brix, Saif, and Drewitz: the meaneſt 
of which had 16 or 18 pretty villages, belonging to the 
Lordſhip of it. And thus much, of th: doings of the Im- 
perialiſts, both in their flight and in Bohemra have I learned 
from Captaine Edward Feilding. 

Thoſe that had done co ardly inthe Battell, he ſaid no- 
thing of : but as they came to Prague, he ſeafes aud im- 
priſons them, Of theſe by Chriſtmas time, there '« ere alr-4- 
dy 18. apprehended. Of whom, ſome were Counts and Ba- 
rwns:notwithſtanding, web, he February Efellowngiooce 
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off eleuen of their heads upon a publike Scaffold. Some in- and ſeyerity, 
feriour people , he hanged and headed in abaſer faſhion. : 0- 
thers of their names, he cauſed tobe hang'd upon the Gal- 
lowes, and to be poaſted up for cowards, One piece of mirth 
fell now out, as it were to vary this ſcene of Martial ſeverity.

was iuſt before Walenſteins window) began alowd ; 1 come 

here to dye, for running away after my Generaliſſimo : but the 

Drummes ſtrucke up, and the Trumpets ſounded upon it ;

ned to. | 

And thus leave I our great Timperiall Generalsfſivzo : who 
keepes a State in Prague : no Maieſtic in Chriſtendom, com- hs.” « 
parable to him. About Chriſi-rus, was therea feare of Duke 
Bernards falling into Bohemaa : whereupon ſich a puzzle 

there was amongſt them, that Porenrs or Commands were 
preſently given out, forthe drawing of 6200. men towards 

the Frontiers. So eaſie was it to have conquered Walerftem 

21d Bohemia. 

And now fcr that the contrarily aff:&ed may not fay, that 
my Intelligence is particular, orall from one fide : I will here 
aff ord thrm the Relation made by the Spams Gentleman 
before quot: d ; fairely; barely , without additions or altera- 
tions trat;f]:r0d : the originall whereof Iam ready to com- 
municate unto any ingenuous Gentleman, Two or 3. other 
Relations (1 confeſſs) I have in French, printed ar Bruſſels : 
whichare ſo ignorantly and inſolently done; that eyen that 
ſide may be aſhamed to give credit to them. I have taken no- 
thing out of /c Soldat 5medois ; for that ther's litle but words 
mhim, Two or three High-D mtch pieces, and ſome Latine 
alſo ! have by me, as fooliſh as the former : but this onely 
of the Spamard; I have thought worthy your perufall. 
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TH morning began to peepe, when newes came that the 
King now altogether in Battell-ray did march' up to. 
wards us : whereupon His Excellency preſently caſt his Ar. 
my into that forme, which appcareth in the Figure, leaving a 
little way on the right hand ſme ind-milts, according to 
the diſpoſition and neceſſitie of the ſituation. The King had 
in the meane while, puthis Army right oppoſite to ours, not 
full diſtant the reachof a Cannon: approaching with his /eft 
Wing necre upon.Latzen ; and with the right, touching upon 
a little Wood ; which alſo was very neere united with his 
Front. Inthis order did his Excellency ſtay, till the King 
ſhould begin to moove : wee having a {mall ditch along the 
Frent of our Army. The King mooved ſoone after, with all 
his forces, making a ſhow that he was reſolv 'd to inveſt vs, 
ſome- while upon one (ide, ſome=while upon the other. Ar 
length, hee ſet upon us in the Front, and ſent his Cavalry of 
the right Wing, to overturne outs. By reaſon hereof, we were 
forced to retire our Baggage which was41pon our left Wing, 
quite behind all our Army, to the end it ſhould notbe cut of 
from us, Thus began the Encounter with equall order, and 
contiruall ſhot of Cannon : which did on each (ide mutual 
hurt : every one ſtriving to ger forward, thorow the midit 
of mortalitic and laughter of men , for to drive the enemy 
cut of his place. The Earle of Pappenherm came in at the 
very beginning of the fight, with ſome Regiments of Horſe 
and Dragooners : whom hee infiantly carryed into the /f 
Wing whereit appear'd the King did charge with moſt ob- 
ſtinacy. And here the Earle giving the onſett with his ac- 
cultom'd valour, was in the very beginning mortally wour- 
dedby a Fauconert : ſo that being taken off his Horſe to be 
brought to Lexpſich, He ended his life before his Ioumey : 
] his valerous Cavalier having ſacrificed himſclfe to Gods 
ſervice and the Emperours, in the moſt important occaſion 
w hich ever hath offerd it ſelfe ro benefit the Catholike Kel 
$ion, and the whole Hoz/e of eAnftria. 

In the meane time the Front of the enemies Army, got 
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No being neuer able to diſorder it t many a ſhot was made 


upon it : and being now comne neere the ditch which was 
made on our fide , a great number of Muskettiers was let 
downe into it, from whence they gave us many good Salu- 
eer, Bur eſpecially did they powre lead, into the Regimenr 
of the Colonell Piccolomiins : Who after he hadbecne expo- 
ſed a-while to the diſcretion of thoſe Muskettiers, determi- 
nedto ſet upon them, and to drive them out of the Ditch. 
And this he did accordingly , with ſo fortunate a ſucceſſe, 
that if he had beene ſeconded by other Regiments, no doubt 
but that part of the Enemies Army would have beene ntter- 
ly rowted, Bnt there being none to backe him,and he fearing 
to be cut off from the Army, ( if hee went too farre for- 
wards ) reſolv'd to ſet with might and maine upon a Regi- 
ment * of the Enemies, which Healfo ntterly defeated, lea- + pinches, 
ring it ſtretched our upon the ground, in the ſame manner as 
it had ſtood before ordred in Squadrons. After Pappenbeins 
was wounded, the Cavalry which he had led, never ſo much 
25 turn'd their faces againſt the Enemy : whereby advantage 
was given him toget the better of our Foot alſo on the /ef# 
fade. For all this, on the rrght fide was the fight maintained, 
with equall and all poſſible obſtinacie :' at which time, a 
newes being ſpread of the Kings death, it ſeemed that the 
Enemies Army began to give backe by little and little under 
the favour of a very thicke miſt which was riſen : infomuch 
thatar firſt, it was not poſſible to finde where it ſtood: Here- 
upon, for the preſent, the viory wa+ held to be ours, We 
being deſirous to goe forward to ſeeke out the Enemy, intel- 
ligence was had, that he went to rejoyne his Squadrons a- 
bout the Wood fide : for which reaſon his Excellence ſent 
his Colonels Tercica and P5colomimt to take more exaRt notice 
of what was rumor'd. They being paſt on a little forward 
twwards the Wood, faw the Enemy in full Battell-ray, 
marching up towards us:in as good an order as at the firſt. It 
Wasnow very ncere night ; and our Army not well joyned 
together : 
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together : necefſitie conſtrain'd vs to make a ſtay in onr 
owne place, neere the Wind: mills , which the Earle Coloreds 
defended valerouſly, He being chargal by forces, incompa- 
rably-much greater , ſhould have beene forc'd to quit the 
Milli had not his Excellency fent to his ſuccour the Colonels 
Tercica and Picelommi with their Cavalry , to (uſtaine the 
ſhocke of thoſe Foot; as in «ff: they did. It was now 
upon ſhutting in of the Euening , when the Enemy begin. 
nivg afreſh a round Salvee of his Cannon, didnotably annoy 
our troopes and was like to have done more harme, had not 
the Night come on., His Excellency , when he leaſt fear'd 
ſuch an accident, ( being now in the Front of the Regiment 
of Picolomini, ſpeaking with him) was hurt in the left arme 
with a Muskett Bullet : but (as we may ſay) almoſt miracu. 
louſly : ſince it did him no other harme,thento leave ablacke 
and blew mark behind it. His Excellency ſhowed that day no 
ordinary valour, riding up and done in the Front of all the 
Regiments : where from time to timeneceſlitic call'd him : 
encouraging with ls preſence, every body to the accom- 
pliſhment of their duty, being accompanied by the two 
Princes, brothers of the great Duke of Tx/cany , of whom 
the one call'd Don Fraxciſco loſt his Horſe he fate on by a 
Cannon Bulletr, The Colonels Lo and Camargo dyed on the 
place Picolomimn came off with ren Mus kettado's, fave whe's 
of, wounded him in divers parts of the body ; th other five 
went no further then his armour. He loſt foure Horſes under 
him, and three hundred of his beſt ſouldiers : His Sergrant- 
Major, two Captaines, and moſt of his officers were hurt. 
It is thought, that of our (ide, there dyed neere upon three 
thouſand ; but a great many more wounded. Of the enemies 
ſide, were loſt neere ſixe thouſand, and as many more woun- 
ded: ithaving beene the moſt bloody and obſtinate Batrell, 
which ever hath beene fought in Germany ; eſpecially in fo 
{mall a number of the Impernaliſts which came not to twelve 
thouſand , where on the other fide, the Enemies Forces a-

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At length, the fight being ended by reaſon of the night; 
his Excellency, was not reſolued whether he ſhould keepe his 
army in that place, or elſe to retire to. Leipfich. But having 
heard the opinion of all his greateſt Officers, he determined, 
with their good liking, to retire to Leipfich, notwithſtanding 
the arrivall of five Regiments * of Pappenheims now newly + This ſers che 
comne from Hal.Becauſe it was probable feared that thorowy report right 
the wearineſſe of the ſouldiers, the number of the wounde, for bord tides.

In the beginning of the Encounter of both Armies, /nne- 
cents Bucela Camrade of Piccolomini , knew the King; who 
lay hurt and dying upon the ground. Whereof having given 
notice to the Colonell; he w: nt with him and ten more, to 
(ee the body which was yet quivering:and while they were 
abour fetching of it away,atroope of the Enemyes charging, 
forced them to retir*. The noiſe of his death, was preſently 
(attered abroad ; yet beliefc was not fully given to itby rea- 
{on of the relation which ſome priſoners made, as that the 
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King was hurt, but carrried off ina doſe Coach, following 
his white Standard. But an Aſtrologer entertainedby his Ex. 
cellency, being taken priſoner accid-nrally in the Battell, and 
ranſomed eight dayes after; brought undoubted newes, that 
the King was wounded with a Musket in his arme and two 
Piſtoll bullets, and falne downe dead in rhe fi-1d. 

The death of the King halfe verified the Prognoſtication 
of an Aſtrolog:r named David Herlicin of Staroard in Þo- 
7er41nsa, who ſaid ſome moneth+ before, thatche King ſhould 
nev-r paſſe over the Kiver of E/v- againe : which hc inter- 
preting to his benefit; beleeved he ſhould become Maſte: of

B:ggage and Ammunition, he had along : and was, in tate 
and leiſure, conveyed into the very borders of Bohemia. The 
Sweds/h, towards the end of the Market, were contented to 
affoord good penny-worths : for this being the laſt towne 
of the Elefor of Saxonyes , poſſeſſed by the Imperialiſts, 
the countries of Saxony, Coitland, and HMiſnia, were 
now quite cleered of them. And then was the over. haraſſed, 
tyred, and viRtorious Army, put into their winter-Quarters, 

And by this time was that wiſe State/-man, the Rex. 
Chancellor Axel Oxenſtiern, comne into the Countrey. H: 
firſt convoking the Military Commanders, unto Alrembury, 
(as Itake it) ſome part of the glorious Conquerors Wl and 
Teft.ment, was made knowne unto them. And whereas the 
Kirg in hislife time, had appointed D odo K niphaxſento goe 
with an Army into the Lower-Sarony ; and to have the Title 
of a Felt- Marſhall : the Swediſh Army is thereupou divided; 
part remaining to that valiant young Prince Duke Bernard of 
Saxon-Weymar, and another ſmaller part, going along with 
thenew Felr-LM arſpall. 

Both theſe Armies, (as alſo all thoſe other of the ſeverall 
Sweasſp Commanders about Germany) were to take their or- 
ders and direions, from the Lord Chancellor : who wasto 
command all in chiefe ; by vertue of the Commrſſion which 
the King had given him : of being Ambaſſudor to rhe Armies, 
This 1s that ancient and honourable Title among the Romaner , 
called Legatzs ad exercitns ; For the pleaſure therefore, and 
better underſtanding of the Readers; give me leave to rubbe 
np my oldnotes, and to deduce this Office from Antiquity, 

The Romane Senate, ſtill uſed to ſend ſome of the prime 
Nobility, and skilled in the warres, unto the Generall: whoſe 
ccunſells and dire&ions he was to have regard unto, in all but 
in the manner of fighting the Army. Twas the honourableſt 
military employment of all,and the moſt reverend. The Am- 
baſſador to the eArmies , hath in him both the power of a 
Generall, andthe ſacrednefſe of a Prieſt : ſayes Dionyfew lib.

In this they differed from the Imperator or Great Gene- 
rall. «Alie [temt Legats partes, alie Imprratorts.

Induſtry: but to produce the Conqueror of Germany , 
there was the preparation of many Ages , required, 
Like as in the delicateſt Fruite-trees: tis not enough, 
that the Cyon be of a noble Stocke; but thar it be ber- 
tered by many Engraftings and Removings. Ancient, 
deſcending, and continued Merite and Nobiltty,derived 
trom the loynes of many CAnceHtors : nothing lefle 
could have begotten ſuch a King of Sweden, Sweden 
glorics in his B:rth; thats Her honour : but his Pe- 
digrce and Alliances, arc from Germany. The more 
kindly and naturall, therefore, was his amb:1:07 to de- 
{ver it; and the lefſe exceprion lay there, ro his bc- 
ing a Stranger. To bealigne, of whence he was dc- 
{cended; were his 2, names given him. Guſtav , 
hath becne the ancicnt Chr:i#ian name of divers of 
the Kings of Sweden : though none of themrtill his 
carrying ir, put the world into the concert, that it 
was the Anagramme of Auguſtus, Adolphus hath 
beene the bearing of the Houſes. of Holitein and of 
Mecklenburg; from both which, he lineally was ex- 
tracted. So was He borne, and thus Chriiined, 

His youth was bred up, with royall exerciles : 
ſuch as might ſeaſon him with Yertwe and Religion, 
and prepare him for grand buſineſſes. His. body , 
though broughtup, Princely; yet nor Cocknicd up, 
renderly: nor with too much ſoft, and warme, and 
gayc, and ſ{weete; effeminated. The Poezs faine, that 
Mars was borne in this Country : who had never 
prov'd the God. of Warre, had not his body beenc 
enured to the Froſt, and Ice, and Rocks, and hard- 
ihip ofthis Northerne Clymate. His ſpirit,was by the 

rutorage 


tutorage of the beſt learning and examples, elevated; 
to cſteeme no good defigne roo high for him : forti- 
tied with a courage , that knew not how to ſtoope 
beneath a King; and (like his ſword, afterwards) tem- 
pcred with ſo irrefiſteable, and ſtecly an edge, as 
!hould cut thorow all dangers and neceffities. Ar 
home, he learned Latin; in italy, Mathematicks; 0- 
there where abroad, the French, Italian, and Germane 
languages : all which as he learned very readily, ſo 
he ſpake as promptly and elegantly. Travaile retin'd 
and furniſht him: yea he privately travailed Germany,

his Father dyed: when himſclte,then but a Minor of 


17. yeeres of age, was called to the Kingdome. The 


entry into his reigne, was the tryall of his education: 
his Father teft him embroyled with the Dare and 
Amnskovite; and ſhortly after, began the Polander to 
confront him. The pretences of theſe Princes, were 
indeed much different : but in the ruine of a young 
King, they all had the ſame intentions. Poland clai- 


med the Crowne; Denmarke and the Muskovite; put in 


tO recover what bordering lands they had before 
claimed ; and which , had either bcene conquered 
fromthem, by his Anceſtors , or freely for merite 
2ranted them, by the others. I will not write a Story,

know; that he gate the better of all 3. Nations, both 
apon the greene graſle, and upon the greene Carpet: 
inthe ficld, I meane, and upon the Treaty. 

Two of his young {chollers prizes, twere pitty to 
paſſe over. In his warre with the Muskovite , hee 
would needs lay fiege to Netrebare Caſtle : which 
among other lands , rhe Mastovie had granted his 
Father, for his ſervice. The place of this, is upon an - 
Iland; in the middle of the mouth, of the moſt ra- 
ging ſwitt river of Nerva , and ar leaſt Culvering 
ſhor, from either ſhoare of it. His Colonells, not 
willing their young King ſhould receive a checke in 
his rifing fortunes , by artacking an impoſſibility : 
dilwade the Action; tumſelte onely remaining con. 
ſtant ro purſue it. Sce how God Almighty made 
our young 7oſua, to be honoured among his people. 
The Mwskovites proved to have ſuch thraſhes , and 
warts, and bliſters, growing in the infides of their 
throates and mouthcs; that they could neither fecde 
nor ſwallow : ſo that having abundance of Ammu- 
nition, and a whole yeeres victualls by them ; yer 
came they our and yeclded up the Caſtle ro him. An 
inpregnable piecE! which could neither be battered, 
ſtarved, nor have a bridge laid over to it. That ycere, 
cooke he another Caſtle, almoſt as ſtrong: whereup- 
on the Anskovite was glad ro make King lames his 
good friend , to procure his peace with the young 
Sweden. | 

Some while after this, had he a difference with 
the Dartzzckers - who man'd our 20, or 30. good 


Shups of Warre;with the firlt opening of the Spring, 
C8, 
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to have burnt up his Nauy in the Harbour, Twas 
about the end of winter then, when his long and nar- 
row Swediſh Sea, was a yeard or two deepe frozen. 
This Ice, our young King cauſing his Boores (for 10 
or 12. Engliſh miles together ) ro cut open; came 
with his Fleete in the night, upon the Dantzichers; 
and burnt, ſunke, ſpoyled, or tooke the moſt of 
them. 

In his Warres with his Vnckle S:g:ſmwnd King of 
Poland , hee conquered ſo many townes from hit , 
both in Pruſiia and Livonia : that the Pole was en- 
forced to requeſt the mediation of King Charles and Sir Thomas Ree 
the French King , to make up a peace for 6. yeeres 12 oens* 
berwixt them : which he afterwards deſired to be = 
perperuated. This was concluded September 29. 
1629. King Sigiſmund acknowledging Guſtavus A- 
dolphus to be King of Swedes; and in his Treaty, fo 
ſtyling him. 

And thus, whereſoever this young Mars centred, 
the dread of his Armes and Name , were as full of 
terror to the enemy-Country, as Anmbal ſomerimes ,,,;,,, ., 
unto the Rowares: nor ever returned he out of them, portge. 
but with the 0/;ve and the Palme branches; the Em- 
blemes of Peace and Yidtory. 

But theſe Northern Trophyes upon his next neigh- 
bours, though they had much of g/ory; yet have they 
much of Cyedzt and poſlibility , alſo in them : but 
Chronicle and Beliefe muſt ſtraine hard, ro make his 
Germane Conquelts any thing probable, with poſte- 
rity : and were they not written in the times of the 
doing , and acknowledged by his cnemues: _— 
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would the Legend be more Apocryphall, For what 
credulity, (nor tacile to be abuſed) could pertwade ir 
ſelte, thar 2. third parts of Germany, could (and by 
him char enrred but with 11000. men) 1n 2. ycercs 
and 4. moneths ſpace, be wreſted from fo puiſlant 
an Emperour © A mighty Empire and a Potent, 
formidable for its greatneſſe , confident upon the 
power of its Colleagues and V pholders: vaſt in its 
extent, terrible tor its Armes and Captaines; renow- 
ned for irs Conquetts, beyond expectation, fuccelle- 
full in all its enterpriſes : aid that knew no bounds, 
bur the Alpes and the Ocean. - And yet this Empire, 
which either with its Armies, or garriſons: if not by 
a cheaper way,the meere reputation of what it had, 
or might doe; held ſo many Princes at a Baye - was 
it ſelte conſtrained to rake onthe yoake, which Swe- 
dens Gantletr put upon it, In lefle then 2. yeers and 
a halte, he did all this : what might He more haue 
atchicved, had he gone on another yeere and two 
moneths: and fil'd up the time of that malicious and 
falic prediction , which the Jeſurtes had caſt abroad 
ot him { They comforted thcir credulous Novices, 
with his being 4ntichriſt; and that he ſhould raigne 
3. yceres and a halte, and no longer. 

The belcete of his conquering fo much , will bc 
the more tacilitated: if we could but conceive ionce) 
his famuliar way of doing it : hc made bur a Comeay 
of the warres: which others are ſo folemne upon; 
and make to full of Tragedy. I will give but two 
cxamples. Comming betore Eloing with an Army, 
{carce {o ſtrong as cheir oarriſon ; he aficr —o—_ 

an 


and Hoſtages; wormes out by faire words, the Bur. 
gomafter and ſome great ones, to his Tent unto a 
Parlee. Himſelfe , in the meane time, with ſome 
few of his Gentlemen, goes to the Ports and deſires 
ro come in as a travayler, to pleaſe his {fight with the 
rarities of their City. Such pleaſancy of words and 
conceit he uſed , that the Citizens were as defiroug 
to ſee the King of Sweden , as he to take their City. 
Being in, he walkes gazing up and downe , the peo- 
ple flocking ſtill after him. Now in truth good peo- 
ple (faies he) if I had thought you had deſired to ſee 
the King of Swedes , I would-have put on my beſt 
cloathes ro day. What need you feare me ? as 
Swedes and Fins ſhall be your drudges, cleave wood, 
fetch water, and doe you any ſcrvility: and with that. 
he calls a ſtubbed F: to him, and commands him 
to remoove ſome lumber, or piece of rubbiſh. This 
laid, he goes into a Stationers ſhop, and there calls 
for Buchanans Poemes - iuſt as in ſuch a caſe Alexar- 
der ſometimes did, for Homers Iliades. And thus the 
Burgomaſter knowing , that the King was in the 
rownezand He being ſure, that the Burgomaſter was 
in His Tent: the compoſition became the eaſter. Ar 
that very ſtrong towne of Konigſhoven in Franconta, 
after this ; ſhowed he another example of this face- 
tious facility. Having ſummoned the towne , hee 
rides up along towards the Ports : where when hee 
ſaw the guards blowing their matches , and making 
ready to ſhoote him : Sacrament (faics he) if you 
make but one ſhot, the King ſhall know of it; and he 


hath vowed that not a man of you ſhall have Quar- 
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cer. But if you will treate fairely , you ſhall have 
your owne conditions. This was tus order (moſtly) 
in taking of a towne: he would not ſtand entrenching 
and building Redowbrs, at a miles diſtance : but clap 
downe with his Army preſently, about Cannon ſhot 
from ir. There would he begin his Approaches, 
get to their walls, Batter and Storme, preſently : and 
if he ſaw the place were not by a running pull to be 
taken: he would not loſe above 4. or 6. dayes be- 
fore it; but riſe and to another. And thus{did hee at 
Ingolſtat. 

Tis a hard taske to give you the aſt portraiture 
of this Prince: he was ſo perperually in ation, that 
he ſeldome gave himſelfe time to fit, to have it ta- 
ken, Burtheſe (in generall) are the rough drawings 
of his perſonall excellencies. He bare a Port and 
Preſence, full of a gracious Majeſtie; full leſht, and 
fac't: a rich and a gallant ſtature, 2. yeards and a- 
bove: a hawkes eye; the world thought an Eagles. 
His more then flaxen-coloured haire, inclined tothe 
colour of Apolioves : a lgne hee had much of the 
Swne in him. His tone of ſpeech , was ofa manly 
and a maſterly pronunciation : and his anſwers were 
qQuicke, full, fmarr, bur not gybing : cleane limb'd 
he was, ſtrong, aRtive, and hardy : made up as fitly 
for a King, as fora Generall. Bur for the gueſt rhat 
raigne in this Palace,8 aRuated it; his mi, and his 
ſpirit - thats to be beſt gueſſed at by his Conquelts. 
An' vndaunted courage, a ſtrong judgement, an ad- 
mirable quickneſſe of conceit, a naturall vigilancy 
and indefatigableneſſe, a marvailous forecaft, _ 

the 
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the beſt advantage to apprehend and diſpoſe of his 
occaſions : theſe were his perſonal forces , that con- 
quered ſo much of Germany. L ooke elſe into his Lea- 
guer, See there his encamping, his fortifying, his 
new wayes of fighting,and embartteling , his orders, 
his proviſions, his direRions, and the foule and ſpi- 
rit of all theſe, his owne diligences: and then tell me, 
how he were eafie to be re{t{ted. An excellent dex- 
rerity beſides, was he endowed withall, roextricate 
and untangle the Gord:an knotrineſſe of a bulineſle; 
the maſter-ſpirit he had , over all that came before 
him q a gift, withall to take the advantage of mens 
humours ; and a nativeatrraQtion in him, to-winne 
hearts , as well as Provinces. A great Student hee 
was, upon any bufineſſe of importance: and when his 
Chancellor was with him,a diligent diſputer and Can- 
vaſſer of the Anſwer, which he was ro giveto Am- 
batladors. 

He would have the proiccting of the defigne, {till 
to paſſe from his owne invention , ſeldome calling a 
formall Cowncell of Warre ; and yet not deſpiling to 
aske upon the Bye, the adviſes of his Commanders. 
He contented nor himfelfe to be the Generall of an 
Army,but he would be a Caprain, yea a Sergeant of a 
band; an Enginier, a common ſouldier, a Canonier: 
all, or any thing. The ſurpriſe and ſuddenneſle of a 
danger, ſeldome aſtonied his iudgement : butthe 
more defperare the peril were, the nimbler,comman- 
ly, was he in his deliverics; till ſhewing moſt vigor, 
wherethere was moſt need of it. There was not an 
enterpriſe to be gone upon , not bencath the honour 
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of a Colonell ; but let the danger be what it would, 
he would leade on the Partec. And twas an aſto- 
niſhment to behold,that he was not onely not worne 
out with the aſſiduity of his labours and his hard- 
ſhips; bur that he battned and grew fart upon action: 
comming freſh off from one, and ſtll preſt and rea- 
dy for another enterprize. Hee grew far, I fay, not 
with cating and drinking; no Prince was more tem- 
re then he, thoſe wayes. His feeding was upon 
ſtrong and ſouldierly diſhes : not ſuch delicacies, as 
were dainty of taſte, and caſte of digeſtion, bur ſuch 
luſty, bearing meates, as would encreaſe ſtrength, 
and make reſiſtance in the ttomacke. Drinking, he 
was not taxt for:and notwithſtanding it be the Nor- 
eherne way of ſinning; yer came not he to out-drinke 
the Germanes: they were not that way to be conque- 
red. Briefly, that Northerne corner of the world, 
hath not brought forth a Prince of his zemper , and 
temperance; or a man ſo generally well put together, 
n all imaginable abilities and perfections; to make a 
Generall of. And ſo much, have the contriving and 
conduct of his deſignes , manifeſted ; which hee 
had even almoſt given their period unto. 
I have left out the beſt parr yet ; and that was his 
Religion : his devotion in his Religion, (publike and = 
private) and his frequent Prayers and Thankſgivings, 


_ (eſpecially upon all eminenter occaſions) were the 


things that rendred him admirable. He would pray 
a ſhip-board, and a ſhoare z in the Field, and in the 
midſt of a Battel}: as if Prayer alone , were the {u- 
reſt piece of all his whole Armour. And in his open

Prayers, this one thing is of all the reſt, moſt confide- 
rable, Thatas other times he had ſworne, publikely 
ſworne; that his purpoſes were not to C , but to 
Delrver: {0 in his Prayers for divine afliſtance, would 
he boldly appeale to God the ſearcher of the hearts, 
that Hee knew his intentions to be no other, Thata 
Prince , now, ſhould thus dare it in the face of 
Heaven, and call downe juſt vengeance from thence, 
if hee meant not Gods glory in fincerity : they 
mult bee his enemies, that will not beleeue it. 

The greateſt imperfeQion of his body , was that 
hiseyes, were dimme ſighted : that though he could 
forſee, no eye berter, yet could he not diſcerne farre 


from him. The greatcſt infirmity of his mind, was 


his Cholerickneſſe : a paſſion, indeed which he could 
not fo well controll ; and which would cafily, now 

and then, burſt forth, upona ſlight, or imagmnaned 

provocation, But this was an inbred humour, not a 

humorouſteſſe in him : and the uſuall uncorreRted 

vigourouſneſſe of thoſe Spirits it is, that have a rich- 

erallowance of Spirit and Fire in them. This though 

it muſt be confeſled, to be a peccancy, and a diſtem- 
per; yer is it to be obſerved withall, thar of the pre- 
dominancies of the 4. Humours,this principally ren- 
ders a man fit for ation. And truely, it might in him 
the better be excuſed , for that he was ſtill enchaft 
with buſineſſes; and had ſo many diſpofitions of men, 
and ſucceſſes of affaires, to encounter withall: eſpe- 
cially ſometimes , when he found but awckward- 
neſſe. This fault indeed, was he noted for : and tis 
for him that writes his 4pologie, not tus Charadter;to 
denic 
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denie or defend ir. And yet this helpe there was for 
it: that vpon avery litle conſideration, he would 
rake himaſelte with the maner, and take vp , preſently: 
and with agratious debonnairenefſe and ſweetneſle, 
which was naturall to him, give checke to the ouer- 
laſhing of ſame lefle aduiſcd and indigeſted ſpeeches, 
that had in choler flipt from him. Ready, beſides, 
of himſelfe, he was, togiue fatisfaftion : not vnto 
the Grandees and Chiefes oncly of his Armies, whoſe 
meritsand ſeruices might take the more exceptians 
ro ſuch vſage:buteuen to thecommon ſouldiers alſo, 
who ought not to ſtand vpon ſuch purrrlives witha 
King their Generall. This would he doe eaſily ; ef. 
pecially where he found himſelte vicd like a King, 
and ſued vato. 

Himſelfe would ſay, when he tookenotice now 


and then, of this touchineſſe of his owne nature, fo 


apt with a little ſpark to take fire:7hat he muſt endure, 
ever and anon, the diverſities of their humonrs ; the 
fleeme of ſome, and the drinke of others : and that in e- 
qu1ty, therefore, they ought ſomething the better to beare 
with hts cholerickneſſe. And an indifferent temper in 
men , would have paſſed by this infarmity in him; 
could they have but conftdetcd the multitudes and 
varieties of thaſe greater thoughts, which were {till 
agitated in that ever working braine and ſpirit of his; 
wound up, and labouring upon the ſtretch, without 
incermuſhon. A man, me thinks, ſhould doe with a 
bad humor in a Prince, as with a bad Angell : give 
him his full Graines,andAllowances;and then weigh 
him. Burt if yau pleaſe to put into the cither or” 

thole 


thoſe extraordinary many vertues in him: his ſweet- 
neſſe of diſpoſtrion, his caſineſſe of acceile, the fami- 
liarneſſe of his carriage , his carethat every common 
ſouldier ſhoald have his due, and his moderation in 
the greatneſle of his ſucceſſes, not thinking his ſhad- 
dow one ſpanne the more ſpreading; then ſurely, the 
beame would ſo caſt it on the betrer fide, thar his 
choler would (ceme but as the duſt of the|balance,to 


them. 
But yet another fault was there in this moſt excel- 


lent Prince , which (now) hath ſpoyl'd all the reſt. 
That,namely, his courage ſuffered his Iudgement no 
betrer to diſtinguiſh , betwixrt the duties of a com- 
mon Carabin, and a Generall of an Army; but would 
adventure the King, as farre as the Leader of a Partee: 
and that , by conſequence, he tooke no better care 
forthe ſaving and ſparing of the beſt blood of the 
Army , but was too too prodigall an uathritt of it. 
The marvaile is not, that he was ſo hazardous of it, 
ina Cauſe ſaglorious ; but chat in all thoſe encoun- 
ters, he loſt no more of it; his owne life, perpetually, 
being as farre and forwardly engaged, and ſtill run- 
ning the ſame hazards ; with the meaneſt of his Ar- 
my. But yer for taking off this blame from him ; 
this, in his diſcharge, is to be ſaid ; That that natu- 
rall conftitution of his,nor of fire onely, bur of flame, 
made all-the valour and couragiouſnefle of his Ar- 
my , behold unto his example ; and that the well 
ſpeeding of his ſo many viRories , was principally 
to be aſcribed to his preſence in the encounters : the 
very fightof ſuch a Leader, like ſome puiſſant Aþec? 

in 
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inthe heavenly Conſtellations , infuſing a ſecrer in- 
fuence and irrradiation of courage into his ownezand 
of fright and terrour, into his enenues. 

And by theſe ey po" R won he Fo. this 
height of glory : even of a mult ory. And ſee 
ne", a nee-raifd Fame can Se Lick ſomethin 
in it, not onely beyond the nature of an Eagle, but 
of a Starre, too; forthe higheraire this Prince 
wrought himſelfe up into , the fuller, ſtill, and the 
liker Stat#a, his vertues have appeared ; and he big- 
ned upon the eye of envie, in his CMountie, Bo- 
dics meerly up of craft or fortune , doe out of cun- 
ningneſle affect ro conceale their owne greatneſs, 
Like Hereury among the Planters : who though 
of a fiery and a fluſhing luſter : yet ſo politicke a 
Courtier and cloſe a waiter he is, (and that upon in- 
duſtry:)as by ever crowding neer the Sunne, he hath 
gained. to walke ſo farre ob{cured under his Maſters 
glorics; that his devoureſt ſervants (the Affronomer;) 
can ſeldome or never procure the ſight of him. Wher- 
as Bodyes made up of true worth S ſubFanceare like 
the Swnne it ſelfe, then arrived ro the brighteſt of 
their Beauties , when in the higheſt degree of their 
Exaltations. 

And this is ſomething , towards the Charader of 
the King of Sweden, whileſt he was. And alas that 
I muſt ſay, Whiteſt hewas | Now wouldI giveall 
my part in Grammer, to alter but one Tenſe , and to 
ſay He #5. Bur becauſe He & no more-amongſt us, 
this Charadter and Story of his, may ſerve in ſtead of 
his Pidare; to conſerve his memory. I confeſe ! 
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am not Zimmer cunning enough , to giveevery part 
of him, his true ſfe/{;ng and proportion : nor havel 
the Art, either wich ſweete touches or bold and ma- 


fterly ſtroaks,ſo to hergthen up my Peece,or make it to 


fand off, as every way. to be like him. In this onely 
docl pleaſe my ſclfe, that thoſe who have had the 
honour to be abour his perton ; may here refigure a 
touch ortwo, that come ſomething neere the Life of 
him. Thisalſfo I aſſure my ſelte of , that thoſe no. 
bler foes, who have ſometimes beene made feele his 
Armes : will be amongſt the liberalleſt ro contribute 
towards his praiſes; if it be but onely to take off 
tomething from their owne loſles, to juſtific their 
owne difgraces ; and to ſhow that 'no man inferiour 
to this Charader , could have beene thus active and 
ſucceſlefullupon them. be: 

That which is admirable beyond all the reſt, is, 
Thatthis Prince hath left the affaires behind him, in 
an eſtate ſeeming advantageous ro both parties. The 
one {1de, thinke skales turn'd , by his killing. His 
owne Allyes, he left in poſſeſſion of more then two 
third parts of Germany : of the better rownes , and 
the greater rivers; even from the Yiitala in Ins- 
kovia, unto the Rhine and Danuby : the Oder,the Elb, 
the Danuby, the Aaynand the Rhine; all thele are 
witneſſes of his perſonall Trophees : and fo are the 
Weſer and the Afoſel, of others of his Caprtaines. 
Tocontinue theſe Conqueſts , heleft ſeven faire Ar-. 
mies behind him, with their Generals. In the Ypper 
Saxony , his owne, to Duke Bernard; inthe Lower 
Saxony a 24.under BaronKmphauſen:In $ tlefia a third, 
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under Dubalt, In Bavaria a fourth , under the Plz. 
tine Birckenfelt. Abour Cullen a fifth, under Baudi5in: 
in Mlſatia a (ixth, under Guſtavus Horn : and in 
Schwabland a (cuenth , under The Duke of Wirtem- 
berg,and Sir Patrick Ruthven. reckon not the Saxons. 
the Lunenburgers, the Bremers , nor the Hiſſens , be- 
cauſe undertheir owne Princes : though all, whileſt 
he lived, by him, as the General Director of the Wars, 
to be commanded. Adde to this, the ſtrengrh of his 
Confederacies : all Princes, (excepting thoſe of the 
Houſe ot Auitria, ſome few Italians, and the Catholike 
Leaguers) being his Allyes. 

What now remaineth,but that the Proteſtant Prin- 
ces of the Empire, doe goe on (till , to purſue the 
advantages, which he left unto them , to baniſh all 
perſonall jealoufies, and mis-intelligences ; to ſoder 
up all old ruptures and diviſions; to lay aſtde the 
ſtanding upon their punto's,and the Heraldry of their 
genealogies; and toſuffer the Warres to be conducted, 


not by Princes of the beſt Houſes, but rhe greateſt 


abilities ; to husband their time and oportunuties; to 
preſle action, and not to bee too tedious in their con- 
ſulrations; ro take advantage of what is both paſſed 
and preſent, to ſtudy how to conſerve their owne 
eſtates, under that of the Empire; ro communicate 
their counſels, and unite their Forces , for the redu- 
cing of Freedome and Religion. This if they be neg- 
ligent in, then, all the travels of the deceaſed King; 
together with all their owne paines and charges : yea 
all their Forces, Armies, and advantages ; ſhall nor 
long ſerve their turnes , but they muſt become the 


prey

prey of their Encmics, an A-»phitheater of Tragedies, 
and an example to poſteritic of confiſcated eſtates, 
and of bodies incurably diſcaſed. 
And to ſay the troth, theſe Princes have even un- 
till this preſent , gone ſo well on, that their vnitic 
hath quite daſht all the exultations of the contrary 
party ; and they have trumped upon the beſt of the 
others hopes ; and happily gone beyond the feares 
of their friends, that ſtill doubted them. Þhey have 
given the world to ſee, that the Schooling and leſſo- 
ning of the _—_— made good impreſſion in them: 
kad the loſſe of ſo great a Patrone, though it ex- 
tremely pull'd downe the fide; yet hath it cauſed os 
their motions to be concentricall, to goe all one way ; | 
and by union, to redouble their vigours. Say 
And yet all this notwithſtanding , and that the 
King of Sweden hath left theſe Princes of his partic, 
in {0 goodeſtate, that they have the lefle cauſe to la- 
ment the lofle of him : they being well ſer up on 
their feet againe, and in caſe to maintainetheir owne 
freedomes. Admit the truth of all this: yet hath 
the adverſe party, which he gave checke unto, reco- 
vered the better of the game, ſincethis King is taken. 
Great are their advantages , by the death of this 
Prince : theſe few pellets of lead which kill'd him, 
being worth more to them, then a million of Du- 
cats poſſibly could have advantaged them. And 
this loſſe of him, who was the Sole Diredter of all ; 
oavenot onely hopes, but probabilities ; that now, 
when the buſineſſe was to fall to be managed by a 
many ; the diverſitics of Cheefes , would bee fo apt 
b b 2 ro 
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to foment icalouſies and miſ[-intelligences + as that jt 
would give more faciliry to the contrary party, tg 
conſerve what was not yet conquered ; to fatisfle 
ſome privately diſcontented; to vmte their counſels: 
to recall exiled tranquility;and firmely, once againe, 
to re-eſtabliſh a good peace over all the Empire. 

If now, the Imperiall party pleaſe to make pro- 
fir, by their former loſſes : then ſhall wee ſee them 
rurne adeafe eare to all bloody and violent counſels; 
avoide the enforcing beth of Princes and people, to 
rurne deſperate : remove all ſuſpitions and bad cor- 
reſpondencies; regaine exaſperated ſpirits, by ſweet- 
neſſe.; and ſecke how to raigne by love, rather then 
by terrour : no more attempting the breach of the 
peace and publike faith , vader pretence of contci- 
ence: it being to be dealt withall by perſwaſton, and 
not by enforcing;as having to anſwer before another 
Tribunall, then mans Indgcment. And hereunto, it 
appearcth, that this party ought ſo much the rather 


© toaſpire; becauſe it may have hope evea forthwith 


and henceforward, tocontinue in their owne rights 
and advantages: the death of this King, having cured 
them of a bodily feare they were deeply already inz 
leaſt he ſhould have taken a higher flight , pretented 
rowards new Drademes - and fully have verified his 
cAnagramme , by changing the name Guſtavss, into | 
CAUTHUIH, 0

So that, not without reaſon, ours and the 
Kingdomes care and danger is the greater ; and wee cannet 
bur {o much the more take to heart this ineſtimableloſſ 
Wherefore, vpon the Injunction of the Peeres and Coun 
cell of th? Realme, at their conuenting : we haue thovght 
good, vnanimouſly and obediently to come together, inthe 
feare of Gad;and to take into conſideration the preſent Srat: 
of our Kings Majzſties : Heyer, as alfo the State of our deare 
Kingdome- And how the ſame may be happily up heldand 
maint ined : and (next under the ayde and helpe of Goa) bee 
defended againſt all danger and oppoſition. To this end, we 
are all of us 1oyntly and willivgly afſcmbled here, and wee 
haue pondzred and conſulted together, hich might beſt con- 
duce to the good of the Realme.- Andar laſt, by the helpe of 
the eA/mighty, andin the name of the Blefſed Trimty ; we 
haue cloſely vnited, and ſtrongly bound and tycd our ſelues :

cur ſelues; we bave confirmed and eſtabliſhed, That which is

!hprimis. Whereas the death of our bleſſed and renow- 
-d Kivg, hath cauſed a Kingly raigne to ceaſe among us: and 
the Caule fo being, thar their is no Heyer-Male left behind 
his Mfateſty : nor any Children of any Hereditary Prince ; 
which mightby undoubred right, ſucceed according to the 
L1wes and conſtitutio's of the Realme. We: have not dil- 
approoved of that, which was concluded at Workopmeg, Anno 
1604. concerning the Renewing of the Heredttary comunttion: 
3d CONCerNINg the Daughters of our Kings and Hleyer-Prin- 
re: : which in that aſſembly was confirmed and enacted. As 
1110 that, which unanimouſly and joyntly was concluded by 
us here preſent, at Srockbolm, anno 1627. on the 4, of De- 
cember, as followeth. That in caſe his bleſſed and famons 
Maieſty ſhould happen to deceate : We did conclude, that 
his daughter the Princeſſe, the High borne, Chriſtina,ſhould be 
choſen for our Qzecene and Inberirrsx of our Kingdome. And 
therefore ar this time doe we againe eſtabliſh unanimouſly, 
(21d that in conſideration of the famous and magnanimous 
1&s and deeds;of the two worthy Kings; King G#ſtavz the 
f and eſpecially of King G»/tavns the laft, lately deceaſed: 
(whom inſtly we may terme G»ftavr the Great) by which 
two, and more eſpecially by the /atter, we have received ad- 
mirable benefit and fame ; and conſequently , are bound to 
render all honour and reſpe&, to this well-borne Princeſle ) 
according to onr former promiſe and obligation : and doe 
now renew , what we heretofore have maturely confirmed.

Hereditary Princeſſe, Great Dutcheſſe of Finland, Dutcheſſe of 
E ſtand , and (: arellen , our moſt deare and gracious Ounce, 
And by theſe preſents wee doe oblige our ſelves and*our 
aſſociates, confederates and Princes and Peeres of our King. 
dome, inhabitants and ſubic&s of this Realme ; to affoord 
her gratious Maieſtie: all true and dne ſervice and obedience: 

and doe inaugurate her faid Maieſty : and eſtabliſh her, in 

whatſoever 1n righteouſneſſe maybe anſwerable before God 

and Man. Inſomuch, that her Maieſty ſhall have full poir- 
er and Authority, to command us in all particulars. And to 

this end, as true faithfull and loyall ſubieAs, we doe confirme 

and ratifie the Lawes of the Realme, for her Majeſtie. And 

moreover, wedee here promiſe and oblige our ſclues to 

ſtand for her Maieſtics ſafety good and welfare , as of the 

Kingdome, even upon the danger of our lives , and loſle of 
our goods. Provided, that her Maicſtie when ſhe ſhall come 

to yeeres, and full poſſeſſion of the Government and rule of 
the Kingdome ; ſhall make aſſurance to us , and the whole 
State, of whatſoever may concerne the maintaining of all our 
liderties, lawes, and priviledges, &c. as the like hath former- 
ly beene done by ourlate Kings , (in the beſt forme that may 
be) eſpecially by her Maieſttes Father : his Maieſtic of bleſ- 
ſed Memory, King G»ſtav#s the 24, and hath by the State of 
the Kingdome beene approoved. ap

Secondly, we conclude, that in caſe any one, (high or low, 
of whatſoever place, dignity or quality ; whether of the 
State of Swede , or other parts ſubieR to the Crowne of 
Swegen ) doe refuſe either with meanes , preſence, obedi- 
ence, andall requiſite ſubieQtion, to ſubſcribe and ſubmit to 
this our reſolution and eſtabliſhment : and ſhall dare to op- 


 poſethis At of ours ; or to bend his heart, eye, or hand, to 


any other whoſoever it may be, Inhabitant within our 1o- 
minions or forrainer : We doe hold,eſteeme, and declare the 
{ame party to be a diſtrated and ſeparated member from 
our Body ; and an enemy, yea Fraitor of the Kingdome /

and the fame perſon who-ever it be, being once convin- 
ced of a crime of this nature, ſhall bee puniſhed withonrt 


mercy.

Thirdly, although it ſeeme not abſolutely necefſary, now 

to relaterhe former Conſtitmrions and Statutes, made and con- 
cluded upon againſt King S1g1/omndns of Polonia , and his 
Children: which were grounded upon good reaſons, and ne- 
ceſſary proofes : yet notwithſtanding , to remoove all ob- 
ſacles avd obieRtions from the (tmply honeſt meaning peo- 
ple, W e doe confirme ard eſtabliſh, by theſe preſents; That 
this mav be lawfully done, which we doenow; notwithſtan. 
ding wharſoever hath formerly beene concluded againſt King 
$1p1/mmnd hs Chilaren,and Deſcendants. And therefore doe 
declare th-m to have no right or intereſt to the Crowne of 
Sweden; or to any part of the Domunzions or Inriſdiftions , 
there. under comprehended : but all their right, and preten= 
ces, tobe loſt, void, forfeited , and inthe lapſe ; from this 
- time forth for ever, And if it ſhould fo fall out (which God 
forbid,) thatany Sweaes, or who-ever they may be; under the 
Crowne of Sweden, in high place and dignity : ſhould unad- 
viſedly goe about (either ſecretly or openly) to ſtandup in 
the behalfe of any of the Children of ' $1g5/mandns or his 
Deſcendants, to be received into the Kingdome of Sweden : 
or to yeeld them any footing within the /uri/attions, or up- 
on the Frontiers of the ſame Kingdome : W ee doe hold the 
lame perſon (how ſoever he be) for a pernicious and hay- 
1045 Traitour, both to us and the whole State, And if any 
ſuch ,, ſhall dare to ſtand out and perſevere in ſo vil: an inſo- 
l2ncy ; he ſhall be ſure to meete with the mercileſſe punith- 
ment, due to ſuch a Traitour, And moreover, whoſoever he 
>2, that ſhall give eare, and leave to any ſuch; and not m time 
make it manifeſt and knowne, with his intent that way; ſhall 
be ſubie& ard lyable to the ſame puniſhed. In like ſort 
thall all thoſe be puniſhment , that ſhall dare ro harbour or 
odge \any ſuch perſons, without giving notice and intellt- 
CC-2 gence 
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gence to authority. Now whereas at Orebroo in the yeere 
1617. the 27th, of February : an expreſle and abſolute order 
and decree was cſtabliſhed, againſt all ſuch, by the Peeres and 
whole State of the Realme : we will and ordaine by theſe 
preſents, that the ſame decree henceforward remaine as invio- 
lable, as if the ſame were herein exprefled word by word, 
W herefore, Tt is now by us conc/uded and decreed, thar the 
fame decree of Orebroo, ſhall be fully executed ; and that to 
the ſame end, all Lords, and Iudges, Othcers, &c. cach accor. 
ding tv his place and office; ſhall be bound to have an eſpeci- 
all care for the execution and performance of the ſame; as he 
will otherwiſe anfwcr it, at his per1ll. 


Fourthly, With unaminous conſent and deliberation, we 
here confirme, renew, conclude and eftabliſh what forme1ly 
at other times Aſſemblies, and Diets, hath concerning the Ser. 
vice of God and his Church beene concluded and fertled : and 
doe generally, all of us, oblige our (clues to remaine in the 
ſame forme, diſcipline, and truth of Rehigion; according to the 
revealed truth of Gods holy and heavenly Word; and the 
Articles of our Chyiſtian belecfe, contained in the 3. Creeaes: 
that is to ſay, the Apoſtles Creede, the Nicene, and of Atha- 
aſins ; together with the true and invariable and ulalterable 
Confeſſion of Augſpurg. Tn a word, as it hath formerly beene 
{olidely concluded, in the Comncell of //p/al. 

C. 

Fifthly : Whereas our (Qaccne as yet is not come to 
ner compleate yceres , and full ave ; fo that ſhe can be ſuf- 
acient of her owne ſelfe and ability , tg defend and Go- 
verne the Kingdome and the Realme : we could wiſh (and 
happy were we, if it had beene ſo) that there had beene a 
full decree and order made by his Maieſty of bleſſed Memorv, 
and the Princes and States of the Realme; ſo that in the ſame: 
there tad beene' comprehended:, whatſoever in this re- 
ſpe& we ought to have cleayed unto Bur ſince it is other- 


wiſe, and mult needs be ſo ; and that wee dog mo 
that 


that his renowned Maieſty of bleſſed memory, did commir 
his intent and reſolution concerning this matter, to the 
Conncell and Lords of this State; and had often comman- 
ded and defired them , to conceive a right order conceming 
the ſame : which they having performed , and therein de- 
clared their opinion , and ſhewed the ſame to his Maie- 
ty,, with his full approbation : yet notwithſtanding , by 
reaſon of his ſudden death, and other occaſions thereup- 
on \enſuing , hath it not had its fil ef: : although wee 
may well wiſh it had. Therefore in this caſe, we have 
read and manifeſted the faid order (made by his Maieſty in 
his time) to ſome of the cheefe amongſt us, and of our 
Sfate : who, as they haue found the lame moſt ſound and 
wholſome; 1o could we wiſh that the ſame were publiſhed 
tothe common view and eyes of all men: and might be con- 
firmed and ratified unanimouſly by us all, and ſobe publiſhed. 
But whereas we doe allo perceive and underſtand,that divers 
intra tons andneceflarv appurtenances belonging thereunto, 
by reaſon of the ſhartn-ſſ: of time, could not conveniently 
be in readineſſe: we, notwithandivg, being defirous to fur- 
ther the welfare and State of the Realme , in all good man- 
ner 6f procecdirg ; and likewiſe, that his Maieſty: our moſt 
gracii 14 ard Feno + ned King(of blefl-d memory his willand 
ca «(for which we are for ever bound to extoll his Maieſties 
name and memory )may really be p:rformedand executed: 1we 
do eſpecially ; all of us, in the name of the whole State and 
Realme;de/tre and ordame that the ſame decree and ordmance of 
his Maj.ſty:ſhal be pur in execution and performed,in thebeſt 
maner and forny: that may be poſſibly, for the good and wel- 
Are of our Realine and Countries;by the 5. chiete States and 
O:cers of the Realme: to wit, 1.The Lora high Steward, 2, 
Marſhall, Admirall.4.Chancellor.5 Treaſurer. Andin the ab- 
fenc- of the one or other,or of any:the Eldeſt of the Comncell of 
Stat: ſhall ſupply the place. And cheſe 5, ſhall be 1n |1cu and 
place of Gover1ment of her Maj: for the Kingdome of Swe- 


d*»,untill her Maj:be grown(by Gods grace )to perfect yeers. 
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And this buſineſſe have we ſufficiently pondered, For wher- 
as the ſaid five States and Lords, haye ever beene of Councel! 
with his Maieſtie of bleſſed memory : and have undergone 
and waded thorow , the moſt weighyieſt affaires of the 
whole Kingdome : wee have thought good unanimoull 
with one generall conſent, to ordaine and eftabliſp , as well 
for our Aſſociates and Brethren , as' for our ſclues ; that 
from henceforward , the five aforeſaid Grand and Chufje 
Officers of the State and Realme , and in either the one or 
the other his abſence, the Eldeft of our Conncell of Stock. 
holm , _ of the ſame Colledge and Aſſembly ſupplying 
the place, for the welfare and managing of the State of our 
Kingdome , and the 7 wition of owr ©neene ; (hall govern: 
and bearerule, during the Mimerity and Nonage of her Ma- 
ieſty : onely in her name and ſtead : and without any preiu- 
dice to the Realme or Stare; or viclation or breach of the 
Lawes, Rites, and Privileages of the ſame; but rather power= 
fully for her Maieſty maintafning the five brotherly O ffices and 
State-Rankes. To wit. Courtright Councelt: Conncell of War, 
Aamwalty, C hauncery, and Treaſnry or Exchequer: as the 
ſame have beene by former Kings inſtituted cſtabli- 
ſhedand upheld, eſpecially by our laſt King of bleſſed me- 
mory Gu{favus the 24, Alſo, all dexterity ſhall be vſcd and 
employed by them, for the maintaining and upholding of 
the Swearſp Rights, Lawes, Inſtice, and Poly; as farre as their 
vttermoſt induſtry and power ſhall be able to exrend : d:- 
tending , protecting, all manner of waies, the Realime 
and Kingdome, and whatſoever depends upon it : In fuch 
wiſe, as they in their Conſcience ſhall be willing to an{wer 
before God, the Qurene, and the Stare ; when they ſhall 
be thereunto called ; And as theſe doe at this preſent oblige 
themſclues to thoſe that are, and hercafter ſhall be called, 
into Authority : andas they doe now oblige rhemſelues by 
oath. On the other ſide, We the Peeres and Lords of the 
Realme, doe promite to yeeld unto theſe five /eleed Chiefe 
Offices : and to the Eldeſt of rhe Comncel that ſhall ſupply ci- 
ther 


ther of their reomes; not onely all worthy reſpe& and ho- 
rour ; but alſo all obedience and ſubmiſſiue ſubieRion : in 
whatſoever they ſhall require and command us,tending to 
the glory of Almighty God, the good and welfare of the 
Queene, and of the State and Common-wealth. Andin cafe 
any one ſhould goe about to oppoſe and to crofſe this 
manner of proceeding , or government ; either in deed or 
word : We ſhall by all our powers labour to ſuppreſſe ſach 
infolencies, and to puniſh ſuch partics and ſo conſtraine 
them to true obedience. 

6. 

Sixthly, Whereas our Kingdome and Countrey is as yet 
in an-open Warre and Hoſtility , againſt the Roman Empe- 
rour, and the Popiſh Leagne in Germany ; We profeſſe our 
{:lues deſirous and reſolved to maintaine jt (as the ſame hath 
not onely beene undertaken , furthered, and happily main- 
tained; but ſealed alſo, with the very blood of our moſt re- 
rowned and bleſſed King) even with our uttermoſt power 
and endeavours, untill it ſhall pleaſe Almightic God (in his 
due time) to eſtabliſh and ſettle a happy and defired peace 
for the good of his Church. Whereas alfo it is moſt ne- 


ceſary , that wee Arme, ſtrengthen and provide our ſelues, 


againſt other accrewing and newly growing enemies; and to 
have a ſpeciall care, to prevent all dangers and oppoſitions 
which may enſue : we have therefore ordered and ordained; 
21d doe now wif and -ordaine. That the ſame Edit and 
Proclamation , which the laſt Harveſt time was concluded 
and confirmed : ſhall with all ſpeed and expedition be pub- 
ſhed through out the whole Realmeand Kingdome: direft- 
ly according to the ſame forme, as we firſt ordered : with 
condition , thatall mens rights and priviledges ſhall thereby 
be kept inviolable. Andby theſe preſents we doe promile, 
2nd doe freely conſent and grant ; with and upon maturede- 
liberation , that in caſe the neede and neceſſity of the King- 
dome ſhall ſo require ; whether it be by reaſon of the cn- 


nity that we are already fallen into ; or 1n reſpeR of ſome 
new 
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new enemies, which haply may make oppoſition and enmi” 
ty againſt our moſt gracious young Qneene , and the State 
of this Kingdome; in one manner or other ; then we with 
life and goods are ready and willing, to maintaine our right 
and liberties: and to ſtand with all our might and abilicy, in 
oppoſition againſt all ſuch, as ſhall dare to confront and with- 
ſtand our proceedings.

Seventhly , We know well enough , that no Kingdom: 
can p«ffivly ſal-ſiſt without means : neither can any Warre 
be rightly managed, without great charges. And therefore, 
we have-likerwiſe thought fir and good, that the Zulte and 

Harne Toll or Cxitome , ſhail be continued for the g00d 
and profit of th: Kingdome, according to the order and man- 
ner as the ſame 1s now raiſed and receiv-d. As alſo, that the 
Mefſenger/hips granted the lalt yeere, thall for this time goe 
forward and take nlace. 

Moreover, if ſo be that th: Warre in Germany ſhould 
yet longer continue ; or if it ſhould happen, that our King- 
dome and Countrey ſhould taiten upon ſome other warre 
and trouble ; We doe likewiſe promite and oblige our (clves; 
That when thcreupon we ſhall be required , by the Peeres 
States and Lords of the Realme ; Wee will with all our 
meanes , power and abilities , ſtand and fight for our R-- 
ligion , Queene, Kingdomes, and liberties , W henſoever 
neceſſity ſhall thereunto invite ns, For we have ever hi- 
therto eſteemed, the welfarre of our Kinedome and Stare, 
to be our chiefteſt happineſle : and therefore haue cou- 
ragiouſly adventured both, our goods and lives upo! 
it. To this wee oblige our ſelves by theſe Pre- 
{cnts. 


That We in all theſe particulars above written , are re- 
ſolved : and have unanimouſly , generally and particularly; 
in our owne, and in the behalfe of our brethren, preſent 
and abſent : as well unborne, as borne; freely and willing«

ly conſerited , agreed ; approoved and concluded ; and 
therein ſufficiently accorded : and doe promiſe , 28 
faithfull religious and true ſincere meaning SubieQs, to 
performe the ſame: Wee the Comncell, State, Uic. of 
Sweden, have Vnderwritten and Scaled.

with a'Dzer. There were perſonally preſent at thi» meering, 
the Duke of Wirtemberg and the eAamwmſtrator , the Mar- 
queſſe of Baden, the Count of Hanaw, with the moſt of the 

17. Earles of Wetteraw. For the Prince EleRor Palarme , 

and the Adminitrator Lodowicke ( Bio her to the King of 

Bobemia) were there 4. Commiſſioners : whereof Colonell 

Pebluz being the chiefe ; he iate above allthe Princes, at the 

upper end of the Table; all the Propofsrcoms were direted to- 

wards him, and he had the opening of all letters, in place of 
the Elcftor Palatine. There were preſent befides,the Ambat- 
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fadors of other Princes, and the Deputies of the Imp. Cities 
intheſe 4. Cercles. The Lord Chancellor Oxenſtiery (by 
whoſe procurement this Dier. had beene convoked) had his 
lodging in the townre, and came not ar all into the Srare-howſe, 
among the Princes : but ſent them in this as/comr/e, and theſe 
Propoſitions following : which were the grounds and mate- 
rialls, for the Diet ro worke upon. His ſtile in the preſent 
' Diet, was, Conneellor , Chancellor and Extraordinary Am- 
baſſador, for the moſt Tiluftrious and High-borye , the He- 
reditary Heyer and Princeſſe of the Crowne of Sweden, And 
with thi- Deelararrm. Fc began his Propoſitions. 

Illuſtt ious and Right Honourable Princes and States Ew. 
g'l-acal{here aſſembled. 


I will not too much treſpaſſeupon your patience, with an 0xenſizerns 
Propofitions, 


oyer- tedious recitall of the Cauſes, upon which the High 
and mighty Prince? of ever-glorious memory, Gafavs A- 
delphus King of Sweden, 8c, was enforced to take Armes ; 
and openly to make oppoſition againſt the Roman Emperonr 
Ferdinaud the Second of that name, and his confederates the 
Catholike Leaguers; more and more, at that time, every day 
prevailing in Heir oppreſſions of the Evangehiacalt Eleors, 
Princes and States; and of their Honours, priviledges, and 
immnnities, all the Komane Emprre over ; yea, and moſt in- 
wurioufly , bzginning to encroach upon the next neighbour 
Princes, and their Provinces : foraſmuch as theſe things 
be notorious unto the world, and that the Iuſtice of the 
Kings Armes, be by no man doubted of. And yet ſome 
briefe recapitulation , doe I thinke convenient to make cf 
them. 

Moſt apparent it is, that his ſaid ſacred Maieſty (now at 
reſt in the Lord ) was without any formall denuntiation of 
warre, infeſted by the Emperor, His Ambaſſadors, comming 
with the offer and meanes of a peaceable compounding of 
depending Controverſies; moſt diſgracefull entreated : yea, 
and (contrary to all lawes of nations and civility) not wirh- 
out ſcornefull affronts offered, turned home againe ; and the 
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whole Treaty by that vſage, abraptly broken off with him, 
That his ſubjects of Swedes , even contrary to long uſage, 
amity,and Covenants, heretofore, in generall, contraed with 
the Romane Empire ; and in particular, with certaine neigh. 


* bour Princes and Free-States , have beene diſturbed in their 


Commerces, Embargo's laid upon their Ships, and fetters up- | 
on their ſaylers. 

That the Catholike Leagwer: , likewiſe, notwithſtanding 
that among other Elefors of the' Empire they had beene re. 
queſted, that they would be pleaſed to forbeare the making 
themſelues parties in theſe differences, but rather to ſecke 
how to find redrefſe for them : and notwithſtanding, that at 
the requeſt of the French King, confederated with his facred 
Maieſty ; there had beene Newrrality granted unto the ſaid 
Leagnces, if ſo be they thought good to accept of it: yetdid 
they not onely refuſe that Nesrrality , but entred alſo into a 
ſtri&er confederation of warres againſt his ſaid Maieſty; and 
conioyning their forces under their Generall 75/y,with thoſe 
of his Imperiall Maieſty: they forbare not to doe theirutter- 
moſt again(t the ſaid King; whom out of pure neceſſity they 
by this meanes enforced, in hoſtile manner to oppoſe himſelfe 
againſt all of them. 

And notwithſtanding that theſe and the like motives, 
( which for brevities ſake be here omitted) doe ſufficiently 
wuſtifie his faid Maieſtics Armes-taking, being he was enfor- 
ced to them : yet this is the thing above all the reſt to be 
conſidered, the deviſes, namely , and vaſt projes of the 
Houſe of Auſtria: not onely famous in diſcourſe all the 
world over , but ſo farre aQtually advanced already , and fo 
neere to execution ; that the very principall Ports of the 
Dukedomes of Mecklenburg and of Pomerland , were 
really already ſeaſed upon ; and the Imperialifts wholly , by 
this time, buſicd in rigging out ſuch a flecte ; as might be 
able not onely to diſturbe the Commerce betwixt the neigh- 
bour Kingdomes; but alſo at pleaſure to divert it to 0- 
ther places, By this meancs ſhould the Span/> ar - 
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firſt put upon the ſhoulders of the Northerne people; and 
from thence, (as the fitteſt place for ſuch a purpoſe) might 
it be flung upon the necks of all other Kingdomes and 
Common-wealths in Exzrope. And inſt in the felfe fame 
manner , and upon no other reaſon ; was that moſt anci- 
ent Family of Mecklenburg , without hearing of their 
cauſe, or any legall formalities of Proceedinge : aQually 
and de fafto deſpoyled of their iuſt Principalitics and Roy- 
alties, The Dukedome of Pomerland, likewiſe, without 
any colour of right at all, contrary to all equity and deſervings, 
was aQually ſcaſed upon ; yea, contrary to all covenants and 
ſincere promiſes of the Emperour : more then barbarouſly 
ertreated. 

The moſt iuſt King, therefore, ſecing by the excellent 
acuteneſſe of that "> oo which God from @n high had 
endowed him withall ; he was eaſily able to foreſee, what 
all this was likely in the end to tend unto : reſolved: to 
connive no longer , at ſo prevailing and daily more ap- 
parent a miſchiefe : but iudg'd it to belong to him, and 
to his neighbour King (againſt whom alſo , theſe and the 
like projets were a hammering) in time to prevent this 
encroaching danger. Vnto this was his Mateſty the more 
provoked , by the ſerions confideration of the Romare 
Empire , and & moſt lamentable condition which with- 
in theſe few yeeres laſt paſt, it had beene brought unto : 
wherein he obſerved , that thoſe Princes that were neereſt 
to him in the bond of Blood or Religion , were partly dit- 
ſciſed of their Countries and their dignities ; and either 
thruſt into Baniſhmentabroad , or tyranniſed upon at home, 
ſometimes by their equalls; and which worlſe is , even by 
their inferiours otherwhile domineer'd upon , and with 
$komes and contumelies abuſed. His Maieſty perceined 
Withall; how theſe Princes with their neighbours , were 
with a continuall -feare kept under ; their rights , withont 
al reſpe& wrung from them : = fundamentall confligutions 
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of the Empire , overturned; and thatthe other party might 
at pleaſure doe what they luſted ; were the Princes over- 
charged with the Imperiall Armies. And to caſt the fairer 
oof of Tuitice, upon all this; was that moſt extremely pre. 
1udicia} unto the Evangeliacall Eleftors , States, and Prin- 
ces/; The late [mp-rial Decree pretended, for the re. 
ſtitution of the Church goods, (forſooth) and the execu- 
tion of it. | 
By theſe devices, was there nothing of the ancient Em- 
pire, Cuſtomes and Conſtitutions, leftunviolated: rhe peace, 
both of Church and Common-wealth, was diſturbed ; the 
SaxFtions and Conftstutions of the Empire , prophancd, the 
orders for convoking and holding of Dzers, abuſed, broken, 
and ſubverted; the articles and praFtice of Commerce with 
neighbour States, innovated and diſtra 4-d: yea all places tho- 
row the whole wide Empire, filled with complainings,teares 
and ſighings. All theſe mileries , did ſo cordially affe that 
bleſſed King and moſt valiant Champion: (who being a Chri- 
fliay, Evangeliacall neighbour Prince , had alſo his ſhare in 
theſe ſufferings, and was by the pride and inſolency of the 
adverſaries, withall enforced to take Armes) that he ſuppo- 
ſed it well became him, not to be forgetfull of the Prin- 
ces of his owne blood and Rcligion ; and that he ovght, 
withall, to give way unto that evident Divine calling , 
which preſſed him to endeavour the delivery of Gods 
people. | 
And what event hath followed upon this his reſolution, 
from the ficlt undertaking unto this very day : is ſufficiently 
every where made ani. Namely, that his Maieſty clee- 
red, firſt of all, the Coalts and Port townes of Pomerland 
and of CAlecklenburg , of the enemy : reſtored the Dukes 
of Mecklenburg againe into their Countries, freed the Ele- 
Rorate of Brandenburg; chaſed away the enemy, from the 
banks of the river £16, and how after the Viftory of Leipſich, 
he led on his owne Armies, againſt the Carholihe Biſhopricks 
and Elettorates; and how thoſe Leaguers , whoſe buſineſle 
chilly 
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chiefly was, which wav, handſomelyeſt, to devide the lands 


of the Evangeliacal EleAors Princes and States,and to live up=. 


on their bloods : He made to play leaſt in ſight, and to ſhift 
themſelves away out of their owne houſes; which they,ere- 

whiles, ſuppoſed had beene ſo ſurely founded. [ 
By which vidorious 3 os of his Mateſty , the 
whole courſe of the buſineſſe was ſo turned about againe ; 
that the Eleftors, Princes, and States Evanpeliacall in the 
Empire: who muſt ſuffer, before, and ſay nothing,tooke cou- 
rage, now, to put their heads into the worldagaine, and to 
looke after the recovery of their ancient liberties and Do- 
minions : yea, and to grow ſo bold upon it, as to gce thorow 
with the Dzet of Lezpfich z and to reſolue npon ſuch Con- 
cluſions there, as apparently made ſhow of their purpoſe to 
conſerve and defend the declining liberties, both of their 
Country and their Conſciences ; yea and boldly tro make de- 
monſtration unto the Emperour , of their being ſenſible of 
the voiuſtneſſe of his Proceedings, And notwithſtanding 
that before the Decyees of that Diet , could be brought to 
purfeFion ; they were by the over-powring inundation of 
the Imperiall and Leagzer Armies, waſht away into nothing; 
and their aſſumed weapons, beaten out of their hands againe: 
yet did the ſelfe ſame Princes after the Leipſich Vittory , fo 
well recolle& their deieted courages ; and the greater part 
of th:m by ſingle and private confederacies , ſo inter-league 
themſelues with the Maieſty and Crowne of Swedes; that ei- 
ther by re-aſſuming the performance of the Devyees of that 
Diet, or by ſome other reall and auall engagement, they did 
v holly commit themſclues unto his Maieſties ſole direction 
and proteRion. | 

And thus,from that time untill this;together,with the ſaid 
King,have they taken up Armes, together, \« ith, and for the 
Cro.. ne of Sweden, againſt the Enperour and the Leagwers. 
Which Armes; hitherto, (the Lord of Hofts them mare 
ifliiting) have they honourably maintaincd:and though wi 
mach perill, yetnot without much happincfle. _ 
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His Maieſty , of ever honoured memory , had of long 
time, verily, deſired nothing more; then how he might con 
ſolidate the Evangeliacall EleFors, Princes, and Stares, by 
a common league , into one ard the ſame Body of Conf. 
deracy, But for that the power of the enemy, ſtill with ſac. 
fierceneſſe preſſed in upon him ; he could never find him. 
ſelfe at ſo much good leiſure, as the bringing about of {6 
difficult a buſinefle would require of him, For which rea- 
ſon, Heiudg'd it moſt —_ to the commen intereſt, 
to enter into ſome particular,and as it were preparatory Con- 
federacies in the mcane time :- that the Cauſe , notwithſtan- 
ding, might eff:Rually goe on, untill ſome fairer oppor- 
tumitic of occaſion might at length bee preſented unto his 
Maicſty ; as well to provide for his owne and their ſafeties; 
as alſo to make vp one common tye and obligation betweene 
them. Vatill the happineſſe of which epportunity , hee 
thought to uphold and continue on the buſineſle, by the love 
of their commen fſafetics ; and by the cennſels and aſſiſtance 
of the Crowne of Swedes : which, for the time being,might 
countervailea more fermall Confederacie, 

But for as much, as by reaſon of the continuall vr ps 
and Marchings from place to place, that he was ſtill put un- 
to; he could never haue ſo much good leaſure, as to begin 
—_ __w_ Courſes, nor to ſettle a better order for _ 

erving of Afiitary Diſcipline : it is thereby come to paſle, 
that 6.4 onely ur Hi i (as in ſuch deadly warres 
it ever falleth out, and eſpeciglly where the Field of Warre 
is ſo univerſall ) have becne waſted and much ſpoyled; but 
the licentiouſneſſe of the ſouldiery growne to that head ; 33 
that without a ſpeedy remedy , the whole ation muſt of 
neceſſity come to nothing. Verily, his Maieſty of ever glo- 
r1ous memory , had thought of nothing more ſcriouſly : 
and out of the fatherlynefls of his care to the common 
Cauſe, had endeavoured nothing more diligently , then to 
have made his perſonall reſidence amongſt the Princes, in 
theſe Ypper Parts of the Empure ; and with his ewne neigh- 
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bourhood, not onely the more to have aſſured the Prote- 
ion of thoſe Upper Circles, (according as hee had begun 
already ) but how alſo he might have becne perſonally pre- 
ſent in a Diet of theſe foure Circles , for the concludi 
of ſome ſettled good orders ; how the ſomething decay 
Military Diſciphne, might have becne repaired. 

And notwithſtanding that my ſelfe for mine owne parr, 
was ſo ſtonyed with the dolefull and moſt lamentable death 
of my faid deare Lord and Maſter; as that I ſeemed to have 
cauſe enough to give over any more dealing in theſe buſi- 
neſſes, and to leave the managing unto their handlings, 
whom ſo deeply it concerned : yet upon maturer confidera- 
tion, how eaſily in the middeſt of theſe fierceneſles of the 
enemy , there might betide ſome notable confuſion, either a- 
mongſ the Armies or the Princes : and that the whole Cauſe 
might of its owne weightineſſe , fall to ſo low a Conditi- 
on as Were not eafic afterwards to bee repaired : and that 
by this meanes, all the Counſels, proccedings , delignes 
and victories of my faid ſacred Lord the King ; would 
come to no other endnor purpoſe , but to the giving occaſi- 
onto the finall and totall ruine of all his Confederates and 
Part-takers : I had rather lay afide mine owne private re- 
ſpets to mine ſelf, then ſo abruptly to deſert the em- 
ployment. 

For this onely reaſon, therefore , have I ſo carneſtly hi. This clauſe a- 
therto endeauoured , to uphold the buſinefle ; and couragi- _ docs 
ouſly ( according to my power ) ſo to diſpoſe of all opor- ——— 
tunities, as might ſuite to the beſt advantage of the publike. (cangall of the 
Yea, and not onely ſo, but I have beene an earneſt ſuiter dead King); 
withall unto the Crowne of Sweden ; that the State would How that un- 
bee pleaſed fill to continue on the warre ; that that moſt roo ogg 
commendable and praiſe worthy intention of His Sacred ſought meerely 
MaisST1E : might obtaine the defired and intended his owne pri- 


iſſue, In this my ſuite I have ſo farre prevailed; that _ A 
I have. already from thence received a full Commiſſion , ?: nie This 
if fo, why ſhould the Swediſh kingdome now continue on the waires? Sceing their King is 
&ad.andthcir young Quecac,not capable of being Emperour- 
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to treate and condude with the Ele&ors, States, and Princes 
of the Empire, upon that matter : andif I find the Confe. 
derates and Partakers ſo inclined, I have power from the 
Royall Heyer and Crowne of Sweden, in their names to con- 
tinue on the worke to a perfeRion: 

Fer mine owne part, therefore, I would ſee nothing with 
more gladneſſe , then a Genera# Diet of all the Evangeliacal 
Eleftors Princes and States, of the whole ſacred Rowane Em. 
prire, together, But forafmuch as Summer is now neere at 
hand, and that the enemy is notably by this time, upon the 
growing hand; and earneſt in his preparations for ſome new 
expedition : and for that theſe 4. Fpper Circles are not 
onely round encompaſſed by the common enemies; but have 
them already within their very bowels : therefore, there be- 
ing danger in delaies, and for that a Genera Diet could not 
be convoked without much time ſpending , and its peculiar 
ſolemnities, (by which meanes the whole bufineſſe would be 
in danger in the meane time to be rather ruined then remedi- 
e&d; ſolong it would be before a oo and ioynt determi- 
nation could be agreed upon :. therefore have I thought it 
more neceffary , (which alſo was ſollicited and defircd by 
divers States both of this Upper Pare of the Empire, 
and the Fpper Saxony ) that upon the death of my ſaid 
Soveraigne Lord the King , to deferre the procuring of a 
Generaft Diet, and ſo to haſten on the Dies of Vim, 


xs ont of hand to bring it to concluſion. This my pur- - 


poſe ſo ſoone as it was made knowne unto divers of 
the moſt Illuftrious and Right Honourable Irinces and 


States ; there was occaſion given and 'meanes proje- * 


ed for another new meeting , for the cauſes before 
rehearſed. 

And here I render all due and humble thankes, both to the 
Princes and States pany here afſembled, and to the Am- 
baſladors of the abſent, ſeverally and altogether : for that up- 
on the earneſt invitation of my intention; they diſdai- 
ned not to give this meeting. now moſt —

To the end, therefore, that the points neceſlary, may the 
better and more orderly be deliberated upon ; and rhe Con- 
cluſion the better ſpeeded ; T have thought it neceſſary, that 
the chiefe heades of the Delsberation , which are in theſe 
Convocatory {4tters comprehended and exhibited ; ſhould 
be diſtinguiſhed-into eArexcles : moſt obſequiouſly , and

with him; and having ſent word of it to the Rhinegrave; 
and given him order to come towards him : hee for that 
night encamps before Al/rzeim. This having been the way 
that the Spare had before taken, in their advancing to- 
wards Spzers; the Chancellor ſuppoſed they would make 
their retreate that way againe; and had therefore thought 
to take up that paſſe betore them. But their march lay not 
that way, now; but ſome 2 or 3leagues more to the Welt- 
ward, The next morning May 24,was there word brought 
unto the Chancellor,that the Span:/> had quartered the fame 
night at Gelheim; a market towne ſome 7 or 8 Eng/i/h miles 
from him. 
The Chancellor not willing to looſe this opportunitie ; 
prepares to goe to meet with them; and to give them as 
good a farewell out of the countrey, as they had received 
an cntertainement into it, The yonger Khinegrave was dil- 
patched, before hand, with ſome troopes of horſe of his 
owne and Hornecks Regiment, to attack the Spaniſh; whi- 
leſt the groſle of the Sweds/+ foot, with the Canon, might 
get up to them, The Rhenegrave firſt found the Spaniſh Ar- LR 
micinan indifferent faire and large valley,neere unto Stein- jy, won 
bach cloyſter : where encountring thoſe 4 Cornets of horſe, lights upon. 
that then had the Van of the Armie; he routed them firſt of 
all, and (as ſome ſay) tooke away z of their Cornets. -/ 
The Spaniſh _— field-room enough to put themſelves 
mo Battaglia , did it preſently : and rightly ſuppoſing 
withall, that it was not ſome few troopes, or any one ſingle 
—_ alone,that durſt thus confront their whole Army: 
and that too, in a place of np advantage ; and where they 
might well diſcover their wholeſtrength : they certainely 
concluded thereupon, that the whole Swea:/+ forces were at 
hand, and they (Jou tleſſe) withall reſolved to bid them

they had now alſo conſidered; That their former way to-

Sending away their baggage-wagons and heavyer lumber, 
ſend away ON before towards the towne of Laxtereck : they maintai. 
their bagzoge ned theskirmiſh with the RKhwmegrave, till their baggage

Yeathey did not maintaine the skirmith atone, but they 
had the better of it, Two of the Rhinegraves owne troopes, 
having too hercely and too forwardly given on upon them; 
they make to get them further oft: the Sweas/ feeling, by 
and by, that horſemen and muskettiers, were- too hard for 
piſtolls and Carab#neys, onely, Theſe two troopes being 
ſoundly pelted by the Spar/s; take the rout preſently upon 
it; and turne the bridle towards their owne peoples Foure 
ons bart . troopes of Hornecks Regiment, being ſent.by the Rhine: 
anti grave, for the ſuccouring of theſe runne-awayes : received 
mto themſclyes ſo great an impreſſion of cowardiſe, from 
the others feares; that they alſo turne the bridle with them, 
and gallop withall ſpeed towards A/rzeim, Nor could the 
. Rhinegraveby any meanes get them to make head agaire: 
one Cornet and one Sergeant{ 2of each, ſay ſome relations) 
he preſently cauſed to be hanged: and yet would the others 
cver ſtay to profit by the example. ' 
and recover The Spamſp contenting themſelves to have thus beaten 
the advantage them away,and to have recovered the. honours of their 4- 
of rhe woods. former Cornets : continue on their march, never bony 
to purſue after them. And this, indeed, was their wilc 


courſe ; more conducing both to their ſafetics,and their py 
po1G: 
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ſes : their intention was not to fight, but to retreate;and 
hicherto they had made thus much good 'of it, By this time 
was the Chancellor neere at hand, with the ordnance and 
grofſe of the Armie : upon whoſe comming, the Spans/ 
diſdained not to fave themſelves (though in good order ) 
among the trees and thickets of the forreſt. Some troopes 
they left upon the edge of the wood, to entertaine the time 
with the Swedsþ; till their baggage ſhould have 'gutten on 
further out of danger, I doenot finde that there was much 
more that day done, againſt thoſe in the woods-ſide. Ir 
was almoſt might, . by this time; for the Swed/> Foot' had 
met with ſo many hills and buſhes in their march, that they 
could no ſooner get up to makea day of it, 
The Spaniards, folong as day light laſted , made very 
good uſe of the wood to defend themſelyes in, againſt the 
Swediſh, Every tree, ſerved their muskettiers, both for a 
Reſt,and for a Buckley : every buſh, was as good asa Twrn- 
pike or a Galthrop, to keepe off any charge' of horſes, and to 
hinder their comming on ia order. Among the boughes of 
the trees, were not theenemies Pikes manageable. Nothing 
| but Canon, could doe them any miſchiefe and out of their 
reach, they could quickly get them. In this I did the 
Spartards maifitame it, till the approaching darkneſſe : the 
favour of which advantage, bcing the thing they moſt lon- 
ged for ; they now marcht away with all their diligence. 
The Sweds notdaring to purſue them, for feare of ambu- Continuing 
ſhes : were faine. for that night to encamp, without the their reueare, 
edge of the wood aforeſaid. All that night, the Spaniards 
marched : and by breake of day the next friday morning, 
May 25, did the Sweadz/ horſe againe purſue after them.

though the Swedi/s Cavallerie did, now and then, over- 
take ſome of them, and made ſome ſpoileupon their Reere l | 
(among ſuch eſpecially, as were by any miſchance caſt be- lap; ering 
hunde their fellowes) yet till did the others ger ſo much Rh 'grions | 
LT ground - 
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ground of the Swed:ſs Infatterie, as that they could never 
get up, to give thema generall onlet. 

Thoſe Spaniſh horie that were left behinde, either to 
manne the Reere, or to guard the baggage; would turne a- 
gaine, now and then perchance, and give the Sweas/+ their 
piſtolls, and ſo kill or ſpoile them a manor two, that way; 
but yet they never ſtood to it : their purpoſe being to make 
good their retreat, &it they did skirmiſh,now and then, yet 
{till was it but retyring. The Sweds/> being all horſe, had 
this advantage upon the Spamh Foot : that they could ride 
out and in,and charge them upon which flanck they plealcd, 
the Rhimegrave upon one hand, and the Fins under Sto/- 
han/he upon the other,and both at pleaſure. And yet that 
whichatfli&ed the Spam worle then all this, was, that 
their enemies (till ſoliciting them with renewed Alarmes; 
they could never be ſuffered either to pitch or ſleepe ; nor 
to take any manner of reſt, night, or day, for qo houres to- 
gether. Being thus enforced to march forwards, ſtill,8 for- 
wards;if any encitbrance withall,chaced to fall among their 
wagons,or any carriage of their ordniceto be broke:either 
mult thoſeneceſlary impediments be forſaken, or the mens 
lives molt deſperately be expoſed that durſt (tay behind et- 
ther to mendor defend the, The whole Army would never 
make Har or {tay, for any private occaſion : and in this po- 
[ture did the Spaniards retreate, and the Swediſs horſe pur- 
{ue (the groſle of foot following on as faſt, as might be) till 
they came to Lanvereck afvedind; full 16 miles of ground 
from Gelherm, (neere which the fight beganne ) and as hea- 
vy to march, as ſome other thirtie. 

The $partards ſeeing now no remedie, but that the 
Sweash were likely to purſne them ever; and perceiving 
withall, diverſe of their owne wheeles and carriages to be 
by this time much broken and ſhattered in the woods and 
rugged mountaines : they there reſolve to ridde them- 
ſelves of that lamber. Here {et they fire unto a many of 


their wagons; the carriages of their ordnance, they bamed;

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2nd the peeces they drowned in theriver Le#ter, Their ſicke 

and wounded men,they put upon the horſes that had drawn 

them; and fo haſted tothe Northward, towards the 4/o/!. 

Being thus lightned; now double they their march : and 

from thence to the river Na#, fwhich gave them entrance 

into the Dachic of Semmerr, and the Hantirack : ) they 

had-ſomething a more champion countrie to doe it in. Here 

the Sweadrſh gave 1t over, ſtaying about Lantereck awhile to 

refreſh theſelves: fro whence, the Armie turned aſide,partly and there the 

towards Crexrznach, 15 Engliſh miles to the right s Swidtſh give jt 

and North of Zamtereck, and partly back again to e1/tzrcizs, 9c! 

The way betwixt the firlt encounter and parting of the Ar- 

mies, lay ſtrewed with dead, maimed, ſick; and wearyed 

bodyes, ever and anon ; Spariards, Italians, Wallons and 

Burgwndiens : of which (if you will take the Sweds/o and 

the Boores reckning) there were full 2000. The drowned 

ordnance were found, and weighed up againe. Some 490 

(others name 800) wagons, either burnt or left behinde : 

40 of which the Spawiards hoping to have caryedaway,and 

therefore not burned, fell whole and wholly into the hands Thei: loſſes. 

ofthe Sweasſs, Inthele, were much bedding, braſle, pew- 

ter and iron : with ſuch like leaguer-houſholdſtufte. Di- 

vers priſoners were taken; and among them, about 60 Of- 

ficers : all which were carryed into 4ſcntz,, Of the Spaniſ 

: Armie that thus marcht away, were there ſaid to be 8000 

foot, and 3000 horſe; or neere upon it : which I belceve 

not : all which, by the beginning of June, were gotten as 

: frre asthe MHo/el;and fome part of them already paſſed it. - 

Much encumbrance did they after encounter withall, in the 

Elefor of Triers countrey. The French forces, and his 

owne, hee now made to way-lay them ; employed yoco' | 

Boores, rocut downe the trees for the hindering of their j.; ournupe 

paſſage : and all viRtualls was conveyed away out ob their Bichop of T14- 

reach, Thus the Spamards made good their retreate : and «75 countrey, - 

though they did it with much hazzard, and many loſſes ; 

yet al-rogether,was it a very good peece of ſervice of on

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And([ beleeve) the Swe.:/h were as glad, as the Countrey, 
that they were ſo cheape ridde of them. 

Don Gonzales de Cordova & Monterry Governor of 1acf. 
richt, having not beene able toget over the Meſe/, to the 
reliefe of the Count of Embden; now, for feare that the 
Swediſh ſhould have paſſed overafter him : flayed for the 
faid Count in the countrey of Larzenbarg : and afterward 
peecd in with him about Naamer and the river Maxe.The 
Count of erode, withtholſe forces which he had therca- 
bouts newly levyecd for the Emperor, was then about the 
AMeoſel towards Cullen; but he went not along with Embacy 
nor Don Cordova: he being then in .entertatnement with 
the EleRor of Culler. 

And thus ended that expedition of ſo much expeation, 
of the Span Armies into the Palattxate, But this 1s the 
fortune of the-warres,that the maſters of the field muſt now 
and then take their turnes, and be beaten out of it. 

The Sweadi/+ part of the Armie, which returned from the 
fight,to A/tzeim; went preſently with the Chancellor back 
againe to Aerts ; and the other part, that moved towards 
Creatznach, went forward with the Rhinegrave, aftera 
while, into the Hwuntiruck,. There hee repriſed (though 
with ſome little adoe, at firſt, ) the townes of Kirchbery, 
Simmern, and others; wherein the Spaniards had left ſome 
weake garriſons. Nor had the Swea:þb, after this, much a- 
doe about the Platinare ; till that in July after, they were 
ſentfor by the King to Norimberg.

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parting wichdraw their new-put-in garriſons. At Germer- 

ſein onely, did they now leave ſome companies. This be- 

ing a pretty tight place of it ſelfe;w ould be a good ſafegard, 

belides,unto the ſtrong towne of Ydenheim(or Philipsburg) 

which lyes but one D#zch league to the Eaſt of it; the Rhine 

running jult betweene them. The garriſon of this towne, 

which had beene put in partly by the Biſhop cf Sprres, and 

partly by the Chapter : and which by often guing ourupon 

Boote-haling Partees, with the Spam/Þ garritons of Heidle- 

berg and Franckendale, (eſpecially before the Spam» and 

the Biſhop had any difterence) had beene three quarters 

Spamolized ; they now left in very goed termes with them- 

(elves; and upon termes with their Lord the Biſhop, now 

enemie to the Sparards, The Chapter or Nom- Herren of 

the Cathedrall Church of Spiers was their friend; and their 

owne Biſhops adverſarie : and for their ſakes, did the Spa- 

m/- now forbeare the other lands of the Biſhoprick.

This Philip Chriſtofer, then Biſhop of Spiers onely; had 
andfomeold hjg ordinarie Reſidence at this Ydenheim : Concerning 
vn a A which, there had formerly fallen out a controverſie betwixt 

Paligrave and *helalt Prince Palatine & him, and upon this occaſion In the . 

the Biſhop,a- yearel618.the Biſhop had a mind to fortifie this Vaembery; 

bour it: againſt which, the Pargrave thus argued. Thar the place 
had beene viewed, =. $ the modell projected by: Spinola. 
That itthereby being made ſuſpitionus; would: become allo 
dangerous to his Eſtate; if either his enemies ſhould get in 
thither, or the Biſhops in time to come, prove enemies to 
wh the cau- the Palatinate. He urged alſo, that this fortification woald 
hinder his right of ſending convoyes or Safe-Condats by,or 
through the towne. Thar jt was contrary to the priviledges 
of the citie of Spiers; which was, to have no new Port ere- 
Red, within z leagues of it, The Biſhop nor defilting tor 
all theſe reaſons, the Elefor Palatine procures a meeting of 
ſome Princes at Hei/br«n, upon it. There did the Duke of 
Wirtemberg, the Marqueſſe of Dwr{ach, and the Earles of 
the Fetteraw, aſſiſt the Palrgrave with. 4000 armed men, 
to ſlight and diſmantle the whole Fortification. Hereupon 
was it thas agreed betwixt the Palsgrave and the Biſhop, 
with conſent of the Dow-Herren or Prebexnds of Spiers:that 
the part betwixt the Fore-rowneand the Caſtle, ſhould bee 
left untortified : and never to be made up, but by conſent of 
the Palatines. Thar the Biſhop ſhould never pur above 39 
men into it, for Day-Warders : and that in time of warres, 
the place ſhould be a refuge for the Palſgraves ſubje&s, But 
this agreement was in time of theſe late warres then bro- 
ken by the Biſhop; when the Palrgrave had no power left, 
to exaQt the performance of it. Burthus mach hath the Bi-

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hee buile againſt the will of is friends, he hath now forti- 
fed for his enemies, The Captaine that now commanded 
in this Philipsburg, having made thisdenyall to the Biſhops 
Trampet gz to fhew him withall how much pood earneſt 
he meant 1n it : ſet fire preſently upon ſome of the new buil- 
dings next the caſtle,to prevent the lodging of any enemies 
init ; and prepares himſelfe throughtly for reſiſtance, This 
was the ſtate of Udenheim, when the Spamards forſooke 
the Palatinate, 

The conſtitution of all the countrey together, was this. 
In Franckendale the Spaniards left,(or were to leave) 1200. 
In Hesdleberg, 2c00, In Spiers, 10c 6; and in Germerſheim, 


about halfe ſo many. In Newſtar, likewiſe, Bretten, Sintz- 


beim, P fedderſheirms, Germerſheim and Fidelſheim, they left 
ſome ſmaller garriſons. Some writing tells mee, that Do» 
Philip de $Sylvadid not ſend in thoſe 1000 foot and 5 Cor- 
nets of horſe into Franckendale, as he had promiſed. I per- 
ceive that the chiefe command over the Ailiria in the Pa- 
latinate; was entrufted, principally, in the hands of Colonel 
Metternich Governour of Heidleberg All the Countrey of 
Allatia, was left to the Marqueſſe Fliam of Baden, Bur 
heſtaidnot long in that his regencie. For hearing how il! 
the Spam/h had ſped in their retreate; that the Sweadz/ armie 
was returned to entz; that Guſtaviis Horne was comne 
downe to be Generall about the Rhine and /9/e/ : and thar 
the paſſages betwixt Heidleberg and Franckendale, were 
likely to be every where blocktup, by his horſe quarters : 
he by mid June drawes all the forces,out of Spies and Ger- 
merſheirr, and retires home-wards to the defence of Al/a- 
14; and that which he calls his owne Marquiſate of Bader, 
And into theſe parts, Guſtavus Horn preſently {ent the wars 
after him, 

The Rhinegrave after the departure of the Spani; (for 
want of other employment) madea delſigne for the recove- 
ry of Kirchberg ; wherein they had left a garriſon. The 
Rhinegrave had advanced the _—_— even to the auking 
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of a ſaultable breach in the wall; and the mounting of his 
ſcaling ladders. His men, having order now to forme , {6 
ſoone as they perceived the reſoluteneſſe of the defendants, 
and thata Leiftenant who had the poixe, and fell firſt on up. 
on the Breach, was with 50 of his followers ſhot dead up. 
on the place : they conld by no meane& bee perſwaded to 
give on, after them : but (cowardly enough) came running G 
offagaine, faſter then ever they went forward. And thus 
was the Rhtinegrave faine to found the retreate, and,tor tha: 
time, tolevie his owne ſiege of Kirchberg Shortly after 
this, when,namely, the French Armies were comne a little 
neerer to theſe quarters : and G»fftavns Horne upon his F, 
march thitherward, to the ſfieges of Cob/entzand of Grafer. q 
berg : the Spaniſh in this towne, Swmern,and other places, 
yeclded upon the firſt ſummons :. and went off with ſold- 
terly Conditions. 

This ſiege, was in the end of May, and the beginning of

This neighbour- 
hood ofthele 2 great and emulous nations, (the breadth of 
the Rhzxe onely being berwixr them) was the occaſion of 
many a quarrell, The French author of le Soldat Swear 
complaines, that the Spam/b once, having taken ſome of his 
Countrey-men priſoners, upon promiſe of good quarter : 
cut their throats afterwards, in cold blood. It had beene 
Theprivate privately agreed (it ſeemes ) betwixt their Majelties of 
«pra be France & Sweden,that France ſhould have the ſole Protettion 
Sn (ſo was it = called ) of the Elefor of Triers countrte : and 
concerning that, ifneed were, the Swediſs ſhould helpe to beate the 
T'+ers, Spaniſh out of it. It appeares alſo by the ſtorie, that Cſta- 
»v#s Horn had Commiſſion from his maſter, for the ſame 
purpoſe: and that he now prepared to execute it, He hada 
good minde likewiſe, to get the Dom-Herren or Chapter 
of Triers into his Clutches : but they being then at Tr:ers 
rowne, ſhifred themſelves away into the neighbour-coun- 
tric of Lutzenbarg ; ſo loone as ever they gatan inckling 
of his comming. Hers ſtaid not long within evrs : ere 
that the Armie advanced towards the oſel, Marching all 
together in one Groſle, (or not very farreaſunder)towards 
T riers citic and the country of Latzeuburg; the Rhinegrave 
rn aduances 0149 Lodowick,(the moſt of whoſe Army was alreadyin the 
towards the T#rntrruck, ) all on the ſudden, with his part of the forces 
EleRor of 714. ſtrikes down on the right hand, keeping the o/e/ on their 
*75 countrey. left: towards Cob/entz, Horns diviſion that came preſently 
after,held on their march through the Huntsruck,, towards 
Trarbach:;whoſe army was now faid to be ſome 8900 foot, 

and about 6000 horſe,under x 26 Cornets. 
June 17, the Rhinegrave firlt inveſted Coblents : and (to 
omit the uſuall advancings of all ſieges) having gotten upa 
Batterie on the Lands ſide, the French, from over the wa- 
ter, out of Hermanſtein caſtle, thunder alſo with their ord- 
nance, into Coblentz, The Spaniſh within the towne, being 
| CoN- 
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conſcious of the ſcantnes of their ammunition, fall the third 
day tO parlte with the Rhinegrave, The EleQor of Cher 
had in this meane time of the ſeige, ſent in ſome Ambaſſa- 
dors from his caſtle of Boxne, up the Rhine, to perſwade 
thus much with the Spaniſh : that in caſe they mult needs 
render, they ſhould rather article to deliver up unto the 
French, then unto the Sweds/5, Burt beſides that the Spam 
had in the time of this little neighbour-hood, contrated a 
greaterſpight or ſcorne, of the French then of the Swediſh ; 
neither would the Rhiregrave conſent to that motion : be- 
cauſe, that thongh he well knew, that the rowine was here- 
after by Commiſſton from the King of Sweden, to be turned 
over unto the French : yet ſhould the Frexch never ſay, 
that they had received it from rhoſe that loſt it, but from 
thoſe that wonne it- and notglory in it, as their owne con- 
queſt, but as the King of Swedens Refgnation. The Spaniards 
could get noquarter at the Rhinegraves hands, till they had 
delivered him the Eleltor of Triers his chiefe far/ball : 
whom, together with two great [ewes Merchants, they had 
before ſeaſed on. It had gone hard with the A7ar/tal, per- 
chance, if the rr Arn ar not ſtood upon theſe termes 
for his deliveric :; the Sparn/s were very angrie with his 
Maſter the Elefor, for thruſting them out of his countrey, 
and not truſting their Maſter of Spasve with his proteRion, 
as well as France : the one being as much a Catholick as the 
other. Alf conditions being agreed upon ; Thurſday June 
21, being the 4 day of the fiege, the Spaniards march out of 
Coblents, with ſoldiers conditions every way; and were by 
the Sweds/5 convoyed into a place of ſecurity. 

This towne being taken, (which was the chiefelt 
ſtrength of all thatcountric,) che weaker Spani/ garriſons 
on the further ( Eaftern)ſide of the Rhine, in Ober Laenſtein, 
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Nyder Laenftem, Engers, Mantenan, Hamerſtein, Lanneck, 


and Montaboar ; voluntarily forſooke their old quarters ; 


U retyring themſelves quietly towards Luxenberg. Three 


Regiments of the Cathe/icke-leagmers, which had by the 
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Count of Merode beene newly levyed in the EleRorate of 
Triers, and its neighbour countries of Gx/*ck./and, and the 
land of Marck : were by this time upon their march, to- 
wards thereliete of ({oblents. They were the Regiments of 
Mettermch (Governor of Heidleberg ) Reelinger and the 
Count of Bronckhorſt; which were comming upon the ſer 
vice : but meeting, by the way, with thoſe that had forſa- 
ken theſe townes; they preſently convert their march to. 
wards the mountainous parts of A{/atia, where they firſt 
enquarter themſelves in the townes of the Srrasbargers ju. 
ri{dicion :and peece in preſeutly afterwards, with 0/4 
and Monte Cuculi. " 

The Elefter of (ullen (brother to the Duke of Bavaria) 
upon the returne of his Ambaſſadors, being ſtartled with 
this neerneſle of the danger;he on Saturday June 2 3, ſhips 
away himſelfe and Treaſure, downe the Rhine unto Caller 
citie : whither he was followed by the moſt and chicteſt 
of the Spiritwalitic, His whole Eleftorate was in a bodily 
feare alſo; for that the warres were, by this time, brought 
ſoneere them. Neecre them indeed; Bonze it ſelfe, (the Pa- 
lace and Reſidence of the Eletor ) being not aboye 30 Eng- 
[iſp miles (by aline) from Coblentz; [un of the Biſhcp- 
rick, nota dozen : and that downe the Rhineſtreame allo, 
The E/etfoy (as I finde written) preſently ſeat away to Cn- 
vite Pappenheim to his ſuccours; and entertained the Count 
of Meroade with 5 Regiments of horſe and foct, into his 
ſervice, But Pappenheim being before engaged to the Arch- 
ducheſſe for the reliefe of Aaeſftrichr; could not now helpe 
him : and Merode expeRing every houre, tobe by his Ge- 
zeraliſſimo the Duke of Frid/and, commanded for other fer- 
vice, Theſe uncertainties put the EleRor of C#//ex, and his 
neighbour the Duke of Newbarg, (in the ſame caſe, and 
feare with him )to bethinke themſelves of thoſe ſafer coun- 
ſells; which wee ſhall preſently tell youot.

For all this that was done by the Dnke of Firtemberg, 
in his countrey; or by the Swedes, in the Palatinare : the 
Impertaliſts beganne againe to buſtle very {turdily, in the 
neighbour A/fattia, The Commiſſarie and; Generall 0//a, 
who aboutthe 22'or 23 of May, had beene $skared from 
Bibrach by the King of Sweden, (as Page 171 of our Serond 
Part, wee have told you) was by thts time comne through _ SD 
 Sthwabenby the way of Weingarten ; where having (this 1(arqueſle 
lecond time) leftthe beſt order that he could, and 3509 of Baer, rallee 
Boores up in commotion; he was now with fome forces, together in At- 
conjoyned with the Count of Aente-Crcntr in Al/atia, So fatias 
was the Marqueſſe liam of Baden too ; ſo that now they 
had an Armie inthe field of 5 or 6c o men, whereof abour 
25 Cornets efHorſemen, The next good townes, of Ben- 
felt, Schlerftat, Colmar, Briſach, Elſas-zabern and others; 
were all indifferently-well garriſoned, and at their devori- 
on, The 3 Regiments 'of Count Bronckhorſt ," Mettermch, 
and Roefingen; which ſhould(as we told you)have relieved 
Coblentz, were long before this, comne through the Coun- 
ty of Luxemburg, and part of Lorraine into eAlſatia ; and 
kerta quarter in the jariſQtion of the Strasbrroers, Thefe 
F were 
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were Monte-Cauculies friends too, and readie to joyne 
with him upon occaſion, 

Upon confiderce of this ſtrength; Oſa (bemg Imperiall 
Commiſlarie,) ſends-a Trumpet unto the towne of Srra/- 
burg,to require entertainment and quarter for theſe troops, 
inthe townes of their juri{di&tion. Srrasbarg having before 
accorded with the King of Sweden, (as Page 174 of our 
Second Part we have told you, )retuſe Oſſa in his demands: 
who gives order, thereupon, to Aſonte-Cxcnli, to feife on 
AMarlenheim, Barr, and other townes of the juriſdiction : 
the ſubjes whereof they made to pay, for the retuſall of 
their Maſters, Having done their pleaſure here, they with 
their whole Armie atoreſaid, paſſing with ſpeed through 
the Lower Marquiſate of Baden, (then in poſſeſſion of their 
partner the Marqueſlſe F/i/l;am :) they all on the ſudden, in 
the end of Julic, overſpread his coſins land, the Marqueſſe 
of Durlach : where they found more booty, then oppoli- 
tion. 

Thence paſſe they onwards into the Palatimate; where 
they attack Pretten :; a prettie towne of the Palatines,lately 
by the Sweats recovered from the Spaniſh ; about 12 or 13 
Engliſh miles to the Eaſt of Yaewherm, Here having broken 
open a Port with their Perards, they enter into the towne, 
and fack it; burne the gates, diſmantle the walls,and enforce 
200 Germanes (which the Swedes had lately left therein 
garriſon) to follow their Enſignes. This ſhewes their mer- 
cie, or their need of ſoldiers ; for that they gave {ſo faire 
quarter to the Swear. Nine of the principall Burgers,they 
tooke away with them : whom they meant to retaine with 
_ as Capital pledges, for the good abcarance of the re- 

idue, 

The Adminiſtrator of Wirtemberg , ſeeing the danger 
now ſo ncer him,(Brerrenbeing within 4 Enghs/b miles of 
his frontiers) knew there was no way to avoid the ſtorme, 
but by makinga hole in it, Drawing, thereupon 8 cc at- 
med men unto that ſide of the countrie, hee reſolyes to fall 


010,08) 
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upon the Imperialiſts. But this they prevented : for no ſoo- 
ner heard they of the Dukes comming; but forbearing to 
advance any further to the Northward into the Palatinare: 
they call oft their troopes from that haunt, and hunt-counter 
withthem, Back againe to Kn1/ingen they goe; 3 Engliſh 
miles from ZBretten ; where hearing, by this time, that the 
Adminiſtrator was not ſo neere them as they expeRed;they 
refolve to have a bout with this Kmrhngen, Covertly, 
therefore, and out of ambuſh laid there in the night time, 
ſending ſome of theirs to ſci{e upon one of thecitie gates : 
they preſent their Armie before the walls, to ſecond them, 
The Port being gained, the townſ{men, and {ome countrey 
people gotten 1n thicher for ſhelter; make towards the gate 
to regaine 1t, But there was Aonte-Cucyli too hard for 
them; and there they loſt their towne to him, and betwixt 
300 and 4cc of their lives, into the bargaine. Loſt their 
towne, I ſay; for the goods of ir being -pillaged, fire was 
put to the 4 corners of it : ſo that now, a travailer can hard- 
ly finde Kmrlingen; unleflc he rakes for it in the ruines. 

Thenceafter a day or 2, forfeare of the Wirtembergers, ,_, c 
make they Weſtward fome 100r 12 miles, unto the Rhine- Khinchauſens 
ward, putting themſelves there, under the. favour of the 
garriſons of Germer/heim and of Vdenuherm, Their chiefe 
Quarter thereabouts was at Rhinehauſen,about 3 miles from 
Spiers, and 4 from YVad:nheim, Here have they a new de- where they 
ligne to recover Sprers:(o that getting together all the Ponts have a deſizne 
and Rhme-ſhips, that they could lay their hands on; they *2 x<cover 
truſt to be in thenight let in by their correſpondets within, *'* 
and fo to reprifethe Citie. 

This, whileſt in the beginning of Auguſt, they are about; 
they found the Scene to become more ſuddenlie varyed, 
then they expeted. For G«/{avus Horn being returned un- 
to Mentz, by the end of Julie; and having intelligence of 
tneir recovering of Bretten; and of etternichs beſteging of Gut: 6 - 2G 
W:ſeloch ; he by the 10 or 11 of Auguſt, had rallyed all the ,, 1c ng, ory 
forces he could ſpare out of the ———_— of Mentz, _ nate. 
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the townes along the Rhzxe; and was reſolved, now, rogoe 
out in quelt of theſe Imperialiſts. His horſe, hee firlt of all 
paſſes over the Rhine, by the bridge of Menrz,putting them 
upon the Eaſterne ſide of the water, next unto the Imperia- 
liſts. His foot, advance along the other ſide, unto Wormbs, 
and are there paſſed over the Rhine, unto their Horſemen, 
The appointed Rendezvous, wasat Manheim :; 12 Englih 
miles from S$pzers, and 16 from Wi/e/och, Under favour of 
this ſtrong towne, and the Neccars meeting there with the 
Rhine, Horn for a while encampeth. His purpoſe init 
was, that he might learne out by his eſpyalls (now every 
where ſentabroad) what was the ſtate of the Wrrtemberger: 
armie, the countenance of Merrernichs before Wiſeloch; and 
the poſture of Monte-Cucnti. Of Wirtemberg he heard,that 
he was readie to ſecond him, and that helay, in the meane 
time, at his cloſe-ward, keeping his eye ſtill, upon the point 
of Monte-Cucull, 

Of /3/eloch, he learned thus much, that /Metrermch,Go- 
vernour of Heidleberg,and Lamnliu,(or la Mnalte,as others 
write him) Governour of Ydenheim (as I take it) had put 
their ſtrengths together, toattack it. Thar Captaine Rorberg 
having beene firſt ſent thither abont the r6of Julie, had firit 
ſummoned it, and then preſented* them his Canon, That 
upon the rownes refuſall to render, the >: Governors afore- 
ſaid, had round begirt them with their garriſons, and ever 
ſince, cohtinued to befiege them. That Colonel Srrasbwnrger 


had beeneurpriſed neere unto Herd/eberg, and flaine in his 


owne defence, by Merternich : who embaulming the dead 
Colonell, ſent his bodic to the Governour of Merz, to be 
redeemed with the exchange of ſome Impertall prifoners : 
ſending him word withall, that money went hard witt 
him; that his oile was deare, and that his men had taken 2 
great deale of paines abour him, That Aerrernich had late- 
7 en ſome ſmall ſeconds, from Aonte-Cuculi, had 

ore preſſed the beſieged, and was alreadie gotten ſo neerc

Upon this newes, Horz marches to the releife of it : but 24772 14c1,up- 
Metternich gerting intelligence ofhis comming needednot 909m £m 
be bidden goe; for that he the 1 5 of Auguſt, in all haſt rai- þ,;, | 
ied his fiege, made all ſpeed poſlible to recover. into Herdle- 
berg, Itſochanced that ſome few howers before that 2fit- 
termeh had received tidings of Gaſtavrs Horns cumming, 
he had diſpatched a truſty Otticer of his Armie, (a Corpo- 
ral) accompanied with 6 Horſemen, with letters unto O/- 
/aand Aſonte-Cucalt, to give them neweas of Horns com- 
ming, and todefirethis their laſt ſuccours, with: which hee 
beleeved, to take in the towye, befbre it could be releived. 
Hern came fo ſuddenly upon ettrernieh at his rifing, that 
the Sweds Vant-curriers had alreadie ſurpriſed ſome of 
thoſe laggs, thathad not made fo much haſt as they ſhould, 
into Herd/eberg, Some ont-riders of the Swedes, had light 
upon /Merrermechs Corporall likewiſe, as he was now com- 
ming home againe, from Monte-Crculi, The letters foimd 
wout him, diſcoyered thus much : that the next day, (be- 
ing the. 16 of Auguſt ) he wonld fend ſome good troopes, 
wreenforce theſtege of i/e/och, A flying report, after the 
diſpatch ofthe Corporall, was: (I know not which way Y 
brought unto the 2 Imperiall Generals,that AZetternerh had 
areadie taken in P5/eloch, but was himſelfe by the ſndden 
comming of fome Sweeþp, againe beſieged in the place. This 
falſe report, cauſed them to fend the very flower of their 
Cayallerie, to dilerigage Mertermch, | 
Guſtavus Horn having by the Corporalls letters under- 
itood, that orte- Curnti the next day, wonld ſend ſome 
lucconrs unto AZetternich, (though this latter circumſtance 
he underſtood not }refolved to prevent their ever comming 
to him. And whereas there was a place of Covertneete the 
Highwaies tyde betwixtKhinehanſen(wheneethe Imperit-: 
liſts were to come )and F:/c/och:the ſhadines of thar place 
ad Horn make choiſe of , to drefſe hisambuth in; outof 
which he mcantto fall upon the others , as they were by- 
paſſing, Ff3 The 
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Thenext day came there a full thouſand Horſemen along, 
of the very flower ofthe Imperiail Armie; lead by Colonel

the Colonell Aontbaillon ; who had the Reere of then, 
Their owne ftrength, and the miſ-intelligence of their enc- 
mies poſture, whom they had thought to have ſurpriſed at 
the liege of Y/ſeloch; made them advance with 1o much 
the more ſpeed, and {ecuritie. Hors had fo ordered it at 
firſt, that they ſhould paſle along by the place where his 
horſe lay, unto the Poft where his Foot were lodged; that 
{o he might have gotten them into the middle of him, Bur 
perceiving, when they came ſomething neere him,that they 
ſtrooke ſhort downe on the tone ſide of him; and did not 
come fo right forward, or ſo cloſe to his ambuſcado, as hee 
expedted : he was faine to ſend out the Rhinegr.ave with a 

orlorne hope of Horſe, to engage them to rhe encounter; 
whileſt hee could bring up ſomettronger troopes.to ſecond 
kim, The Rhinegrave was preſently upon the Polls of them: 
torthe Imperialiſts perceiving ſo few to come upon them; 
never doubled, or ſo much as mended their march tor the 
matter. Aontbailon (a gallant Cavalier, as it appeared) 
drawing out ſome Curiaſſiers of Harinconrts, for his ſe- 


conds ; now making a vertue of neceſlitie, leads on ſome of 


his owne Horſe to confront the Squadron of the Rhine- 
graves, Montbaillon falling on, lay too't bravely, fellow ſoul- 
diers, ſaies he: YVuzthumb, thereupon, bringing up the relt 
of the forces. The Swediſh Felt-Marſhall having made his 
game, as well as ever he deſired, (which was but to make 
them fight) brings on ſome Squadrons of Horſe and Foot 
upon the fronty and others, upon both the flancks, of the 
Imperialiſts, 2fontbaillon, by this time, perceiving the 
cards to be pack*t againſt him;would faine have flang up his 
game & have been gone towards ingelſheim,to the Eaſt of 
Fiſeloch But the Swediſh being dealt much the fairerzwould 
not conſent they ſhould goe off ſo, without leaving their 
ſtakes behinde them, There was 44omtbaillon ſhot ou 
| wit 
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with a Caravime; and Treilly, his T.eiftenant-Colonel, fell at 
he ſame time by him Diverſe Rittmaſters were there dif- 999 defeated, 
mounted, and above 250 of the common ſoldiers. Y#tz- 
:humb icap't a ſcouring, by his good Horlemanſhip, and fo 
did 6 or 700 others. The Swed:/> had the chaſe of them, 
till they came to Aenge/ſreim, tull 6 Engliſh miles from 
J1iſcloch, Diverſe of the fleers havirg runne their horſes 
out of breath, were faine to light on foot,and runne into the 
, woods to hide them:buta buſh was not baile good cnough, 
to hold them from being priloners, Their Horſes, Armes, - 
and Buff-coats, were good poile to theſe that tooke them: 
- and ſo was their moneths meanes too, which they were by 
the Law of eArmes, to pay for their ranſomes, The priſo- 
ners conteſt, that theſe 1009 Horſe, were the very pride - 
oftheir Armie (almoſt halfe of them being Cugiaſſiers and 
» Dragooners) and that the reſt, were not much to bee re- 
doubted. 
Oſſa and Monte-Cucali having newes, by thoſe that eſca- 
ped, of this ſoare defeat, looked for no more courteſie, if : 
they ſhould there expe the Swedes comming}: and there- -x proadſs - 
upon they the very ſame day, leave their old quarters at O= 1 pe; 
berhauſen and Rhinehawſen, and hie them away towards Y- 
detheim The boat+which they had before gotts together to 
ſurpriſe Spiers withall, they were now enforced to convert 
toanother purpoſe : to carrie, namely,their luggage towards 
Vdenheims,and there,the (elfe-ſame night and next morning, 
to waft themſelves over the Rhine jn them, The next day 
Auguſt 19 being Friday, comes Gu/tavins Horn unto Rhtne- 
 hauſen, in purſuite of his cnernies : but there found he none, 
beſides ſome ſick and maimed men, who had not beenable 
to follow after their fellowes. By them did Horn learne,

puts his {ubjes to it, to doe their utrermolt for their own? 
{atetics: which was tor them to take Armes, as many 23 
couldbegotten to it Now does the Commiſlary O/- Lc- 
{tirre himſclfe (that was properly his part to ſupply the 
good tOWNnes of Benfeld, Schleiſtat, Colmar, 3nd the re: 
with garriſons, vicualls and ammunition : all of them 1o- 
king ſhortly to be beſieged. For theſe provitions, were th 
villages of the Strasbargers harryed. 

Nordid they faile of their expeAations. For Gr/t2;; 
Horn ſending inſtantly to the Magiſtrates of Strasburg, ro 
defire paſſage for his Armie over the Rhze, by their bridge: 
the ill utage of their ſubjeAs by Montre-Crcnl:and the dan- 
ger theſelves ſhould perpetually bein, {nothing being now 
left them, but the walls of their ownecitie : ) became moſt 
prevailing arguments for the obtataing of the paſſage. Upo! 
Tueſday. therefore, Anguſt 21, is the bridge freed for 
the Sweaz/> Felt-Marſhall, who with the Khinegrave Orr 
Lodowick, with 6 Coaches,and 2 troopes of Horte in his at- 
tendance, came the ſame day into the beautifull rowne of 
Strasburg : where he was received with the Towne-Orati- 
en, and (uch a preſent of W ine, Fiſh, and Oares : as 1s accu- 
ſtomably made unto Princes and Ambaſſadours, The bridge 
demanded, is about an Eg/:ſp mile without the towne of 
Strasburg, towards the Palatinate, It is about 3 quarters 
otan Engl: milelong : the Rhime there entertaining ſome 
other riverets, and they together, making ſome overſiow-

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wooden Arches; no broader then the length ofa Deale- 
board; which lie ſo loole and unfaſtned upon it, that the ci- 
tizens havea ſaying of their bridge, that ifa dozge runnes a- 
long upon the ends of the boards, he will be gibbetted, or 
tilted over into the water. 

The Sweds Armie the next day comming after their Ge» 
nerall; had not beene very ſqucamiſh (that's none ot a (ol- 
diers (tunes) in taking what they found inthe Marquilate of 
Fden, as they had paſſed through it. Marqueſſe William, 
had made himſelfe ana&ive man in theſe waires, and a fur- 
therer of the demoliſhment of Kitlingen, Now therefore 
doc his ſubjects pay for it : made to redceme their hon{cs, 
trom the fire, by a readie paying in of their Contributions. 
Augult 22, the Sweay/b Van of Horle, were paſſcd over the 
bridge aforeſaid; and fo over the river 4, into the enemic 
countrey of the Ypper eAſaria, This Vantgard conſiſted 
ot 3-0 Horle, and ſome tew Regiments of Foot-men, In 
the Rhimmegraves Regiment, were 12 Cornets ; in Colonell 
Ilers, 5, Zilfart had but 4, Schavalitzks had 10 there, him- 
(clfe 1n,per{on being behinde,7 /e/er 3, beſides ſome troops 
of Curiaſſiers of the Generalls, and 2 Enſignes of Dragoo- 
'ners : inall, about ſome'26 or 37 Cornets, They drew 12 
peeces of ordnance ( beſides field-peeces) along with them, 
and the chiefe of all the taggage and proviſions for their 
whole Armie. 

The reſt of the horſe, were behinde with the groſle of 
the Foot, unto which,divers troopes cf the irtembergers, 
under the leading of Colonell He/;/tat, were by this time 
conjoyned, This Reerc, (conſiſting of 6000 Foot , belides 
Horle } was brought up by Colonell Chri/fofer Haubald, 
'- WW vovernour of Yormbs; who as it appeares, was Leittenant. 
generall ofthe Foot unto his Excellence the. Felt-Marſhall, 
the Rhinegrave was over the Horſe. The Impcrialilts 
hadno certaine Armie inthe field atthat time, but diſper- 
led themſelves round about Friſach, Schlerſtar, Colmar, O- 
bernheim, aud Hagenaw, | 
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Haubald had commiſſion from his Generall,to take in Szo/. 
DE ICRP hoven, by the way:an indifferent ftrong trowne of Marqueſſe 
Pane os «xm Willsam of Badens, upon the Eaſt, and contrary fide of the 
with th: Foot, Rhine from S trarbmrg, and about r4 Eng/:/+ miles from it, 
to take in Summons being givenand refuſed, the approaches are be- 
Stelb8u0n. gunne, and the Batteries. Haxba/d gave {uch free fire upon 
the rowne, that not a man, ſcarcely, durſt appeare upon the 
Bullwarke. The defendants having loſt all their out-works, 
and their breach being alm»ſt faultable : were faid to have 
hang eura white flagge, in ſigne of parlee. Shooting being 
thereupon, given over, hoſtages ſent into the towne to 
treat, and the Swedi/b before the walls upon confidence 
thereof, roaving up and downe too careleſly without their 
owne Covert, and within the command of the towne ord- 
nance; had a volley, all on the fadden, ſent in amongſt the 
thickeſt of them. There,were divers both killed and fpoi- 
led ; and Colonell Schavalitzs had his horſe fhot under 
him. Haxb.4/d perceiving this treacherie, ſends to demand 
his holtages againe, and to bid them looke to themſelves, 
for he would bee bobd with no more parlies from them, 
Commanding all his Batteries, therefore, to give them a- 
nother generall Sa/ve ; the terror of that wrought ſuchare- 
pentance in the townſmen, that they hang our their white 
flag againe, and ſend ont their wives and children to begs 
mercie of the Swedi/5, This was againſt the minde © 
Governor, John Philip Schawenbarg, (Sergeant Major Ge- 
=o agg nerall unto Iſonte-Cnceti ) and thoſe Lorrayners and Ital 
- wa dere, that were of thegarriſon : he, having becne before 0- 
”  ver-wroughtby the inhabitants to the parlic, had beene # 


gaine provoked by the Lerreiners and Jratians, to thunder 


out this ſecond defiance - and now againe enforced by al 
this feminine importunirte, to condiſcend unto a finall yeel- 
ding. - He, therefore, with thoſe that had beene againſt ſur- 
rendring, was kept priſoner, by. Hawbald : the German 
ſoldiers finding good quarter, upon the uſuall condition of 
taking entertainement with the conquerors, Ren to 
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Hawbald finde 4 great peeces of Canon,and 5o double Mul- 
kets, as they call them. Small tore of ammunition, was 
there to be had : the great want of which neceſſaries, was 
the cauſe of the ſoone yeelding : though Schawenburg, like 
a brave enemie, made countenance to the contrary. 

Stolhoven being inthis manner taken in;Haxba/d thence paſſes his Ar- 
advances towards Srrasbarg : and there with 12 peeces of Pie over the 
ordnance, beſides fielding-peeces; paſſes the bridge over to {:"* wy 
his Generall: who had before this time,blockt up the (trong | 
towne of Benfeld. 

Leaving both them, chas employed : turne we aſide, a lit- 
tle, unto their neighbour and Confederate, the Adminiſtra- the aRicns 
tor of Wirtemberg,; who is preſently to come into theſe parts of irtenbery, 
and into our Storie. He, in the meane time, (that is, ſince 
that Oſſa and Aſonte-Cuculihad beene taken up with G«- 
ftavas Horn )had preſently upon that, withdrawne his Army 
trom his frontiers next to Frerren and Knithngen; where, 
wetold you, he had in the end of July and beginning of 
Augult, waited upon Afonte-Crculs, Thence goes the Ad- 
miniſtrator more inwardly into his owne countrey, tothe 
Southward,; and along the Weſterne bancke of the river 
Neckar. There, towards the middle of Auguſt, takes he in 
Retenburg, 6 Engliſh miles from Tubingen, A little after who having 
this, he recovers the good towne of Horbe; 10 miles up the taken in Koten- 
fame river, and ſame fide of it. Both theſe, were on the *s 42d Horbe, 
neereſt frontiers (almoft ) of the Dukedome ; next unto 
thoſe parts, where Horns warres now lay; and by taking of 
them, was the midway betwixt both their forces, made the 
Cleerer; and they the neerer together to conjoyne them. 

This done, and the Adminiſtrator having notice of the ta- 
king of Sto/beven; ſome few of his, being now ſent (by or- 
der from the King of Sweden) to-augment the garriſon of 
Aubnrg : he ſends the greater part of his Armie overtho 
mounraines, through the rich and pleaſant Kintzkher thale 
(commonly called the Kmrzinger date) which the river

This was the agreement betwixt the Adminiſtrator and the 
Swediſp Felt-Marſhall : to give ation to the Impernaliſts, 
on both {ides of the Rh:e, at one inſtant; that they might 
not well know, which way next to turne them, Bur of this 
ſiege, preſently; and in the order of time, that it ought tobe. 
\Vee left Haubald, even now, paſſing over the Rhine. 
ſtreame, That done, and he advancing to the Soutn-weſt- 
ward, by S*, Arbogaſt and Niaernhcim ; the Imperill gar: 
{on of Oberaberm,a little beyond Bexfeld; avoide out of tt 
before his comming. But the townſmen taking themſelvez 
to be more intereſled in the keeping of their owne, then the 
mercenary ſoldiers: put on a reſolution in their State-houſs, 
rodetend themſelves againſt the Sweaz. Bur for all their 
bigge words, after they had beene once beaten in, upon a 
{light fallie which they made, to hinder the Swear Appro- 
ches; and that they heard the Canon bullets ratling a little 
among the tiles of their houſes : the good men ſutfercd 
themſelves to be perſwaded by their wives and daughters, 
to make but a money matter of it,and to hearken to a parlie, 
The town({men, thereupon, being uſed to driving of bar- 
gaines, more then to drivingaway their enemies; now bar- 
gaine for their liberties: and 1 oc oe Dollars they paid for it, 
VW hileſt this is a doing about the end of Augult, the #7 
tembergers aſſiſted by ſome Swedi/+.arcat the ſiege of O fen- 
burg. Summons being given; the citizens having firſt obtat- 
ned alittle reſpite, toconfiderof it; ſeeme deſirous to enter 
intoa Parlie, This was but a trick of theirs, to gaine time 
withall : ſecing they were aſſured to be relieved from Aon 
te-Cuculi, it there were any port yet open, by which tore- 
ceive the {accours into their citie. The Wirtembergers thin- 
king all their owne; were not ſo carefull, either to turround 
the citie; or to hays ther Sentinels and efpaalls abroad, as 
| Aves they 
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they ought to have beene : By this negligence of theirs, 
3-0 Imperiliſts thruſting themſelves into the citie; the 
rownlmen breake off their Parlic, and let flietheir ordnance 
among the Wirrembergers, Here was Colonell Tagermaifter 
faine; with divers others of the Yirtemberger Officers. 
The beftegers finding the beſieged to plie them hard with 
allies; to beate them out of their Fpproachez; and to fill up 
their Lines, by flinging 1n the earth againe : were faine, di- 
rely, to fend for Gr/?avwm Horn to come and helpe them. 
Thither came he in perſon, with ſome re-enforcements. By 
his ſtrength, and «kill, and diligence;the lines in 4 or 5 dajes 
were perte&ted, Batteries, and wide breaches made; and 
ladders gotten readie, for the Sca/ado, The garrifon and 
citizens perceiving this; they, to beginne the monerth, and 
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cd the weeke withall, Saturday September the firſt (old Arc faineto 


Style) fent out to treat the conditions of ſurrendring. They 
are granted upon indifterent termes unto the garriſon : 
whereupon the next day, September the 2, 300 ſoldiers on 
foot, and 120 on horſeback, march forth freely out of the 
towne, to him that ſent them, Aſanday and T weſday were 
the dayes appointed for the treating with the townſmen :

ever Here was found an excellently well furniſhed Maga- 
zine; both for vitualls, Guns, and ammunition : which wel 
helpt Guſfavas Horn tobeate all the reſt of the countrey. 
Whileſt theſe conditions are a treating, the Armie had gi-

By the taking of theſe 2 moſt important places, was the 
towne of Bri/ach quite foundered ; which though full 35 
Engl:/h miles, from this Offenbarg ; yer it being upon the 
fameſide of the Rhine with jt; there was never a confide- 
rable ſtrength betweene, to ſhelter it. Hereabouts, had 
Ionte- Crculs all this whilelaine : as if to give aime to tie 
ozand »0:re loſing of the Countrey, The Swedi/b Army now making 
Cuckli,avoide that way; both heand the. Commiſlary Oſſa, (not able to a- 
the countrie bide their comming ) are faiae to depart the Countrey,0//« 
(as I finde ) went hit of all towards Nancy in Loraine, or 
elle to Bi/anſon in Burgundy; to leave his Lady there, in a 
place of ſecuritie : preſently returning over the Rhve again, 
into Schwabland, Aonte-( weuls reſigning his Generalſhip, 
in thoſe parts, unto Marqueſſe FY/i#:am of Baden, adven- 
tures with ſome troopes of Horſe, eſpecially, to bruſh 
through the Eaſterneskirts of the Duchy of Wirremberg,and 
loto Kempren in the very edge of Schwabland ; and to get 
that way into Bavaria, Thereabouts (as I finde) had 5s 
Patrick Ruthven a blow at him : being ſaid to kill him

By September the twelfth, were the Swed;/> maſters of 
the Toll- Sconce on the Eaſt ſide of the town,a good diſtance 
trom it,and upon the third branch of the river. This ſconce 
had the command of the Bridges over the river 1/: and over 
the Cauley which led thence into the Suburb .By the taking 
of this, was the river it ſelfe alto at their devoti>n. By the 
thirteenth, were they Appreached within 30 Rodd of the 
outtermoſt Graff : and under the command of the enemies 
Canon, Hor ns /ines firſt brake ground, midway betwixt his 
owne Head quarter and the towne: which he led cranckiing 
inand out, gaining ftill neerer and neerer upon the towne, 
They were runne-ſloaping along the north fide of the town 
and ſo ended right againſt a Bulwarke, on' the very Welt 
otit, All along this Trench,were his Batteries, Blinds, T ra- 
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ver/+1 : and Redoubts, to watch and fave the Approaches: 
and out of this, was begumne another lefſer line, from a great 
batterie. 

This leſſer and neerereFpproach, was runneall along the 
Northweſterne fide of the towne, in a halfe Circle, juſt as 
the towne ditch direced it: of which it was withina few 
paces, At the welterly end of this lefſer eApproach; was 
the Ditch cut and drained : and there was the Calterie led | 
over : of which we ſhall in its time, tell yon. Horn begin- 
ning his Approaches, hath his Pyoners beaten out, now and 
then, by the townſmens fallies;who flung the earth jn again 
into the Trenches, And this was done often, for, certainely 
the place was very well defended, Ever as Horn brought 
his Lazes necrer, hee alſo brought forward his Batreries, 


Strasburg tent him ſupplies of Canon, Granadoes, Fire- 


works, and Ammunitton, (and viRualls roo) as much as 
he deſired : ſo that he was nothing fparing of his tead nor 
gunpowder. The moſt of thoſe bunldings which a Canoni- 
er could have but a cleere view of, from off his Batterie, he 
beate abourthe townſmens cares: ſteeples, towers and run- 
dells, as well as houſes.. For the furie of the greatand ſmall 
ſhotr, and the terror of the Fire-workes (which had twice 
alreadie, ſet fire upon-ſome Courts of Guard, Centry-hou- 
ſes and ſtables, nextunto the rampiers: ) was no man (with- 
out extreame hazzard ) able to appeare upon rhe Bullwarke: 
ſo that though the towne kept ſome peeces of Canon yet ut- 
diſmounted upon their wall,..yer hardly durſt a Canonier 
tary by them, unleſſe when the rampier were to bee aflaul- 
ted. Atriall ofthis, was made September 1.3, whenas 30

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Munday O Xober the eighth,the Swedes thin king to make 
a ſhors worke of it : madea furious aſſault upon the Fore- 
citie ; but being not able to carrie it by Scaladoe, they were 
faine, wich ſome loſſe, to give it over, And yet this attempt 
was onceor twice renewed in the weeke following : and 
the beſieged kept waking by the expeRation of an Alarme, 
every day. The Saturday atter,being the thirteenth of Ofto- 
ber, the beſieged, towards evening, defired a parlee, that 
they might have a truce granted fora few dayes;requeſting 
a ſafe condud for their Drumme, to be ſent unto the Gene- 
rall. Hee not liking the propoſitions ; no ſooner was the 
Drumme received iuto the towne againe : but he comman- 
dedarouzing volley to be ſent in after him ; to ſignifie unto 
the beſiz2cd, thar no other ceſſation of Armes was to be ex- 
peted;bur till his Canoniers could lade their pecces againe, 
when they had diſcharged them, 

The Count of Sa/m that was Governour for the Empe 
rors Sonne, of his Biſhoprick of $rraſbwrg, to which this 
Benfelt belongeth; wrote his letters unto the French Am- 
baſlador at Srraſburg, to requelt his mediation for a truce 
for Benſelr, The c vlour for his requeſt was, that the truce 
mjghtla{t till the French Kings pleaſure might bee knowne, 
upon what termes he would take the Biſhoprick into his 
protection. But neither would this be granted : and the de- 
nyall was ſent to Zabern, 9 or 10 miles from Straſbarg, 
where Sa/m reſided. 

Preſently after the leaguer was firſt laid, and the Quarters 
entrenched : had the Rhinegrave beene ſent out with the 
moſt of the Horſe, to block up Schlerftar; a very ſtrong 
towne upon the ſame river of ///, ſome $or 9 Engliſh miles 
ro the Southweſt of Bexfelr, His Partees flew up and down 
the countrey, to ſpoile the Imperialiſts multering places; to 
obſerve the motions of the enemie : and to prevent their 
{udden diſturbing of the leaguer. He had ſent word,a little 
before this, unto the Felt-Marſhall; of the Count of Sa/ms 


aſſembling of ſoine good forces together, on that ſide the 
Countrey 
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Countrey : and that they had given it out, how they would 
Hortly give the Swed:/a Cami/ado in their owne trenches : 
being very confident of beating up a quarter,. and of thruſt- 
ivg1n ſome ſupplies into the beſieged. .Horn upon newes 
hereof, had fent imo the Pa/atinate and tO the Straſturgers, 
that they ſhould lighten their garriſons (as many as they 
could ſpare )and ſend the forces to his leaguer, with all ſpeed

ſome 4000 Boores, 2co0 ſoldiers, and 600 Horle, in his 
Armie, Whileſt Hor» ſent out ſome gocd troopes to enter- 
taine and ſtave them off; the beficgas fall alſo out, upon a 
worke of the Swear, But the Count of Sa/ms Boores, 
Kor - cape not on with that bravery that ſoldiers would 

ave done, nor did they once touch upon any one of Horns 
Quarters : ſothat the beſieged perceiving their Aides to 
preſſe no neerer, they fall of againe, and-withdraw them- 
ſelves into their Citie. Sa/ms his men alſo, after ſome 
lighter'skirmiſhes, retyre themſelves into the Dorps to- 
wards Schlerſtaf;, which next morning they fire at parting. 
That day, out went the Rhinegrave Lodowich_, with a Partee 
of 500 Dragooners, 500 Horſe, and 20co commanded 
muskerttiers; to ttie what metall they were made of, Hee 
lighting on them by the flame and ſmoake, which they made 
in the Countrey; kills 300 of them as they were ſcattered 
up and downe, and takes about 150 priſoners : whereupon 


the moſt of thereſt retyred unto CMHo/ierm on the river 
Bruſch, to miles North of Bexfelt ; which was the appoin- 


ted Rendezvous for them, 

The defeate of theſe ſuccors,and the hopes of them:made 
his Excellencies and the Rhinegraves Healths, to be hearti-

For all this, the Count of Sa/m di- 
vulged it, that all the [mperiall garriſons of Bri/ach, K enzn- 
gen, Endingen, Molſhetm, Dachſtein, Schirmeck_ Schlecſtat 
and Colmar;evenall the power they could make,they wouid 
rallie rogether into one Armie, and put it to ſuch a pu(h,as 
either to hazzard all their townes, or relieve Bexfe/r,Thelc 
hopes found he meanes to convey into the town, which Z«- 
lack had art enough by great circumſtances to make proba- 
ble :and upon hope of \ ay to keope his men in courage and 
expeation. The Count of Sal: indeed, after this,ſhewed 
himſelfe in the field now and then, but could never _ 
his 1co00 men together. «9 penny Oſa had now nee 
of men about the I ake of Conſtantz, ſo that he could ſpare 
him no forces to ſuccor Bexfelr. | 
This was Ofſa put unto, by the Duke of Jirtemvery: 
who had purpoſely made this diverſion upon thoſe parts, 
that Hor» might have the leſſe diſturbance before Fenfe/, 
The Wirtem. There had the Firtembergers gotten the town(men of Cel, 
bergerstake to take ina garriſon from them; which they had before de- 
rownes about njed unto Ofſa. This was a towne of very great imporrance. 
= _ of Richenas Abby upon the Lake, they had by force,taken, for 
PEE they werer000 men, now in the field : and Zindaw and 
Bregentz both, were ſorely afraid of them.

The beſteged, by this time, wanting forage for their hor- 


{es, they about Oktober 2::, turne 1-0 horſes out of their The fate and 
port among the Sweds/z : and even yet they held it out reſo- hopes of the 
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lutely. Their hope now was, that the raines at this time of b<lieged- 


the yeare, would fill the Ditches & Mines up againe, which 
Hoyn was now a working : but that hope aatled them. His 
Galleries being now perteacd; hea few dayes after, cauſes 
the enemies walls to be attempred, if but to ſee what coun- 
tenance the beſieged {till carryed. But thote hee found fo 
good, that his men were beaten oft againe : one of -his ſol- 
diers onely having ſnatcht down an Enſigne from the Ram- 
pant, in deſpight of all the ſmall ſhot of the defendants,pur- 
poſely aimed upon him. By this time, was G«ſtavns Horns 
Armie'more increaſed, then when he firſt fate downe be- 
fore Benfeldt : and that eſpecially and of late, by the com- 
ming of Battale a French Colonell, with 600 men : which 
be hoped to make upa Regiment complear, out of thoſe 
forces which his King had a little before caſheired in Lor- 
YAITE, 

By the 2 5, had Hor» ſapt himſelfe, cloſe unto the Rampi- 
er,and by the 26, (notwithſtanding all Countermining,) 
had he brought his mine under it, put in his powder, and 
made it readie to play. The 27, he prepared all things rea- 
dy to torme into the Breach, which upon the ſpringing of 
the mine he infallibly expe&ed. That morning, did Gover - 
nor Bulach ſend out a Trupet with open letters in his hand; 
which he deſired leave of the Felt Marſhall: to carrie to the 
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Governor of the Biſhoprick of Straſtxrg, then at Zabern ;* 


ro diſcover the weake eſtare of the towne to him, and to 
defire him to propound the conditions for his rendring : re- 
quelting a z dayes truce in the meane time, till rhe rerurne 
of the meſſenger. ut this meſſage was by Guffavas Horn, 
controlled; and the Trumpet ſent backe againe, Towards 
night,doe the Sweds/ reſolve upon the wig. of their mine: 
which the beſieged perceiving; reſolutely fall out upon tt, 
and fight with them at the mines mouth,all that afternoone 
the whole night following, and the next day till 2 a clock 
atter dinner, Horn continually relieved his men, with new 
ſeconds : yea his dragooners.and Horſemen too, were on 
foot brought on, (till to purtue the ſtorming, His men were 
very carnelt with him, that he would accept of no compohi- 
tion, but that they might have leave to take itby force; and 
that their reward for all their hardſhip before it, might bee 
the pillage of it, 

But Z*/ach having both done and ſuffered, as much as 
might be expeRted from a man m his place; perceiving his 
men to be ſorely haraſſed and -over-watched ; his enemies 
forces encreaſed; they backed by Smraſbarg; and himlelfe 
not likely ro be relieved from Zabern; that the mine was 
ready to (pring,and the beſieged baſty to fall into the firit 


Senfelt yielded breach : is contented that fome of his people had alreadie

2. That the Eccleſiaſticks and Religious perſons,and eſpe- 
cially thoſe that lived in Achle; ſhould hayefree exercite of 
religion, as heretofore they have had : and leave to main- 
tainethemſelves upon Almes; and as for thofe that were re- 
ſolved to go otherwhere,they ſhould have free leave to go : 
together with their goods and ſoldiers, for the ——_ of

3. Thatthe citizens alſo ſhould have free exerciſe of the 
Romane Catholich religion, 

4. Thoſethat were Officers of the Biſhoprick, ſhould 
have leave of departing, likewiſe, with their goods and fa- 
milies; z wagons with their horſes, being allowed them : 
they firſt of all delivering unto certaine deputies appointed 
in the King of Swedexs name; their Concher-bookes and 0- 
ther Records concerning the eſtate of the Biſhopricke : to- 
gether with a true account of all thiags hitherro depoſited. 

5, The fickand wounded, which were .not now able ts 
march aut withthe reſt; ſhould have leave to tarty in the 
towne, till they wererecovered: after which, they ſhould 
have Paſles, to goe whither they deſired. 

6, That the Govemor, Captaines, Officers, Soldiers and 
Citizens, that had any lands within the Biſhoprick; ſhould 
havelibertie among the reſt who bad yeelded themſelves 
into the King of Swedezs protetion : cither to inhabite 
= make the belt of them., or to ſell them , as they plea- 
led. 

7. That the Govemor, naw preſently after the rendring, 
ſhould have a Paſſe from G»ftavws Horn, for the ſendiog of 
an Otkcer with his letters, unto-the Governor' Generall of 
the Biſhoprick, to certifie him of the proceedingss 

$, That none of the ryan eat ooo, 
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and Rights of City or Citizens; ſhould be diminifhed; nor 
ſhould any ranſomes be exated of them: : but that they 
ſhould have a proteQion rather, againſt any mjurie thar 
might be done by the garriſon, which was to be pur upon 
them : and that right and juſtice might indifferently be ad- 
miniſtred to every man. : 

9. That all and ſingular the citizens now within the 
rowne, ſhould have leave either to ſell their goods pre- 
ſently, or within a certaine time, when they could :; after 
which they night freely depart, and take Paſſes to that 

rpoſe. 

6p That the Citizens having houſes either in the towne 
or Countrey, ſhould have leave tortill their lands; and en# 
joy their ſtocks, horles, catrell, and other goods ſerving to 
that purpole, without ranſome. 

11, Thatthepriſoners on both ſides, ſhould bee {ct free 
without ranſome. 

12. Thatall militarie ammunition, vicualls, and other 
things, not particularly belonging unto the Governor, Oth- 
cers, Soldiers,nor Citizens; ſhould without fraud be delive- 
red unto ſuch perſons, as ſhould be appointed by the Felt- 
Marſhall. ex! 

r3: Thatthe yeelding of the towne, ſhould be at eighta 
clock the next morning;and of the Suburbs, before evening. 
And if the Governor by reaſon of ſome hinderance, could 
not goe in the morning, he-ſhould then have leave to tarry 
with his familie in his owne houfe, till the next morning: 
and the ſoldiers, in the Suburbs 

Upon theſe-Articles Tuefday Oktober go, was the town 
delivered : the Governor-marching out with 4-0 Foot,and 
120 Horſemen. One of his Foot-Captaines al whole com- 
pany, turned ſoldiers to the Swedsfs, The trowne thus co- 
quered, was afterwards entruſted over unto thoſe of Str«/-

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It pleaſed his Highneſle the Duke of Zoyraine, about the 


end of the next moneth; to lay ſome claime unto this townre ;, ,q,;med by 
of Beufelt, as alſo unto Dachftein,( which the Swediſs had the Duke of 
. bythartime taken )and to Zaberr. His Commiſſioners met Lorrain, 


with Guffauus Horns, at Marienkerch, His plea was, that 
he had lent certaine monyes upon them, and that they had 
therupon beene conſigned over to him, for ſecuritie.W her- 
fore he in friendly manner requeſted, that Benfe/r-might 
now be returned over to him.: The Sweds/5 Commiſſioners 
gave good words : but as for the towne, they could fay no- 
thing to 1t, till a Deere might be:convoked in the Empire. 
Inthe meane time, they deſired the Duke to reſt aflured, 


hat if he neither ſupplyed theEmperor with Aides nor Pro- 


viſions; the Swedes would no way bee injurious unto his 
Highneſſe lands, or fubjets,but help to defend them rather: 
ſhould the Emperor, upon prerence ofhis Highneſles being 
friend to the Sweds/> partie, offer to aſſaile them, 

Benfelt thus taken, his Excellencie the Swea:/ Fett 


Marſhall ſent the Rhinegrave to take in Afarckelſbeim ; a The ime 


rowne hard by, defended but by one company of Imperia- 
liſts. The Rhinegrave had but a weake Partec as yet with 
him : the cauſe, that his ſummons were gybed at. The Im. 
perialiſts told him, he was no cuſtomer for them : nor had hee 
ompanons enow , to make them afeard of him, Tis 1ll jea- 
ſting with edge tooles; The Khinegrave, hereupon, fending 
to Bewfelt withall ſpeed for fome field peeces; he the fame 
day, made his entrance into the towne, by force and battery. 
Here found he but 20 Horſemen, and thoſe he'tooke vrids- 
ners : thereſt of them that belonged to the garriſon, were 
gone out that morning to convoy in a Foot company, which 
was comming from Co/mar to reenforce thofe of Aarckel- 
ſein - Theſe the Rhinegrave having notice of, way layes, 
meets withall, and defeats : bringing the Captaine' of the

Other Swedifs Partees ſeverally fent abroad, doe at the

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ſame time take in all the beſt of thole ſmall Srrengrhs, that 
lie along the river of /# towards Schlerftat-ward or a little 
beyond it: about 2 or 3 Emg/i/y miles from the river. Thee 
townes were, Epffich, Vpper Bercken, Dambach and &K eften- 
holtz; rogether with Gemar upon the 7H, a little beyond 
Schleſtat: fo that Schletffar became hereby blocked. 

But the chiefeſt of the Armie, and Guftavus Horn with 
tt, advances towards Wolrerm ; a good rowne upon the 
river Breſth, about. zo Engliſh mites Welt of Straſvare;

who was himſelfe in the very beginning »f the fight ſhott , Imperiall 
dead upon the place; above too of his men flaine, and all Corners de. 
the reſt diſperſed; Croneck hada deſigne, to lave, ſurpriſed feared; 
the Sweds/ Colonell Emhbanſex and his Regiment ; whoſe 
Poſt was neere the Rhixe, not farre from Endingen. It was 
a miltie morning, when this defeate happened; under fa- 
rour of whichgloomineſle, the [mperialifts made the bet- 
ter ſhift toeſcape Z#hart, who had the chale of them. 
Cronecks dead , was preſented to Guſtavis Horn; who 
ſent itjnto Schlerftar Church, to bee interred. Endingev andthe rowne 
towne, did hereupon become Swear/5 ; who having that of Endinges tae 
footing on that Eaſterne ſide of the Rhine; the Imperialiſts, ken, 
that vill then had kept a kinde of Ficld-leaguer, without 
the walls of Bri/ach : (but 8 Englsfp miles South of Endin- 
gen) breake up their Quarters preſently upon it, and retyre 
themſelves into the citie. Ez 

Preſently upon this,does Guſtavus Horn take in Horburg : 
a pretty towne upon the river 14, witha bridge at it, 2 Eng- 
1/5 miles Ealt of Colmar : by the taking whercof, was this 
Colmar the more [treightned 

All this time, that is ever ſince the beginning of Novem- 
der, had this Imperiall towne of Co/mar,becne alſo blocked 
up : which ſince.the taking of Schlcrtar, had beene more 
preſſed. The place of it, is upon the ſmall river Laxch, 
(which a little frem thence falleth into the 14) about x3 
Engliſh miles to the South of Schle:taw The lmperiall Go- come belic. 
rernor being reſolved to hold the place, and the Citizens ged. 
Kkz perceiving . 
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perceiving him not able todoe it;rhere fals out a difference 
upon it, berwixt the Burgers andthe Soldierie : The townl(- 
men feared, thar by rhe Governors obſtinacie, their City 
would be taken by aſſault; and then ſhould their houſes be 
plundered or worſe ferved:and therfore preſſe the Gover- 
nour toa Parlee. He refulingy the citizens getring all their 
- Billmen at once together;they juſt at dinner time,on Sunday 
December the ninth, ſeaſe upon the Governor with -his 
Leiftenant,and impriſon them : kill many of his ſoldiers that 
reſilted them; and fent word with-all ſpeed unto Guſtav 
Hers, to come and take they citie. This made their condi- 
t10ns ro be the better, and theſe they were. "I 
Bychis you - + His Majeſtic of Swedes is contented to ſuffer the citie 
ſee that theſe Of Colmar, ſtill to remaine as a Romnnſh Catholicke citie : and 
rownes of intheenjoyment of the ſame her priviledges, Immunities, 
Scaletſiarand and rights, (alwell the Spiritwalry as the Temporaltie )which 
ve arg they-had in the yeare 1626 : nor will his Majeſtie aſſume 
of nas dearh More amthoritis over the ſame Citie, then the Kovrare Ce- 
of the King of /#rs have heretofore exerciſed. 
© wedlen, 2. The King will receive the Fcclefiaſtrealt perſons(both 
men and women) into his proteQion : and leave them the 
free exerciſe of their owne Religion, 

3- In the ordering of the Magiſtracie, the King ſhall 
pleaſe to haue conſideration, of the wellfare and fafctie of 
the townlinen; and that with reſpe& unto the ancient «- 
Komes : not bringing in any new impalitions. 

4- Thecitie ſhall not be over-burthened with a greater 
garriſon, then they ſhall well be able to maintaine ; and the 
billetting of them ſhall be at the diſcretion of the Mag'- 
ſtrates, according to their former orders. - 

5. All that were willing ſtill to remaine within the City, 
would his Majeſty take rhe proteRion of ; and whoever 
were minded to depart,ſhould have free leave and livertic.

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Manday morning December the tenth, was the Imperiall 
oarriſon turned _—_ at the Porrs, to ſhiftfor their own ſafe- 
ties, the Townfmen not ſo much{(you fee )as putting im one 
Article, in favour of them. The ſame night, did Guſtave 
Hern perſonally enter into Colmar : without exaing any 
one halfe Dollar from the townſmen.

December returne backe againe, unto their owne houſes in 
Colmar, That day, was there a Sermon of Thanksgiving 
preached thereby Door lohn Smidt, Superintendent of che 
eAugnſtane Conſeſſron: who, with the reſt, had the felfc- 
ſame day five yeares, becne exited out of Colmar. | 
His Excellencie Gzſtevas Horny, had in the meane time 


ſentthe Leiftenant-Generall the Baren of Crexeck . unto the Hagmau yeel- 
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Imperiallcitie of Hagenaw; 12 Engliſh miles to the North 99 tothe 


of Straſtwng. His meflage to the Magiſtrates was, that if 


they thought good to ftubmit themſelves unto the Sweds/b 


protection; then ſhould their ancient Eſtate, Priviledges, 
Rights, and Cuſtomes, be left entire unto them : but if nor, 
all mould be by force confiſcated. The charges of the war, 
moreover, whichhe ſhould be put unto for the conquering 
ofthem, ſhould doubly bee exaRed out of their purſes, 
Theſe offers being ſent unto them, by a fortunate and a con- 
quering Armie; became prevalent at the firſt motion, and 
were accepted of, Thus ecafily, was Hagenax made Swedsff;

a Sentence (partly ) by C2/ar paſſed againſt him Anno 162 3, 
by which, the towne and Univerfitie of Maxparg in Heſſen 
were adjudged away from him unto his Cozin the Land- 
grave Lodowick of Heſſen Darmſtar ; a Lutherane by profe(- 
fon, and not fo point blanck oppoſite unto the Catholicke 
partie : and whoſe ſonne hath been a diligent inſtrument 


of the Emperors, to draw the King of Sweden toa Treatic, 


when helay at denrz; and [till works with his Father in 
Law the EleQor of 4axome to the ſame purpoſe.Ofthis Im- 
periall Sentence, the E/ettor of Culten,(with him of Saxe- 
nie ) had been one of the Commiſſioners and Executioners : 
which made the Landgrave ſtomack him, 

After that the buſinefle of Germany became (on the Ca- 
tholicke ſide)a Leaguer-warre, and a Quarrell of Religion, 
then were the Proteſtants, on all hands laid at; by theſe Lea- 
gaers, as well as by the Emperor; every of them flying _ 
his next neighbour. Whereas, therefore, the Lendgrave had 
chiefely been borne downe by the EleFors of Hertz and 
C#len, on theone (ide; and by the neere Abbies of Fudda 
and Hiſchfeld, on the other; with theſe he now begins to 
cry quittance : ſo ſoone (namely,) as he findes himſelfe 


ſtrong enough, and that the King of Sweden had fo potently 
yen. - advanced into Germany. 
To make wiy therefore for this aves invading of 


others; wee will firſt ſhew you, how hee cleered his owne 
Countrey at home : even theninfefted by the Imperialiſts. 
About the beginning of September x63 1 (as inonr Fir/# 
Part wee have told you) the Landerave returnes from the 
King of Swedes, with ſome aides for the guard of his owne 
Countrey : and that gallant Cavalier Duke Bernard of Sa- 
x0n-Weymar, was allo at this time with him. The Lana- 
grave being returned ; firſt, muſters up an Armie of ſome 
4020 Foot; whereof 3600 were old ſoldiers;the reſt, traind 
Boores: and amongſt them, 3 Companies of hardie Forre- 
tiers and Huntſmen : of which laſt kinde of people, the 
Princes oftheſe woodie —_— have a great multitud _ 
| © 
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To theſe 4050 Foot, were 1000 Horſe and 2 peeces of ord- 
nance joyned. 

His quarrell ſeemed chiefely to be intended, againſt the 
Biſhopricksand Abby-lands : which was as crofſe as might 
be, unto the late lmperiall Decree of Rat;ſboxe. And not fo 
onely, but even againſt the Imperiall familie alſo, The Em-. 
perors ſecond ſoune, Prince Rodo/ph William, was now Ab- 
bot of Hirſchbfeld in Heſſen-land, next neighbour unto the 
Landgraves owne poſſeſſions. This yang Prince, upon the 
refignation of his Unckle the Archduke Zeopo/d - was made 
Prielt, and had his Btſhopricks of Paſſaw and Straſburg : in 
lieu of which, the Archduke was made Adminiſtrator of all 
the lands of the houſe of Grarz (of which this Emperor is) 
ine<q/atia, T wele, &c, This Princely yong Prieſt, was in 
the yeare 16:8, choſen Abbotof Hirſchfeld atoretaid ; and 
ſhould have bcene Archbiſhop of Adadenbeurg alſo : whole 
miſting of it, wasthe deſtruction cf that goodly Citie, He 
had the Abby of Hirſchfe/d, with condition, that the Lexd- 
graves rightunto the Citie, and the Citizens freedome of 
religion, ſhould be referved, The preſent Abbor and Prince 
of Faulds, wes one Jobx Bernard Schenck of Sobweinſberg ; 
Elected Anno 2623. who by the Title of his Abby, is like- 
wiſe one of the Princes of theEmpire.Tothe towne of Fu/- 
4a hath the Landgrave ſomepretences alſo; This towne of 
Hirſcbfeld, and the eAbby-lands abont ir, (being upon the 
river Falae, in the very heart of Hafſia) were -fince theſe 
warres, ſtill guarded by ſome Imperiall forces : and military 
men ( for the moſt part) being nothing dainie of commit- 
ring #tr0vs of Treſpaſſes; had trenched, with the furtheſt, 
upon the Leandgraves Royalties, and the Cities provileages.

dings of theirs, and moſt hamentable ſufferings of ours; the _ gd "_ 
worlt of all yet was, thar upon thoſe infmite complaints, yere ali of 
prayers, cryes and lamentations, which both by word of them ſerved.

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mouth, letters and Ambaſſages we made unto his Impe- 
riall Majeſty, your ſelfe, andother Princes our Colins, &c. 
wee were never able to obtaine ſo much, as that any oneof 
all theſe, would once vouchſafe to take the leſt pitry of our 
caſes, or ſhew any Chriſtian compaſſion towards us : as it 
wee had utterly beenc uncapable, yea unworthy altogether; 
of any law, Juſtice, kindneſle, favour, or benefit. By this 
meanes (God is our witneſle) wee being become a Prince 
rejected altogether, by ſuchas beare ſway in the Empire ; 
found our ſelves (and that upon jult grievances, not to be: 
longer endured ) enforced to take upon us ſucha reſolution, 
as 1s indeed leſſe deſperateand more falutarie ; then if wee 
had longer ſuffered and wincked ar, the faid horrible and 
moſt enormons proceedings, 

For this reaſon therefore, have wee made allyance with 
thoſe, that by the molt eſpeciall providence of God, ad to 
their owne great hazzard, dangers and expences, are comne 
armed into Germany; to the comfort of the Evangelical 
Profeſſors, and conſequent'y of our owne ſelves : whom 
(fighting for the juſt cauſe) God hath already blefled with 
ſuch notable viRories, as wee already moſt heartily thanke 
him for them. Thus being obliged, to ſeeke (by Gods 
helpe )together with our ſaid Allyes and our ſword,(which 
our enemies have by force put into our hands) ſucha Peace 
and quietneſſe; as wee have not beene able heretofore to 
obtaine, by any prayers, orany (even almoſt unworthy and 
unprincely, and therefore unexcuſable )patience,complaints 
or petitions. Being now by theſe reaſons obliged, ro take 
the ſame courſes, as your ſaid /cague hath given us exam- 
ples to doe; and being now utterly robbed and deſpoiled of 
what was our owne, to ſeeke what heretofore was not our 
owne. Wherefore wee kindly pray you (as being a moſt 
excellent and high member of the {aid Cartholike Hragne) not 
to take it in ill part, if wee now follow the Rule, which is 
ſo ſolidly grounded upon Rea/on and Inſtice, © wod qui: 16-

And thus, ſince there cannot atthis preſent, any end of 
theſe Germane mileries be expeted ; without ſuch condi- 
tions be firlt aſſented unto , whereby thoſe inſupportable 
grievances of the Proteſtants may before-hand be removed: 
and without the conſent of ſuch Princes, (not of us alone ) 
as the Catholicke League hath by force (as it were) drawne 
into this warre; and in whoſe bandsthe right of peace-ma- 
king yet remaineth. And foraſmuch as the General Dire- 
Hor of the Proteftant warre, his royall Majeſty of Sweaen,by The King of 
name, (our moſt deare and honoured Lord and Cofin) hath Sweders Title, 
appointed us what to doe, untill either by the ſharpneſle of on him by 
our ſwords, or rather by ſome faire meanes (if it werepol. j* 2 
ſible.) ſuch a true peace might once againe be ſetled, where. 
by beth our ſelves and poſterities might become ſufficiently 
aſſured of our ſafeties, and that hereafter wee might no 
f more ſtand in awe of the like miſeries and abuſes. Meane 
SY whilethat ſuch a peace is expected, his faid moſt Excel{gnt 
h Majeſtic hath promiſed us his royall ProteRion : in 
to bring all ro conſent unto ſuch conditions, and to-give 
I; {uch aſecwrarons , as ſhall be ſufficient to.hinder all further 
h bloodſhed and deſtrution. We therfore for.our own parts, 
now doe, and ever hereafter ſhall, (according toour peace- 
able and Chriſtian melination ) ſo ſeone as ever wee ſhall nn- 
d deritand the ſaid Lord General Derefor, and other intere(- 
{ed Princes, to be ſatisfied in themſelves, and be pleaſed to 
ke fignifie unto us, the mcanes whereby this warre (which 
hath beene enforced upon them and us,) may have a happy 
if Wl conduſion; offer our ſelves withall readineſle, to performe 
whatſoever may become a Prince that keepes a good Chri-

ont the towne, to bring them going to the place aforeſaid. 
The Imperialiſts being arrived about Folffexbatele, made 
immediately towards the river Yeſer,whereabouts the Ge- 
nerall Tilly at that time was; whom Yirmornt thought to doe 
a very good ſervice unto, if he ſhould now joyne with his 
weake Armie. Yirmont being upon his march thitherward; 


was countermanded by the Count of Manfeld, Governor 


of Aagdenburg, then Imperiall Felt-marſhall for the Low- 
er Saxome, and dire&ted to conjoyne himſelfe with Colo- 
yell Bos: khanſen (who had a Regiment neere hand, of 13 
Cornets of Horſe) and that they two ſhould preſently be- 
ſiege Halberſtat, into which, ſome Sweds/+ forces had very 
lately gotten.Y3rmont obeys preſently, hoping for the loſing 
of one towne, to make himſelfca ſaver, by the winning of 
another. His ſummons being by the towne denyed, he ets 
his 3 Gunnes to worke, which he had brought out of &-- 


fock. A farious batterie hee made fo long as it laſted, and . 


great hopes of a ſudden breach he alſo conceived : but{ alas) 
his hundred of bullets would not hold out ever, nor that 
ſmall ſtore of powder which he brought with him out of 


Roſtock, Thus ſeeing no good to be done upon that natio!, 


which came notinto Germanic ſoeaſily to looſe cities, but 
ro winne them; he was faine to ſurceaſe his volleyes, and to 
be riſing. This when he had fGenified urto the Count of 
MMansfeld, he received a command to repaire to him into 
Hagaentary ; which he was bodily afraid, would be bet 
ge 
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ged by the Sweas/5 : as indeed it was, within a few dayes 
after, That rhe rowne of Magdenburg might not be over- 
charged, nor the wayes ungarded, Yirmont is ſent immedi- 
ateiy into #/, an(leben, about 10 Engliſh miles ſhort of Mag- 
denburg to the Weſtward, and Bomebanſen tooke up his 
quarter at aleſler towne,not farre from it: where how they 
both ſped, wee may hereafter tell you, when wee come to 
ſpeake of Magdenburg.

T he Levies agreed ufon by the Þ rateſtant Princes 
and Cities of the Circle of the Lower Saxo- 
nie, in their Diet at Hamborovy, 163 t. for 


their owne defence againſt the Imperialiſts, 


His goodly Countrey of the Lower Saxonie(which is 
. theninth Cire/e of theEmpire)containes the 2 Archbi- 
ſhopricks of Magdenburg & Bremen, the great Þiſhopricks 
of Hudeſperm, Lubeck, Suerin, Ratzenburg, Minden and 
Schlefſwick : the 5 Dukedomes of Saxon-Lawenburg, Meck- 


lenburg, Brunſwick , Lunenburg and Holſtein, the 2 Earle- 


domes of Roffain and Delmenhorſt ; and the free Cities of 
Lubeck, Hamborow, Mulhanſen, Northauſen, Goſlar, and 
Gottingen, Here alſo be moſt of thoſepotent Har/e townes, 
(each being a compleate common wealth within it ſelfe ) 
as Magdenburg, Lubeck,, Wiſmar, Reftock., &c. fo famous 
both in ancient and moderne Stories, 

The greatePof theſe free, Imperiall, and Han/e tournes, 
being of the Lutherane or eAugu/tane confeſſion ; had fent 
their Duputies unto the famous Proteſtant Der of Leipfich : 


which being ended April the third, no ſoener were theſe 


Deputies returned home againe; but they are ſent the ſecond 
time unto another Der held at Hamborow, in the beginning 
of May following. The conſultation was, in what forme 
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they might fafelyeſt ſubſcribe unto the Decyees of the Tet 
of Leipfich, and how farre engage themielves ina joynt F- 
ion and levie; for the defence of the Proteſtint Religion, 
and the /iberties of Germanie, But this conſulcation,though 
tomcthing was done in it to countenance the caule;yer were 
no publike levyes ſet on foot, to defend it. That which 
broke the plot, (for the time) was the Count of Tues let. 
ters to them ; not ſo inuch for the Reaſon or Rherorich in 
them; but for the authoritie of the writcr of them - an Army 
is a ſhrewd Topick-place, for to draw arguments from ; it 
perſwades terribly, The Germanes were very well able to 
diſtinguiſh of the obedtence wnto Ceſar, which Tilly adviſed 
them to have regard unto, The thing, they were willing 
withall; 1t was their duty : but the 5 doe of obeying, was 
that which moſt troubled them : What Tily called obea:- 
ence, they feared might prove ſlaverre ; they found a conte- 
Ration in themſelves, betwixt the keeping of their obea+- 
ence;and the preſervation of their /zberties; and how theſe 
two might poſſibly hold long together, was a difference 
which they had nor yet reconciled. Thus hath it oftentimes 
fallen out in the Empire; divers Common wealths there, 
baving great priviledges,they will league one with another 
and ftrugele hard to preſerve them roakon when cver Ce- 
ſar hath projeed great defires, then beganne the conflict. 
Better therefore (even for both parties) is a /fonarchie, 
then /xch an Empire, This was the purpoſe of the General! 
letrers unto their aſſemblie.

| Have, to my great wonderment, received newes of late, 
of that generall meeting of certaine Proteſtant Elettor!, 
Princes, and States, at the rowne of Leipfich : and how they 
have with one conſent there apreed, to raiſe a commonand 
a mighty army among themall; that they have already got-

ren together a great power, and have more forces daylie in 
Icvying. Now, that theſe preparations of thoſe princes, 
could not but with great danger bepromored; and muſt of 
necetlitic be the cauſes of a great diſtraRXion, they all knew : 
ſceing that all private armings which were undertaken with- 
out the conſent of the Emperor, did not only occaſion many 
a {iniſter {u{pitionameng the people; but were flatly like- 
wiſe forbidden to be made, by the fundamentall conſtituti- 
ohs of the Empite. Having aſſurance, therefore, of their 
preſent conſultation at Hamborow, for the beſt way of ſub- 
{cribing unto the ſaid Dver of Lezpjich; he could not bat ad- 
viſe them friendly, thar in their faid conſultation , they 
would make this the chiefelt of their thoughts, how they 
might preſerve their Faith and obedience unto Ceſar. His 
adviſe unto them, therefore was, that they ſhould be chary 
of withdrawing themſelves from the Emperors ſervice, 
who was their Soveraigne Magiſtrate : but that as faithfull 
and good ſubjeds;rhey thould perſevere rather in their due 


obedience; not ſuffering themſelves to be drawne afideun-. 


to any contrary undertakings. He wiſht them ſeriouſly to 
conſider withall, how that as all their ſafeties and well-be- 
ings,Aid ſolely and wholly depend upon their Lord the Em- 
peror : ſo-on,the:contrary, was there nothing to be expected 
trom other princes (and from: forramers eſpeciaily, who 
meerly intended their owne privats)but- the lofing of their 
priviledges and Commerce, the ruine of their States,and the 
neceſiary-drawing on, ot apublice ferviende, - - / 
How frequently hath cxpertence taughtus, whav milera- 
ble cyents hath unevitably befallen thoſe people, that have 
leagued againſt his Imperiall'Majeſtie, and had embroyid 
themſelves in a warre againſt him, For theſe reaſons he ne- 
thing hereafter doubted, but they would fo well: confider 
upon what might folow,that theſe hisadmonitions(which 
m the ſincerity of his ſonle: hee propounded 'unto them } 
ſhould finde- ſome place among their conſultations! :'and 
that they ſhonld not hereafter need any otherMonitor;to re-, 
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member them of perſevering in their due loyaltie and obe- 
dience, This if they did, it would be a moſt ſtrong recom- 


mendation of them, unto Ceſar; both to continue his grace 


and favour royall unto them;to enfranchiſe them with more 
ample priviledges; and to doe any thing for the promoting, 
preſerving, and inlarging, of their prefent condutions and 
commerces ; For the doing of all which, their contumung 
in obedience, muſt needs give his Imperiall Majeſtic a molt 
large occaſion,

Who can blame an adverſarie, for uſing the beſt Colours 
and flouriſhes he can finde, te carry his owne cauſe withall? 
And let this be the g/oſſe to the Generall Ti4ves reaſons, that 
they were prefled by an enemie, However, their owne 
feares prevailed with them; and what they did next, they 
did more privately. Their wills were ſtill good. unto the 
Cautle; and they underhand promoted the Decrees of Leip- 
fich. Thus as the King of Sweden grew ſtronger, they grew 
more courageous : and when the Proteſtant Princes ſtruck 
m alſo with them, then was there another afſemblie a little 
more boldly talkt upon. 

Greene woad laidneere the fire, naturally ſhrincks up it 
ſelfc, contrats its owne pe and openneſſe, by which the 
flame might enter it; that by a neerer uniting of its parts, it 
—_ prepare it felfe for reſiſtance. The ſame operation 


the burning of Magdenbrrg, (now newly this moncth | 


done) upon theſe itz neighbourand confederate Cities : it 

didas much arme, as terrifie them, . The King of Swedes, al- 

ſo, dayly merc and more prevailing; ſome of the Princes of 

this Circle, beganne to take Commiſſions from him, to lc- 

vy and acme for him:;hebecame the ProteRor of _ 
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licke libertie; and under him, they fingly promoted their 
perſonall pretences, The Duke of Lanenbarg, as next heire 
to the Dukedome of Bru»ſwick; (the preſent ruling Duke 
VIrick, having no likelyhood of ifſue,) he armes to put in 
for that, which T#{y had almoſt devoured. The Archbiſhop 
of Bremen, had loi? his towne of Stoade ; and almoſt all his 
whole Countrey , was now poſleſſed by Imperiall garriſons 
which Tie had left there. Other Princes( yea all of them ) 
had the ſame grievances : andall now reſolved, to recover 
their Countries, 

The Generall Ti#y being throughly now defeated, as if 
the weight of his former reaſons, had growne lighter with 


the decay of his power; the whole Cerc/e in November fol- 


lowing, appoint a more generall meeting at the ſame Ham 
borow; whither all the Biſhops, Princes and States either 
came, or ſent their Ambaſſadors, Here they reſolutely con- 
clude for the levying of 3 new Regiments, upon the com- 
mon charges of the Cerce : the purpoſe being, to cleere the 
countrey of the new encroached Imperialiſts, The firſt Re- 
giment was undertaken for, dy the Archbiſhop of Bremen, 
the Duchy of Lunenburg and Zella-Branſwick, with the 
Biſhopricks of ZLubeck,, Brunſwick, and Fildeſheim. This 
was to conliſt of 1950 Foot, and 127 Horſemen, The ſe- 
cond Regiment was to be raiſed by the Dukedom of Meck- 
lenburg, the countrey of the Lower Saxonze, the Biſhoprick 
of Ratzenburg,and the citie of Labeck : Which was to bee 
867; Foot, and 366 Horſe, ſtrong, The third, which was 
to be of 1448 Foot onely; was to be raiſed and paid by the 
Dukes of Holſtein, and the Biſhoprick of Schwerin, All 
theſe were to be joyned to Duke George of Lanenburgs 
owne Armie : he being tobe Generall over them. 

The Hambergers excuſed themſelves, from bearing any 
part in theſe levyes; for that (as they ſaid) they had very 
lately received ſome favours and priviledges from his Im- 
periall Majeſtiez who had newly honered their towne with 
the Title of Imperiall Citie, Thas much allo I take leave 


to 
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ro adde out of mine owne private obſervations There waz 
a difference now depending, betwimxt his Majeſty the King 
of Denmarke, and the Hambargers; wherein the Emperor 
The Ha. hadalready interpoſed his letters and authoritie, cited the 
_ oainſ 1. Deputies of both parties, to appeare before the yonger Au. 
Emperor: Lt Duke of Brunſwick, and Lunenburg, and other his 
Commiſſioners, at Lxnenbarg April the third, 1631, New 
ſtyle. The Hambnrger: indeed appeared, but the King of 
__ Denmarke refuſed: and ſo the matter ſtill hanging,the Ham. 
burgers having continuall need of the Emperors good ta- 
vy reaſon of VOur; durſt not engage themſelves amonglt thoſe Princes, 
their difteren- that ſo openly thus oppoſed him. The other Princes wen: 
ces withthe gn with theirnew levies : ofall which, the Archbiſhop of 
2 ng 0172- Bremen, and George Duke of Zella-Lunenburg, were molt 
$$ forward; both of which had received Commiſſions and in- 
{truQtions, from the King of Sweden. 
The Archbiſhop of Bremen thereupon,levies in his owne 
Countrey : and the Duke of Lunenbarg goes to Hamboroy, 
about monyes and Bills of Exchange; which tooke him up 
tillmid-Januarie, Of both their commings into the field, | 
wee ſhall ſpeake in their due places. And while they arear 
their levies;let us entertaine our Readers with what kapned 
in this LowerSaxon,in the'mean time;&that is the yeeiding { 
of Wiſmarand Damtz, untothe Dukes of Mecklenburg. t 
How this ſtrong Han/e towne of Wiſmar, had beene by t 
Adolph Frederick Duke of Mecklenbarg beſieged;we have 
The continu- told you page 83 of our Fir/t Pare : Roſtock being wonne, J1 
ationotthe. Generall Todts Armic that had raken it, removed to 
ucge 0t:/87 ar, and fate downe before it. Colonell Gram comman- 
ded in the towne;who to hinder the Swedi/> and the Meck 
lenburgers working; ſends out 10950 fallyers, to beate the 
beliegers our of their Approaches.\After a hard skirmilh, 
and (ome laughter; they are contented to retire againe 1nt0 
their Citie : firſt having in this ſally, laine Generall Majot 
Zrenenbach, that then commanded inthe Approaches. 


Gram ſecing his rowne laid hard at, and no hope of {uc- 
| COTſs; 
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cours; ſends out to the Duke of Mecklenburg, to trexe npon 
Conditions. Theſe were his deſires : That be mighthave 
liberty to diſpecda Captaineunto Leiftenant-Generall Dse- 
penbach, to tell him what ſtate thetowne was in ; and that 
there might be a Ceſſation of Armes till his returne with 
the Anſwere. A Councell of war being called in the leaguer, 
Grams propoſition was upon theſe termes aſſented unto. 

x. That rhe towne Captaine ſhould have a Acckl/enbey- 
gers Trumpet, to goe along with him, 

2, That this Captaine, was to have * three weekes al- 
lowed him for his returne; and ifhee could not poſſibly 
make his journey in that time ; then hce ſhould have a 
moneth, | 

3. That the conditions of rendring the towne, ſhould 
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by Gram be conſented unto, and under his hand and Scale, - 


delivered tothe Duke of Mecklenburg before the Captaine 
ſhould rake his journey. | 

4. That in themeane time, there ſhould be a Ceſlation of 
Armes bothby Sca and Land,on both ſides : and pledges pi- 
ven for it. 

5. That during this truce, the beſieged ſhould containe 
themſelves wuhin their walls and Ont-workes, and the be- 
fiegers, in their Quarters : the one, not comming neerer to 
the Leaguer; nor the other, approaching no neerer to the 
towne. ; 

6. That after the returne of the Captaine, Grew ſhould 
immediately deliver upthe towne and out-workes tothe 
King of Sweden and the Dukes of Meccklentwre : necording 
to the agreements, before hand concluded upon, 

7, Bur if inthe meane time, the Fort called The Whale, 
ſhould for wantef victualls be enforced to furrender; the 
taking in ofthat,ſhould be no breach of truice,or treaty. 

This was much about the twentieth of our December ; 
and whileſt the Captaine1s upon his way, the ſtrong towne 
of Damitz, was yeeldedup ; and that we now turue to. 

The place of it,is uponthe very Southern Frontier of this 

Oo Dukedame 
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Dukedome of Mecklenburg neercunto the Marek of Bran. 
denbwurg, next unto the Lower Saxonte ; from-which the ri- 
ver Elb onely partsit. 

Tis a very ſtrong place, and had beene long beſieged by 
Colonell Loharſen.: againft whom Colnell Srrauben with 
his owne, and ſome of the Duke de Sawellies Regiment, ve- 
ry well defended it, The towne, at length,pretrily thus be- 
trayed its owne weakneſſe,unto the Duke of 2ecklenbnarg. 


Strawben upon the taking of Roftock,, fearing that the Baron 


of V:irmond would have comne into his towne; and per- 
chance have taken his command from him : wrires a letter 
unto Firmond, to dilwade him. His reaſons were, for that 
his Magazine was ſo empric, and his proviſions. fo neerc 
ſpent, that they would never maintaine both of them, a 
moneth together : ſo that he adviſed him togoe ſecke ſome 
other Quarter, Theſe letters fell into the Duke of Meck- 
lenbargs hand : whereupon, the ſiege was more preſled and 
haſtned. In the end, therefore, of December, was the ren- 
dring concluded upon, on theſe articles. 

1, That the garriſon ſhould next day depart the towne : 
without carrying away any vicualls or ammunition : with- 
out wronging the buildings, {lighting any of the workes, 
or leaving any powder-mines or traines, 1n Cellars or other 

laccs. 
: 2. That the Governour with all his owne ſoldiers and 
ofhcers, and thoſe of the Duke De Savelts, ſhould frecly 
march our of the citie, with all their Armes and Baggage- 
wagons, Colours flying, matches lighted , bullet in the 
mouth : upon no pretence ſoever to bediſturbed. 

3. That they ſhould by Lohan/exs men be convoyed unto 
Munden apon the Weſer : and be ſecured againſt all moleſta- 
tions by the way, either by the Kings forces, or any other 
his Allyes. 

4. That they ſhould have 16 wagons, for the carrying a- 
way of their ſick people, | 

5, That ſuch Eccle/iaficall perſons of the town,as bw a 
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minde to depart: ſhould have free leave to goe themſelves, 
and to carry away their Charch ornaments with them, 

6. That the priſoners, on both ſides, ſhould bee ſet at li- 
bertie, without ranſome. ; 

. 7. Laſtly,that 2 principall officers of the garriſon, ſhould 
be left for hoſtages with Lohar/er, till-the ſafe returne of 
his convoy. | 

Upon theſe conditions, was the towne rendred; 420 of 
the garriſon, quitting their owne Enſignes, became ſoldiers 
unto Lohaxſen, Thoſe that marcht towards the Weſer, were 
in the end of Januarie after, met withall and cut in peeces 
by Generall Bamers men : as we ſhall anon tell you. 

Atout the eighth of Januarie,the Y/:/mar Captain, whom 
Governour Gram had {ent to Diepenbach, againe returned : ,,;,. 
whereupon, Tueſday Ja:wary the tenth; was the towne qcg. 
rendred, upon the coriditions before agreed. It chanced, 
thata Swedifp Leiftenaut, (one of thoſe that was to convoy 
Gram and his people into Sileſia : ) offered, uponthe way, 
to debauch ſome of his ſoldiers from him. Gram was fo in- 
cenſed with the Leiftenant, for enticing away his men; that 
bending his piſtoll upon him, he ſhot him dcad upon the 

lace. Generall Tod: (a fierce man) having notice of this 
Fave; and of a diſcovery of falſe play withall, that Gram 
(contrary to his covenants) had carryed away 300 muskets 
in the {traw and hay of his Baggage wagons; and that he had 
pillaged ſome ſhips in the haven; and drowned ſome peeces 
of ordnance, after the time of the agreement : he ſends out 
Lohauſenafter him, with a powder, with Commillion t5,,  _ - 
lay hold on, and to ſend him and his (ommiſſary, pritoners bes, 2-74 quar. 
into Gripſmald. Gram was marcht out with almolt 3ooo rell by the 
men, whom Lohasſex falling aboard with, kills 30> upon waY- 
the place; and fo terrifies 2000 more, that to ſave their lives 
they became ſoldiers to the King of Swedev, The Commil- 
fary offered 1 2c 00 Dollars for his ranſoeme : but before hee 
gat ont of Grip/»ald,more perchance werg fetcht out of hin 794 takes 
The Swedes found 20/aſt of gunpowder within i/mar ; © priloncr. 
: Oo2 with 
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with great ſtore of faire brafſe peeces, and militarie ammu- 
nition ſuthcient, 

And thus the whole Dukedome of feck/enburg being 
cleered of the Imperialiſts, and the Wa!ſteiners ; and the 
true Princes r*impattciate into their ovwne poſſeſſions : the 
Genera'l eAchatiz Toat, (after a while) goes with his Ar- - 
mie tothe aſſiſtance of the Biſhop of Bremer : who having 
Lefore riſeh with ſome 6 or 820c men, and well recovered 
ſome of his trownes againe : he was now hard laidat by the 
Connt of Grensfe/1by whom, the townes of Langwedeland 

+ Verden were repriſed from him. But a more deſperate ene- 
117 a3 now comming upon him ; Pappenhetrm was now 
e1teredupon the ſtage of this Lower Saxome : and. to him 
now turne Wee. | 


H Ow inhumane adeveftation of that ſo ancient &good- 
ly Hance towne of Iagdenburg, the Counts of Tlie 
and P appenheims had lately made, wee havein our Firft Part 
delivered. Of the cruelty of which fury; we did nor then, 
nor can doenow; diſcover the one halfe to you. A goodly 
citie, reduced to ſuch ruines : as if Harmbal had done it, and 
not Tity : Hanmbal (1 fay) who had the Art by fire and A 
vinegar, to moulder away the rocks and mountaines into m 
crumbles; for the forcing of his owne paſſage, Thoſe that ſe 
have fince ſeene the 80'or 100 meaner houſes, now onely Cc 
(with the Carhedrall) left in Magdenburg : have admired ve 
not only how the ſtone buildings, bur theſtones themfelves 
(unlefſe im ſome vaſt Zime kits ) conld poſſibly have beene 
turned mto ſuch ſ{cavage and fuch rubbiſh. Tis my Com- 
plaint, this; not my Declamarion, 1 know there is a ſharpe 
Latine penne; that hath faboured to excuſe Tilly and Pap- 
penheim upen it; and to charge the whole blame upon the 
Townſmen, and the eAdmmſtrator, Tilly (he ſayes) offe- 
red them I know not how much mercy. If to offer a man 
peace with the loſſe ofhis Freedome and Religion, be mercy;

This Army beirg landed at the hire how/e by Wolgaſt, 
Auguſt the ſecond;lay there about 3 weekes or a moneth, 
for Arming and refreſhing.

where they croſt the E/b. Thence to Kalbe and Saltz; and 
ſo to Magdenbarg, alittle before the middle of November, 
The towne of Aagdenbarg had ever lince a weeke be- 
fore the Battle of Leipich; becne entruſted with a great pact 
of the riches and ſpo1les of warre, a long time. prowled to- 
gether, by Tilly and his officers; who ſeeing the King would 
fight, bad ſent them into that place of fafery. The Governor 
of it, was Count Wolff of Manſvel: ; and his garriſon, ſome 
3000. The L. Marqueſſe Hamulron and the Generall Bamer, 
{ate downe to it; about the middle of November : their 
uarters for the Foot-forces, being in z Dorps, about two 
Engliſh miles hort of the towne, towards Sa/tz, the E/b 
being on their right hand, Both the Generalls, were lod- 
ged 1n one of thoſe villages, where the Foot Iay :; which 
were ſuch decayed forlaken cottages;that the houſes were 
neither enow, nor ſatficient, to keepe the men dry. And 
thus had Tz{e left the Countrey. Bamers Horle, were 
quartered in the next Dorps on the left hand of Jagden- 
burg :the neerelt at the diſtance of an Eng/sf mile-: though 
their guards were neerer. Both Horle and Foot, might 
come to 6 or 7000 men, Workes they had nene againſt 
the towne, but only z Skonces ; firſt, a greater one , up- 
on the top of a hill, halte an Eng/s/5 mile Gn the citie : {e- 
condly, another to guard the Avenue of their Quarter; and 
a third upon the right hand by the E/bs ſide, which was in- 
deed never finiſht, Generall Bawer was, for the moſt part 
in the Quarters : though now and then he made a poſting 
voyage to Hall; 44 Engli/s miles to the Southward : where 
_ this time his wite lay.in; and Banditz -was one of his 
Goſltps. | 
Peeces of ſervice, there were onely theſe 2, all the time 
of the 7 weekesleaguer. The firſt was, (about the middle 


of the liege) upon little 1land inthe E/b : to which the 
| townlſmen 
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rownſmen uſed toſend their Boats, a fudlliog. This being 
obſerved. ſome Dwtch Foot were {ent out ou them,be- 


rwixt whom fcll a flight skirmiſh, not wort 
miſchance was more remarkecable, then the encounter : for 
that a ſparke of fire lighting into the powder, in one of the 
Dtch boats; blew that up, and the aſlailants in it.

The towne, by Chriſtmas eve, was brought to a Pare, 
in which, had Barrier beene as forward as-my Lord Mar- 
queſſe, the towne mighthavebeene rendred. Three Com- 
miſſioners were on both ſides appointed for the treaty : a 
Colonel, a Leiftenant-Colonel, anda Sergeant-Major. The 
Leiftenant Colonel, ſent from the Beſfiegers, was named Ss- 
lomon Adams (as 1 take it) who is now --Governor of the 
rowne : and the Majors name is Chamberlaine. The place 
of treatie was betweene the Quarters and the towne; each 
ide bringing a guard of 100 foot, and 5o Horſerhen, The 
conditions offered being ſomething preſſing, the towne 
Commilſlioners anfwered, that they were'notas yet in ſich 


neceſſitie; but if __ might have faire termes they would 


be willing to ſurrender. On Wedneſday they mer agtine : 
but nothing wasconcluded : Drummes and Trumpets, go- 
ing (till betweene, from the towne. unto the leaguer. The 
night following, there'ſlipt 2 of Pappenheims horſemen into 
the town fo that the L.Marqueſſes Trumpet being next day 
ſentin, with a full expeRttion to bring the newes of yeeld- 
ing:the Count of Mense/d returned this peremptory word 
by him, that he deſired to be excufed, he coutd not with his 
honour continue on the.Treatie; forthathe had intalligence 
that his ſuccours; were marching : Pppeaherm would bee

Now hee beganne to ſhew 
himſelfe, & his Commiſſion; by whach he was not to fight, 
tothe hazzard of the Armie ; whereupon depended the 
Lower Saxonie, The L. Marqueſle, (as his Captaines now 
in towne juſtifie it to mee} was very loath to have riſen : 
but Bayer now countermanding all counfailes, drew off his 
men the fame eveningand haſtned cowards Salrz upon the 
Welt fide of the river Sala, x Eng/:ſb miles South of Mag. 
denbarg. The Engliſ and Scetts/þ being too weake to abide 
P appenheim,were faine to goe along too : and Famer think: 
1ng rot him(elte fure enoughar Se/rz; went next evening 
6.miles more ſoutherly, unto Kaſbe; upon the lame river.

Marqueſſe) ſtaid within the towne upon the other fide,next 
unto /ſagdenburg, Bancr (entto the L; Marqueſſe, to draw 
over towards him : threatning ifhe would not, roburnerhe 
bridge, and to-leave him to the mency of the enemy. He 
toldrhe L, Marqueſſe alfo, that he wonld blow up his houſe 
in Calve, which he was Quarteredin: ſo ſoone as ever 
he were comne out of it. This houſe, was a good wpens 
and nextunto-the AK3ver: out of the windowes whereof, 
(tis fuppoſed,)'Bamers feare was, that the enemies musket- 
tiers might play into his #orkes. and annoy his people, The 
Paſſe being viewed by Sir Zecob Aſblie : hz afſured the Lord 
Marquedle, that he might ſafely march away in aquarter of 
an houres warning, in deſpight of Pappewheim and his Ar- 
mie.

And yet he even now,promiſed to relieve Magdenbuarg,; 
and about the middle of December, he ſets out from Caller 
to Wolfenbuttle in Brunſwickland ; 44 Engliſh miles, to the 
Southwelt of AMagdenprg, Thicherward he goes, onely 
with his owne private retinue : natſo mach as witha Cor-

fenbuttle, 10co : halfe belonging to Count Cronsfeldt, and 
halte to Baron G/cia, Governor of the towne, Glein went 2- 
long with his part: and Captaine Scharffsedey lead rhe other 
moitie. Laſtly, he had  Enſignes or 3ec, which wee told 
you came out of Damrz:which belonged toBaron Zocbe!, 
a-Counſellor of Warre to the Emperor': who being rot 
there; they were led' by Srauder , his Teiftenant-Colonell, 
Theſe were in all 3200, Cornets of Horſe,he had 25:whe:r- 
of, of Bamckhaxſens. 12 : Of Horſts, 8. and of Lintlo's 5 
all about 4500, Horſcand Foot, fnall : 4550. 

P appenheim, indeed, gave out himſelfe ro be xo or 12-00 
and for fo many he commanded bread to be baked at wo/- 
ferbuttle ;and yet to conceale the ſmallnes of his'inumbers, 
did he never march from #o/fenburtle unto Magderbuarg, 
bntinthe might, and in devided Companies. * * © 

There had particular intelligence beene ſent out' of Ka- 
lemberg to the Generall Banier, ofthe ſmalncſſe of Papper- 
heims Armie:: and the Prince of Amha/t (as Theare) offercd 
to:lay his owne head, to a Dollar, if he were 50e0'men- 
But Duke Fredericke V/lrick of Brunſwick being deceived 
by Pappenheims Bakers, (who ſhewed Commiſſions to pro- 
vide for 120c0) writing to Baxier, that hee was indeed fo 
ſtrong : this was the thing that ſcared the Swedifs General]; 
who canſideced thatthe towne of * Mardenbrrg, had' 2950 
more, to joyne with him; 

His Commrſſion(1 heare) was not to fight, as little as

January. the ſeaventh, does Pappenhernyy draw out of 
Magdenburg : not as my lalt quoted Author delivers, for 
that he had newes of the Duke of Lxnenbrrgs threatning to 
beliege Wolfenbutrle : for (plainely ) neither this Duke nor 
bis Brother, hadas yet any one man levyed. Pappenherm 
and Munfeld having concluded, firſt that the towne was 
not to be maintained; and ſecondly, that the whole coun- 
trey was more tobe conſidered, then that one ruinated Ci- 
tie; they had now reſolved upon leaving of it. Pappenheim 
had done what he came. for, and what ſhould he ſtay chere, 
longer ? Having therefore charged all the goods hee came 
thither for, upon his waggons; he ſends them onward with 
his Foot, towards Folfenbnttle, The ordnance which hee 
had refolved'to carry along with him; it ſeemes he wan- 
ted horſes for ;ſecing 180f theſe were found ſtanding up- 
on the market place ; with their harneſſe or traice cat;after 
the draught-horſes had beene put to them. 

Out of Magdenbrrys, carryed he theſe forces. Of Colonel 
Brenners Regiment, z. Companies, cr 2500. Of Marqueſſe 
William of Baden, 8 Companies. or 630, Of Cratsz his Re- 
giment 5 Companies, about 150, Of Goltz his Regiment, 
500, Beſides theſe, were z traopes of horſe; one, of CA/ar- 
felds owne guards; and the other 2 of Crabars : but all fo 
weake, that thoſe 3 could not make up a hundred. In all, 
2900 : 1000 of which, he againe put into Wolfenbutrle, 

P appenhzim was gone almoſt: z ayes, before the Lord 
Marqu<9& or Zanier had notice of it, W hileſt his Footand 


Bagga:-. were marching away; ſome troopes of his hozlc 
madca 5474 upon the Swear before their _— A 
al: 
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faire Compagnia there is betwixt Saltz and Kalbe: anda 
hill in it within halfe an Eng/z/5 mile of this latter, Upon 
that, did ſome of them make a multer of themſelves; Rood 
ſtill, and gazedupon the: Eng/s/h and the Srorriſ» ; whom 
my Lord Marquefle now cammanded to be drawne out in- 
to Battzglia, Banter likewiſe having ſent gver ſome 6 or 7 
troopes of Horſe and Dragooners. Two houres, they ſtood 
looking thus one upon another : without exchanging ſo 
mach as one bullet, berweene them. The Pappenhetmers,it 
appeares, meant not to makea buſineſle of it : but did it on- 
ly ro amuſe their enemies - either whilett their Foot and 
baggage, might ger the more time to march away; or that but march a- 
their other fellowes might, in the mcarje time, plunder way withour 
ſome of the neighbour Dorps, undiſturbed, After 2 houres, _ My 
theſe Horſe marcht off quietly; and followed after their Ar. 
my unto Wolfenburrle, 
P appenheim leaving Magdenburg; did not commit that 
ſpoile and barbariſme, upon the towne, as was reported, 
Part of the bridge ({ome ſay ) re burned : though others ſay 
twas burnt before. Some boartes and mills alſo 1n the river; 
and blew up ſome of the Wortkes. Of ordnance, hee lefr 1 8 
(as was {aid) upon the marker place, 19 he drowned in the 
Elb;2 he blew up with gunpowder,and left abave 4o upon 
the walls. Three hundred ©xinralls of gunpowder (each 
Anima being 2oc pound weight) he left behinde him; 
which had it not beene concealed from him : hee woutd, 
ſurely, have put fire unto, or have carryed away with him. 
A world of Match, was there left; and of corne, peale and 
cates, great plenty, Andall this was found in ir, when as up- 
on the Munday, after Pappenherms going; my Lord Mar- 
queſſe entered it. TheGenerall Bamers Army, ſtaid about My I.ord 
Kalbe, till Duke William of Saxon. Weymar came into thoſe mos. 10% 
parts to Joyne with him, to purſne Papperherm ; and my Fowanrs uf 
Lord Marqueſles men, till towards the end of the moneth, 
that they went towards Halberſtate, Their way lay Wet- al 
ward; by Egelen, 16 miles; thence to Graningen, 12 miles : mea —_ 
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whencess miles fyrtherunto Ha/bcr/tgr; where they ftaid 
above a quarter ofa yeare for the guard of the towne and 
countey; till luchtime as they were taken on by Duke F/- 
liam :a5 inthe Kings Storie wee bavetold-you.: From Hal- 
berſtat, upon the firit of February,went the Lord Marquetle 
towards the King of 3eden : with whom the eleveiith of 
the ſame moneth he arrived. His Lordſhip(as I have heard 
Sir lacob eAſtley tell, who mm that journey waited upon 
him) was ve: y graciouſly entertained by the King : a con- 
cluding arguinent, that what his Lordſhip had undertaken, 
was very wellaccepted : The King of Sweden (belides his 
freedoine of language, wherein he uled not to bee ſparing, 
againſt whatſoever had ditpleaſed him : jhad a Spirit, with- 
all,jo highly mounted above all diflembling, rhat it {corne( 
to ſheake or to Jooke, booty. 

The Count of Pappenherm being arrived at Wolfenbuttle, 
about the eleventh or twelte of January, hee leaves the kig- 
gage brought out of Magdenbarg, in this ſtrong Cirtie; and 
1:02pr 22co men with the Lord of G/emn, to defend it. 
This towne, was ſometimes the Court and Refidence cf the 
Dukes of br«aſwick : untill 7#/ly of late yeares, had taken 
itfrom the King of 'Denmarke : and thruſt Duke Yivicke 
thence; by the unrulyneſle of an Imperiall garrifon. For the 
Duke perceiving he had no command over hus ſubjeas, by 
rcalon of the garriſon : ſo ſoone as ever he had conſented to 
the Dzer of Leipſich.; he pretending togoe a hunting, went 
to refide 11 Zranſwich towne; and never ſince that time, re- 
turned into Wolfenbattle, | 

About the middle of the moneth, the Count of  P appen- 
heim ſets forward into the countrey of Lunenburg : whole 
eldeſt Duke Chriſtian of Zella-Lunenburg; is now heir ap- 
parent unto the childlefle Frick of Brunſwick , before- 
named.

leagues or 15 Engis/. (for the leagues be long in this coun- 
trey) to the Eaſt of Ericksbaro, and by the river Rhuma. Of 
this towne, he demands admiiſion; and proviſions for his 
Armie : both which, the Burgers upon confidence of aſli- 
ſtance from the Duke of Lunenburg, at firſt denyed him, 
But perceiving their enemies to bee ncerer then their {uc- 
cours; they thought better upon a bad motion, and accep- 
ted of as goodas 2 of his Regiments : being glad, beſides, 
to redeeme their former denyall, by a ranſome of 2coco 
Dollars. The forces that Pappenheirs now put into Eymb'ck

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mis people : with ſome Commanded men of the Count of 
Gronsfelds, corne out of Wolfenburrle,and commanded by 
Captaine Grees, This was done abeur the 18 or 20o0f our 
March, Till the money were paid, hee cauſed fome of the 
richer Burgers, to follow his Armie : and a good part uf 
their Ordnance, Vicualls, and Ammunition, hee ſends up- 
wards into #Yo/feubmrtle for the ſtrengthening of that, and 
the Baron G/eener 1n 1t ; for that he feared it might ſhortly 
be beſieged, by Tort and Lunenburg. ' 

And now turns he due Northward, intothe Biſhoprick.of 
Hildeſpeim.'n the way thitherward, he defeats ſome Haſſtar 
troups, which the Landgrave had lefc about Budeborg : a 
little ſhort of Hi/deſherm;which ſhould haye comne to have 
ſtrengthened Eymbeck, The Citie of Hildeſteim ſeeing him 
comming; admit of a garriſon of r000 Lanenburgers : by 
which meanesthartowne was ſecured, and his furmmons, 
utterly denyed. However, the weaker townes in the Bi- 
ſhoprick, he does what he pleaſes withall; and makes uſe 
of what proviſions, Duke Y:l5am and Bavxier had left unto 
the people. The good towne of Havover upon the river

Burt he forgate not by the 
way, to pay himſelfe ſome of thoſe 1 2e00 Dollars moneth- 
ly contribution; which the Duke of Zella- Lunenburg, at 
his former being in theſe parts had promiſed him : as Page 
117 of this Fomrth Part, we have told you, 

And now is his purpoſe wholly for the delivery of the 
towne of Sroade, by the Elbs ſide in the Biſhoprick of Fre. 
waver ; his owne uncle Bicknickey (as | heare) was now Go. 
vernor inthe towne; who with almoſt (if not full) 4000 
men, were by this end of this April, blocked up by Orre (or 
Achatizs) Toadt, and Generall Major Lohax/en, with the 
Lunenburgers forces, But before wee ſpeake of this ſervice 
let us leave our Pappenhermy upon his march thicherwards : 
and goe backe to fetch up Toars Story, to ſhew how hee 
came into theſe quarters. 

Wee told you Page 106 of this Booke, of his comming 
to the reliefe of the Biſhoprick of Bremer : and hither ler 
us now fetch up himſelfe and forces. His march from #+/- 
mar which helaſt tooke (by which all the Dukedome of 


Mecklenburg was cleered )lay tothe Northeaſt, to the E1s- 
ward, quite thorow the ſaid Duchie. On the Aeck/en. 
barger (ide of the Elb, towards Hamborow, is there alittle ; 
cantlet of land, called the land of Sachſen or Saxonland : the : 


countrey(as I take it) of the Dukes of Saxon Lawenburg,In 
this land, were Todrs Regiments a while enquarrtered : 
which ſtaid not long there : but paſſed about Lawenburg 0- 
ver the E/b, and were drawne to Bardewick in Lunenburg- 
land, Todt himſelfe going into Luncrbang; about 10 or 12 
Engliſh miles from Lawenbarg, and 4 or 5 from Bardewick. 

His Army conſi2ed of Swedes and Wecklenburgers; and 
of ſome Exgliſs and Scotriſh pamony : Duke George of 
Lunenbargs men, after a while comming alſo to him. 

Of Sir Thomas Conwayes Regiment, himſelfe, his Leifte- 
nant-Colonell Steward, and 300 ſoldiers; were upon L- 
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fifth of November caſt away on the coaſt of NVerway : the 
other 5 Colours with about 7509 men; arriving upon the 
fevenand ru entieth of the faie moneth, at Warnemand by 
Reſtock, The Sergea:it-Major over theſe 5 companies, was 
Captaine Thomas Grove, whonow commanded them, And 
all theſe about Chriitmas after, had order to march to :/- 
war. That being rendied (as Page 195 wee have told you) 
Toat and Lebauſen with the Swedes and Mecklenburgers; 
inallnot above 4050 at the moſt, made halt towards La- 
wenburg on the Elb,lome 50 Engli/h miles diſtant from #:/- 
mar, On Newyeares day at night, the 5 Eng/5/5 Colours 
{who marcht by themſelves) were at Sarmne in AMecklen- 
burgland, WeYJnelCay january the fourth, they marchr and 
met the thice Scorre Regiments. Thence on Sunday to 
Hagenow;\whence to Boxezerberg on the Elb;and lo croſt the 
Elb ar Lawenburg, whence they went to de enquartered 
with the Army in Bardewick, a very fineEto:vnc(and fome- 


times a rich one) before ſpoken of, To this towne came 


ſome of the Lanenbwrgers torces. 

Aboutthe time of that Sir Thomas Comwayer 5 Enſignes 
came to Warnemrna; did 5 of Sir Frederick Hami/tons Co- 
lours land alſo. They were Scorrs/ and Jriſs people;:amongſt 
which, was 1. Sir Fredericks owne Company ; 2, Coning- 
hams, Leiftenant-Colonell : 3. Troopes, Sergeant-Major : 
4 Gibſons, and 5 Flemmings, Captaines, The other 4 En-

Neither Eng/iſþ nor Scorriſh Regiments, had any fxe 
Armes, as yet:which in plaine Eng//h phraſe,is; They were 

not yet fully Armed, 
However,half armed,or unarmed as they were;Sergeant- 
ator Groves with his Engh/h, & the 2 Scottiſh Regiments; 
were after ſome 16 or 20 dayes lying about Bardewick, 
Rr commanded 
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commanded towards Boxtebwde. The towne is belonging 
to the Archbiſhop of Bremen:and lyes upon the ſmall river 
Eſſa, within 4 Enghiſa miles of the borders of Lam . 
the E1+ it ſelfe being within $ miles to the North ; and 
Himborow almoſt as neere it,to the Ealtward.Tisa ſtronger 
towne then Sroade: and there was a good garriſonnow in 
Boxtehude be» it:a place befides it is, of very good conſequence; forthat it 
ſeiged, is the Paſſe into thar which they call the 0/4 Lexd, in which 
Szoade ftandeth. The Generall Tadt with the reſt of the 
Army,lay now at Hornbarg;a pretty Fleck or market town, 
fome ſcaven Fnely+ miles tothe Northwelt of Boxtehade, 


that was now beleagred. At this Horwbarg was the Hoff- 


Qnarter (or Heade Quarter) for thatthis is alfe another 
Paſſe,into the Od lard aforelaid: by which, Sroade was on

In the timeofthisſei e, upo:Dottor Salvins advertilc-

eaues to the Marquefie Hawiltons Army, by the King of Swedews Com- 
firmyc, miſſion;to come and take charge of' Toats Army., withthe 
Style of Sergeant Mayor Generall.Sir Alexander beingnow 
comneto the O/d Cloyſter, (aforenamed)) and going about 
to take view of the Boxtebude;within 3 er 4 dayes after ns 
ficſt comming ; was fhott from the rowne imothe inftep of 
the left foor. He being thus diſabled for the commanding 


ofthe Armie, and carryed off, unto Hawborow; Todr, ow:

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the time, was to doc all againe : Lohenſcy (a Colonell with _ being 
one legee) being then made Sergeant Major Generall. And ***> 
this order contumed, till that #o/f Hezarickh Bandſſin(na- 
tive of L=/aria, and commonly called Baxditz) was ſent 
downe to be Leiftenant Generall; and Tore now going a- pan fails fene 
way» Duke George of Lunenburg became General of the Ar- ,, ..te charge 
mie. But Foxtehnde was firſt raken; 3nd P appenhcims gone of the Atwy- 
againe, ere Zawdifſin came to the Army, 
To returne to the {icge, There were 3 ſeverall Batteries 
by this time, gotten upagainſt the towne :. whereof 2 u 
on the 0/dcloyfter ſide, and a third upon the other ; from all 
which the Swediſs Canon plaid every day into the Citie, 
Nor were the beſieged, altogether idle, Having advertiſe- 
ment by the Boores,thatthe £ng/if and Seorri/5 Regiments, 
were not halfe armed, and but raw ſoldiers; 200 of the 
rowne Horſemen; one night fallyed out upon their Quar- 
ters. They fell out witha very great clamor and noiſe ma» 
king: and were comne within 2© paces of their very Guards, 
Thoſe of our nation that had Armes, ſtgod heir ground : , $,11y ce. 
and 2 troops of Horſe were quickly at hand to ſecond them. pulſed. 
Tis faid, that ſome of the 1-4 ventured upon the falliers 
horſemen, with their skeynes or {words onely : and did. 
ſome peece of execution upon them, However, the leader 
of the ſallyers was there ſhot dead and fell; his men forced 
toretire : being after ſome skirmiſhing, beaten into the ve- 
ry Ports of their Citie. Another night, they fell out of the 
towne againez and fer fireupon the Scorri/h Guardes - and 
had they adventured bur a little further, they had put the 
Quarters into a terrible confuſion, But even now they were 
per{wadedin againe. 
The ſiege went on/in the meane time,and the Canon from 
all 3 Batteries did their duties : faggots and ſtorming lad- 
ders were alfo made ſhew of; nor yet would theſe offers 
fright out the beſieged, Full 3 weckes, there was miſery 
enough endured by thole of our nation withont the towne: 
about the cud of which time, upon the fourth of March; the 
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beſieged / as it were for pitty of our Countrymen )yeelded,; 
and marcht upon good conditions into Stoade. Boxtehude 
being thus a noliſ» having donethe chiete of their 
ſervice there; were off-red to garriſon the towne- : which 
they gladly enough accepting ofzthe 5 Colours were put in- 
toit, Here lay they 3 weekes : Sergeant-Major Grove be- 
ing Governor, The Generall Toa? having a purpoſe to 
put in a Swede (a fervant of his) to be Governor over 
Groves head:he being a high ſpirited Gentleman, that could 
not endure to be rewarded with ſuch an affront for all his 
ſervices : the Engliſh colours were commanded out, and a 
Swediſh Leiftenant-Colonell (not Toats man) put in tobe 
Governour, with 5 Enſignes. 

Thence were the E»g/5/3 (ent to block up Steade ; about 
which, the reſt of the Army were quartered up and downe 
in Dorps; the ſnow not then ſuffering them to lye in open 
Quarters. But this ſerved the turne well enough: T oar-spur- 
pole being, but to block itupat a diſtance ; victualls were 
ſoſcarce with him, that he ſhould not otherwiſe have beene 
able to have kept the Army together, in one leaguer. This 
towne 1s ſeated upon a ſmall riveret called the Zwwmg. about 
2 Engliſh miles from the E16 ; a skonce being betwixt it and 
the Citie, The land on both hands of it, is low moraſles: 
Cauſeyes running al along thorough them. The countrey on 
the Northof it, is the Keyainger land, (vulgarly called the 
Land of Kayne) and that part to the Eat and Southward, is 
called the Ad /and of Srrade. There was a garriſon of al- 
moſt (it not altogether) 40:0 men in the towne. Papper- 
heims owne kinſman being the Governour. Here had the Be- 
ſtegers exerciſe enough: the Beſieged dayly falling out into 
their Quarters. Sometimes did they affront their Quarters, 
with mighty Partees, ofa fu!l thouſand: otherwiſe, with: 
or 300 Horſemen, or more, with muskettiers behind them. 
Thus would they give a Cam/ado; beat and fire a Quarte”, 
now and then; and ſo in agains, never ſtanding to it to make 
good any thing. And thus went on the bufineſſe, all thi 


moneth, 
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moneth, and the next : Toat having neither purpoſe nor 
power, io attempt more upon the tow'ne ; the garriton 
(plainely ) being ncereas {trong as his Ariny : eſpecially af- 
ter the taking of Bremersford, which next followed, 

In the end of Aprill, whileſt Sroade was block; was this 
towne of Bremersford befieged by a Regiment of the Arch- 
biſhop of Bremers. Art this towne, whileſt the Biſhop had 


it; was his Palace and place of Refidence. The beſi:ged 


were hard =_ ro it for proviſions; for all which they had 
takena deſperate oath, that they would never yee!d the 


rowne, but tothe Kings Army. The Generall Toar being y,em,.f;4 
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advertiſed ofthis reſolution; ſends away Sir Frederick Ha-tak n. 


miltons Regiment, under the command of his Leiftenant 
Colonell Conmghans; to take in the Citie. The befieged no 
ſooner ſaw his Colours flye, before their Walls; but they 
preſently entred intoa Parly. The Bremers Colonell here- 
upon, being jealous of his honor, privately and pretently, 


made tender untothem of better conditions : whereupon 


they. immediately concluded, and marcht out every way 
like ſoldiers into Sroade, P 

No ſooner was this done, but there came newes inſtant- 
ly unto Bremer-ford;that Pappenheim with g or 1 oc co Foot, 
and 50co Horſe, was comming, and within 10 houres 
matrcl1 ofithem : and indeed this towne was direMly in his 
way, tO Sroade-ward Command was now ſent - in the 
Generall, that the Regiment ſhould haſten away to Boxte- 
hude, and deliver up Bremersford, tothe Bremers Colonell. 
The Regiment being moſt 1r:f and Scors, uſed to. wading 
and night-marching : came flouncing thorough the Bogs 
and By-places, and recovered ſafely into Zoxtehude; not- 
withſtanding the enemies drummes, were all the night 
within hearing. 

This was about the end of our April. Papperherms march 
wasfro Hamelen and Nyenburg upon the Weſer,alongto the 
Northward, thorow the Bithoprick of Ferder, and the 


edge of Laxenbwrg, and then betweene the Fennes of Bre-

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mmriend, Leaving the river Zwing upon his right hand ,and 
crowding in betweene Bremersford and Harſeneld cloyiter; 


hee thruſt himlelfe into Sroade Citie, Hee was, indeed, 


though not ſo many as he gave out himlelfe for; yet much 
about 100: o Horſe and Foot : which with the Towne-gar- 
riſon, was farre too ſtrong for Tedts Armie. He theretore 
now gave way tohim ; marching to Boxtebade and tho- 
row 1t, to getall his owne Army to a head for reſiſtance. 
Pappenheim was in Stoade, before the Swedes imagined he 
could have beene : himſelfe giving them the firſt aſſurance 
of his being there, by the ſhooting off (in a militarie brave- 
ry ) all his Ordnance, 

He being now in Stoade, had the paſſage into the Xey- 
dingerlard, (to the North of him) open. There was the Re- 
giment of Major Generall Zeſljes, and 4 Companies of Co- 
lonell Aonroes of Ob/Acll, enquartered, to block up Sroade 
on that fide. Upon theſe now falls Papperherims, cuts them 
off all; takes 19 Colours, and Major Leſlyes owne Enfigne 
amongſt them : Of thoſe that were taken priſoners; Offcers 
were made priſoners to Officers, Captaines to Captaines; 
and fo forth : and notwithſtanding that the Pappenhermers 
had ſpare horſes enow , (for that they tooke a breed of 
Mares out of the Iand) yet made they their priſoners to 
trort on foot at their ſtirrops, like their Horſe boyes.. 

' Now did Pappenheim caſt about to get into the: 0/dland; 
both for the pillage of the countrey, and to get the Es 
cleere, if it were poſſible:and wirhall to exerciſe Toatrs peo- 
ple, whileſt he provided to bee going, The Boores being 
now up in their owne detence, about the skonce; and ſome 
Dragooners and other ſoldiers being amongſt them : Pap- 
penheins ſuppoſed the aRtien more failcable, ro beate thorow 
Hornbarg and Todrs Army there : then thorow the Boores, 
Cauteyes a::d Moraſſes, This Hornburg, though it were 
well ſeated fos a Paſſe, yet was it but a ſmall Fleck, untill 
ſome new caſt up Workes, had now well fortifyed the pal-

thunders with his Ordnance, that he beates all downe bc- 
fore him. And yet here was good oppoſition made unto 
him, and by fome Scorrifs too of Sir Frederieh Hamiltons 
Regiment : amongſt whom, Captaine Grb/o» was faid to 
have behaved himtfelfe bravely ; Here was Major Generall 
Lohax/ens horſe ſhor under him. The Generall 7 ode per- 
ceiving the towne not to be mamtained, gives orderto have 
fire-put to it, and retreated with his Armie toa great work 
he had betweenethe towneand the O/d hard : lying npon a 
water. This wasmaintained by a Forlorye hope, left forthe 
defence of it, untill the Army retreated thorow the Old land 
ſafely. The towne of Boxtehwde being not large though to 
entertaine T oats whole Armie, hee marcht thorow it and 
laid them in Dorpy, till he had occaſton to draw them to a 
head againe. 

P appenherrmw being thus defeated of his paſſage into the 
0ldlandby Hornbwrg, and put into Stoade againe': hee the

carry with him : blew up the ſide of a Port, and away hee 
went, Whither he had made any private overture of deli- \ | 
vering Sroade (for money ) 'unto the. King of Denmarks _ 
hands, I know not, though I have read of it : and of ſome | |4 
letters beſides, which the Syndicus or Recorder of Stoade

heirs fine plot failed, He being in diltreſſe in Sroade, and 
not able to put it over to Denmark (which hee had rather 
have done, then the Swedes or Brewers ſhould have had it) 
1s faine toleave it as wee told you, 
Being thus gone cleere oft; I wonder {faies hee to Major 
Leſlyes Ancient, which he had prifoner with him )rhat your 
men follow me not ? were I behinde them as they arenow 
behinde me,I would bring ap their Reeye for them, 1 would 
fetchthem up, to die for it.

The day after the Army came to lie by the towne,did the 
Duke of Lnnenberg take in Stewrwold Caſtle, a good ſtrong 
peece about an Engliſh mile to the North of Hzldeſheim,P ap- 
penbeims leaguer was now within ſome few miles of Zs- 
nenburgs;{o that there-weredaily skirmiſhes betwixt com- 
manded Partees of both Armies.

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a black Corfſlet; and armes for reſiſtance. The Boores of 
Haſſia, (becomne halfe ſoldiers by theſe continued warres) 
they (tart up too,and ſtoppe up the paſiages of the Country, 
P appenhesms Vantcurriers makinga ſhew ot themſelves be- 
fore the very gates of Caſſe/; were there encountred with a 
Horſe-Regiment of Colonell Dalwicks; that now fallyed 
out upon them. The Pappenheimers had made their brave, 
ſoneere tothe very tewne, that the Ordnance from the 
walls, werelet flye among(t them, Here tis faid, that Colo- 
nell Zohnthar brought them on, was taken priloner, and 
ſome 60 Horſemen ſlaine upon the place : the reſt being 
faine to retreate from Dalwick ; to whom they left one 
Cornet behinde them. Pappenherm (1 heare) had promiſed 
the Archduchefle 7/abel/a, thar he would rake this Caſſe/ : 
but was faine now to goe without it : the towne being one 
of the ſtrongeſt of all Germame, 

All this had Pappenherm done, to make a diverſion : and 
to oblige the Landgrave to recall Clein Taacob, ont ofthe 
Eleftor of Cullens countries of Paderborn and Weſtphalia, 
He had purpoſed, alſo, to have falne into D«ringen ; which 
at Allen-Dorff he was very neereunto : the Ferre, Baſt and 
Welt, dividing this Heſſe» and Daringen, But both theſe 
purpoſes, he was now diverted from: by a Currier received 
from the Count of Gronsfelt, concerning Lunenburg: and 
Bandiſjins falling into the lands of Brenſwick & Hildeſheim, 
This inade him faces abowr ro the right; and to goe towards 
Volckmarſen : which the Landeraves forces had alſo in pol- 
ſeſſion. To relieve this, x 4 Haſſian troopes of Horfe, being 
now ſent; and having taken up their Quarters upon a woo- 
dic hillneer the towne, in the night timeto ſlip into it: they 
were diſcovered and ſurpriſed by the Pappenheimers, Of 
theſe, were 205 faid to be laine, and as many priſoners:

And thirdly Colonell Grave (or fume ſuch name) a Swed: 
who had the left Wing.'n the Reere, were onely 2 Brigades, 
The firſt which made the Righe Wing, was of the Scorrih 
nation; made up of the z weake Regiments of my Lord Foy- 
beſſes,Colonell cnro's, and Colonell Robert Leſlyes ; who 
commanded it. In the left 57g of the. Reere,was the B;. 
gade made up of the Engli/h and Scorrs/þ nations; under Sir 
Frederick Hamilton and Sir John Caſwel!, The Reſerve, or 
Brigade behinde all : was commanded by the Swedsyh Colo. 
nell [ag aforeſaid All theſe, together with the Horſe (not 
now drawn up)might really make up ſomegoo > men: which 
though they were able to march no more, yet they went 
for 160co. This is the eArirhmerick of the Warres : to ule 
Subſtrattion from the countrey people, and Mulciplication 
of their owne numbers. 

June the twentie eighth being Thurſday, the Alarme was 
brought into the I wnenburgers leaguer : Arme, Arme, Þ ap- 
penhesm 35 comming. Thatnight hecame, indeed, to the 0- 
ther ſide of Hildeſheim, At this time, the Englrſh and Scor- 
ri/5 Brigade had the Watch, or Guard : and it was verily be- 
leeved, hee would have fallen into the Trenches. But this 
he didnot ; for having caſt up ſome Batterses, inthe hill of 
Aoritſberg,and mounted abeut 8 peeces, cloſe by the town: 
he did no more then only give | $a 20 or 30 Canon ſhot 
withoutarepring any further With al chis,he did not much 
more hurt, then kill 2 hoggs in the ſtreet; as the.townſmen 


thundered ſo upon his pioners, and thoſe about the Ord- 
nance; that they killd him 40 or 5o people. Some affirme, 
that his men were that day in mutiny; and cryed for Ge: 
Gelt :and that this was the reaſon he gave no more on; nel- 
ther upon towne nor leaguer. However, he that night dil 


to Kalenberg : where for 5 or 6 dayes hee entrenched. All 


that time, were there daily skirmiſhes betwixt Conn 
| c 
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ded Partees, from both Armies : bur this held no longer, for 
that Pappernherm being now envited to relieve MaFriche, os rg 
made halt rhitherward; and fo nterly (for the time) lefe 
this Countrey : raſing his workes before Ka/enberg. 

In P appenheems ablence; was the Count of Gronsfelt lefc 
with ſome few forces about'Weffphalsa,on the other ſide the 
Weſer : who by lightning the garriſons in the Biſhopricke G;opfe1r lefein 
of P aderbern, and thoſe parts, came afterwards to have an vefphalic, 
Army too ſtrong for Baxdi/ſins; after that Lawenburg was 
parted with him. But of this, by and by, in its order. Pap- 
penheiims direRed his march to the South Weſtward; going 
firſt ro Groenew, x2 Engliſh miles from Hildeſterm and due 
Eaft of Hamelen. Hence goes he to Poll, on the Feſtphals- 
an {ide of the Weſer, 14 Engliſh miles South of Haweles : 
and here having paſſed the Weſer, he faces abour to the /eff, 
all along the#e/er; and ſo to the Rhme-ward. 

P appenheims Armie being thus marcht out of Kalenberg, 
(at whom let us turne downe a leafe, till wee againe meer 
them) the Swediſh had preſent notice of i : and ſome: of 
their Horle fell into ic, fo ſoone as ever the Pappenhermers 
were out of it, Yea before Pappenherws himſelfe was : who 
being ſomething amorous, and ſtaying in the towne after 
his Army apon Juch an occaſion; might there have been ta 
ken priſoner by the Sweasſs : had they either knowne him, 
or of him The Dukeof Lanenbary purpoſing to remove, 
gives order to diſmantle Srewrwold Caſtle ; whereupon, Ju- 
ly the twelfth he riſes from about Hi/deſaeim :; and leavin 
his 2 Regiments in the towne, he marches with the reſt of The Duke of 
the Army towards Duderflar. This towne, is in the very _ 
Southern corner of the land of Brayfich , inthelittle Coun- "®, ' 
trey of E5/chſe/t,abourt 50 Engliſh miles from Hildeſpeims, 
P appenheime had left theſe troopes for the'defence of it Of 
Bremner Wy 4 350 ; of Rewnachers, 300: of Furftes. 
bergs, 250: befides 2co new kvyed men, and 400 Horſe- 
men. Before this towne, was much good ſervice done on 
both ſides : the Lanenbargerr, laboured upon their Approa- - 
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ches, and the Befieged upon their fallyes; where many a 
brave man was killed. Among the reſt was Francs Betor, 
Captaine Leiftenant to Sir Frederick Hamilton, {laine with 
a bullet of a ſling peece, in the ſhoulder. The —_ at 
laſt, brought their /ine; almoſt cloaſe to the walls, and were 
readie to ſtorme ; which the townſmen (then in want and 
mutinie ) July 24 prevented;by ſending out a Prumme, gi- 
Takesit.  Ving hoſtages, and entring intoa Parlie. And thus was the 
towne yeelded : diverſe of the ſoldiers, taking pay of the 
Duke of Lawenburg, Hence were all the Ordnance,viu- 
alls and ammunition taken;and the workes lighted and dil- 
mantled. After this, ſome ſtrong Partees being ſent abroad 
into the Country of E:/chfelt;perſwaded the Boores(ſome- 
rhing at that time in commotion) to goe home and be quiet, 
And thus by the end of July, was all that carner (excepting 
Eymbeck) betwixt Brunſwickland, Darmgen, and the We- 
ſer; reduced into good termes againe - $11 th after Duke 
William of Saxor-Weymars departure; the comming of the 
Count of Pappenheim, (like a ſtorme amorig the waves) had 
wrought h:gh; and all to be-ruffled into a foame of fury. 
Thoſe parts being well ſhut of Pappenherm; the Duke of 
Emnnenburg being ſolicited by the Brun/wickers : hath a de- 
ſigne upon the {trong towne of Folfenbuttel, Hereupon, 
Augult the firlt, is the whole Army divided, for 2 ſeverall 
wayesand expeditions : Baudsſſin with 3 Brigades making 
towards Paderborn ; and the Generall F5agek ne with the 
other 3,towards Wolſenbuttel, For now they thought to 
have taken in all the Countrey, at once : and that ſo ſoone as 
Lunenburg 20d o1erthey ſhewed but their Canon;any towne would yeeld, 


_ nx preſently, But they were deceived. L«nenbrrg comming n 
neere the rowne, there were 2 weake Regiments of the , 
Dukes and Townes of Branſwick, ſent to joyne with him, C 
O:ie of theſe, were Dragooners; but not yet furniſht with , 
horſes : and the other was a Foot Regiment. Hither alfo + 
came a Scortiſh Regimentunder Colonell Kmg : the Regi- Fu 


ment was not wholy there;for they were not aboye 7 or 502 
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men : but theſe that did come, were held as good men as a- 
ay in the Army By theſe, was Duke George made up ſome 
7000 {trong, Horſe and Foot together, or neere upon 1t : 
and with theſe, beganne hee now to block up the towne. 
Three feverall Quarters he laidabout it : his owne, Sergeqnt- 
Major Lehaxſens, ( which was ſomething neere thetowne) 
and the Bran/wickers, They made neither Approaches nor 
attempts upon it; their purpoſe onely being, ro block and 
ſtarve it. The firſt night of their comming before it, the The Duke 
towne Horſe by the Governor Baron G/emers appoint- v1 ckirg up 
ment; fell our to burne up the next Dorps and __ and "'"fenoureh 
toſpoile what they could; that their enemies might have:no 
ſhelter nor benefit of them. It chanced, that one Erick (or 
George ) eAnderſon, the King of 4wedens Commuſſarie for 
the Armie, and Major Lohaw/en, ſeeing thele Boutefen's 
and fire-carryers, and ſuppoling them to have beene their 
owne men; redeup tothem, to chide them in the Kings 
name. The (ommiſ/ary having thus rame his head into the 
nooſe,by this miltaking.and berrayed himſelfe in the Kings 
name : wasthere taken priſener in the Emperors name, Lo- 
baxſen eſcaped narrowly, and that by. the meanes of his 
Pages diſcovering the toyle, they were gotteninta.

W hileſt he was gone from: Fo/fenbarrel, in the night Sep- 
tember 24,are 1400 Horſe ſent from Gronsfelt; who thruſt

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of them, and as many Foot of the garriſon, falling out upen

Upon theſe moſt diſhonourable conditions, was the 
ſtrong & excellently wel provided town of Hildeſherm;the = 
laſt day of September, yeelded up unto the Count of Pap- 
penheims, You have here no mention, of any conditions for 
ſoldiers marching out; for indeed there was none, but the 
townes ordinary gen now.in it : for notwithſtanding 
that the Duke of Lunenburg had left 2 ofhis Regiments 
there, at his going thence to D#derſtat; yet had he drawne 
them out againe, athis late-going to Wolfenburtel, At this 
eaſie taking, of ſo mighty a ſtrong, and well provided a Ci- 
tie, Pappenheim himielfe could not chooſe but wonder : 
Hildefzeim was much eaſier then 2ſaeſtricht to him. Being 
maſter of it, he uſed it thereafter : Cowards (he knew ) 
would endureany thing. Now gives he order, to have all 
the townſmens plate laid hold of. ; and carryed into the 
Statchouſe : and that to make preſent downe payment, of 
the 20coo0 Rixe Dollars agreed upon, A very great quan- 
tity of.viualls and ammunition, he cauſes to bee rakenout 
of their Magazines, which hee ſent into Wolfenburrel. This 
was theplace, thathe was moſt carefull of : for beſides that 
it ſocurbed and awed the neighbour Br#nſwickers; it was 
aluceretreate for himſclfe, upon all occaſions.

But therein they were deceived ; for they had not ad- 
vanc't one league &a half, but they had the Alarmebrought 
home to them ; how that both Arnheim and Dwbalt were 
already marcht, and within a league of them, Vpon this 
newes- 
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newes, Don Baltha/ar counter-marches to the Paſle at Stes- 
»as:the neerelt & the ſafeſt ſtrength, which he thereabouts 
had the command of. Behind this town and 1n it,they made 
Alt;and there fare they downe with their Army. Vpon Sa- 
rurday Auguſt the ſeaventecnth, came the Swedes and Sax- 
ons before Steinas ; and tooke up 2 {everall Quarters before 
it. D#balt with his Swedes and Brandenburgers, had a ſandy 
hill before the enemyes Leaguer, and upon that, getting : 
2 Batteryes and 20 peeces of Ordnance: he cruelly wit 
murthermg ſhot &c, thundered both upon the towne, and 
the Imperiall Leaguer. e-Lrnheim, hee charges upon their 
Horſe Quarters at the ſame time : and Dwbalrs Cavalery 
talls upon another flanck cf them : who being now much di. 
ſtrated by the raking of D#ba/rs Ordnance thorow their 
Battalions; their Horſemen afrera charge or two, tooke the 
rowt upon it, running Eaſtward towards Schwermrz, and 
Zreſlaw;(ome 4000 of their Foot, having thruſt themſelves 
into the Fort. In this fight, (as I find 2 ſeverall writings for) 
were ſome 2000 Imperialiſts ſlaine : there might perchance 
be halfe ſo many ; and hardly more , for that they ſtood not 
lorgenough to it. Chace there could be none ; for that the 
Imperialiſts having firſt ſent away their ordnance and bag- 
page towards Freſlaw, tooke care enough to burne Steinaw 
ridge behind them. [| | 

Now does the Proteſtant Army lay ſeige tothe Fort, and 
to them in it: which the next day Aug.nineteenth,they falto 
to batter upon. Tis written that Don Balthaſar himſelf, with 
the Coiits of Schaumberg & Hangfeld,belides uther Gran- 
dees of the Army ; were now within the Fort: but [ thinke 
they had too much wit to Coope up themſelyes in a Count- 


ing-houſe, This ill lucke they bad, that the fourth day of 


the ſeige, within the Fort, ſome of their powder tooke fire: 
and the towne fell into a flame by D#balrs\ſhooting. Di- 
vers therefore here miſcarried; Schaffgorzs was ſhot in the 
ſhoulder with a musker, and the reſt {av'd themſelves ei- 
ther by gecting over the Oder, or by boates downe the 
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ſtreame of it. Colonell Goetz was comming to their reliefe- 
but meeting the newes of APs loft, he retyred ro Schwes- 
itz. Don Balthaſar and the reſt recovered to the walls of 
Breſlaw; whereabouts the Army beganne to come to a head 
againe, And thus upon Friday Auguſt the twentte fourth, 
was the Paſſe and Skonce of Sranas, apgaine recovered from 
the Imperialiſts. | 

The day before this, was Kalckftern ſent out with 10 
Companies unto Nerwmarcke; a pretty towne betwixt Srez- 
nau and Breſlaw : and 15 Englip miles from this latter, 
K alckstein ſending for the Magiſtrate, demands entrance : 
and he deſiring reſpite; Ka/cksrein ſhewed him 4 peeces of 
Ordnance, That bunch of keyes opens all the gares, and ler 
in 5 Companies tolie there in garriſon. With rhe other s, 
went X a/cksrein unto Kant, 8 Engliſh miles due South cf 
of Breflaw: which durſt not but ſeeme freely roadmit of 3 
other Companies, Thus was Breſlawblocked up, both upon 
the North Ealt and South quarter of it, 

By Sunday noone Auguſt the twenty ſixth, had the Im- 
periall Army gotten up to Freſiaw; before the Oder gate 
where they were marſhalled. Theſe reported, how 
ſhameſully they had beene beaten out of the Skonce, with 
the loſſe of ſome hundreds,as alſo of 6 peeces of Ordnance 
and Schaffgorzs's ſilver wagon, to the value of 2 tunne of 
gold in it, Towards evening, the Army was commanded to 
the long Bridge; over which they marched;and,upona faire 
Triangular peece of ground betwixt the wood,the water,& 
the moraſſes;they encamped. A place of mighty advantage; 
web had but one Avenue to it, by which it might be aſſaul- 
red. Here they gave out themſelves to thoſe of Breſlaw,to be

Preſently after, 300 of them turned backe a- 
gaine; by which time 2 troopes of Swedi/4 were comne in- 
to the Sweimirz meddow called the Faire berd, within mul(- 
ket ſhot of Breſlaw. Now the Crabats called to the Citizens 
on the walls,to aſſiſt them by ſhooting at the Sweds/o: which 
they refuſed. Hereupon, 300 Crabars tell upon the 250 
Swediſh ; whom they put to the retreate.Thele being reen- 
forced,came on again; but the Crabars keeping clole ro the 
Sweinitz, port,the Sweasſh quilt come no neerer for feare the gome $kir- 
rowne ſhould have given fire upon them: for which indeed mithes being 
there was order given. Now the Swediſh looking to get ©2de by their 
betweene the Crabarsand their camp; they diſcovering it, HEY; 
made haſt thicherward, They gone, there was a very faire 
Coach eſpyed by the Swed/ſs ; which offered to come into 
the Citie ; and this they fell upon and tooke.

The Cities an{were was. 

1. For the Emperor, they were reſolved, as they were 
obliged, to live and die. 

2. ViRualls and Ammunition for the Armie, they could 
not ſpare them : becauſe that little they had there was need 
enough of, in {o populousa Citie, And yet if they could be 
aſſured, how their rowne ſhould be maintained againſt the 
Swedes & Saxons, they would aftord whatever they found 
their Magazines able to ſpare them. 

3. As for the retreare of the Armie into their Citie; that 
might they by no meanes aftord them, 

4. As for leave of marching thorow their Citie; that 
could they not imagine how it could bee convenient either 
for the towne or Armie : for that ſecing they mult likewiſe 
afford the ſame favour to the Swear; they ſhould thereby 
bring their citie into a moſt eminent danger. 

5. &s for favouring them with their Ordnance from the 
walls,until they ſhould have made their retreate far enough; 
that were farre leſſe expedient for them. And therefore 
they would intreate the Army to conſider, how much 1n- 
convenience muſt needs be drawne upon the City by it. For 
whereas the Swedsfs had hitherto offercd no hoſtility;either 
unto the City or any belonging toit; they had no reaſonto 
provuke them firſt of all : which if they ſhould doe, they 
ſhould never be able to givean account for it to poſteritie, 
This courteſie they hoped for from the Imperiall Army;that 
if the Sweds/> ſhould offer to aſſault their Citie, they would 
the be ready to relieve it. The towne having thus handſomly 
declined, rather then denyed theſe demands: the Imperiall 
Othicers all abaſhed ar it, repaired to their leaguer. 

Abour noone the ſame Thurſday, came there a letter unto 
the Magiſtrates, from the Generall Dwbalt : full of good 


language and profeſſion, Therein was the ſincerity of his 
Majeſty 
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lieve all the oppreſſed; concluding all, with a defire of vt- 
Aualls, for thankes and money. ViRtuals were denyed : tor 
all which,thoſe of the Suburbs came into the towne to buy: 
which they plentiftully went and ſold unto the Swedi/b. 
Now come the ſoldiers to $', Nicholas gate: and cloſe under 
that, they bring their wagons to be ſheltred. The molt part 
of the !mperiall Armie inthe meane time, forfooke their 
owne leaguer,and retyred into that Suburb on the other ſide 
of Breſlaw called El/bing : the Swediſh in the meane time 
continuing their aſſault upon thofe lefr at the Oder, & ſtrive 
to force their paſſage over it. Friday the laſt of Auguſt, be- 
times in the mornivg, the reſt of the Imperiall Army brake 
up, and came before the Oder gate; and'to retyred into the 


faid Suburb, Here {taid they nor full 2 houres ; but in great Th. qmperia- 


haſt retyred themſelves, ſome North Eaſtward to Vamftars; 
others North Weſtward to Amur : whence twas thought 
they would have gone out of the countrey, About noone 
the ſame day, came the Swedſp ruſhing into the ſaid Sub- 
urb of Elving, having by boates gotten over the Oder, Here 
made they havock of whatſoever the Imperialiſts had leſt 
behinde them,but doing no wrong unto any of the Breſlaw- 
ers, Juſt then was newes brought, that other Swedi had 
flaine 2co Imperaaiilts,taken Colonell Rerffal prifoner, with 
3c0 horſemen more, at O/aw bridge; 16 Eng/ifr miles ts 
the South Eaſt of Breflaw which were there ſet to main- 
raine the Paſſe over theriver O/aw, which falleth into the

Saturday morning September the firſt, the Cit'zens of

e)-2 © WJ men; was this Prince ſer up: even Hee, 
the greatelt of the beſt Religion, ofall Germany. 

The life of this good Prince, was a firange!y 
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counterchanged mixture of fortunes;a Tablet,of di- 
* vers countenances.. His entry into the Z/cForate, 
wasglorious;his beginnings, bappy; his vertues,re. 
ſpeRtull ; and ſuch as deſervedly attraited all the 
eyes & courtſhip of Gerymany,upon him, The great 
allyances which he had contracted , his high paren- 
rage: his mighty Supportments, both within Ger- 
»14ny,and without it, rhe conſiderable eminency of 
his Houſe, his-Eſtate, and the body of confederates, 
principally depending upon his direRtons; together 
with the hopefuJacſſe, that other Princes and Peo. 

les mo, had of him: theſe were the faire eminen- 
cies that differenced him from other Princes; and 
theſe were the procurers ef his cle&ion to the 
Crowne of Bohemia, Anelection,indeed, banefull, 
(forthe time) to his perſon and Howſe; yea andto 
the whole repoſe of Germany: all which, ever ſince 
that time, hath felt the dire effets of thelately. pre. 
ceding Comet : as having beenedeepely imbroyl'd 
in an uniyerſall warre; which hath over-run, not the 
berterpartalone,butalthe 4.corners of it, A warre, 
that hath for theſe 14. long yeares, continued with 
ſuch Romackfulneſſe on both ſides; and beene in- 
famed with the ravages & overturnings of ſo great 
apart of the Eſtates and Provinces of the Empire; 
aSareliketo carry the markes and ſcarres of it, yer 
for a many ages. 

And notwithſtanding that this Prince, both by 
himſelfe and the potenteſt of his Friends ; hath left 
no honorable meanes unattempred, for the quench- 
ing of this Skarre-fire : yet hath he found ſuch ob. 
ſitnate and fatal oppoſitions,fromtimeto time; ſuch 
rigide ſtiffeneſſes, in the contrary party; yea ſuch a 
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The Charafer of the King of Bohemia. 
connter-bandings from day to day; and thoſe en. 
. ceaſed coo, upon the fortunateneſle of their good 
Tucceſſes : that all the mediations of the: greateſt 
Kings, have becn rejected, and the Prince himſelfe 
banaited for theſe many yeares, yea and diſpoiled of 
his poſſeſſions. And yet againe,whenhe ſaw hicmſelf 

juſt ready to take Se/ſix againe of his own countrey, 
and to bid farewell to his afiions: even then, juſt 
then, found he his hower-glaſſe runne out, and his 
period conciuded upon. 
The calamity ofthis Prince, hath beene taken up 
fora Theme by a many licentious tongues, and unlt- 
cenſed pennes;to declaime again him:they groun. 
ding themſelves npon the ſucceſſe and bad conditi- 
on of his affayres, to make judgement of his mana- 
ging the: taking leave moſt outragioully to derra& 
tromhim,with an unmancclyand tul-mouthd liber- 
ty. Thoſe that neerelicſt betore knew him;conteſſe 
him, indeed, to have beene unforcupare :but could 
not devide, which way he came to deſerve it : yea 
they beleeve withall, that there is not a ſpirit tobe 
found,bow well mounted and fortified foever it be; 
that could have borne the Crofle with a better tem- 
pered moderation, then ie had done his ſufferings: 
& doe admirerhatpatienceof his,which was indeed . 
moſt eminently remarkable inhim. Moſtrue x is, 
that a many excellent vertues of this Prince, have 
notonely beene over-clouded, but have alſo beene 
oppreſſed,by the unlucky welghtineſſe of his infeli- 
cities:and yet haveſo many others broke forth, and 
beamd out from himzas might have beene ſufficient ' 
T0 have dazeled the owle-eyes of Envy, and bungd 
upthe mouths of that malignitic and miſ-ſpeaking; 
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The Chareder of the King of Brhemia. 
with which he hath continually beene rongue-ſmit. 
ten and perſecuted. His Heaſe, his Extreftion, his 
Kinred,his Alaxces ; together with his perſonal good 
qualitics, even theſe ought of duty to commaund 
torbcarance, in thoſe Setyrical and mercenary (pi- 
rits; who are fiill provided of Common places, 
both for Pazegyricks and Invertives: whichthey 
make ſerve their turnes according to the times; tO 
make (hew of their owne queint wits;even with dil- 
paraging of great Princes: whoſe highneſle of Birth 
alone,(hould be enough to make ſuch people know 
their diſtances. There ts an honour due to Princes, 
of what ſide ſocyer they be: ycaandan Apelogie for 
this very Gentleman: who though too roo groflcly 
undervalucd he were, in theſe bis ruisfortunes; yet 
was cver well reſpeted by thoſe that beſt knew 
him,evenin the loweſt declinativa of his diſgraces . 
Highly honeurcd he was by a moſt ample teftimo- 
ny of that ſolide judgemented Prince, the King of 
Sweden, gpon the offer of variety of occaſions: who 
was ſometimes enforced ro moderate that thirſt 
and purſuite ofmilitary honour in himzand other. 
while profeſſed himſclte to bee fo inveigled (as it 
were) by the ſweetneſle of his Converſation, asto 
engage his promiſe to him (many a time) to r'1tmpa- 
triate and re-eſtate him againe in his place of ho- 
nour, witha requeſt to him to manage his life ſo, as 
might be beſt forthe improvemenc of the publick, 


& the comfort of his friends, and thoſe about him. 


" The Snbjeas ofthis govd Prince, may have plen- 
tifull matter of conſolation, from that moſt heroi- 


call, and maſculine (pirited Princeſle, his Queene, 
and from that ſweet and gumerous Iflue, which he 
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hath lefr behinde him : which promiſes them an en- 
tire affranchiſement, one day againe ; andthe reſct. 
ling ofa Femily ſo many wayes conſiderable, as is 
one of the firſt and ancicnrlicſt deſcended, of all Eu. 
rope. A Queene, who for her beautie, and vertues; 
demerits to be made nolefſe, then what ſhee was 
bornt;or Crowned:and who for the unexampled bea. 
ring of theſe varied aflitions, deſerves to be made 
more,then there are yet Titles for. An Iſſue fo faire; 
and for theirnumbers, ſuch a bleſſing : as were not 
onely prepared by God, for a preſent Comfort to 
their widowed Mother:burt, (which cheir owneex- 
cellent towardlineſſe, gives pregnant hopes of) for 
the railing of their owne faire Family againe ; and 
engrafting the Palatine branches , into moſt ofthe 
great Howſes of the Empire, 

The Reader(l hope) will not take it amiſſe from 
me, that | have done that right, unto ſo great a 
Princes; which inall duty and conſcience l felt my 
ſelfe obliged ro. A Prince, who hath theſe wany 
yeares beene the Butt of misfortunes,and of the in- 
ſolencies and inſultations,which, of courſe, follow 
upon them. And this have I done,ſo much the more 
confidently ; for that this Prince hath had the ho- 
nour of allyance, not onely with other great Kings; 
bur alſo with mine own gracious Soveraigne, Tru- 
ly all perſons of honour, ought of right to eſteeme 
themſelves intereſſed, in the chary conſervation of 
the honours of their equalls ; and however other- 
wiſediverſly affe&ed, yer ſhould they all joyne to 
reſcew one anqther from malignity;and to palliate 
their diſsraces,With their very Crownes & Purples. 
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
